Not Likely That Port- 
land Struck Rocks. 


Such Is the Opinion of Ex- 
perienced Navigators, 


Destruction of the Steamer 
Absolutely Complete. 


Every Person Aboard the Ill-Fated 
Craft Met Death, 


Ocean's Bed Will Be Last Resting Place of 
Mcst of the Victims. 


Provincetown, Mass., Dec. 1—No re- 
ports have been received from along the 
section of coast between Race point and 
Monomoy of the recovery of any bodies 
from the steamer Portland. 

Many conflicting rumors reach here 
concerning the discovery of bodies, but 
investigation indicates that none came 
ashore during yesterday's storm. 

The report about the finding of a boy’s 
body proves to be incorrect, and the list 
stands at 16; 12 at Orleans, three at this 
place and one at Wellfleet. 

A message from Eastham says three 
bodies ashore there, but details 
are lacking. 

The cause of the Portland's fate, aside 
from the force of the elements, is a mys- 
tery which can never be probed. Every 
mariner has a theory, and all agree that 
when buffeted by the oncoming storm 
off Cape Ann the big side-wheeler was

disabled, and, before the blast, was 
driven over 40 miles to leeward, the 
waves slowly demolishing the upper 


structure unt!l the hull alone remained, 
and this, fina'ly, sank beneath the sur- 
face. The vessel disappeared some 
distance off shore, for the strong cur- 
rent is now carrying wreckage and 
bodies southward, and much of it may 
be found on Nantucket’s shoals. An- 
other fierce northeaster set in yester- 
day, again lashing the waves into a 
frenzy, and giving small hope to scores 
of broken-hearted relatives and friends 
of the victims that their bodies will be 
found on the shores. 

The saddest scenes, which caused 
bardy sailors to break down, are being 
enacted in this town, and will for days 
to come. 3ut 16 bodies have been 
taken from the water. 

The exact number of persons who were 
carried away from Boston by the steam- 
er Portland will probably never be 
known, as no list of passengers was re- 
tained on shore when the vessel left her 
moorings, bound to the Forest City, last 
Saturduy. Many estimates of the num- 
ber on board have been made, but the 
estimates have seldom agreed. C. F. 
Williams, Boston agent of the Portland 
Steamship company, who has arrived 
bere, places the total number of persons 
on the steamer at 100, or possibly 105. 
This estimate, however, is generally re- 
garded as rather small. It has been 
stated that the number was as high as 
165, but Mr. Williams denies that so 
many sailed on the Portland. It is 
probable that 120, including passengers 
and crew, is near the correct number. 

Nearly every sea captain and mariner 
on the cape, on being asked an opinion, 
stated that everyone on board was un- 
doubtedly lost. One feature of the dis- 
aster is the absence of any fragments of 
a lifeboat or liferaft among the varied 
mass of wreckage from the Portland 
which has been washed ashore during 
the last three days. Noone has reported 
finding any of the Portland's boats. 
Several pieces of white painted oars 
were picked up at various points. One 
theory is that the boats and liferafts 
were carried far out to sea and were not 
blown anywhere near this coast. 

The place and exact manner in which 
the Portland was swept to destruction 
has furnished an unusually interesting 
topic of discussion in marine circles here. 
Old mariners say they cannot under- 
stand why the steamer, which was sight- 
ed about 9 o'clock Saturday night, just 
before the gale set in in its full force, be- 
tween Thatcher's island and Eastern 
point, Cape Ann, by the schooner Maude 
S, did not put in to Gloucester harbor 
when it was apparent from the fall of 
the barometer that a violent northeaster 
was approaching. When the steamer 
twas sighted off Cape Annshe was making 
good progress toward Portland, but the 
weather was fast becoming rough, and, 
as the captain of the Maude S said, it was 
plain to see thata serious storm was im- 
pending. Why the Portland ever left 
Boston at all Saturday night is what 
puzzles mayine men on Cape Cod. 

It was off Thatcher's island that the 
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Portlatid was tast reportea before sne 
went to her doom. There are many 
theories offered in explanation of how 
the vessel reached a point near the tip 
end of Cape Cod. Although the exact 
location of where she went to pieces will 
in all probability never be known, it is 
sereraily believed here that the wreck 
occurred at a point about 10 or probably 
15 miles north of Peaked Hill bars, which 
would be from 45 to 50 miles from where 
she was sighted by the Maude S. 

The tremendous seas which she mus+ 
have encountered off Cape Ann undoubt- 
edly damaged her, and when Captain 
Blanchard saw that he could proceed no 
further eastward it is thought by some 
that ne resolved to make for the open 
sea to avoid the dangers along the coast. 
The time that the Portland was lost is 
Placed at froin 9 to 10 o’clock Sunday 
forenoon. The watches found on the 
bodies washed ashore had nearly all 
stopped between those hours. The wreck 
could not have occurred between those 
hours Saturday wight, in the judgment 
of all competent: authorities, as in that 
case the wreckage would have been 
washed ashore 2t points in Massachu- 
setts bay. Furthermore, the force of 
the storm at 10 o'clock Saturday night 
Was not sufficiently heavy to cause the 
vessel to founder. 

When the wrevk was first reported it 
Was thought the boat had possibly 
struck on the terrible Peaked Hill bars, 
which are known among mariners every- 
where as the graveyard of New England's 
coast. This theory was quickly put to 
flight, however, by a careful investiga- 
tion. In the first place the patrol at the 
Peaked Hili bars lifesaving station were 
on the alert throughout the great storm, 
and the men on duty there saw or hear 
nothing to indicate that a steamer had 
been dashed to pieces on the famous 
shoals. The fierce gale caused such a 
tremendous tide that a vessel of the 
Tortland’s draught would have passed 
over the bars in safety and run ashore 
on the beach. In fact a large schooner 
in distress, drawing more water than the 
Portland, passed over the most shallow 
part of the bars and did not ground on 
the beach. 

Another incident that tends to place 
the time of the wreck on Sunday morn- 
ing was reported by the crew of the Race 
Point life saving station. Race Point 
forms the tip of Cape Cod. The life sav- 
ing crew there, during the height of the 
Criving snofvatorm, heard four sharp 
whistles from a steamer, which were 
recognized as a danger signal. The 
signal was heard at about 7:45 o'clock, 
and the crew hastily manned the boats 
to give assistance ff possible. A terrible 
tempest was raging, and it was so thick 
that it was impossible to see any distance 
off shore. The crew could locate no 
steamer and the biasts of a whistle were 
heard only once. The men a@re positiv 
that they heard a steamer whistle, and 
are now of the opinion that it came from 
the Portland some time before she foun- 
dered, for it is generally believed she wen! 
to the bottom and was not wrecked by 
going onshore. , 

The opinion is aiso general here that 
the boat was gradually battered to pieces 
by the mountainous seas, the upper fit- 
tings being carried away until the water 
began to pour into her. The fact that 
her wheel was found with ropes attached, 
on the Orleans shore, is taken to indicate 
that the pilots were powerless to con- 
trol the vessel’s course in the bay, and 
that they were obliged to lash the wheel. 
When the hull went under, the upper 
deck and fittings, gingerbread work, etc., 
probably became loosened by the action 
of the seas. These parts of the ship, not 
including the furnishings, were practi- 
cally the only ones of the vessel that 
were strewn along the outer coast of 
Cape Cod. The absence of any very 
large parts of the hull on the coast is ac- 
counted for by the theory that the hull 
itself went to the bottom. The largest 
piece of wreckage reported up to sunset 
was a piece about 30 feet long. | 


Before the ill-fated steamer took her 
final plunge the passengers and crew 
naturally adopted all means at their 
command to save theirlives. This wou ! 
account for the large number of life pre- 
servers and belts found among the first 
portions of the wreckage. What became 
of the lifeboats and rafts, if any were 
launched, is, of course, unknown, as 
none have been picked up, as before 
stated. 

The first body from the wreck came 
ashore at High Head, which is a few 
miles further down the outer coast of the 
eape from the Peaked Hill station. It 
was found on Monday morning. The 
next bodies found were picked up at 
points further south on the same day, 
and the life preservers, woodwork, two 
or three pieces of baggage, lard, tobacco, 
paper and other portions of the cargo 
began to pile up on the shore south of 
High Head. Little wreckage was found 
north of that point. Theswift undertow 
off shore carried an immense amount of 
debris and many bodies south as far as 
Monomoy beach and Nantucket sound. 
While the northern limit indicates the 
wreck was near High Head, and practi- 
eally none of the wreckage went inside 
the cape, it is not known how far south 
it was swept. It is owing to these con- 
ditions that the chances for recovering 
many more bodies are considered not 
very favorable.

A number or Portiand people, most of 
them relatives of some of those whose 
names were on the passenger list of the 
Portland when she left Boston last Sat- 
urday evening, have arrived here, for 
the purpose of identifying, if possible, 
some of the bodies washed ashore along 
the coast. Large numbers of volun- 
teers are assisting the surfmen to pa- 
trol the beaches. From the tip end of 
Cape Cod to Monomoy there are 10 goy- 
ernment life-saving stations, and all the 
crews have been on duty almost con- 
stantly since last Saturday evening, 
when the great blow set in. The re- 
covery of the bodies which have been 
conveyed to this port, Orleans and other 
points, is largely due to the diligence 
of the life savers. 

Several bodies not secured were sight- 
ed in the surf some distance from shore, 
but they disappeared from view in the 
strong current running southward, and 
it was impossible to get hold of them. 
The fact that so few bodies have been 
recovered from the sea is due to the 
strong undertow, which, it is thought, 
carried the great majority down to the 
coast toward Monomoy and Nantucket 
sound. This was proved by the find- 
ing of the greater number of bodies in 
the vicinity of Orleans, and as far down 
as Chatham. Those found nearest to 
where the steamer is thought to have 
foundered were those first taken from 
the water. 

A severe gale from the east and rorth- 
east probably carried many of the 
drowned further southward, and many 
eld mariners predict that a large num- 
ber of bodies will never be recovered. 

One of the first bodies to be identified 
Was that of E. Dudley Freeman of Yar- 
mouth, Me., a prominent Republican 
leafer in the Pine Tree state, and a 
member of Governor Power's council. 
His body was found on the Nauset beach 
near Orleans by Daniel Gould. 

The big wheel of the Portland, with 
steering gear attached, was found on 
the shores off Orleans. The wheel had 
about 20 fathoms of wire attached, part 
of the electrical steering equipment. 
Part of the flooring near the base of the 
wheel in the pilot house was attached, 
and a rope fastened to the wheel itself 
indicated that it had been lashed. 

Among the wreckage that is strewn 
along the beach are quite a number of 
stateroom doors. Most of them have 
the enumel numbers on, and on many 
of the doors the lock bolt projected, 
showing that some of the staterooms 
bad been locked at the time of the dis- 
aster. Wreckage of almost every de- 
scription is strewn for miles along the 
outside beach, but most of the articles 
tf any value were taken by the watchers 
end memento seekers. 


Sad Messege From the Deep, 

Plymouth, Mass., Dec. 1.—A bit of 
bamboo, which was picked up in the 
surf here, brought a story of death and 
the loss of the schooner White Wings 
of Gloucester in the recent storm. The 
fragmerg was found tossing about in the 
waves, an@ it contained a letter. The 
message was as follows: ‘We will be 
lost—13 of us—in the fishing schooner 
White Wings from Gloucester. Have 
no bottle to put it in. Everything is 
gone. . We are about to go on a raft. 
Henry Wilder and Frank Haskins are 
dead. If I could only see my wife and 
darling child again. Albert Simmons.” 
The paper has been sent to Gloucester. 


The King Phitip Ww recked. 
Provincetown, Dec. 1.—Schooner King 
Philip of Fall River was totally wrecked 
on the cape, as wreckage from her has 
come ashore. The crew probably num- 
bered 10@nen, all of whom have been lost. 
The schooner was 1224 tons gross register. 


A Little Brighter. 

Boston, Dec. 1—The news from the 
various districts of New England which 
suffered the most severely in Sunday's 
storm, received late yesterday, was quite 
encouraging, although a quick recovery 
is not expected, and In fact seemed re- 
mote earlier in the day. Hopeful news 
came from many ports that energetic 
means wei being taken to save craft 
which had gone ashore in easy berths. 
At Gloucester several schooners wer: 
floated, while in Boston harbor much 
was accomplished, the chief work being 
the hauling off of the liner Ohio froin 
shoal water at Spectacle island. 

News of additional wrecks, chiefly 
amone the fishing fleets, is coming in

Bridgewater State Farm. . 


Several unfortunates from the Quincy 
court are annually sent to the State 
farm at Bridgewater, and the 45th 
annual report of the trustees to Gov. 
Wolcott will be of interest: 

‘-Within the past year the number of 
women committed to the state farm has 
largely increased over previous years, 
so that it has become an important 
question what provision shall be made 
so as to entirely separate them from 
the departments occupied by men. It 
is recommended that an appropriation 
be made for the erection of a suitable 
building. *’ 

The — superintendent 
follows: 

**There have been committed and ad- 
mitted during the year, 1767, and dis- 
charged for the same time 1720. There 
are remaining at this date 1168. By 
departments the changes have been as 
follows: Workhouse, 165 more com- 
mitted; almshouse, 94 less admitted ; 
insane, 8 less committed. The de- 
crease of insane is accounted for by 
a transfer of 30 chronic patients to 
Medfield. 

‘‘Beginning this year, all commit- 
ments to the workhouse department 
will be by indeterminate sentence, 
drunkenness having a limit of one year 
and all other offences a limit of two 
years. I have much hope that, in the 
drunk cases at least, the plan of release 
will be a restraining influence, and 
protect the man in the moment of 
temptation. This plan needs to have 
the co-operation of his family, friends 
and the local authorities in a spirit of 
kindness to attain its highest aims and 
purposes. *’ 

The report recommends that one or 
both wings of the building for the 
insane be reconstructed, so as to in- 
crease the number of wards for the 
classification of patients. It further 
recommends the purchase of more dry 
upland to prevent in the future the 
partial failure of crops. The lands 
purchased for sewerage disposal have 
not proved entirely desirable.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
t There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persous whose 
names begin with A to V, and today’s 
instalment is the fifth of the Ws:

The Parts They Played During the 
Blockade of Santiago, 


Mines Prevented the Forcing 
of the Harbor. 


Admiral Quotes Correspondence Between 


Himself and the General. 


Washington, Dec. 1—A report from 
Admiral Sampson, covering the opera- 
tions of the United States blockading 
fleet off Santiago, after the destruction 
of Cervera's fleet, was made public by 
the navy department yesterday. The 
report begins with a dispatch dated on 
the flagship New York, July 15, and 
winds up with one from the same fiag- 
ship, dated Guantanamo, Aug. 4. 

In the first report Admiral Sampson 
tells of the demonstration made against 
Aguadores by the Michigan troops under 
Duffield, the point of which was that as 
soon as the ships took part in the fight 
the Spaniards disappeared. He says that 
the bombardment of Santiago on the 2d 
of July served no particular end because 
Shafter’s attack had been postponed. 

He quotes dispatches from himseif to 
Shafter, stating that it was impossible 
to force an entrance to the harbor until 
the mines had been removed, and that 
work could be accomplished only after 
the troops had taken the forts. Shafter 
replied that he could not tell when he 
could take the batteries. If they were 
as difficult as those against which he was 
pitted it would take some time and a 
great loss of life. 

Said he: “I am at a loss to see why 
the navy cannot work under a destruc- 
tive fire as well as the army. My loss 
yesterday was over 500 men. By all 
means keep up fire on everything in sight 
juntil demolished. I expect, however, 
with time and sufficient men, to capture 
the forts along the bay.” 

An hour later on the same day, July 2, 
Shafter again appealed to Sampson to 
force the harbor entrance immediately,

slowly, but the most important wreck 
reported yesterday was that of the 
schooner King Philip somewhere on 
Cape Cod, near Highland light. Her 
crew went to their destruction. 

A conservative estimate of the loss of 
life from vessels in New England waters 
greatly exceeds 200, including the steam- 
er Portland’s victims. If all the crews 
of vessels, the safety of which are still 
in doubt, have perished, then the list of 
dead will total far beyond any figure 
now set. 


Crew Safely Landed. 

Boston, Dec. 1.—A private telegram re- 
ceived in this city announces the prob- 
able loss of the Puritan line steamer 
Scottish King, commanded by Captain 
James and bound for Antwerp to this 
port. The vessel ran ashore at 56:39 
o'clock yesterday morning, 10 miles 
northeast from Cape Race, N. F., dur- 
ing a dense fog. The crew, numbering 
35 men, were all landedinsafety. It was 
impossible for the officers of the steamer 
to see their dangerous surroundings un- 
til they brought up on the rocks, and 
when the steamer struck she began to 
fill immediately, showing that her bot- 
tom had been punctued by the jagged 
rocks. The vessel will undoubtedly prove 
a total loss, as she is in a dangerous and 
most exposed position and is full of water 


Ventagoet Missing. 

New York, Dec. 1.—The officers of the 
Manhattan Steamship company, owners 
of the steamship Pentagoet, fear that 
something has happened to her. - She 
left this port Thursday last, bound for 
Bangor, Me., and nothing has been 
heard since concerning her. 

Secretary Weiss, of the company, said 
yesterday that the boat was in charge 
of Captain O. R. Ingram, who was 
thoroughly familiar with the New Eng- 
land coast. There was a possibility 
that when the storm came up Saturday 
evening he might have put out to sea 
to avoid all possibility of going ashore. 

There were no passengers on board, and 
the crew comprised 16 or 17 men. The 
steamship carried 160 tons of miscella- 
neous goods, and was due in Bangor 
Sunday morning. 


Off Block Island. 

Newport, R. I, Dec. 1.—Reports from 
Block island bring tales of loss of life 
and wreckage along the beaches, while 
the force of the wind on Sunday was 110 
miles an hour. It was the most severe 
storm in the remembrance of the island- 
ers. There is much fear expressed by 
the inhabitants of Newport as to the 
safety of many of the residents of the 
island, who have been penned up sinc: 
last Saturday. 


Ashore Off Nahant, 

Swampscott, Mass., Dec. 1.—The three- 
masted schooner Edgar Hanson, coal 
laden, bound for Portsmouth, N. H., 
went ashore on Dread ledge, off Nahant, 
yesterday. She lies in a dangerous posi- 
tion, and if the wind changes she 1s 
liable to be battered to pieces on the 
rocks. The Swampscott life saving crew 
went to her assistance. She carried a 
crew of six men. 


Driven on Rocks, 

North Weymouth, Mass., Dec. 1.—The 
two-masted schooner C. B. Kennard is 
pshore off Fort point. Theschooner Jeft 
Portsmouth, N. H., Friday, with a cargo 
composed of 60,000 brick, consigned to 
Weymouth. She anchored off Fort 
point, but the anchor chain parted and 
the vessel was driven on the rocks. Cap- 
tain Freeman, Mate Brown and two sea- 
men reached shore after great difficulty. 
The vessel's sails were carried away and 
she has two holes stove in her bow. She 
went ashore within 200 feet of where she 
was built. 


Carried Fourteen Men, 

Gloucester, Mass., Dec. 1—Fears are 
é@ntertained here for the safety of the 
fishing schooner F. R. Walker of this 
port. The coast guards at Race Point 
report seeing considerable wreckage 
marked F. R. Walker.

Boston, Dec. 2.—Schooner L. V. Beebe, 
from Philadelphia, Nov. 11, for Boston, 
with 1062 tons of coal, has been totally 
wrecked on Black Rock, near Cohasset, 
and al\ hands, eight in number, perished 
This vessel and cargo were valued at 
about $35,600. She was commanded by 
Captain Daniels, whose son was mate. 


‘ Ll ghtship Safe, 
Philadelphia, Dee. 2.—The Pollosk Rip 
lightship, which was wrenched from its 
position at the eastern entrance to Nan- 
tucket sound by the force of the storm, 
and whi: h was believed to have been lost 
with al) on board, is safe. It was 
picked up by the Switzerland on Tues- 
day, 269 miles east-northeast of Cape 
Henloper and towed into the Delaware 
capes yesterday. The task of picking 
up the helpless ship was attended by 
great daager, and the Switzerland lost 
her moo ings and 60 fathoms of chain 
in doing so. The lightship had drifted 
£00 mile.

The prospects are favorable 
that the incoming tide today will be ac- 
companied by an undertow, which will 
be likely to cast up great quantities of 
wreckage all along the coast. This will 
be favorable to the recovery of bodies 
not only at Cape Cod but at other 
places where so many sailors went to 


Wrecks Off Long Island. 

New York, Dec. 2.—The full story of 
the havoc done in Port Jefferson bay, 
L. I., by the recent storm, has just been 
received here. Schooner Hard Chance 
attempted to make the harbor, but was 
driven on the roess at Oldfield Point, 
where she lies broken intwo.

The number of strangers who are here 
looking for bodies has increas€d with 
each train, until now there are far more 
searchers than there are bodies. Then, 
too. the number of bodies identified ex- 
ceeds the number not known, and as the 
probability increases that few more are 
likely to be recovered those who are 
looking for friends show plainly the 
desperate state of anxlety into which 
they have been thrown. 

Those in charge of bodies which have 
been recovered express a strong hope 
that those who have identified bodies 
will remove them as soun as the neces- 

sary formalities can be carried out, as 
the undertakers and others are sorely 
cramped for room, and as they have not 
the facilities for caring for such an un- 
usual number of corpses. The proba- 
bilities, possibilities, explanations and 
theories concerning the wreck are beyond 
number. Two facts which receive, per- 
haps, more attention than any others 
are the absence of any fragment ofa 
boat or liferaft from the mass of wreck- 
age, and the strange phenomenon which 
was witnessed by the patrol early Sun- 
day morning. In the first in- 
stance, nothing having the appearance 
of a boat or a part of one or other life 

saving apparatus, save the ordinary cork 
preservers and life belts from the Port- 
land, have been discovered. Nearly all 
of the life preservers which have come 
ashore have had the straps tied in more 
or less bungling fashion, as if by hands 
ignorant of the proper method of at- 
taching them or by those made almost 
impotent by fear. In nearly all cases the 
straps are broken, as if they had buoyed 
up those who wore them until the bodies 
were torn from them by the waves prob- 
ably after life had passed. As to the 
storm center the life savers at the Race 
point station are the only ones who tell 
of that sudden lull in the gale during 
which they so plainly heard the blasts 
from the distressed steamer. lt was as 
if the furious tempest had ceased en- 
tirely for the space of a breath, and then 
as suddenly began again with renewed 
violence. This seems to be one of the 
most remarkable features in connection 


with the wreck. : é 
Of all the wreckage known to have 


gor, Me. Fears that she foundered in 
the gale that night increase as the time 
passes, though the company has not 
wholly given up. 


Told In Paragraphs, 

The report that a letter, purporting ¢o 
come from the schooner White Wings of 
Gloucester, and which was found ina 
bit of bamboo at Plymouth, Mass., 
causes no anxiety, from the fact that 
no such schooner hails from Gloucester. 

Schooner Princess, of Port Gilbert, re- 
ported from Gloucester as probably lost, 
has arrived at Sandy Cove, N. S., after 
thrilling experiences.

CRAZY WOMAN’S DEED, 


Murdered Her Young Daughter, Using 
Bootjack For Weapon. 


Son Narrowly Escaped Meet- 
ing the Same Fate. 


Unfortunate Mother Apparently Unconscious 
of Enormity of Her Offense. 


Peabody, Mass., Dec. 2.—Mrs. Richard 
Hurley, wife of a gardener employed 
by Stephen Blaney, pounded her 12-year- 
old daughter over the head with a boot- 
jack until dead and nearly killed her 7- 
year-old boy in the same manner yes- 
terday afternoon. Mrs. Hurley is un- 
doubtedly insane. 

Mrs. Hurley entered the police station 
and coolly informed the officer in charge 
that she had murdered two of her chil- 
dren. This information did not surprise 
the officer as might have been expected, 
for it appears that the woman called at 
the station some time ago and informed 
the officers that she had made away with 
two of the little ones, but an investiga- 
tion at that time showed that they had 
not been seriously harmed. Yesterday 
the woman insisted that she had com- 
mitted a double murder, and her plea 
that the police go to her house and see 
for themselves what she had done was 
so strong that the officer at the station 
decided to send a policeman to the Hur- 
ley residence. 

The woman gave the policeman the key 
of the house, and when he entered the 
kitchen a fearful scene was presented 
The body of little May Hurley lay on the 
floor in a pool of blood, the head bearing 
marks of heavy blows. One glance 
was sufficient to show that the girl was 
dead, and near the body was Mrs. Hur- 
ley’s 7-year-old son. He, too, was lying 
on the floor, and his head was covered 
with blood. At first the police thought 
he was dead, but when they examined 
him they saw that life was not extinct. 

Dr. Tucker was summoned and on his 
arrival announced the girl's life ex- 
tinct, as the police already decided from 
the appearance of the body. The doctor 
then devoted his attention to the boy, 
whose name is Thomas. He found that 
Thomas had sustained a severe concus- 
sion of the brain, but Dr. Tucker thought 
the injury would not necessarily prove 
fatal. 

A further investigation by the police 
showed that Mr. Hurley had left his 
home at 12:40 o'clock in the afternoon to 
return to his work at Mr. Blaney’s. Mr. 
Hurley says that at that time his wife 
manifested no sign of mental trouble, 
and that he is at a loss to account for 
the terrible affliction except that his wife 
suddenly became insane and attacked 
the two children at home.* Mr. Hurley 

Mrs. Hurley was once In the Danvers 
asylum, and it is thought will be re- 
turned to that institution. 

The weapon used by Mrs. Hurley was 
a heavy black walnut bootjack. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Hurley's own statement 
she was seized with a terrible pain in 
the head soon after dinner, and the 
noise made by the children provoked 
her to a fit of rage. She ordered the 
girl to help her clear away the dishes 
from the table. The thought suddenly 
ran into her mind that she would chas- 
tise the children for disobedience. She 
lost control of herself, seized a heavy 
bootjack, and beat the defenseless chil- 
dren over the head. The children fell 
senseless to the floor, and supposing they 
were dead, realized what she had 
done. She slipped on a skirt over her 
wrapper and hastened along the rail- 
road track, which runs along by the 
house, to the police station. She told 
the officers what she had done, and was 
locked in a padded cell while the case 
was being investigated. 

Mr. Hurley, accompanied by Lawrenc= 
Waters, a friend, went to the house, 
where they found the two children on

the kitchen floor, the girl dead, and the 
boy unconscious. The boy had sus- 
tained compression of the brain, and 


the doctors says that he will probably 
recover. There were finger-nail marks 
on the boy's throat, as though he had 
been choked, and his head and shoulders 
were badly bruised. 

Mrs. Hurley is the mother of 10 chil- 
dren, cight of whom are still living 
The sons and daughters say she was a 
kind and loving mother, who did « 


very 


thing for her children, and nothing could 


be said against her character. 


bors also testify as to the woman’s g 
character Her husband was 
crazy with grief. 


Nobody is able to explain the cause of 
the crime, but her husband said that 
she had suffered a good deal lately from 
pains in her head and chest. About 14 
years ago she went insane, and was sent 
to the Danvers asylum for some months. 
She went there again about four years 
ago on her own accord, but the hospital 
authorities would not keep her there. 
She has told her husband several times 
and the neighbors also, she was afraid 
o fanother attack of insanity, and she 
expressed her wish to be at the asylum 
again for her children’s sake. 

In an interview with Mrs. Hurley 
in the Peabody jail she talked ina per- 
fectly intelligent way, and answered all 
questions rationally.

question as to why she committed the! 


crime, she said: “I was 60 nervous. I 
had a bad headache, and it seemed as 
though my head would split. I asked 
the children to help me with the dinner 
things, but they kept on making noise 
and were very saucy. My husband has 
often twitted me and said that unless 
I made the children obey me and be- 
have themselves, they would grow up 
just like I was. I suddenly thought I 
would follow his advice and 
them for their disobedience. They were 
playing with the sewing machine, which 
made a noise that went through my head 
until I was crazy. 
refused to help me with the dishes, I 
jumped up and seized the bootjack, near 
the stove, and struck them over their 
heads. They both dropped to the floor.”

MAY ULTIMATELY YizoUvd,

ne Points For 
Commissioners to Consider, 

Paris, Dec. 2—From information 
which comes from a well authenticated 
source, it seems unlikely that the peace 
commissioners will finish their work as 
soon as had been expected. It is prob- 
able that the negotiations will last con- 
giderably longer. Madrid has instruct- 
ed the Spanish commissioners on three 
to which the Americans attach 
much importance. These are the ces- 
sion of an island in the Carolines, the 
granting of religious freedom over the 
whole of the Carolines, and the cession 
of a cable and coaling station at Ceuta. 

The Spanish government has instruct- 
ed Senor Rios to grant none of these; 
and, while Spain may ultimately yield 
them all, it is argued that the American 
commissioners have no power to en- 
force their demands on potnts not cov- 
ered by the yrotocol. Before Spain does 
yield, the negotiations are likely to be 
prolonged and the United States may 
have togivea substantial quid pro quo. 

Anxious as both are to conclude thelr 
work, the peace cammission did not hold 
a joint session yesterday. The next 
meeting will be held this afternoon. 

This delay arose from the fact that the 
Spanish commissioners at Wednesday's 
session offered several urgent proposi- 
tions, which called for special delibera- 
tion upon the part of the Americans. 
Spain asks the United States to grant for 
a term of five years to Spanish ships 
carrying Spanish goods or products to 
Porto Rico and Cuba the same privi- 
leges as American vessels engaged in the 
same trade may have; and she qualifies 
this request by a proviso that trade 
privileges be extended to Cuba as long 
as the United States government is 
dominant over that island. 

This proposition and the arguments by 
which it was supported are considered 
strongly stated, and the American com- 
missioners desire time for deliberation. 
Thus, though busy until nearly 2 o'clock 
vesterday afternoon, they were not fully 
prepared and Judge Day sent a message 
to Senor Rios requesting that the joint 
session fixed for yesterday afternoon be 
postponed until today. 

Meanwhile the Spanish commissioners 
had been preparing a list of subjects for 
negotiation, supplemented by sugges- 
tions counter to and amendatory of the 
subjects the Americans submitted Wed- 
nesday _ This came to the American com- 
missioners yesterday in Spanish, ren- 
dering it even more desirable to post- 
pone the joint session In order to give 
time for translation and consideration. 
The subject will be laid before the Ameri- 
can commissioners today. Now that the 
first gust of grief and chagrin has passed 
the Spanish commissioners are meeting 
the Americans in a frank spirit that is 
helpful to an early completion of the 
negotiations.

F.lip:nos Are Dissatisfied. 
Manila, Dec. 2.—The independent party 
of the Filipinos is not disposed to accept 
the result of the deliberations of the 
peace commissioners at Paris, judging 
from the tone of the native press. The 
Independencia publishes a particularly 
bombastic leading article to the effect 
that the Filipinos will “decline to per- 
mit their homes to be bought and sold 
like merchandise.” It then repeats the 
readiness of the Filipinos to fight in de- 
fense of their rights and asserts that the 
government and people are unanimous 
in claiming nothing less than indepen- 
dence. The paper also claims that the 
Filipinos have uncontestible claims upon 
the island of Luzon, part of the Visayas 
islands, and the island of Mindanao by 
right of conquest. It concedes that the 
Americans helped the insurgents “in- 
Girectly by blockading Manila,”’ but The 
Independencia claims that even without 
help the revolutionists must have ulti- 
mately won. Finally, The Independencia 
holds that Spain cannot cede the Philip- 
pine archipelago, “because it was never 
her's.”

destruction wrought on that eventful 
night and the following: day when, 
Close Contest for School Com- 
mittee-at-Large. 


in the words of Longfellow: 
“ Colder and louder blew the wind, 
A gale from the northeast, 
The snow fell hissing in the brine, 
And the billows frothed like yeast.” 

Not since the great storm that carried 
away Minot’s light, has there been such 
a disastrous gale, and handreds of 
people have visited Nantasket beach to 
view the scenes of death and destruc- 
tion. 

I went to North Cohasset Tuesday 
afternoon and it was my good fortune 
to fallin with Mr. Charles Hall who 
resides there and who was one of the 
tirst to be on the beach Sunday morn- 
ing, when the wrecks were coming in. 
Mr. Hall kindly hitched up his little 
mustang, of which he is justly proud 
and carried me to Nantasket and over 
the beach, explaining as he went and 
telling of the thrilling scenes he 
witnessed only a few hours before. 

Mr. Hall was one of those who helped 
to rescue the life saving crew after 
they had been thrown thirty feet into 
the air and then buried in the waves 
beneath their boat. He also helped re- 
move mapy of the dead bodies from 
the beach. 

The first thing noticed was a build- 
ing floating in the water surrounded 
by household effects of every descrip- 
tion. Outof this building the body 
of a man had been taken 

The handsome maple trees along 
Jerusalem road were nearly ruined. 
The road along the beach for a distance 
of several hundred feet was entirely 
washed out. The electric car tracks 
were buried two feet deep with stones 
and gravel. Stones weighing from 50 
to 200 pounds were thrown over the 
bar from the ocean into a pond and 
small buildings carried along with 
them. 

The beach was lined with wreckage 
from one end to the other and men were 
busily engaged in saving spars and 
whatever they could that was of value. 

Now and then a man claimed every- 
thing in sight but it didn’t take long 
to show him that he ‘‘ wasn’t the only 
pebble on the beach,’’ und that every 
man got what he could. 

Imagine the houses along the beach, 
drifted from their foundations and set 
in all shapes, some in the street, half 
buried in sand, some entirely de- 
molished, some standing on one end 
some floating bottom side up, some 
with a whole side taken out. 

Hotels reduced to a mass of broken 
sticks; flying horses demolished like 
china dolls and the huge toboggan slide 
twisted into a demoralized tangle of 
wood and iron. All the piazzas and 
all light buildings were more or less 
demolished, and the scene a sad 
one for the owners. 


At no time since the renomination 
of Mayor Sears have we had any doubt 
as to his reelection. The belief is 
general that the Democrats could not 
have nominated a man this year who 
would have defeated him. The size of 
the majority will depend on the total 
vote polled. If the vote is small the 
majority will be small, but with an 
average vote Mayor Sears’ majority 
may be larger than last year. Itisa 
Republican year and it would not be 
surprising if all the Republicans at 
large for the Council are elected, four 
of the five being renominated. Coun- 
cllman McGrath, however has been 
renominated by the Democrats and 
likely to lead his ticket with a good 
chance of elections Two other Demo- 
crats would be valuable members of 
the Council W. W. Jenness and ex- 
Councilman Claflin and they will run 
well. The letter from Mr. Claflin has 
strengthened him with Republicans 
but will causehim to lose Democratic 
votes. 

Between John L. Miller and Dr. N. 
S. Hunting for School Committee at- 
large it promises to be a close race. 
Republicans and those who are opposed 
to so many professional men on the 
school board, will support Mr. Miller, 
but the popularity of Dr. Hunting will 
roll up for him a large if not a majority 
voie. There are at present on the 
School Committee four doctors whose 
terms do not expire, and one more 
would give them a majority. Again, 
Ward One now has one of the three 
members at large and there is some 
opposition to giving the ward another. 
Both gentlemen have never served on 
the board. Ward Two will senda new 
member, both parties having united on 
Fred H. Smith. In Ward Three Miss 
Mabel E. Adams will be reelected 
without opposition. 

For Councilmen from wards there is 
no doubt but Ward One will reelect 
Messrs. Nash, Swithin and Packard. 
Ward Two will also reelect Messrs. 
Keith, Hultmau and Newcomb. 

Ward Three is close politically and 
five of the six candidates are without 
experience. Councilman Nicoll is 
likely to be reelected, and possibly his 
two Republican colleagues John L. 
Johnson and Daniel McLennan. 

A great surprise happened in Ward 
Four last year when a Republican was 
elected to the Council. It would not

THEORY OF FOUNDERING' 


Gains Ground In Discussion of the 
Portland Disaster. 


Final Plunge Was Probably 
Off Peaked Hill Bar. 


But Few More Bodies Likely to Be Washed 
Ashore by the Tide. 


Provincetown, Mass., Dec. 3.—What 
has become of the balance of the crew 
and passengers of the ill-fated Portiand 
remains wholly a matter of conjecture, 
although it is practically certain that not 
a single soul survived after the steamer 
went to pieces Sunday forenoon. 

The fact that none of her lifeboats has 
as yet been found, nor any of her life 
rafts, holds out to agonized relatives and 
friends a single ray of hope, to which 
they cling tenaciously, but as the realiza- 
tion of the awful sea which was running 
at that time is forced upon them, they 
are obliged to acknowledge that the 
chance of even a single person being 
saved is hopeless. 

As to this chance of further recoveTy 
of bodies, there are many and conflicting 
opinions. The shifting sands of Cape 
Cod, the swift tides that sweep up and 
down the shore of the cape, the winds 
from every direction, and the height and 
nature of the waves have a most im-

Supplies Exhausted, 

Boston, Dec. 3.—More than 50 sailors 
who were shipwrecked in last Sunday’s 
gale at Vineyard Haven or thereabouts 
have arrived in Boston by rail during the 
last two or three days, and have been 
given shelter, food and clothing at the 
rooms of the Boston Seaman’s Friend 
gociety. So great has been the demand 
for such supplies that the stock of Cap- 
tain S. S. Nickerson, the chaplain in 
charge of the institution, has been ex- 
hausted. 


Bolled Down, 

Governor Wolcott has ardered all 
bodies recovered from the wrecked 
steamer Portland to be sent to Boston 
for identification. This will obviate the 
long and tedious journey to Cape Cod 
by people anxious to identify the re- 
mains of their friends. 

The Boston Towboat company has 
been awarded the contract for floating 
the steamer John J. Hill, ashore at Wol- 
laston, and the ocean tug Tamaqua, 
ashore on Spectacle island. In both 
cases the vessels are so far up on the 
beach that dredging will be necessary 
before they can be floated. 

Schooner Ann, Sullivan Me., for Bos- 
ton, for whose safety much anxiety was 
felt, rode out the gale safely at Bass 
Harbor, Me., and arrivci at Whitehead. 

The British steamship Marstonmoor 
arrived at the Delaware breakwater, 
having in tow the British bark La Es- 
cocesa, which was bound from Iquique 
to New York, laden with about 2000 
tens of soda, valued at about $65,000.

portant bearing on this question, and 
yet only the most expert student of na- 
ture in her awful mood feels competent 
even to venture an answer to the ques- 
tion that being asked by hun- 
dreds whose dear ones sailed on the 
doomed vessel. 

So many ships have been lost on Peaked 
Hill bar that it is indeed a veritable 
graveyard. It extends out from the cape 
a mile or more, and every vessel doubling 
Cape Cod gives it a wide berth. There 
are all sorts of theories as to where the 
Portland went down, and just at present 
the one most generally accepted is that, 
after being partially stripped of her up- 
per works, she finally plunged beneath 
the waves, some five or 10 miles to the 
northeast of this bar. 

Barring some wreckage at East Brew- 
ster, which came ashore Thursday 
morning, which cannot be identified as 
having come from the Portland, noth- 
ing has been picked up inside of Cape 
Cod. It may be possible that the steam- 
er was still farther off the point of the 
cwape where she went down, perhaps in 
deep water, and this theory is borne out 
by the fact that no large portion of the 
vessel has yet come ashore. Only the 
gingerbread work, so called, nas been 
picked up, together with numerous life 
preservers. 

It is a singular feature of the wreck, 
and one which puzzles many of the ex- 
pert surfmen, that the first bodies were 
picked up just at the time, or a little 
before, the wreckage came ashore. 
Usually, in cases of wreck on the shores 
of Cape Cod, the upper portions of the 
vessel have been the first fragments to 
appear on the beach, and this also 
strengthens the theory that the steamer 
foundered some miles, perhaps five or 
six, off shore. Still another circum- 
stance makes this theory even more 
tenable. All, or nearly all, of the bodies 
that have been recovered were but little 
If they had drifted down from 
Highland light, or further above, nearly 
everyone would have shown marks, at 
least on the face, but there were onlya 
very few that were disfigured. 

It seems plausible that the Portland 
foundered five miles northeast, or per- 
haps east of Peaked Hill bar, off High 
Head life saving station, about 9:15 Sun- 
day morning, and that a greatér part of 
the light upper work, with the assistance 
of a flood tide, was thrown off on the 
beach at Peaked Hill station, or just be-

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Form a Large Portion of Secretary 
Alger’s Annual Report. 


Recommendations In View ot 
Our New Possessions. 


Refrains From Comment Upon Events During 
the War With Spain. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—The annual re 
port of Secretary Alger is a practically 
complete official history of the Spanish- 
American war. The secretary has given 
to the public not only all the official dis- 
patches that passed directly between 
his own office and commanding officers} 
in the field and camp, but has supple- 
mented these with the short explana- 
tory notes setting forth the reasons for 
various momements, and then, to com- 
plete the record of events, he has in- 
cluded in the body of his report, the re- 
port of General Miles, of all the generals| 
who participzted in the campaign in| 
Cuba, Porto Rico, or the Philippines, and 
finally the reports of all the bureau offi- | 
cers of the war department, Nowhere; 
is there shown a disposition to criticise | 
the official dispatches being allowed to! 
tell their own story. Generally, the sec-| 
retary finds much to praise and cause | 
for sincere congratulation in the résults | 
obtained. | 

The report proper:begins with what) 
may be described as a chronological his- 
tory of the war, consisting of a number 
of short paragraphs, beginning with the 
declaration of war on April 21, and set- 
ting forth tne date upon which any event 
of importance occurred, but making no} 
comment whatever upon the facts. The 
only exception to this rule is in refer-| 
ence to the casualties at Santiago. Some! 
criticism having been been made that! 
there was a lack of surgeons present, ! 
the report states that there were 140! 
surgeons in attendance and that of 1431! 
wounded, only 13 died of their wounds. | 
Touching the surrender of Santiago, the} 
report shows that Shafter de manded | 
the surrender on the 3rd, and renewed | 
this demand on the 4th. On the morning; 
of the 11th, another demand was made. | 
On the evening of that day Genera! 
Miles arrived and on the 13th and 14th! 
of July he, with General Shafter, met the | 
Spanish commander, under a flag of 
truce, to discuss the surrender. On the 
afternoon of the 14th, General Miles left 
General Shafter’s headquarters, and 
soon thereafter went aboard ship, pre- 
paratory to sailing for Porto Rico. July 
17 Toral surrendered 23,000 men upon 
our terms, and the American flag was 
hoisted by order of Shafter. 


The secretary, coming down in his his- 
tory to the middle of August, when an 
order was issued and is now in execu- 
tion to muster out 100,000 volunteers, 
says: 

“Thus an army of about 250,000 volun- 
teers and recruits for the regular army 
was called into existence, from civil life, 
and, including the regular army, the 
total ferce was 274,717 men. It was or- 
ganized, armed and equipped (no sup- 
plies being on hand other than those 
for the regulars, save Springfield mus- 
kets) and 50,000 men of this force were 
transported by land and sea to battle- 
fields in the trophies 10,000 miles apart, 
where they won their victories without a 
single defeat, and all within the period 
of 113 days, from the declaration of war 
to the signing of the protocol. 

“This great achievement can be credit- 
ed to no individual; it belongs to the 
nation. It was accomplished throuch 
the intelligence and patriotism of all 
who served, from the commander-in- 
chief to the private in the ranks. It alsu 
speaks volumes for*the prompt, pat 
riotic and intelligent assistance of the 
peeple, who furnished in so short a pe 


ried the supplies necessary to prepare 
this great army for the field. To the 
heroic men who served in distant lands 
the country will ever offer a true meed 
of praise; but the mighty army in camp, 
ready and eager to take the field, should 
also be given equal credit. It was their

“In view of the needs of a military 
force in the islands occupfed by the 
United States it earnestly recom-

This, in my judgment, is abso- 
lutely essential to the pacification anc 
development of the great island. It wil 
bring its minerals, lumber and agricul- 
tural products to market and open uf 
communication with all parts of the 
island with the least possible delay. The 
road would be a good property,and when 
it has served its purpose for the gov- 
ernment could be sold for its cost. A 
such an improvement is not made, the 
government will no doubt expend fully! 
that amount in charity.”

Braintree Soon to Have a Club 
House. 


The committee, appointed to con- 
sider the advisability of forming a 
business and social club in Braintree, 
submit the following report: 

After a thorough study of many suc- 
cessful business and social clubs and a 
careful consideration of all information 
obtained and of all interests involved 
in connection with such an undertak- 
ing, the committee unanimously report 
that it seems advisable to form a_bnsi- 
ness and social club in Braintree; 
that such aclub, if rightly organized 
and managed, will be of great benefit 
to its members and to the community. 
one, by providing, so to speak, a social 
exchange where we may come to know 
one another better and where our new 
neighbors may be introduced: two, 
by being a means through which the 
best sentiments of the community con- 
cerning social and public interests may 
be expressed; three, by bringing out 
the attractions and advantages of the 
town; four, by providing a place for 
recreation and social enjoyment. 

They are further of the unanimous 
opinion that this business and 
club must not be a place for the male 
members of the family alone, but that 
it should so organized that the 
families of members may enjoy in 
common its social privileges. 

The committee have given careful 
consideration to the important question 
ofaclub home.

budgets, the legislation for the increase 
of the regular army, which the admin- 
istration deems necessary to meet the 
obiigations imposed upon the country 
by the result of the war, and probably 
the enactment of a law to give a per- 
manent territorial government to the 
Hawaiian Islands. This covers all the 
important legislation which the con- 
gressional leaders expect to see enacted 
at this session. 

It is almost the unanimous sentiment 
of the leaders that no attempt should be 
made to legislate concerning the pos- 
sessions acquired by the war with Spain 
at this session. There are earnest advo- 
cates of the Nicaraguan canal bill who 
will strive to secure its passage now, and 
they may possibly be successful, but 
neither it nor any one of the measures 
like the pooling bill, anti-scalpers’ bill, 
etc., Which have strong friends, will be 
allowed to interfere with the bills, the 
passage of which is deemed absolutely 
necessary to prevent an extra session. 

The leaders at both ends of the Capitol 
have put their heads together, and the 
work of the session is to be entered upon 
with the idea of avoiding an extra ses- 
sion. With this purpose in view, the 
appropriation bills are to be given the 
road at both ends of the Capitol, and 
pressed through with all possible haste. 

The two sub-committees of the appro- 
priationus committee of the house have 
been at work for a week. The deficiency 
bill, to meet the extraordinary expenses 
of the ariny and navy during the six 
months, from Jan. 1, 1898, to July 1, is 
ready to submit to the full committee, 
and the regular District of Columbia 
appropriation bill will be ready by the 
end of the week. Itis necessary that the 
former shouid become a law before the 
holiday recess which, this year, is to be 
shorter than usual, and Chairman Can- 
non hopes to see it through the house 
and into the senate before the end of the 
present week. 

The Democrats of the house have not 
disclosed their position, but it is not 
believed they will seek to obstruct an 
appropriation bill mecessary for the 
maintenance of the army now in the 
field. Should there be a disposition to 
open up and prolong a debate upon the 
conduct of the war upon this biil it is 
safe to assume that the committee on 
rules will be invoked to bring in an or- 
der to close debate. 

Intense interest was manifested in the 
president's message on account of the 
great importance of the many questions 
it had to deal with, and no preside? ial 
message in years, it is safe to say, was 
listened to with the eagerness and inter- 
est with which the reading of President 
McKinley’s message was heard. The 
reading of the message occupied about 
two hours. 

The first thing in order afte? Speaker 
Reed called the “house to order was a 
call of the roll, to determine the presence 
of a quorum. A quorum having been 
developed,committees were appointed to 
wait upon the president and the senate 
to inform them that the house was ready 
to proceed to business. 

Pending the arrival of the president's 
message, several new members, elected 
to fill vacancies caused by deaths or res- 
ignations, were sworn in, and immedi- 
ately after the reading of the message 
was completed the house adjourned, out 
of respect te the memory of Messrs.Love 
of Mississippi and Northway of Ohio, 
who died during the recess. Tomorrow, 
or Wednesday at the latest, the house 
will plunge into its work. Chairman 
Cannon will have the deficiency bill 
ready, and it will occupy the attention 
of the house to the exclusion of every- 
thing else for the remainder of the week. 

Senators express a determination to 
take up the work of the session vigor- 
ously in the beginning, with the hope of 
having it well advanced before the holi- 
days, and they are counting upon tak- 
ing up the appropriation bills at a very 
early date for the purpose of preventing 
an extra session, due to any failure on 
the part of the national budget. It is 
expected that the army deficiency bill 
will reach the senate during the present 
week, the understanding at the north end 
of the Capitol being that the house will 
dispose of it within a very few days after 
assembling. The committee on appro- 
priations will bring it in early, for the 
fouble purpose of having it passed 
quickly and of testing the feeling of 
senators on questions connected with 
the war. 

The first day’s session was given al- 
most entirely to the president's message, 
and there was great interest manifested 
in hearing the minutest details cf the 
president’s recommendations. After the 
reading of the message. the senete ad-

A Keoord Breaker. 

Bangor, Me., Dec. 5.—This year will be 
a record breaker for the number of 
deer, moose and caribou shipped over the 
Bangor and Aroostook railroad, The 
deer record for October and November 
is 2695, or only 245 less than for the en- 
tire three months of October, November 
and December last year. The number 
of moose shipped is 148, breaking last 
year’s record. While caribou are com- 
paratively scarce in Maine, 41 were 
shipped in October and November, three 
less than in the same months last year. 
Five bears is the two months’ record. 


Scoundrel Sentenced to Death, 

Glasgow, Ky., Dec. 5.—The jury, after 
being out 20 minutes, returned a verdict 
against Bob Brown of wilful murder, 
and fixed his punishment at death. Two 
months ago Brown killed his father-in- 
law, shot his mother-in-law, shot his 
niece, and two brothers-in-law, and in 
resisting arrest, wounded several mem- 
bers of a sheriff's posse. The motive for 
the deed was that Brown had been 
criminally intimate with his 13-year-old 
sister-in-law, and feared that she had 
told her parents.

HURRICANE’S RECORD. 


Estimated That Two Hundred and 
Fifty Lives Were Lost. 


Full Import Will Not Be Real- 
ized For Weeks. 


Ample Proof of the Integrity of Inhabitants 
of Cape Cod. 


Orleans, Mass., Dec. 5.—With the send- 
ing to Boston of all the remaining bodies 
recovered from the Portland, the inter- 
est in the recent disaster to that steamer 
has lost some of its force, and Cape Cod 
is gradually getting back into a condi- 
tion to meet another destructive blow. 
So accustomed have the inhabitants of 
that sandy arm of Massachusetts be- 
come to scenes of wrecks and loss of life 
by drowning that even the carrying 
down at one surge of those terrible bil- 
lows of over 150 souls makes scarcely 
more than a week's sensation. 

Still Cape Coders have lost too many 
dear ones by the angry storm on the 
sandy shores to lack sympathy for those 
to whom the blow came so suddenly, and 
every inspiring relative and friend has 
been given ungrudgingly every facility 
for reaching the isolated life-saving sta- 
tions separated by long stretches of deep 
sandy roads. 

Yet in no case has an extra dollar been 
charged or any attempt made to obtain 
undue profit from the sad and mournful 
visitors. Even in the second storm of 
Wednesday, when the whole cape was 
being swept by a gale, scarcely a jot 
less severe than that of Sunday, the first 
of the hunters for lost ones were cheer- 
fully driven through the rain, sleet and 
driven sand for many, many miles with- 
out murmur or complaint. 

Not a whisper against the good name 
of even the most grasping beach comb- 
er has been heard, and it is most grati- 
fying and speaks well for the integrity 
of the inhabitants that every single arti- 
cle of value found on the bodies has or 
will reach the rightful claimant. 

The week was a bitter and heartrend- 
ing one, and there are still prospects 
that the recovery of more bodies after 
the next easterly gale may prolong the 
agony, but the sharpness of the loss is 
gradually becoming dulled, and after 
every particle of evidence has been dis- 
cussed and carefully gone over as to the 
why and wherefore of Captain Blanch- 
ard’s fated decision the whole matter is 
looked back upon as one of those in- 
scrutable acts of a stern providence. 

The 24 bodies from the steamer Port- 
land which have been picked up from 
High Head life-saving station along the 
beach to Chatham are now lying either 
in the sacred precincts of a saddened 
and bereaved family or on the way there. 
The generous hand of the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts has reached out, as it 
has done many times before, and helped 
the poor and comforted the afflicted, 
and those who dear ones still are be- 
neath the waves have at least part of 
the burden of sadness lifted, for they 
know that the long, tedious journey to 
Orleans or Provincetown is now un- 
necessary and that in future all those 
recovered will be sent direct to Roston. 

It will be days, and probab!; weeks, 
before the record of the destruction from 
Sunday’s hurricane is finally completed, 
pnd even then there wffl be some who 
have refused to give up hope of seeing 
some of their lost ones. The fact re- 
mains, however, and each day’s events 
continually emphasize it, that the storm 
which rushed up from the Jersey coast 
a week ago Saturday night and hung 
over southeastern New England a great- 
er part of Sunday and finally disap- 
peared far down over the provinces was 
the most destructive atmospherical dis- 
turbance that ever passed along the 
American coast for loss of life, as well 
as from a financia! standpoint. 

As has been said, the record of that 
gigantic whilrwind has not yet been 
closed, but from what is known is it safe 
to sny that it caused the death of at 
least 250 human beings, and destroyed 
property worth more than $1,000,000. 

The exceedingly sharp watch for 
wreckage kept along the cape shore 
from Wood End to High Head is prac- 
tically a means of saving about every 
fragment of the’ illfated Portland that 
may be borne In on the waves. Two very 
Important additions to the list of arti- 
cles washed ashore were a section of a 
liferaft and a gold headed cane. The 
owner of the latter may possibly be 
ascertained through the marking of the 
knob, “‘Nov. 27, Toronto, 1887."" This was 
picked up between High Head and High- 
land light. The fragment of a liferaft 
was found between Peaked Hill and 
| Race Point station. The barrel is 14 feet 
hats and the framework extends out 


two feet at each end. On the barrel is 
painted, “249 cubic feet, 24 persons.” 

The heavy surf of Saturday night and 
| yesterday brought in the body of one 
more victim of the ilifated Portland, 
that of Oren Hooper of Portland. 

Agent Williams of the steamboat com- 
pany made a tour of the beach yesterday 
from Race Point life-saving station to 
Highland light. Mr. Williams’ object 
was to personally view and identify all 
, the wreckage from the steamer, and ob- 
j tain as much information from the mass 
| of broken timbers and other damage as 
| possible. He also looked over the docu- 

ments which were supposed to be in- 
j voices of the Portland's cargo, but he 
; quickly found the papers valueless, as 
they all bore a date of 1896. 

The preachers in all the local churches 
in nearly every town along the cape 
spoke of the awful disaster in their ser- 
| Mons yesterday. 

There still remains at Provincetown 
| the body of one of the sailors taken from 
the rigging of the Lester W. Lewis, whose 

| identity is as yet unknown.

Concerning Life Preservers. 

Portland, Me., Dec. 5.—The attention 
af United States Inspectors Pollister and 
Merritt was called to the report that the 
life preservers which have come ashore 
from the wreck of the Portland were old 
and filled with grass. The inspectors de- 
nied that there was any appliance on the 
j Portiand not in accordance with the gov- 

ernment requirements. In addition to 


the cork life preservers, the Portland 
had 115 of the LeDuc improved tule life 
preservers, which are packed with a 
eed which grows on the Pacific coast. 
Inspector Pollister said that he had him- 
self tested the tule life preservers and 
found that they were as good, if not 
better, than the cork. In all respects, he 
said, the Portland was well equipped 
with the apparatus which the govern- 
ment requires and it was in good condi- 
tion. 


Pentageet Probably Lost. 

Provincetown, Mass., Dec. 5.—Captain 
Charles E. Dyer of the schooner Jordan 
L. Mott of Rockland,Me., says he sighted 
the steamer Pentagoet off Peaked Hill 
bars at 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 
The Pentagoet’s course was due north, 
which would head her for Cape Eliza- 
beth. She was loaded less than half her 
capacity, which brought her very high 
out of the water. Captain Dyersays that 
it was impossible for her to steam dead 
against the wind at the rate it was blow- 
ing Saturday night and Sunday, as she 
only steams 10 knots an hour. The opin- 
ion among the seafaring men here is that 
the Pentagoet, like the Portland, foun- 
dered, but farther off shore. 


The Missing Walker. 

Gloucester, Mass., Dec. 5.—Tidings are 
anxiously awaited of the schooner F. R. 
Walker of this port. Reports from Cape 
Cod indicate that the vessel foundered 
in that vicinity. The Walker sailed from 
this port, on a haddocking trip, some 
time over a month ago. She was at Port- 
land, Me., about three weeks ago, where 
she sold some of her fish and refitted. 
The owners of the vessel expected her 
home about the time of the gale, and if 
she has foundered she probably was on 
her way here, and getting in too close, 
could not work off shore again. The F. 
R. Walker was commanded by Captain 
Frank Miller, and carried a crew of 14 
men.

Newport, News, Va., Dec. 5.—The Brit-

Gillett, the missing Kansas cattle plung- 
er, whose sudden disappearance startled 
the financial world, arrived in Chi- 
huahua on Nov. 23 and left on the morn- 
ing of the 24th for Durango, where it is 


stated he deposited a large sum of 
money in the bank. He remained only 
a short time in Durango, where he 


bought a return ticket to Chihuahua. 
At Jiminez he was met by his attorney, 
Cc. R. Troxel, and the two remained to- 
gether until they reached Chihuahua. 
They arrived here last Monday. Troxel 
left Thursday on the stage for the west. 
Gillett is still in the city. Gillett will 
be arrested immediately upon the ar- 
rival of the authorities from the states.

MEMORABLE EPITOME, 


“Peace Treaty Can Contain Anything 
Which Vietors Put Into It,” 


How Judge Day Summed Up 
Attitude of Americans. 


———. 


Peace Commission Making Good Progress, 
Without Noteworthy Friction. 


Paris, Dec. 6.—The American peace 
commissioners held a long conference 
yesterday and had only a brief recess for 
dunch before going to the foreign office 
io meet the Spanish commissioners at 
3 o’clock in the afternoon. The Ameri- 
cans apparently had changed the form, 
if not the substance, of some of their de- 
mands, as a result of their deliberations 
during the past three days. 

Secretary Moore of the United States 
commission was engaged far into the 
night in revising the draft of the treaty 
‘of peace. 

The joint commission was in session 
for over four hours. Much of the dis- 
cussion concerned details as to the 
guarantcelng of the rights of Spanish 
ie in the ceded colonies. The de- 
nse w as vccasionally energetic, and the 
Spaniards, on emerging, appeared to be 
dejected. 

Secretary Ojeda, of the Spanish com- 
mission, when questioned after the 
meeting as to the progress made, an- 
swered excitedly: “I am almost mad. 
I cannot talk. We are making prog- 
ress." The American commissioners 
declined to say anything further than 
that the progress made was satisfactory. 

The Spanish commissioners have re- 
ceived authority to bind their govern- 
ment on certain matters; but there are 
yet important questions on which their 
instructions are unsatisfactory, and it 
is likely that many of the details in- 
volved in the change of sovereignty in 
the Spanish possessions will be left for 
settlement by the regular diplomatic 
processes when relations between the 
two governments are resumed. 

The history of the document which 
will certify the passing of the oldest 
colonial power in the world, and the 
advent of the newest was epitomized by 
Judge Day last evening in a single sen- 
tence: 

“A peace treaty can contain anything 
which the victors put into it.” 

The Ameriacns had listened for hours 
with their customary patience to the 
technicalities convoked by the Spaniards 
with their customary shrewdness and 
persistency against every proposal mak- 
ing for the dismemberment of their em- 
pire. Darkness had come on, and the 
liveried attendants mobilized by the 
French authorities had placed a tiny 
lamp at the elbow of each commissioner. 
Senator Frye, whose unconcealed con- 
tempt for diplomatic quibblings excites 
the astonishment of the punctilious 
Castilians, had stalked home, his pa- 
tience exhausted. The burden of the 
Spanish arguments was that matters 
outside the bare cession and evacuation 
of the conquered territories, which the 
Americans proposed to cover by the 
treaty, were beyond the legitimate and 
eustomary scope of a peacetreaty. Be- 
hind this bulwark Senor Rios fortified 
himself, bombarding his opponents with 
a supply of arguments and precedents 
which inspired the freely expressed ad- 
miration of the Americans. Finally 
Judge Day summarized the American 
position in the foregoing memorable 
utterance. It was given and taken in 
good spirit, and from that moment the 
proceedings were entirely friendly. 

The session accomplished much, 
Eight open questions were canvassed, 
geven being practically settled without 
noteworthy friction. 

The commissioners decline to say what 
conclusion was reached, but the bargain 
for a coaling station in the Carolines 
was not cemented, and, according to 
present prospects, it is likely te fail. 
The temper of the Americans in this 
matter is: ‘We made you a good offer 
for an island, you may,take it or leave 
it.’ The Spaniards seem disposed to 
leave it. 

The Americans do not regard it as 
a prize which they can demand as one 
ef the natural fruits of the war, while 
the whole policy of the Spaniards is to 
confine the negotiations as narrowly 
as possible to the letter of the protocol 
signed in Washington, and to exclude all 
extraneous matters. The result of 
this policy may be the leaving of many 
details involved in the change of sover- 
eignty over the various possessions to 
settlement by the diplomatic processes 
when normal relations between the two 
governments have been resumed. 

The Spanish cimmissioners insisted at 
the previous meeting that the settlement 
of the status of Spaniards. who remain 
fan the colonies was a problem so closely 
akin to cession that it could not be 
logically separated from the latter, but 
should be considered next to the ques- 
tion of cession, and before such matters 
as coaling stations and religious toler- 
ation. They appealed to the Americans, 
having gained all the great points, to be 
generous on the minor ones. Accord- 
tngly the American commissioners were 
conciliatory yesterday on the order of 
procedure as to the status of Spaniards 
remaining in the lost colonies. 

The Spanish commissioners continue 
fighting, tooth and nail, to procure every 
' possible pecuniary and other conces- 
sion. The Americans had already 
promised to guarantee the return of 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of the 
Filipinos. Yesterday Senor Rios pro- 


posed that the United States shold pay 
the expenses of shipping them to Spain, 
arguing, with his customary ingenuity, 
that this was a duty of the Americans 
as a matter of course. The American 
commissioners thought the request un- 
reasonable and a good deal of time was 
consumed in discusssing the question. 

Another problem, entailing long de- 
bate, was the disposition to be made of 
the Spanish munitions of war in a num- 
ber of military posts outside Manila, 
which the American army have not cap- 
tured. The Spanish commissioners con- 
tended that Spain should be permitted 
to ship such munitions home. The 
Americans replied that, es the United 
States had conquered the Philippines, 
these munitions were the spoils of war. 
The Spaniards finally walved thelr 
quibble. 

They appear resigned to the inevitable, 
and now seem to realize that their best 
policy is to save as much of the wreck 
as their keenness in raising technicali- 
ties can secure for them. 

The question of the status of the Span- 
jards in the West Indies and the Phiifip- 
pines who wish to remain there was 
nearly settled, as well as certain com- 
mercial questions, involving the rights 
of shipping under the Spanish flag, 
which will be given advantages. 


Henry Succeeds Brooke. 

San Juan, Dec. 6—General Henry and 
his staff arrived here last evening from 
Ponee. General Henry went immedi- 
ately to the palace, where he had a long 
conversation with Generai Brooke, who 
introduced the members of the insular 
cabinet. These officials tendered their 
resignations, but General Henry asked 
them to continue at their posts. In tha 
Afternoon General and Mrs. Brooke and 
General and Mrs. Sheridan, with the 
members of General Brooke's staff, 
went on board the Berlin. A large crowd 
assembled to witness the embarkation. 
The forts saluted as the transport passed 
out of the harbor. Very general regret 
is expressed at General Brooke's de- 
parture. He did excellent work here. 
General Henry’s coming is popular. ° 


Looks Well In Print. 

Washington, Dec. 6.—The secretary ol 
state has received a copy of a decrea 
recently issued by the Empress of China, 
having for its object the better protec- 
tion of foreign residents in that coun- 
try. The decree saysin part: “From 
the opening of ports to foreign trade to 
the present time, foreigners and Chinese 
have been as one family with undivided 
interests, and since missionaries from 
foreign countries are living in the in- 
terior, we have decreed many times that 
the local officers must protect them, and 
that the gentry and people of all prov- 
inces must sympathize with our desire 
for mutual benevolence; that they must 
treat them truthfully and honestly, 
without dislike or suspicion, with tha 
hope of lasting peaceful relations.” 


Good Enough For Them, 

Muskogee, O. T., Dec. 6.—In the United 
States court at Wagoner, Judge Springer 
passed sentence upon three persons con- 
victed of complicity in the floating of) 
over 97,000 of fraudulent warrants of the 
Creek nation. Ellis Childens, ex-treas- | 
urer of the nation, was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment in the penitentiary 
and fined $10,000, to be paid inte the Creek 
treasury. Burrell Cox and James Eagan, 
two of Childers’ accomplices, were sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment in 
the penitentiary.

“Seething With Sedition,” 

London, Dec. 6.—The correspondent of 
The Daily Telegraph at Paris says: Ac- 
cording to trustworthy news from 
Madrid Spain is seething with sedition, 
‘born of bankruptcy and ruin. One of 
the best informed men in the kingdom 
assures me that the chances of revolu- 
tion are increasing by leaps and bounds. 
Carlism exists in three provinces only, 
but the disaffection toward the present 
government is co-extensive with the en- 
tire Spanish race.

A Victory, Says Flower. 

New York, Dec. 6.—Perry Belmont was 
elected president of the Democratic 
club at the annual meeting of that or- 
ganization last night. Roswell P. Flower 
presided, and in, the course of a brief 
speech said: ‘“‘We Democrats are not 
cast -down by the recent election. In 
fact we consider the vote cast in this city 
was a great surprise to the Republicans. 
We look upon this vote as a victory for 
the Democratic party in this stafe.” 


Cubans Making Call«. 

Washington, Dec. 6.—General Garcia, 
with his staff, called at the war depart- 
ment yesterday to pay his respects to 
Acting Secretary Meiklejohn. The 
Cubans had previously seen Secretary 
Gage, and conferred with him at length 
upon economic questions relating to the 
administration of affairs in Cuba. 
They professed themselves very well 
satisfied with the reception accorded 
them. 


Five Men Killed, 
Pinole, Cal., Dec. 6.—The nitro-glycer- 
ine house of the Hudson Powder com- 
pany blew up yesterday, killing Super- 
intendent Kennedy and four Chinese, 
the only workmen in the building.

AY FOOT OF STAIRS, 


Mother Found Her Daughter With 
Clothing on Fire, 


Death Was Probably Caused 
by Inhaling Flames. 


Suffering From Nervous Prostration May Have 
Led to Probable Accident. 


Avon, Mass., Dec. 6.—Miss Katie Tur- 
ner met a tragic death at her home yes- 
terday; whether the result of an acci- 
dent, caused by nervous prostration, or 
suicide, cannot be definitely stated. 

She was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
Charles Turner and lived on East Main 
street. About 6 o’clock in the morning 
Mrs. Turner was awakened by the emell 
of smoke coming from the direction of 
the cellar. Going to the foot of the cellar 
stairs, she was horrified upon finding 
there the body of her daughter, wrapped 
in flames. A broken kerosene lamp was 
lying at her side, indicating that this 
Was the cause of the fire. 

Mrs. Turner summoned her husband, 
who had prepared to take an electric car 
for his daily work in Brockton. 

The flames were extinguished, and the 
body of the girl, who in all probability 
was dead when discovered, was re- 
moved upstairs. Every effort was made 
to resuscitate her, all to no avail. 

A physician who was summoned ex- 
pressed the belief that Miss Turner’s 
fleath resulted a few moments after 
her clothing caught fire and was caused 
by her inhaling the flames. 

The parents refused to make any state- 
ment regarding the affair. 

It is known that for several weeks 
the unfortunate young woman had been 
suffering severely from the effects of 
nervous prostration, her mind having 
been at times in such a state as to 
fmake her subject to very strange ac- 
tions. 

As the body was nearly fully dressed 
it leads to the belief that Miss Turner 
May have been aroused by the fire 
alarm, her nerves become affected and 
that she fell downstairs, thereby meet- 
ing her sad fate. 

She was 20 years old and one of the 
best known and most highly respected 
young women in town. Besides her pa- 
rents she is survived by a _ brother, 
Charles I. Turner.

Councilman Sidelinger stated the 
reason of the report was because the 
Committee was opposed to passing 
such orders so late in the year when the 
work could not be done until the next 
year.

Squantum Causeway. 

A Ward Six correspondent writes: 
The Squantum Causeway is not wholly 
washed away. It is true that the old 
fence which has been patched up from 
time to time the past twenty years was 
carried away, but the roadway although 
consideraby washed by the sea is per- 
fectly passable for carriages. The most 
damage was done at the Squantum 
end, by a large section of a wharf, 
which drifted across the bay from 
South Boston and acting as a battering 
ram took down a large section of the 
fence, and finally drifted across the 
road. The tracks of the Quincy & 
Boston street railway do not seem to be 
disturbed, and considering the force of 
the wind and sea at this very exposed 
point,the causeway has stood the shock 
remarkably well and can be easily re- 
paired again.

OUR POST OFFIGES. | 


Interesting and Educational 
Lecture by Col. Thomas. 


Col. Thomas’ reputation as an inter- 
esting speaker was not diminished but 
much enhanced by his fine effort at 
the Universalist church last evening. 

As he, himself said, the subject of 
post offices was not one on which it is 
easy to wx eloquent; nevertheless, 
what otherwise might have been dry 
details was often kindled into real 
eloquence by the speaker’s earnestness 
and felicitous expressions. Many new 
and interesting facts about the postal 
service were given and so presented 
that they enlisted the und ivided at- 
tention of all present. 

Sketching the history of the incep- 
tion and development of the post 
office department, he gave a resume of 
its various branches and methods of 
business, and pointed out some of the 
advantages of the latest improvement 
in the service, closing with a vivid 
word picture of the system as con- 
ducted in the Boston office. 

The work of the post office in the 
war, and the faithful tabors of those 
who followed the flag to Porto Rico 
and Manila, were set forth and astrong 
plea entered for more harmony in this 
department. 

This course of lectures was designed 
to be educational and helpful to people 
generally, and certainly Col. Thomas 
contributed his share in this direction. 
To most every one present it was a 
new revelation of the vastness, im- 
portance and accuracy of a great and 
popu lar branch of the public service, 
and of the faithful and efficient work 
of many thousands of employes en- 
gaged in transmitting and receiving 
letters to and from all paris of the 
world. 

Expressions of approval and delight 
were general at the close of the lecture 
and many lingered to thank the tal- 
ented and able speaker for the pleasure 
they derived from his address. 

Col. Thomas was introduced by Rey. 
E. C. Buder in bis happiest manner, 
There are introductions of all grades 
of goodness, from the commonly good 
tothe uncommonly best. Mr. Butler 
is usually best on such occasions, but 
in this instance he was uncommonly 
best. It was bright, witty, sparklicg, 
sensible and most appropriate, and gave 
theright pitch to the lecture which 
followed.

re. Avery's Attempted Arguments Fell 
Uren Unwilling Ears, 

Marlboro, Mass., Dec. 6.—A rally was 
held in city hall last evening under the 
auspices of the Democratic and Citizens’ 
workingmen’s parties, in the interest of 
W. J. Plunket for mayor. At the con- 
clusion of the addresses, Martha M. 
Avery of Boston ascended the platform 
and attempted to make an address in 
the interest of the socialist-labor party. 
The speakers and those who had been on 
the platform were just retiring to the 
anteroom when Mrs. Avery began to 
talk. Mr. Murray of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union again came upon the 
stage and said that Mrs. Avery had 
broken up strikes in New Bedford and 
other places, and that the working peo- 
Ple of Mariboro were law-abiding cit!- 
zens. In the name of good order he 
asked all to leave the hall. 

Mrs. Avery continued speaking, but 
was jeered and hissed by the crowd, 
which started to leave the hall, and she 
did not leave the platform until nearly 
all the lights had been extinguished. She 
then descended, but continued her talk 
through the entry, down stairs and into 
the street, where she was followed by a 
large crowd. 

Mrs. Avery has been very persistent 
in her endeavors to speak to the shoe 
workers of Marlboro during the present 
labor troubles, and the leaders of labor 
onganizations here have refused her re- 
quests in a very diplomatic manner. 


The Bicycle Contest, 

New York, Dec. 6.—Frank Waller of 
Boston is the only contestant who hag 
broken a record up to the present time 
in the six-day bicycle race at Madison 
Square Garden. He now holds the 
world’s record for continuous riding. 
He left his wheel at 4:10 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, having ridden 314 miles 
and 8 laps in 16 hours and 10 minutes 
without dismounting, beating last year’s 
record of 272 miles made by Stephane. 
Waller took a short rest, losing two 
places in the contest, Pierce, followed by 
Miller, passing him. At the end of the 
17th hour Pierce was about five miles 
behind Waller's record of last year. 
Falls are more frequent this year than 
last. Eight spills occurred yesterday. 


Afraid of Fever. 

New York, Dec. 6.—Transport Missis- 
sippi arrived yesterday from Santiago 
and San Juan with 23 passengers. The 
Mississippi, on her arrival at San Juan 
from Santiago, reported that yellow 
fever existed on board. Five men, said 
to be suffering with the fever, were 
landed at San Juan, and were sent to 
the quarantine hospital. Seven others, 
suffering with malarial fever and other 
complaints, were landed for treatment. 
Health Officer Doty decided to hold tha 
steamer for a thorough disinfection and 
cleansing.

Paterson, N. J., Dec. 6—The United 
States navy department has awarded 
to the Watson Machine company of this 
city a contract to build and set up a full 
set of rope-making machinery. The 
government plant is to be located at 
the navy yard at Boston, and isto be one 
of the most complete in the world, and 
capable of making all sizes and kinds of 
rope.

In a Graeco-Roman wrestling match 
at Cincinnati, Hali Adlai, the Turk, 
threw Tom Cannon in the first bout in 
48 minutes and in the second in 18 min- 
utes, winning the match straight. 

Fire at Chicago badly damaged the 
Lincoln theatre. The Westminster ho- 
tel was also damaged. Total loss, $65,- 
900. The audience had left the theatre 
but a few minutes before the fire broke 
out. 

A strike of telegraph operators em- 
ployed by the Grand Trunk railroad is 
threatened. The men have been nego- 
tating with the company for some 
weeks, looking to more pay and shorter 
hours. 

Detroit has never suffered such com- 
plete isolation from the outer world as 
during the past 24 hours, caused by the 
worst storm experienced there, so far 
as its effect upon electric wires is con- 
cerned, in 13 years. 

Chairman Walker has called a meeting

HOW \IT 1S VIEWED! 


Senators and Representatives Give 
Opinions on the Message. 


Trying to Poll the Senate on 
Philippines Question. 


House Has Already Settled Down and Is Pre 
pared For Business. 


Washington, Dec. 6.—Following are 
some of the opinions expressed by mem- 
bers of congress upon the president's 
message: 

Many senators excused themselves 
from expressing an opinion at length 
upon the message, on the ground that 
they had not been able to give careful 
attention to all the details. Republican 
genators were, however, willing to ex- 
press themselves in a few general words 
of commendation. 

Senator Cullom regarded it as “‘a pains- 
taking, entertaining and accurate his- 
torical review.” 

Senator Platt commended expressions 
of a determination to increase the stand- 
ing army and to maintain order in Cuba 
until the Cubans can take care of them- 
selves. 

Senator Wolcott said it was an ad- 
mirable document. 

Senator Lodge said it was able and ex- 
cellent. 

Senator Foraker: A good presentatior 
of facts, generally, but a little indefinite 
on the question of Cuban independence 

Senator Perkins: An able resume of 
the situation and of the facts leading up 
to the war. 

The Democrats were even more averse 
than the Republicans to discuss the 
paper. Senator Jones of Arkansas was 
an exception. He found in the message 
a number of points which did not accord 
with his views. One of these was the 
proposition to continue the volunteer 
army in existence until the standing 
army can be increased. “Some of us de 
not favor the increase of the standing 
army,” he said, “ard the president has nc 
right to assume that a majority stand 
with him on that proposition.” The 
senator also questioned the president's 
right to hold the volunteers in service 
beyond the time of signing the peace 
treaty. Senator Jones interpreted the 
president's expression upon the finances 
as a pronouncement for the gold stand- 
ard and for the retirement of the green- 
backs, and said that he did not believe 
that anything like a majority of the 
American people would endorse him in 
this respect. Senator Jones also ex- 
pressed surprise at the absence of any 
recommendation concerning the Philip- 
pines. 

Senator Pasco also commented upon 
the absence of any reference to “points 
concerning which we most desire in- 
formation.” 

Senator Teller said there would be dis- 
appointment over the failure of the 
president to outline a government for the 
Philippines. “But,” he remarked, “‘it is 
wise for the president not to indicate 
his views on that subject, for that is 
purely and properly a legislative ques- 
tion, and one that should be left to con- 
gress.” Senator Teller further said: 
“The friends of bimetallism, either na- 
tional or international, will find no en- 
couragement from anything that the 
president says in his message. The 
president, in the most emphatic way, in- 
dicaies his intention to maintain the 
gold standard.” 

Chairman Dingley: The message gives 
a clear presentation of the existing 
situation and valuable suggestions that 
will aid materially at the proper time 
hereafter in solving the different prob- 
lems before us. It is to be noted that 
the president states that our revenue 
laws are working well, with no sugges- 
tion of any needed modification. 

Representative Richardson (Dem.): 
The president makes an interesting and 
satisfactory review of the Spanish war, 
but it is disappointing that he failed to 
tell us what we are to do with the new 
possessions. Three-fourths of the mes- 
sage relates to foreign affairs. Banking 
and currency and all official reform legis 
lation, so properly promised in 1896, ge 
no mention, and our condition in respect 
to these matters is to be left unchanged 

Representative Bingham (Rep.): 
Strong as the president is in the esteem 
of the people, his message will insure 
greater confidence and strengthen his 
recommendations to congress In carry- 
ing out a wise and Christian policy in 
connection with the many obligations the 
war has forced upon us. 

Representative Barry, the Democratic 
floor leader, was called from the house 
by the illness of his son and asked to be 
excused from expressing his views on 
the messagé. 

General Wheeler (Dem.): It isa clear 
and comparative resume of events which 
transpired during an eventful period of 
©ur country’s history. It will be re- 
ferred to as one of the noted state papers. 

Representative McMillan (Dem.): On 
the most important question confront- 
ing the nation—what shall we do with 
our newly acquired possessiong—the 
president's message reminds me of the 
caption of the last chapter of Johnson's 
Rasselas, “The conclusion in which noth- 
ing is concluded.” 

Representative Bland (Dem.): I might 
remark that on the great leading issue, 
which is and will be the paramount 
question, the free coinage of silver, the 
message is ominously silent, but no 
proposition on the money question can 
be considered without at the same time 
considering this question. 

Representative Cummings (Dem.): It 
is a clear, concise statement of facts 
without speculation, suggestion or 
recommendation. I have an idea that 
the real message will be sent in here- 
after. 

Following are some of the opinions ex- 
pressed by members of congress upon 
the president's message: 

Representative Hitt, chairman of the 
house committee on foreign affairs: The 
president has summarized and solved in 
an able and felicitous manner many of 
the questions in nwen's mind everywhere, 
touching the immense and rapidly suc- 
ceeding recent events and the situation 
in which the nation finds itself. His 
simple proposition to let the new posses- 


Sions aione under just ana Arm govern- 
gents by the military arm which con- 
quered them gives us time for plenty of 
discussion of all the propositions for 
their permanent government. The 
problem of governing the Cubans he 
Geals with gently and hopefully, and 
everybody will wish that his forecast of 
stable government there will be realized 
sooner than ever yet has happened toa 
Spanish-American population. 

Representative Walker (Rep.), chair- 
man of the committee on banking and 
currency: I am asked what I think of 
the currency and banking features of 
the president’s message. I do not see 
that it has any such features. Ihave not 
been able to detectany. It contains only 
one recommendation as to the currency, 
repeating that of a former message to 
change the legal tender notes into gold 
certificates which would have no effect 
on the banking and currency situation, 
but to add to the burden of taxation with- 
out in any degree favorably affecting 
the genera! banking and currency situa- 
tion. 

Representative Grosvenor (Rep.): The 
contribution to history in the elaborate} 
recitation of the events of the war isin 


good taste and devoid of boasting or 
vanity. The comment upon the inci- 
dents of the war and the valor of our 
men, and the fine work of all our sea- 
men and artificers will be found fully 
justified by the facts. The views of the 
president upon the question of currency 
reform will mect the intelligent sanction 
of sound money men of all parties. 
Senate and the Phillippines.

Senate Proceedings, H 

Through the courtesy of the vice- 
president, the members of the joint high 
commission were admitted to the floor 
of the senate yesterday, and were the 
recipients of much attention. Just be- 
fore the session was called to order, sev- 
eral well-known members of the dip- 
lomatic corps appeared in the diplomati 
gallery. Among them were Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, with a party from the Brit- 
ish embassy; Mr. Wu Ting Fang, the 
Chinese minister, and party, and Mr. 
Ye Pum Chin, the Corean minister. AI! 
were interested spectators of the open- 
ing scenes of the session, and attentive 
listeners to the reading of the president's 
message. During the recess of three- 
quarters of an hour, while the senate 
was awaiting the presentation of the 
message from the president, the mem- 
bers of the joint high commission held 
an informal gcvee, greeting personally 
nearly all the members of the senate. 

In the House. 

An early debate on the war question 
1s expected in the house, in connection 
with the deficiency appropriation bill, 
which is devoted exclusively to items for 
the army and navy. The bill was prac- ! 
tically completed yesterday, and will be } 
finally passed on in committee today, and 
then presented to the house. Chair- 
man Cannon of the appropriations com- 
mittee says that he hopes to begin con- 
sideration of the bill on Wednesday or 
Thursday, and to pass it before the end 
of the week. He hardly thinks there | 
will be any general opening up of the 
war question just now, although if the | 
debate runs into such channels, he 
thinks it might as well come now as 
any time.

One of the features of the election was 
the victory of the shoe-labor men in 
Marlboro, their candidate winning over 
the Republican, who was supposed to 
have been supported by the manufac- 
turers.

A PACIFIC ADDRESS. 
Kaiser Supports Disarmament Projeot 
Neutral In the Spanish War. 
Berlin, Dec. 7.—The reichstag was 


opened yesterday by Emperor William, 
who, after announcing the introduction 
of a series of social and labor bills, and 
the completion of the organization of 
the army, said that Germany’s relationa 
with all the foreign: powers continued 
to be friendly, and that the principal 
object of his policy would be to contribute 
to the maintenance of peace. There- 
fore, his majesty hailed with warm ap- 
proval the czar’s magnanimous proposal! 
for the furtherance of that object. 

Continuing, the emperor referred to the 
assassination of the empress of Austria 
as being a savage and ruthless act which 
had caused him deep pain, and which 
had evoked the most sincere sympathy 
throughout Germany. Referring to the 
anti-anarchist conference at Rome, the 
emperor said the readiness with which 
the invitation had been accepted by tha 
powers justified the hope that its de- 
liberation would have practical results. 

Alluding to the war between Spain and 
the United States, his majesty said Ger- 
many’s neutrality was conscientiously 
and loyally observed towards both bel- 
ligerents. 

Then, dealing with colonial affairs, 
Emperor William pointed out the meas- 
ures taken fur the economic development 
of Kioa-Chou, declaring that while con- 
scientiously respecting the well-acquired 
rights of third parties, the German gov- 
ernment would direct its efforts to the 
further promotion of its economic rela- 
tions with China, which are yearly grow- 
ing more important. 

The emperor concluded with referring 
to his visit to Palestine, saying he hoped 
the brilliant reception accorded him by 
the sultan and the Turkish people every- 
where would prove to be of permanent 
benefit to German prestige and the na- 
tional interests of Germany. 

-One of the first bills mentioned was an 
anti-strike measure, providing for the 
punishment of those who intimidate non- 
strikers, but not interfering with the 
workmen's right of coalition. 

There was a special passage devoted 
to the inspection of meat, on which sub- 
ject his majesty said: “Inordertoavert 
the dangers involved in the traffic of un- 
examined meat intended for human be- 
ings, whether of home or foreign origin, 
ithe question of the general introduction 
of a system of inspection of both cattle 
intended for slaughter house and meat 
is being considered. The federal gov- 
ernment’s bill, relating to the subject, 
will, I hope, occupy your attention dur- 
ing the present session.” 


Congressional Proceedings. 

Washington, Dec. 7.—The first note 
of the anti-expansionists was sounded 
in the senate by Senator Vest of Mis- 
souri, who introduced a joint resolution 
declaring that under the constitution 
the federal government had no authority 
to acquire colonial possessions to be 
governed as such; but that all territory 
acquired by the government, except 
Buch as may be necessary for use as 
coaling stations, correction of bound- 
aries and similar purposes, may be ac- 
quired with the purpose of organizing 
territories, suitable ultimately for ad- 
mission into the union as states. Mr. 
Vest announced his purpose to addres# 
the senate on the resolution at an early 
date 

The house was in session less than 
half an hour, when the deaths of Rep- 
resentatives Northway of Ohio and Love 
of Mississippi were announced, and an 
adjournment was taken out of respect 
to their memory. The customary res- 
olution for the distribution of the pres- 
ident’s message to the several com- 
mittees having jurisdiction was adopted 
and the deficiency bill, carrying the 
‘appropriations for the extraordinary 
expenses of the army and navy from 
Jan. 1 to July 1, 1899, was reported, and 
will be taken up by the house today. 


Contempt Featares Omitted. 

Columbus, O., Dec. 7.—The supreme 
court yesterday handed down its de- 
cision in the contempt case brought by 
the attorney general against the officials 
of the Standard Oil company for refus- 
ing to produce ‘their books at the recent 
investigation of the alleged violation of 
the orders of the supreme court by the 
trust. The court orders the books pro- 
duced, but says nothing about the con- 
tempt features.

HULL'S MILITARY BILL’ 


—_————_ 


Widely Differs In Many Respects to! 
That Proposed by Miles, 


Volunteers and Civilians Are 
Given a Chance. 


Army of 100,000 Men to Be Scattered From 
the Antilles to Manila. 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Representative 
Hull, chairman of the house committee 
on military affairs, yesterday Introduced 
a bill increasing the regular army to ap-} 
proximately 100,000 men. The bill was 
framed at the war department and has 
the approval of the secretary of war. It 
is not the bill framed by General Miles, | 
as this measure has not the high rank 
proposed by the Miles bill and some of 
the appointments are open to officers of 
the volunteers or from civil life. It pro- 
vides for a lieutenant general and what 
considered a sufficient increase of 
major and brigade generals to command 
an army of 100,000 men scattered from 
Porto Rico to Manila. 

The artillery arm is reorganized, sepa- 
rating it into coast and field artillery, but |! 
promotion is to be by seniority of the 
whole army. A decrease of the enlisted 
men is made so that the army can be 
increased by recruits in case of war to 
full strength. The cavalry is increased! 
two regiments, the infantry five. The 
enlisted strength of an infantry com- 
pany is not to exceed 145, so that In case 
of war new re 1ents would have to be 
formed probably, all of which would be 
volunteer, but the regular army would 
make a substantial first lien. The bill 
provides for the three battalion forma-

tion. The staff corps are increased about 
40 percent and, with the exception of the 
adjutant general, inspector general and 


ordnance, are open to appointments from 
the volunteers or civil life. 
The most noticeable change is that in 


the medical department, in which pro- 
vision is made for a hospital corps of 
3000 privates with the necessary non- 


commissioned officers, with a largely in- 
creased number of surgeons and assistant 
surgeon. 

All officers and men serving in the 
sub-tropical countries are to have anin- 
crease of 25 percent in pay. Under the 
immediate control of the president, in- 
habitants of the new countries may be 
enlisted ia the organizations there serv- 


ing. The bill gives a total of 14 regi- 
ments of artillery, 12 of cavalry and 30 of 
infantry. 


Chairman Hull's bill is cast on entirely 
different lines from General Miles’ bill. 
The Miles bill is based on the theory of 
one soldier for 1000 population, while the 
Hull bill is based on the idea of a total 
force of 100,000, the organization being 
constructed so as to reach that total. 
General Miles provides for a general and 
for two HMeutenant generals, while the 
Hull bill makes no provisions for a gen- 
eral and has but one lieutenant general. 

Other important differences are: Hull 
bill, 30 regiments of infantry; Miles bill, 
50 regiments of infantry. Hull bill, 12 
regiments of cavalry; Miles bill, 15 regi- 
ments of cavalry. Hull bill, a corps of 
artillery; Miles bill, 14 regiments of sea- 
coast artillery and two regiments of field 
artillery. 

The Hull bill in its first section sums up 
the reorganized army as follows: One 
Neutenant general, 6 major generals, 12 
brigadier generals, 12 regiments of 
cavalry, a corps of artillery, 30 regiments 
of infantry. 

An adjutant general's department, an 
inspector general’s department, a judge 
advocate general's department, a quar- 
termaster general's department, a sub- 
stinence department, a medical depart- 
ment, a pay department, a corps of en- 
gineers, an ordnance department, a sig- 
nal corps, 30 post chaplains, the chief of 
the record and pension office; the offices 
of the army on the retired list, the pro- 
fessors, corps of cadets, an army service 
detachment and band at the United 
States military academy, and such other 
officers and enlisted men as may herein- 
after be provided for, are also included. 

The regimental organization of the ar- 
tillery arm of the army Is discontinued, 
and that arm is designated as the corps 
of artillery. The distinction between 
coast and field artillery is similar to that 
in the Miles bill, but more elaborate in 
detail. The Atlantic division of the coast 
is defined to include the Atlantic and the 
gulf seaboards and the coast of the Great 
Lakes, “and shall ultimately include the 
coast line of the West Indian possessions 
of the United States.” The Pacific di- 
vision is defined to include the Pacific 
seaboard, “and shall ultimately include 
the coast line of the various possessions 
of the United States in the Pacific ocean.” 

The corps of artillery embraces 144 bat- 
terles of coast artillery and 24 field bat- 
teries. Each regiment of infantry con- 
sists of 12 companies, organized into 
three battalions of four companies each. 
The company strength in addition to 
commissioned and non-commissioned of- 
ficers is 112 men. In various staff corps 
express provision is made that persons 
who have served as officers in the volun- 
teer army in the war with Spain and 
persons in civil life may be appointed to 
various specified grades. 

Section 16isasfollows: Organizations 
rerving in Cuba, Porto Rico and the isl- 
ards of the Pacific may, in the discretion 
of the president, be recruited in whole or 
in part from the inhabitants thereof, to 
seat the legal restrictions upon enlist- 

ents in the army as regards term of 
ee lee, age, citizenship and educational 
qualifications shall not apply, and who

Anti-Sealping Bill Passed. 
Washington, Dec. 8.—No business was 


transacted by the senate yesterday in' 


open session. A few minutes after tha 
senate convened it went into executive 
session. 
sion wasresumed. Thedeaths of Repre- 
sentatives Northway of Ohio and Love 
of Mississippi were announced and the 
senate adjourned as a mark of respect 
to their memories. 

The house passed the anti-ticket scalp- 
ing bill by a vote of119to10l. This ac- 
tion is the culmination of a 10 years’ 
struggle on the part of the raliroads to 
put an end to the business of ticket 
scalping. Theinterstate commerce com- 
mission first called attention to the sub- 
ject in its report of 1888, and it has been 
before congress ever since in one form or 
another. During the last session exten- 
tive hearings were given both to the 
representatives of the railroads and the 
Bcalpers, and Nr. Sherman of New York 
Becured 174 pledges for the measure. It 
Was, however, deemed inadvisable to 
bring the measure forward until the 
present session. The debate yesterday 
lasted four hours and was spirited upon 
both sides. None of the amendments 
offered were adopted and the bill passed 
as reported by the committee. 

Disposition of War Fund, 

Washington, Dee. 8.—The manner in 
which all war funds were spent Is told in 
detail for .he first time in letters sent 
from all the departments and bureaus 
to the house committee on appropria- 
tions and made public as part of the re- 
port ow the urgent deficiency bill. Oi 
the emergency national defense fund of 
$50,000,000, the navy department got the 
largest amount, viz., $29,973,274. The 
has a balance of $275,000 of this 
fund. 

The war department expenditures of 
theemergency fund amounted to $13,951,- 
303. The state department received 
393,000 in five allotments from the 
emergency fund. Of this amount the 
sum of $100,000 has been transferred to 
the bankers for this department at Lon- 
don for the use of the peace commission 
at Paris, and $30,000 was advanced to the 
disbursing officer for the commission 
prior to its departure for Paris. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding writes 
concerning the treasury’s expenditures 
of the emergency fund: “Allotments of 
$10,000 for investigating the administra- 
tion of civil affairs in Porto Rico have 
been made to this department, all of 
which will probably be expended. An 
allotment of $75,000 for expenses of com- 
mission of inquiry into the conduct of 
the war has also been made to the treas- 
ury department, of which $20,000 have 
been advanced to the disbursing agent 
of the commission. How much more 
will be required the department is un- 
able at this time to state.”

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Capitol Notes. 

The coat of arms of the sunken Span- 
ish battleship Cristobal Colon is a splen- 
did specimen of bronze work, and, if its 
aize will admit, it will be picced upon 
exhibition in the large reception room 
of the secretary of the navy. 

Commander H. E. Nicholls has been 
detached from the Mare Island navy 
yard, and ordered to command the mon- 
{tor Monadnock. 

Senator Perkins called at the White 
House, and, on behaif of the California 
delegation in congress, presented to 
the president a number of strong re- 
monstrances against this country’s en- 
tering into any reciprocal agreement 
with Greece by which the currants and 
raisins of that country would be ad- 
mitted free or at a rate less than at 
present. The contention is that these 
currants and raisins come into direct 
competition with the California product. 

General Merriam has orders from the 
war department to muster out the troops 
of the Utah cavalry and the Utah light 
artillery. 

The report of the navigation commis- 
sioner advocates the creation of Ameri- 
can merchant marine, 

Senator Elkins introduced bills ex- 
tending the laws of the United States 
relating to customs, commerce and navi- 
gation to the Hawalian islands, and to 
Porte Rico. Honolulu is designated as 
the port of entry for Hawaii, but the 
port for Porto Rico is not named. The 
commissioner of navigation is author- 
ized to make regulations for the na- 
tionalization of vessels owned by resi- 
dents of the islands. 

The Washington Post says that the 
question of Senator-elect McComas’ 
eligibility will be inquired into on the 
ground that he was not a resident of 
Maryland when his election occurred. 

At a meeting of the river and harbor 
committee, Representative Barton of 
Ghio was elected chairman to succeed 
Mr. Hooker of New York, who recently 
resigned from congress to accepta judge- 
ship. Asa rule the speaker of the house 
names all chairmen, but in this case the 
selection was left to the committee under 
an old precedent 

A parcels post treaty between this 
government and Chill was concluded 
yesterday by Postmaster General Smith 
and Senor Vicuna, the Chilian minister. 
It is still subject to ratification by the 
Chilian congress. 


The Castle Island Explosion. 

Boston, Dec. 8.—From evidence ac- 
cumulated yesterday regarding the ex- 
plosion at Castle island it appears that 
it was not only one mine that exploded, 
but several, as well as three barrels of 
dynamite, making in all some 1300 
pounds of high explosive that was dis- 
charged. Each of the mines contained 
250 pounds of gelatine of 90 percent, and 
the barrels contained each 125 pounds of 
dynamite, 75 percent being  nitro- 
glycerine. An idea of the power of 
these explosives may be gained when it 
is known that but 14 percent is all that 
is used of either for blasting and other 
purposes.

PARADED WITH ARMS, 


Cubans at Santiago Disobeyed United 
States Regulations. 


How President’s Message Is 
Viewed In Havana. 


Cubans Claim Successful Result of Garcia’s 
Visit to Washington. 


Santiago, Dec. 8.—Yesterday was the 
anniversary of the death of General An- 
tonio Maceo, and was celebrated among 
Cubans in Santiago. A memorial ser- 
vice was held in the morning in the 
cathedral, which was crowded. Less 
than two years ago the same cathedral 
witnessed a te deum sung by the same 
choir in celebration of Maceo’s death. 
Then the cathedral was draped with 
Spanish coors. Yesterday the entire 
edifice was draped in black, inter- 
spersed with a few Cuban emblems. 

Considerable annoyance was occa- 
sioned to the United States authorities 
by the fact that some 75 men, Cubans, 
marched the entire length of St. Thomas 
street, armed with rifles and machetes, 
although ali Cubans are well aware that 
such conduct is strictly against the reg- 
ulations, armed bodies, other than 
United States troops, not being allowed. 

The offenders in question did not ask 
permission to march armed, and their 
intention was not made known to the 
American authorities. Indeed the 
eathedral had been reached before the 
fact was reported to headquarters. 

Colonel Bascom, who is chief in com- 
mand here during the absence of Gen- 


eral Wood, immediately called upon the} 


mayor regarding the affair, and was by 
him referred to Colonel Garcia, who sent 
an orderly directing the immediate ap- 
pearance of the offenders at headquar- 
ters. 

Meanwhile the armed squad had fired 


three volleys,. many bail cartridges 
striking the upper portions of the

cathedral, and causing the bell ringers 
hastily to desert their post. 

In less than a quarter of an hour an 
officer from the Fifth immune regiment 
arrived at headquarters with a message 
from Colonel Sergant, stating that sev- 
eral bullets had struck his tent and other

cause. Colonel Garcia said he was 
under the impression that the men usea 
blank cartridges, and that the United 
States authorities had been notified of 
the intention of a number of men to

DEFECTS IN WAR REVENUE. | 


Attorney General Grigg* Recommends 
That They He _Corrected, 
Washington, Dec. 8.—The annual re- 
port of Attorney General Griggs was yes- 
terday submitted to congress. 
The war revenue act, he says, has been 
especially productive of doubtful ques- 
tions, and many instances of advice and 
direction to the commissioner of internal 
revenue ri“ative to different features of 
that statute will be found in the report 
of that officer. The attention of congress 
fs respectively called to them in order 
that ifat is deemed necessary or advisa- 
ble congress may correct any defects or 
inequalities in the law which the inter- 
pretations of the department of justice 
have made. 


During the recent war a total of 
56 vessels were brought into various 
ports and libeled as prizes. Of this 


number 50 were taken to Key West, with- 
in the jurisdiction of the southern dis- 
trict of Florida; four were taken to 
Charleston, one to Savannah and one to 
New York. All but eight of the 50 cases 
brought in the Florida district have 
been heard and decided, those still un- 
decided being cases of capture during the 
latter stages of the war. 

The amount realized from the sale of 
captured vessels and cargoes condemned 
as prizes is $701,034. In 10 cases appeals 
have been taken on the part of the claim- 
ants to the United States supreme court 
from the decree of the district court and 
are now pending. 

The atention of congress is called to the 
necessity of providing a more complete 
and adequate form of government for 
Alaska. The efforts to administer justice 
and maintain order in the territory, with 
the large accessions of population that 
have recently gone into that region, re- 
stricted by the very Hmited machinery 
provided for Alaska in its original 
sparsely populated condition, are 
tended with great difficulty and er 
rassment.

DEPLORED BY CUBANS, 


Acts of Vandalism Declared Not to Be 
Due to Race Feeling, 


Preacher Praises the Work of 
General Wood. 


General Satisfaction With the Promises Con- 
tained In President’s Message. 


Santiago, Dec. 9—The Cubans here 
a@re generally excited over Wednesday’s 


proceedings, resulting from the com- 
memoration of the death of Antonio 


Maceo, particularly at the fact that 
bullets reached the camp of the Fifth 
immunes, which proves that the shots 
were not fired by the Cubans who fired 
volleys in the air from the public square 
here. Those shots only damaged the 
cathedral slightly. It now seems that 
the bullets which damaged the tents 
of the Fifth immunes came from a aif- 


ferent party of insurgents, near the 
trocha, who were also celebrating. 
Regarding the action of the three 


drunken Cubans who entered the Span- 
ish club and smashed chandeliers and 
furniture, which building in five days 
becomes the property of the Angilo- 
American club, the Cubans say they 
deeply deplore the outrage, and do not 
think it fair to look upon it as a race 
act. The San Carlos club intends to 
hold a meeting and to tender an apology 
to the Spanish club. The police are 
blamed for not making any arrests. 

Colonel Beacom, acting military com- 
mander here, accompanied by the chief 
of police, personally arrested Juan Cas- 
tillo yesterday. He is a captain in the 
Cuban army, and was the man who led 
his two negro companions into the club. 
Castilio, who is well connected, objected 
to going to jail, and offered his card in- 
stead. Colonel Beacom, however, was 
obdurate. Castillo was finally released 
on his own recognizance. The Cubans 
disavow all connection with his act, and 
there is talk of expelling him from the 
San Carlos club. 

There has been great rejoicing in con- 
nection with the fete of Purisima Con- 
cepcion. Wednesday's mourning em- 
blems were exchanged for glorious dec- 
orations in the cathedral, and sorrowful 
music gave way to joyous. Abbe Ber- 
nardo preached an eloquent sermon to 
a congregation that crowded the cath- 
edral. He is one of the best preachers 
in Cuba, and, in inspiring words, he 
called upon all Cubans to rejoice at the 
termination of 400 years of cruelty, ex- 
tortion and misery, and to show their 
gratitude to the United States for the 
happy consumation. He eulogized Gen- 
eral Wood, saying that he rejoiced to 
hear that General Wood's name had been 
sent to the United States senate witha 
recommendation that he be raised to 
the rank of major general. “And Ican 
only hope,” said the preacher, “that 
General Wood's name will be sent a 
week later with a recommendation that 
he be appointed a Heutenant general, and 
made governor general of the island of 
Cuba during the American military oc- 
cupation.” =e) 

The Independencia, an enterprising 
local sheet, published 500 words of tele- 
graphic resumeof President McKinley's 
message to congress, which is the topic 
of conversation at all the clubs and other 
centers of interest. With the exception 
of the extremists, the party advocating 
the immediate freedom of Cuba and the 
establishment forthwith of a Cuban gov- 
ernment, all factions are apparently 
well satisfied with the promises of the 
message regarding the island. ; 

The United States cruiser Cincinnati 
and the United States refrigerating ship 
Glacier, which arrived here from Cali- 
manera on Tuesday, are awaiting or- 
ders. The Cincinnati has been sufficient- 
ly repaired for her present service, but 
eannot be completely repaired here. It 
is expected that she will be ordered 
north, while the Glacier will probably 
go to Porto Rico, thus leaving the con- 
verted yacht Hist as the sole represen- 
tative of the United States navy in these 
waters. A revenue cutter is badly needed 
for various purposes.

Took Twelve Ballots, 

Albany, Dec. 9.—The jury in the Cody 
blackmailing case, after being out 25 
hours, failed to reach an agreement and 
has been discharged. To the question 
put by the court when the jury came into 
court at 6:20 p. m. yesterday, as to 
whether there was any possibility of 
reaching an agreement, Foreman Van 
Bergen said that it was beyond all rea- 
gonable corsideration. Mrs. Cody was 
remanded to jail. The jury took 12 
ballots. On the first ballot it stood 8 to 
4 for conviction and on the last 9 to 3 for 
conviction. 


Seeing the Sights. 

West Point, N. Y., Dec. 9.—The gov- 
ernment steamer General Meigs _yes- 
terday brought to West Point President 
Igiesias of Costa Rica and his party. 
At the landing they were met by officers 
and a troop of cavalry. A salute of 21 
guns was fired, and the guest was shown 
through all the public buildings. Af- 
terwards President Iglesias received and 
inspected the battalion of cadets. The 
party returned to New York by train. 


Samoan Politics, 

Auckiand, N. Z., Dec. 9.—The follow- 
ing advices were received here yesterday 
from Samoa: The supporters of 
Mataafa having elected him king, cer- 
tain chiefs lodged a caveat, which the 
chief justice has decided in their favor. 
It is now understood that Tamasese will 
be nominated. 


SHORTAGE OF ACCOUNTS 
Blamed on Licurenant L gan of the 
Eichth Mass:chusetts Kegiment, 

Boston, Dec. 9.—The Globe prints a 
lispatch from Lexington, Ky., saying 
that there is a shortage in the accounss 
of the John Blair Gibbs hospital, re- 
cently discontinued, which will amount 
into the thousands, and Lieutenant Lo- 
gan of the Eighth Massachusetts regi- 
ment, who was the quartermaster, may 
have to make it good. 

Large quantities of supplies were 
stolen from the hospital during its last 
days, and Lieutenant Logan failed to 
make a memorandum of the articles re- 
ported stolen by the ward masters. He 

Ported stolen by the ward mastcis. He 
tried to hold the ward masters respon- 
sible for the loss of the things which 
disappeared from their respective wards, 
@~: he did not go about it in the right 
way, and they left without settling, and 
he, being without memoranda, has the 
brunt to bear. 

Major Edgar A. Mearsh, who was the 
surgeon in charge, and Lieutenant Lo- 
fai fhave been kept here by the war de- 
partment to straighten out the tangle. 

Because of the inability of Lieutenant 
Logan to settle, about 50 negro scrubbers 
and washerwomen have not been paid. 
There is owing to these about $4000 for 
work done. 

lieutenant Reynolds of the Eighth 
Massachusetts regiment, who was as- 
sistant quartermaster and commissary, 
employed these negroes, and they are 
looking to him for their pay. Lieu- 
tenant Reynolds is in Cincinnati prose- 
cuting in the United States court H. H. 
Hambrick and his son, who are charged 
with stealing some of the blankets and 
other things taken from the hospital. 

The officers are innocent of any wrong 
doing, save neglect to hold the ward 
masters responsible for losses of govern- 
ment property, and they are doing all 
they can to bring the thieves who stole 
the property to justice. 


A Lowell Investigation, 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 9.—An investigat- 
ing committee held a session last night, 
the object being to examine into the cir-: 
cumstances of a bill of $186 made out in 
the name of Edward D. Murphy for work 
alleged to have been done on a school- 
house, approved by the committee on 
accounts last June and paid July 10, but 
which went through the committee with- 
out the approval stamp of Superinten- 
dent of Buildings True. When this was 
brought to the attention of the latter, 
about a week ago, by the city auditor, he 
stamped it. The cammittee were all 
present, as well as the city solicitor, 
Murphy also being present, but Super- 
intendent True failed toappear. Theaf- 
fair has occasioned a great deal of talk. 


toston’s Telephone Fight, 

Boston, Dec. 9.—Very little opposition 
to the establishment of a rival telephone 
company in this city was developed at 
the aldermanic hearing yesterday. it 
was expected that the existing tele- 
phone company would fight thefnew con- 
cern, but it did not. The new company 
presented a petition signed by well 
known and wealthy Massachusetts men, 
who said that if the petition was granted 
they would join in the organization of 
the company. 


Stay In Picquart Court Martial, 

Paris, Dec. 9.—The court of cassation 
yesterday ordered a stay of proceedings 
in the Picquart court-martial. Several 
pf the newspapers here assert that the 
court of cassation has examined the 
secret documents in the Dreyfus affair, 
and it may be that the action in the 
Picquart case resulted from this examin- 
ation.

PONTS ALL SETTLED, 


Peace Treaty Now Awaits Engross- 
ment and Signatures, 


No Coaling Station For Us In 
the Carolines. 


Prediction That the Philippines Will Stir Up 
Strife In Europe. 


Paris, Dec. 9.—The peace treaty is 
finished. The Spaniards have declined 
to grant most of the requests of the 
United States which were unsettled at 
the beginning of the session. They re- 
fuse to cede a coaling station in the 
Caroline islands to the United States. 

They will meet again in formal ses- 
sion, tomorrow or Monday next, when 
the Spanish commissioners, sorrowfully, 
and the Americans, with feelings of re- 
lief, will place their signatures upon the 
document which embodies the results of 
the war, and the preparation of which 
has consumed 11 weeks, a longer time 
than the war itself. In the meantime 
the treaty will be engrossed under the 
supervision of Mr. Moore and Senor 
Ojeda, the secretaries of the respective 
commissions. 

The Spaniards are exceedingly bitter 
over the result, though observing the 
forms of friendliness and courtesy to 
the end. Senor Montero Rios, whose 
strong and persistent struggle to save 
for his country every possible asset from 
the wreck of her colonial empire has 
commanded the respect and admiration 
of his opponents, went from the council 
chamber yesterday to his bed, in a state 
of complete collapse, as the result of the 
long strain and his chagrin over the 
small fruits of his efforts. Senor Ojeda 
has been prostrated since Wednesday 
and was unable to attend the joint ses- 
sion yesterday. 

The Spaniards charge equal blame upon 
the European powers and the United 
States for their downfall. One of the 
Spanish comrhissioners said last even- 
ing: ‘The European nations have made 
a@ great mistake in deserting Spain and 
leaving her to spoliation by the brute 
force of a conscienceless giant. They 
all know that in the Philippines America 
has taken more than she can digest. 
She will ultimately sell the islands to 
England or Germany, and, when the 
transfer is attempted, it will precipitate 
generai European strife. 

“We have refused to sell any island in 
the Carolines. We never thought of 
considering an offer; nor have we con- 
sented to negotiate upon any questions 
excepting those directly involved in the 
protocol signed at Washington.” 

Major Hopkins, military aid to Secre- 
tary Alger, has started for Savannah to 
take passage on the transport Mobile for 
Havana. The Mobile is the first of the 
big steamers to be fitted out especially 
as a troop transport, and it is the ob- 
ject of Major Hopkins to make a thor- 
ough inspection of the workings of the 
vessel on her first voyage. 

The members of the commissions say 
the treaty will contain little outside the 
scope of the Washington protocol and 
the matters directly based thereon, like 
the provisions for the evacuation of the 
ceded territories, the transfer of public 
property therein and guarantees of the 
safety of the property and rights of 
the Spanish citizens remaining there. 

The details of the last class of ques- 
tions covered by the statement which 
the Americans handed to Senor Rios at 
the last meeting were considered yes- 
terday, but all the commissioners re- 
fused to divulge the details of the con- 
ference. Several points upon which they 
were unable to agree were left open for 
diplomatic negotiations. 

The Spaniards refused to admit that 
they had failed to respect former treaties 
guaranteeing religious freedom in the 
Caroline islands, or that there was a 
necessity for new guarantees. 

The conclusion of the work was, ac- 
cording to the commissioners, marked 
by politeness and all outward evidences 
of good feeling and relief at the fact that 
the task was accomplished. 

When all the propositions had been 
discussed, Judge Day, president of the 
American commission, remarked: 
“There seems to be nothing more to do 
but to engross and sign the treaty.” 
Senor Rios, president of the Spanish 
commission, acquiesced to this, and the 
Americans bowed themselves out before 
the Spaniards, according to their cus- 
tom. 

A Madrid dispatch says: The strong- 
est comments are made upon the little 
disposition the United States have shown 
to respond to the Spanish demands fora 
prompt release of the 11,000 Spanish 
prisoners in the hands of the Tagalos 
and a restitution of private and official 
deposits now lying in the colonial, of- 
ficial and judicial deposit banks. Every- 
thing seems to show that the last stage 
in the negotiations has taken a turn 
hardly calculated to pacify Spanish pub- 
lec opinion or to facilitate for along time 
to come the renewal of friendly relations 
between the two governments. Most of 
the newspapers favor the Idea of selling 
the Carolines and other possessions of 
Spain in the Pacific to Germany or to 
other European nations willing to pay a 
better price than the United States.

A Germa® View of Our War With Spain 
and Its Results. 

Beriin, Dec. 9.—Count A. Von Goetzen, 
former military attache at the German 
embassy in Washington, W ho was com- 
tissioned by Emperor William to ac» 
rompany the United States army during 
the Hispano-American war for purposes 
pt observation and official report, ad- 
Gressed a large and distinguished audi- 
ence last night at the Kaiserhof on “The 
hewest colonial power.” Although most 
pf his hearers were members of the 
Colonial society, there were some 300 
military men present. 

The lecture, which dealt largely with 
the war, was illustrated by photographs 
which Count Von Goetzen took person- 
ally—views of the embarkation at 
Tampa, the camps, the landings in Cuba 
and of scenes in the fighting around 
Santiago. , 

The lecturer spoke sympathetically of 
the American army and navy, except 
go far as the volunteers were conce rned. 
Tie said the only good volunteers were 
the Rough Riders. He severely con- 
demned the insurgents, W ho, he said, 
rendered little or no help to the Ameri- 
cans. He did not see a single white 
among the insurgents, except among the 
officers. 

Count Ven Goetzen said the dynamite 
guns proved ineffective because they 
lacked distance apparatus, He praised 


Jeneral Shafter’s treatment of the 
foreign officers who accompanied his 


staff. The United States regulars were 
characterized by the lecturer as a “most 
excellent body of troops, though small,

No Small Change. 

Dean Monaban relates an incident 
which illustrates the absence of small 
change in the early days of Kansas. In 
1868 he went into the postoffice at Hays 
City, threw down a quarter and asked 
for a postage stamp. ‘‘ Want only one?”’ 
queried the postmaster. ‘‘Only one,’’ re- 
plied the novelist, whereupon the post- 
master handed him a stamp and raked 
in the quarter. ‘Don’t I get any 
change?’’ demanded Monahan. ‘‘Change, 
h—1!’’ replied the government official. 
““We have no change in these parts 
smaller than a quarter!’’ 

And this was strictly true. In Hays 
City the smallest coin known was the 
25 cent piece. A glass of beer sold fora 
quarter, and the same charge was made 
for a pound of crackers or a cigar. It is 
related in the early annals of the town 
how the saloon and dance hall keepers 
held an indignation meeting to take ac- 
tion in the case of a new man who ad- 
vertised to sell two glasses of beer for a 
quarter. The meeting resulted in the de- 
parture of the innovator for pastures 
new. As late as 1872 there was a store 
in Hays City which never gave any 
change smaller than the 25 cent piece. 
If the customer had, say, 15 cents com- 
ing, he was at liberty to help himself to 
a glass of whisky from a barrel which 
stood in the corner, but he need not ex- 
pect his dnes in money.—Kansas City 
Journal.

God 
lis true. Christ is the truth, and all 
| that is true comes from Him, and noth- 
ing false is to be found in Him. To 
bave Christ is to have truth; to be like 
| Christ is to be true. 

| 2. ‘*Whatsoever things are honest.’ 
i | The revised version translates the Greek 
| word used here ‘‘honorable’’ or ‘‘rever- 
end’’ rather than ‘‘honest,’’ and this 
rendering is nearer the meaning of the 
| original Greek word. It suggests the 
| cultivation of a spirit of self respect, 
which is not inconsistent with true 

Christian humility.

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As Observed by an Official of the 
Treasury Department, 


Customs Officials Performing 
Duties Satisfactorily. 


Reports of Ou'breaks and Disturbances of the 
Peace Were Exaggerated. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip, who is expected to 
arrived in the United States from Porta 
Rico next Monday, has made a prelim- 
inary report to Secretary Gage of his 
observations in that island. He re- 
ports that the military authorities are 
getting along fairly well with customs 
collections. Everything received has 
been deposited with Deford & Co., finan- 
cial agents of the government, and the 
amount now on deposit aggregates more 
than $100,000. Spanish customs offi- 
clals have been put to work at the va- 
rious ports, and this system works sat- 
isfactorily. The men, he writes, are 
honest, and it is thought by prominent 
military officials that the government 
is getting everfthing it should. 

The report that the customs officers 
in Porto Rico were receiving only pesos 
ani were declining to receive American 
doliars at San Juan isincorrect. That 
was the case for a few days, the Spanish 
customs officials interpreting the in- 
structions to mean that only pesos 
should be received. As soon as this was 


discovered, however, dollars or 


were ordered to be received without 
prejudice, the rate being two pesos as 
against one American dollar. While 


that rate does not correspond with th¢ 
commercial! rate of $1.65, it isa fact that 
about two-thirds of the customs at San 
Juan have been rec eivedin dollars. Tha 
customs officers are not allowed te 
exchange pesos back for dollars. 

Military officers at San Juan contend 
that the reports that have reached the 
United States concerning the outbreaks 
and disturbances of the peace on the 
island are without substantial founda- 
tion. During the evacuation there wers 
more or less disturbances of a rather 
personal or private character, but the 
situation now, Mr. Vanderlip writes, is 
as peaceable as in the United States. 
There have been some troubles on the 
west end of the island by political agi- 
tators, mainly from emigrants fron 
Hayti, who are said to have a specia! 
faculty of fomenting discord, but at 
present there is nothing serious even in 
that district. The military authorities 
have been especially active in capturing 
some organized bands of bandits, and 
the natives are rendering aid in ferret- 
ing out these people. A number oj 
bandits are confined in prison, and they 
wll receive civil trial. Possibly some oi 
these cases may result in the execution 
of the offenders.

Three members were 
born in 1823—W. W. Shaw of Raynham, 
a new man, and Messrs. Fisher of Am- 
herst and Stanley of Newburyport. It 
is thought that Mr. Fisher is the oldest 
member, as he was borp in January, 
but information is awaited as to the 
day and month of Mr. Shaw’s birth, 
which he failed to furnish. 

Representative Mellen of Worcester 
will begin his 15th year of service. Rep- 
resentative Ross of New Bedford begins 
his eighth, and Representatives Hayes 
of Lowell, Myers of Cambridge and Mc- 
Carthy (Jeremiah J.) of Boston their 
seventh. 

There will be 36 lawyers in the body, 
about the usual proportion, and 24 farm- 
ers, Which is less than the usual number. 
There are also 24 merchants. Eighteen 
members are in the real estate and in- 
Surance line. There are but 8 man- 
ufacturers, 9 carpenters, 8 clerks, §& 
newspaper men, 6 druggists, 4 provision 
dealers, 6 bank presidents, 3 cigar man- 
ufacturers, 2 teachers and 3 elec- 
tricians. There is 1 physician, 1 sailor, 
1 furniture dealer, 1 milkman. There 
are 2 shoemakers, 3 clergymen and 2 
overseers.

Ton of Powder Fxpioded,

ON FEAST THAT ASTOUNDED Twu 
OF HIS FRIENDS.

Porpey and Cicero Tried to Catch 
the FPumous Gormand In a Trap, 
but the Roman Spendthrift Fairly 
Gatwitted Them. 


‘*Bright Sides of History” is the title 
cf a series of articles by E. H. House in 
St. Nicholas. In a story form, introduc- 
ing modern boys and girls, the author 
recounts some of the most amusing epi- 
sodes in history. The following is one 
of bis stories: 

‘*Lucullus was very fond of fine din- 
bers—more so than was good for him in 
bis later years. In early life he was one 
of the greatest of Roman generals, and 
at middle age he had kingdoms at his 
feet. But, like many public men of that 
period he was pursued by envious ene- 
mies, and instead of making a stand 
against them he gave up all his glory 
and devoted himself to idle luxury. Al- 
though be was enormously rich, he 
amazed his friends by the amount of 
mouey he spent in feasting them. No 
matter at what hour a visitor called a 
costly banquet was always ready to be 
served. People who were intimate with 
him often tried to catch him unprepar- 
ed, but no one ever succeeded. The most 
artful trap of all was set by Pompey and 
Cicero, but Lucullus was too sharp even 
for these able men.”’ 

“Do you mean,” asked Harry, his 
eyes round with astonishment, ‘‘do you 
mean the great Pompey and Cicero we 
hear so much about at school?’’ 

“The very same. Those were the 
men. Did you think that Pompey was 
always fighting battles, and that Cicero 
did nothing but speak pieces in the 
senate?

They 
insisted that be should not open his lips 
to any one besides themselves, but just 
ramble around until dinner time and 
then take them directly to his dwelling. 
Here he made a stand. He protested, 
reasonably enough, that they demanded 
too much. He had left home without 
even saying that he should go back 
there to dine. At least his friends must 
allow him to announce that he would 
return at the customary hour. Other- 
wise there might be no food atall. 

‘They saw no harm in this, and, 
after consulting together, agreed that | 
he could send that one short message | 
and nothing more, but he must employ 
a stranger to do the errand, and must 
speak to him in their hearing, so that 
they could guard against any suspicious 
words or private signals. Lucullus pre- 
tended to be extremely troubled and de- 
clared that they deserved nothing fit to; 
eat. Nevertheless he consented, and} 
calling a public messenger gave this di- 
rection, ‘Go to my house and tell the}

as usual.’ Pompey and Cicero were de- 
lighted. They kept close to their host 
through the rest of the day, feeling sure 
that, though they would have an excel- 
lent meal, they had prevented him this 
time from making one of the gorgeous 
displays in which be reveled. 

‘*When at last the three entered the | 
dining room the sight of the table almost 
took away their breath. It was decorat- | 
ed with a magnificence they had not |} 
dreamed of. But this was nothing to 
what followed. Course after course of

price, until at the end they calculated 
that the cost of the repast could not 
have been Jess thanasum equal to $10,- 
000 in our money of today.”’

SENATORKYLE’SSTORY, 


Concerning Purchase of Philippines 
by Japan Is Declared False, 


Reasons Why the Proposition 
Could Not Be True. 


improvement In Conditions and Growth of 
Better Feeling at Manila. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—Senator Kyle 
ef South Dakota ts authority for the 
statement, which he declares he makes 
on semi-offictal authority, that Japan 
has offered this government $200,000,000 
for the Philippine isalnds. He says 
that there is a déstinct sentiment in 
official circles in favor of eventually 
_turning the islands over to Japan, or to 
gzwome other power or powers. These 
etatements are given some weight by 
the fact that Wednesday Senator Kyle 
had an interview with the president 
concerning our policy in the Philippines. 


The above story was called in 
subjected to a little scrutiny, and at the! 
Japanese legation it was said that if 
any negotiation of the kind was in 
progress, the legation officers were un- 
aware of it. 

In the diplomatic circle generally the 
report was received with amusement. 
One diplomatist said that the foremost 
interest Japan had in the Philippines 
lay in having it under American owner- 
ship. 

“Japan,” he said, “has been building 
up a fine commerce with the Philippines 
which is still on the increase with every 
promise of indefinite growth. It would 
be a serioys blow to her hopes in that 
quarter if the islands were to pass under 
the contro] of any other nation than the 
United States. As for owning them her- 
self, that would be quite out of the ques- 
tion. It would mean the subjugation of 
the rebellion, and that in turn would 
mean a large increase in her army and 
navy, the burden of which is already so 
heavy as to keep a treasury deficit al- 
ways staring her inthe face. Formosa 
is a sufficiently troublesome problem for 
her to handle, without adding the Phil- 
ippines to it. Formosa is peopled for 
a large part with savages, some of them 
cannibals, and fierce fighters. The gov- 
ernment is gradually subduing them, 
and when this work is complete there 
will doubtless be a revenue from the 
island which will enrich Japan, but 
meanwhile the Japanese treasury is in 
no condition to be spending money for 
territory. 

“Aside from the question of expense, 
moreover, there are other considerations. 
Japan has enterprise, courage and 2 
highly developed spirit of patriotism, and 
she showed her prowess as a fighter in 
the war with China; but she is, afterall, 
a smal! nation comparatively, and hard- 
ly equal to coping with any of the great 
powers of Europe. Germany has had her 
eye on some of the Philippine group for 
a long while, and there are other west- 
ern nations which would not mind having 
a slice.

Advices From Dewey. 

A cablegram from Admiral Dewey was 
read, summarizing the existing condi- 
tions at Manila and such points in 
Philippines as have been visited by hi 
officers.

IMPORTANT RECOMMEN DATIONS 


Contained In Annual Heport of Inspec- 
tor General of the Army, 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The inspector 
genera! of the army, in his annual report, 
says that the war brought out results in 
the branch of the service devoted to 
military instruction in civil schools and 
colleges, and makes the basis for some 
interesting recommendations in this line. 

The inspector general pays a marked 
compliment to the personnel of his de- 
partment, as well as to other branches 
of the government under whose direction 
the war was presecuted, with the follow- 
ing compliment to the president: 

“The indominatable energy, the per- 
petual improvement, the care and pains- 
taking that was demonstrated from the 
White House down to the loading wharf, 
through every branch and desk of the 
war department to the final exit of an 
organized command of every arm and 
corps of the service upon foreign soil, 
deserve recognition.” 

He emphasizes strongly the need of 
periodical military maneuvers and ex- 
perimental mobilization to insure the 
health and safety of the troops in actual 
service. If this is omitted, he declares, 
the most lavish expenditure, with the 
best intentions and most untiring energy 
as a substitute for practised skill, is but 
a poor makeshift. 

Favorable mention is made of the na- 
tional home for disabled volunteers. Re- 
ports from its branches during the year 
showed an average population of 18,510, 
a net gain over the previous year of 392. 
This would have been much greater had 
more accommodations been available 
for all the worthy applicants. The aver- 
age cost of maintenance per capita for 
the year was $125.99, an increase of $4.84 
over the previous year, but less than the 
three preceding years. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the report is that upon military col- 
leges. Except for the interruption of 
military instruction by the withdrawal 
of regular army officers during the war, 
15,000 students are being annually trained 
in practical and theoretical military 
science in private and public schools and 
colleges. The presidents of 46 of these 
colleges, whose military departments 
numbered 7100 students, reported that 29 
of these regular students and 50 alumni 
had been commissioned in the regular 
army and 157 students and 296 alumni in 
the volunteer army, a total of 541 officers, 
or enough for about 12 regiments. Fur- 
ther, 1084 students and ex-students joined 
the army) as non-commissioned officers 
or privates. Accepting these statistics 
as a fair average, it would appear, says 
the report, that the regular and volun- 
teer armies secured from the students 
annually instructed by regular army of- 
ficers at the various colleges enough of- 
ficers for 24 regiments. 

In conclusion on this subject the in- 
spector general says that some sub- 
stantial recognition should be accorded 
the students who spend a large part of 


their school life in military study, and 
he recommends the selection of some of 
these students for appointment annually 


in the army. Such a policy, he says, 
wouid benefit both the students, the col- 
leges and the government.

GALLOWS ROPE BROKE, 


Two Hangings Before J hn Anderson 
Was Swung Into E ernity. 


Nine Minutes Between First 
and Second Drops. 


Brief Story of the Crime at Sea Which Re- 
sulted In the Execution. 


Norfolk, Dec. 10.—The death warrant 
was read yesterday forenoon to John 
Anderson, condemned to be hanged for 
the murder of the mate of the Olive 
Pecker. He was calm, and said that 
he was ready to go “I shall die and 
go into the presence of God without blot 
or blemish of guilt on my soul,” he 
solemnly declared. 

The execution occurred in the city Jail 
at 3 p. m. Ahbderson marched from his 
cell to the scaffold unsupported, and 
with firm step ascended the steps with- 
out assistance. After prayer by Rev. 
J. B. Merritt, chaplain of the Seaman’s 
Bethel, who kissed him good-bye, An- 
derson made a short speech, saying he 
had forgiven the men who swore his life 
away, and would die at peace with the 
world and God. He spoke pleasantly 
to, and smiled at the death watchers 
and the crowd below, and in a firm tone 
said: “I am ready.” 

At 3:06 the trap was sprung and An- 
derson’s body shot downward. The rope 
parted just inside the knot and his body 
fell to the cobble stones. A thrill of 
horror ran through the crowd. Officers 
and witnesses rushed to the body and 
snatched the black cap from the head 
and found blood oozing from mouth, 
nose and eyes. A doctor was called and 
soon Anderson opened his eyes and, it 
Was said, began to breathe. He was 
carried, feet foremost, up the stairs to 
the platform and laid down until a chair 
was obtained. He was then placed in 
this, but he never spoke. 

Preparations for rehanging him were 
hurriedly made. The other end of the 
rope was adjusted around his neck. He 
was raised to a standing posture and the 
Straps again placed on hislimbs. While 
being supported by the officers the trap 
was againsprung. In 23 minutes life was 
pronounced extinct. Nine minutes 
elapsed between the first and second 
drops. Anderson’s neck was. broken, 
supposedly by the last drop. 

Marshal Treat refused to turn the body 
over to the Virginia Anatonomical so- 
ciety, and it was placed in a casket and 
buried in the seamen’s lot in Elmwood 
cemetery. 

When the rope broke there was a cry 
from some one in the crowd: “Tele- 
graph to the president.” 

Anderson’s crime has attracted wide- 
spread attention, being a sea tragedy of 
singular romance and atrocity. The 
schooner Olive Pecker sailed from Bos- 
ton laden with lumber for a point on the 
River Platte, Brazil. When 150 miles 
off the coast of Brazil, Anderson, a 
Swede, had an altercation with the cap- 
tain. When the latter retired to the 
cabin Anderson followed and shot the 
captain dead. Then he armed himself 
heavily and went on deck, where he 
terrorized allon board. The mate, who 
was aloft, was called down, and while 
pleading for his life was shot four times. 
Then the crew were ordered to throw 
the dying mate overboard, and on pro- 
testing that he was not dead were as- 
sured that he ‘“‘was dead enough.” 

This done the crew were marched be- 
low at the point of a pistol and ordered 
to throw the captain’s body overboard. 
Then Anderson directed that oil be 
thrown over the lumber, after which the 
oil-soaked ship was set afire, and the 
murderous crew took to the boats. An- 
derson was apprehended at Bahia, 
Brazil, and sent north on the United 
States gunboat Lancaster. He was 
tried and convicted in the United States 
court at Norfolk, and a most stubborn 
fight was made up to the supreme court, 
the conviction being confirmed. 

The last.move was an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus on the ground 
that Anderson’s constitutional rights 
were invaded, and the lower court as- 
signed him counsel instead of giving 
him counsel of his own choice. 

Chiet Justice Fuller in announcing the 
court’s opinion, said the record of the 
case showed that no fundamental right 
had been denied Anderson, but that he 
had been represented from first to last 
by able counsel. The time when coun- 
sel was not present was at a 
preliminary hearing of Anderson, but 
this was not used in the subsequent trial. 
The decision of the lower court was 
affirmed. 


Banks Have Compromised. 

Boston, Dec. 10.—After working as- 
siduously for weeks the receivers of the 
two banks wrecked by reason of the al- 
leged wrongdoing of Lewis Warner have 
succeeded in clearing the tangle which 
existed in their respective accounts. As 
a result the litigation over the thousands 
of dollars which were claimed by each 
institution has been amicably settled. 
Suit had been instituted by the receivers 
of the Hampshire County National bank 
against the receivers of the Hampshire 
County Savings bank, with a view of 
procuring the funds which were in dis- 
pute. The terms of the compromise were 
agreed to several days ago.

Boston, Dec. 10.—Two female shop- 
lifters were arrested at a hotel where 
they were dining by police inspectors 
yesterday and about $1000 worth of ar- 
ticles taken from prominent dry goods 
houses recovered.

Cuvan Patriot Unable to Withstan 
Rigorous Climate of the North. 


Was Cultured, Refined and : 
Warrior of Distinction. 


Original Conspirator In Uprising of Cuban 
Against Spain In 1868. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—The sudde 
change from the warm climate of Cuba 
with the hardships he had endured, t 
the wintry weather of New York an: 
Washington, is responsible for the pneu 
monia which resulted in the death yes 
terday of General Calixto Garcia, th 
distinguished Cuban warrior and leader 
and the head of the commission electe: 
by the Cuban assembly to visit thi 
country. He contracted a slight col. 
in New York, which did not assume ai 
alarming stage until the early part 0 
last week. On Tuesday night Genera 
Garcia, in company with the other mem 
bers of the commission, attended : 
dinner given in his honor by Genera 
Miles, and it was a result of the ex 
posure that night which culminated in 
his death. 

General Garcia left a large family, only 
one of whom, Justo, a captain on his 
staff, was with him when he died. Hi: 
widow and Mercedes, a daughter 17 years 
of age, are at Thomasville, Ga., where 
the girl is quite ill; Mario, a son 19 years 
of age, is with the mother at Thomas- 
ville, and Colonel Carlos Garcia, anothe) 
son, is in Cuba. A daughter, Leonora 
who married an American, is now living 
in Paris. General Garcia’s mother is 
still alive and resides in Havana.

General Garcia, whose name will be 
ever linked with those of other patriots 
who have fought against unequal odds 
for the freedom of his country, has had 
a most active and varied life, much of 
which has been spent in fighting for the 
cause of Cuban liberty, which he had the 
satisfaction of seeing accomplished so 
short a time before his death. He wasa 
man of culture and refinement, of splen- 
did education and came from a distin- 
guished family of Jiquani, of Santiago 
province. He was born in Cogquin, Oct. 
14, 1839, and was therefcrs in the 60th 
year of his age. General Garcia was 
educated in Havana and in Spain. In 
1864 he was married to Isabel Velez. 

General Garcia was the original con- 
spirator in the uprising of the Cubans 
against Spain in 1868, and in that war 
under Gomez he attained the rank ofa 
brigadier general. In October of 1868 
he captured the towns of Jiquani and 
Baire and recruited many hundreds of 
patriots. He had command of the east- 
ern departments during that revolution 
after 1873 and won many notable victor- 
ies. While the revolution was in a criti- 
cal state in the other provinces and its 
outcome was uncertain he maintained 
it with vigor in the territory under his 
command. 

In 1875, while reconnoitering with his 
escort, he was surrounded by 2000 Span- 
iards. Preferring death to capture and 
subsequent execution at the hands of 
his enemy, he attempted suicide by plac- 
ing his revolver under his chin and firing, 
the bullet coming out between his eye- 
brows. For months he lay between life 
and death, but was saved finally by 
Spanish surgeons who, possibly, had 
owed their own lives to his mercy. The 
Spaniards, believing he was about to die, 
gave hima pardon. The hole which the 
bullet made when it entered the chin and 
came out between the eyebrows was al- 
ways visible and shows plainly in the 
calmness of death. 

For his participation in the revolution- 
ary movement General Garcia was sent 
to Spain where, for four years, he was 
confined, remaining there until the peace 
of Zanjon. He then returned to the 
United States and, together with Joseph 
Marti, attempted another revolution. 
He landed in Cuba with a few followers, 
but the country wanted to try the home 
rule offered by Spain. He capitulated 
to the Spanish forces in order to save 
his few remaining followers and was 
again banished to Spain in 1880, where he 
remained under surveillance until 1895, 
when the last revolution broke out in 
Cuba. Then he escaped to France and 
later to New York.

His movements since that time and his 
active participation in the war are fa- 
miliar to many newspaper readers. Af- 
ter coming to this country he endeavored 
to get an expedition to the island of Cuba 
in the steamer Hawkins, but this met 
with shipwreck in a storm and the cargo 
was lost. General Garcia was the last 
man to leave the vessel. 

Undaunted by his failure, General 
Garcia made another attempt to ship 
stores for the insurgents, this time ob- 
taining the ship Bermuda. He was in- 
tercepted, however, by United States 
authorities and was arrested on the 
charge of filibustering, but was released 
on $3000 bail. He forfeited this bail, and 
in a final attempt landed on the eastern 
coast of the island with one of the larg- 
est expeditions that ever reached Cuba. 

After landing he succeeded General 
Antonio Maceo in command of the troops 
of the eastern department, holding the 
rank of major general, General Maceo 
marching west with his men. At Maceo’s 
death Garcia was elected lieutenant gen- 
eral of the Cuban army, which position 
he held to the close of the war. During 
this command he assaulted and took by 
siege Tunas, Guisa and Guaimaro and 
clegred the interior of his department of

AN EXCITED CROWD 


Advocated Hemp Neckties For Alleged 
Boodlers of Chicago. 


Chicago, Dec, 12.—Central Music hall 
was fliled yesterday with citizens of 
Chicago, who had gathered in mass 
convention in erder to protest against 
the extension of the franchises of Chi- 
cago’s street car lines to 50 years. 
Early in the meeting the speakers dwelt 
mainly upon the question of compense- 
tion for extension of street car grants, 
but before it closed the proposition ef 
municipal ownership was extensively 
touched on, and received generous ap- 
plause. 

Franklin H. Head presided, and -the 
Speakers were Mayor Harrison, for- 
mer Governor Atgeld, George E. Cole, 
John M. Harlan and Rey. Father Hod- 
nett. 

Ex-Governor Altgeld was first to ad- 
vert to the subject of municipal owner- 
ship, and his remarks aroused the great- 
est enthusiasm of the meeting. Re- 
ferring to the alleged use of money in 
the city council, Mr. Altgeld said: ‘How 
can we stop this thing?” 

“Hang them,” “Get a rope,” “Hang 
the boodlers,”’ responded the audience. 

The resolutions which were prepared 
in advance were found inadequate to the 
sentiment of the meeting, and a resolu- 
tion was included favoring municipal 
ownership of the street car lines, if not 
this year, then when the present grant 
expires in 1903: 


Charged With LInucendiarism, 

New Britain, Conn., Dec. 12.—Peter 
Smik, a Pole, aged about 35, was arrest- 
ed in Kensington and brought to this 
city on suspicion of being an incendiary.

El Liberal says: The Paris negotia- 
tions offer a far sadder spectacle thar 
the ships which are bringing back our 
repatriated soldiers, deplorable as the 
condition of the latter is. 

The cabinet, it is said, will meet the 
cortes intact. Senor Sagasta will ask 
an indemnity bill for the cession of the 
Philippines. The cabinet will then de- 
clare that, as it finds itself at a crisis, it 
cannot admit any debate and will, there- 
fore, demand the immediate adoption of 
the bill, after which Senor Sagasta will 
submit the question of confidence to the 
queen regent, 

El Heraldo says the government be- 
lieves that, in the present circumstances, 
the holders of the Philippine debt will 
accept the arrangement arrived at, and 
considers that the Cuban bondholders 
should demand of the future government 
of Cuba a fulfillment of the contract by 
claiming a mortgage on the customs 
which guarantee the debt.

Loudon Newspaper Comment, 

London, Dec. 12.—The editorials in the 
London morning papers express satis- 
faction at the signing of the peace 
treaty, the negotiations for which, The 
Daily News remarks, have occupied 
rather longer than the war. 

The Times, pretty accurately repre- 
senting the views of the other papers, 
says: Spain has lost her colonies be- 
cause her colonial system was founded 
upon spoliation and tyranny. The 
United States have not treated her any 
more harshly than Germany treated 
France in 1871 or Russia treated Turkey 
in 1878. Therefore the Spanish mem- 
orandum of protest is unreasonable and 
unjustified. The article then refers to 
the difficulties facing the United States, 
and expresses confidence that the 
“healthy vigor and practical capacity 
of the Anglo-Saxon” will be fully com- 
petent to deal with them.

APPROPRIATION BILLS 


Before the Senate. 


Washington, Deg. 12.—Béyond the firs 
three days there is no program mappe 
out for the house this week. Today wi 
be devoted, under the rules, to the con 
sideration of business relating to th 
District of Columbia and tomorrow th 
District of Columbia appropriation bL 
will be taken up. This is in pursuanc 
of the determination of the leaders t 
give the appropriation bills the righto 
way whenever one is ready. There i: 
nothing in the district bill this year t 
attract opposition and unless the unex 
pected happens the bill ought to pas. 
Wednesday at the latest. 

The appropriations sub-committe 
on pensions will commence work on th 
persion appropriation bill today, but I 
ean hardly be ready before next week 
It is confidently expected, however 
that it will be passed before the holidays 

It is possible that Chairman Hull o 
the military affairs committee will b 
able to bring in the army reorganizatio) 
bill as soon as the district appropriatio! 
bill is out of the way. He js exceeding 
ly anxious tq get the bill into the hous 
at the earliest possible moment, as h 
is particularly solicitous that it shoul 
pass the house before the holidays. I 
it should follow the district bill a ver: 
interesting debate would be precipi 
tated. The future policy of the gov 
ernment is ordained in the bill for th: 
increase of the standing army, and th: 
whole subject will be opened up. 

The Democrats are divided upon th 
question of increasing the regular army 
but how fur the opposition will go i 
entagonizing the measure it, is impos 
sible to forecast. Only last week, dur 
ing the debate on the urgent deficienc) 
bill, Mr. Dearmond of Missouri, one o 
the leaders, evaded a direct reply whe 
the question was put fairly to him by 
Mr. Cannon, chairman of the appropria 
tions committee. If the army reor 
ganization bill should not come up the 
various committees, under the call 
would probably be allowed to clean uj 
business that they have on the calenda 

The course of proceedings in the sen 
ate this week will depend upon the dis 
position that is made of the Nicaragua! 
canal bill. It is Senator Morgan's in 
tention to call up this measure today 
and he has expressed the hope that h+ 
will secure action at once. Few of hi: 
most sanguine co-workers agree wit! 
him in this opinion, and the best indi 
cation is that unless an agreement ca! 
be reached for postponement, severai 
days at least will be consumed in it 
consideration. 

The opponents of the measure will meet 
its supporters with a proposition to defer 
consideration until after the Christmas 
holidays, and they will give as their 
reason for this request the fact that the 
report of the government commission ap- 
pointed to investigate the feasibility of 
the canal has not yet been made, urging 
the importance of recelving the informa- 
tion which the commission will be able 
to furnish before acting upon so import- 
ant a question. If the bill is taken upin 
earnest it will consume the greater por 
tion of the senate’s time until finally dis- 
posed of. 

Another subject on the calendar is the 
anti-scalping bill, which Senator Cullom 
has informed the senate he will seek to 
get up at an early day, but it will meet 
with opposition if he makes the effort 
and is not likely to succeed thus early in 
the session. ; 

The special order for today at 2 o'clock 
is the bill providing for the registry of 
foreign built ships, but if the Nicaragua 
bill should be taken up the registry bil 
would not be allowed to consume muct 
time. Senator Morrill has given notice 
of a motion tomorrow to consider the 
bill providing for the purchase of a site 
for the United States supreme court, but 
the proceedings with reference to this 
measure will be confined to a speech by 
the Vermont senator. 

The urgent deficiency bill will receive 
attention early in the week. The com- 
mittee on appropriations will meet to- 
day and it is believed that more than one 
meeting on the bill will be necessary. 
Senator Allison, chairman of the com- 
mittee, hopes, therefore, to get the bill 
before the senate for consideration Tues- 
ay. 

It has been prophesied that the army 
bill would be used as a pretext for dis- 
cussion of the Spanish war and the fear 
of such a course has not entirely sub- 
sided. 


Savs Wife Cut Him. 

Lynn, Mass., Dec. 12.—John Connelly is 
at the hospital with a three-inch cut in 
the groin, and his wife, Jane Connelly, 
is under arrest on the charge of inflicting 
the wound. Connelly said that while he 
and his wife were engaged in an alter- 
cation she succeeded in taking a razor 
from his hands and did the cutting. It is 
alleged that Connelly attempted to de 
fend himself with a razor that was on: 
shelf near by. Mrs. Connelly manageé 
to get it away from him and inflicted a 
wound that is likely to cause him con- 
siderable inconvenience, yet it is not 
likely to prove fatal.

New York, Dec. 12.—The battleshiy

PUBLICATION OF TEX] 


Of Peace Treaty Withheld Out 0 
Courtesy Toward the Senate, 


Impressive Scene at the Sign 
ing of the Document. 


Curtain Falls on What Has Proved a Bitte 
Tragedy For Spaniards. 


Paris, Dec. 12.—The United State 
commissioners rested yesterday after th 
iong strain of daily conferences an 
almost daily sessions with the Span 
iards, the intensity of which they hard 
ly realized until it was over. 

Warm personal friendships and mutua 
regard have arisen between the twe 
commissions as the result of their ex 
tended controversy at close quarters 
Yesterday several members of both com 
missions exchanged calls. The Ameri 
can commissioners unofficially informe 
the Spaniards that they would be glad te 
have the two commissions dine together 
The reply, which, like the invitation, wa: 
conveyed diplomatically through a thirc 
party, was that the Spaniards would be 
most pleased, but feared it would be in- 
advisable because it might be miscon 
strued at Madrid, where already muct 
feeling existed against the Spanish com- 
missioners. 

The treaty, as signed, consists of 1' 
articles, it having been found advisable 
to subdivide two or three of the article: 
in the draft agreed upon at the last meet- 
ing. 

The commissioners of the two nation: 
wrote their signatures on two copies 0} 
the treaty, the copy being for the 
archives. The document was preparec 
by Secretary Moore in behalf of the 
United States commission, and by Seno: 
Villarutia for Spain, on account of thr 
continued illness of Secretary Ojeda o 
the Spanish commission. 

Each copy contained the English ane 
Spanish text of the treaty in paralle 
columns. The wording had been ap- 
proved previously by the commission: 
without a joint meeting, so there was no 
controversy on this subject. 

Several members of the United States 
commission were inclined at first to pub- 
lish the text of the treaty, but Senator 
Frye made a strong plea for the ob- 
servance of courtesy toward the United 
States senate, and his arguments pre- 
vailed. 

Further details, however, have been 
learned as to the wording of the treaty, 
which provides that Cuba is to be re- 
linquished and that Porto Rico and the 
Philippines are to be ceded. The Ameri- 
cans are to pay for the repatriation of 
the Spanish troops from all the colonies. 
The Spaniards are to return all prisoners 
held by them. They are to retain pos- 
session of all military stores and muni- 
tions of war in the Philippines and of 
such ships as have not been captured. 

The commercial treaties between the 
two nations which the war ruptured are 
to be renewed at the convenience of the 
two nations. 

The protocol makes nearly 600 type- 
written pages. 

The signing of the treaty Saturday 
night would have afforded a subject for 
a great historical painting. The group 
gathered abvut the table in the stately 
chamber of the foreign office was im- 
pressive in itself, while the fact that the 
sense of the momentousness of the issues 
which the act decided was deeply felt 
by all the participants gave an empres- 
sive and solemn tone to the scene. 

Around the great mahogany table 
sat the 10 arbiters of the destinies of an 
old and a youngnation. Ranged stand- 
ing behind them were numerous at- 
taches of the American commission. 
The jects from the crystal chandeliers 
above the heads of those present mag- 
nified the brilliant green and scarlet 
of the upholsterings into gaudiness. 


There was a theatrical contrast be- 
tween the black-clothed actors and the 
scenery. To the Americans it was a 


happy ending of the epilogue of war; 
for the Spaniards it was plainly a bit- 
ter tragedy, none the less painful be- 
cause long fereseen. They sat silently, 
as though almost crushed, and none 
could withhold sympathy from Senor 
Montero Rios, the president of the Span- 
ish commission, who, coming from his 
bed, was bundled in a great overcoat, 
though logs were burning in the fire- 
place near by. 

The spirits of the two bodies were 
symbolized by the clothes worn by the 
members of the commissions, for the 
Americans were attired in evening dress 
for the dinner given to them immedi- 
ately after the meeting by the Duc de 
Loubat, and the Spaniards wore black 
frock coats. 

Although the commissions met at 3:30 
o'clock, expecting to finish their work in 
half an hour, the engrossing of the 
treaty cn parchment was found to be 
so troublesome that it delayed the sign- 
ing of the document until 8:20 o'clock. 
Clerk Martin of the American commis- 
sion worked all day. When he came 
into the chamber at 7:30 o'clock with the 
document, he found the commissioners 
waiting. 

The Spanish copy had arrived half an 
earlier.

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MILES AND SCHOFIELD 


Give Their Opinions as to the Needs 
of the New Army, 


Expansion Necessarily Means 
a Large Increase. 


Interesting Statements Made Before the House 
Military Committee. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—Generals Miles 
and Schofield showed that they were 
divided on some questions relating to 
the management of the army when they 
appeared before the committee on mili- 
tary affairs yesterday. 

To many it seemed that General Scho- 
field was working directly to antagoniz 
General Miles. For instance. after al- 
luding to the friction between the com- 
manding general and the secretary of 
war, and saying that the present system 
makes it possible for the secretary 
to practically ignore the commanding 
general, he recommended that the reg- 
ulations be so altered that the president 
have the power to select his command- 
ing general at any time. 

He also said he was opposed to the 
title “lieutenant general,” on which, itis 
said, General Miles has set his heart, 
and he would substitute the title “ 
eral-in-chief.” 

General Miles promptly took excep- 
tions to those views, and said the plan 
would lead to favoritism in the selec- 
tion, if left to the president. Heshowed 
some feeling when he said he did not 
speak from a personal standpoint, “as 
he was ready to be retired at any time,’ 
and also when he said that Generals 
Merritt. Brooke and himself had come 
through the recent war without hope 
of recognition. 

General Miles began by explaining 
what he proposed to accomplish in his 
new army bill. 

The experience of the last year, he 
eaid, had demonstrated that our pres- 
ent military estimate was inadequate 
to maintain our position as a first-class 
power. 

The war with Spain had shown pretty 
clearly how many men would be re- 
quired. The war had required 52,000 
men for actual field operations at va- 
rious points. Of these 22,000 men went 
to Manila, 20,900 to Cuba and 10,000 to 
Porto Rico. These were men actually 
in the presence of the hostile enemy. 
Since then there had been reinforce- 
ments for garrison and other purposes. 
At the same time the general pointed 
out the necessity at home must not be 
overlooked; the entire frontier had been 
stripped of troops during the late war.

These considerations, said General 
Miles, had led him to recommend a stan- 
dard of one soldier for 1000 of population 
at home, with native troops in the newly 
acquired colonies on a basis of two na- 
live soldiers for every 1000 population. 

“If we are to be a first class power in 
the world,” proceeded General Miles. 
“we must have a military system ade- 
quate to meet our responsibilities the 
world over. I believe in making that 
system-so small that it will not bea 
menace to the American people and at 
the same time large enough to make it 
adequate for any emergency.” 

The science of war had undergone a 
complete change since the days of our 
forefathers, General Miles said, and now 
smokeless powder, long-range rifles and 
machine guns were the decisive elements 
With this changed condition he thought 
one soldie: to 1000 population would give 
an army entirely adequate for every 
need. It would give an army of 62,000, 
according to the last census, and about 
75,000 on the estimated population of to- 
day. In addition to this force the use 
of native troops would make an effective 
body in the several colonies. 

General Miles said we now have a 
greater number of our men abroad than 
any other country, except, perhaps, 
Great Britain. The British force in 
Egypt was hardly more than 3500 men. 
On the basis of two native soldiers for 
every 1000 population, the native troops 
in Porto Rico would be recruited up to 
about 2000 and in Cuba up to about 3000. 

“And if we are to keep the Philippines, 
and I have no more idea that we will give 
up Manila than we will give up Bunker 
Hili or any other place immortalized in 
our history, then this native force will 
largely augment our own troops there, 
and I understand the natives are ready 
to enter upon this service.” 


General Miles then turned his attention 
to the bill drawn by him. He had pre- 
pared this, he said, simply in order to ex- 
press his views in definite form. He ex- 
plained in detail the provisions as to 
cavalry, artillery, infantry and staff. 
As to cavalry organizations, he said the 
tendency was to reduce the number of 
men in a regiment, as experience had 
shown that 1000 men was about as many 
as a colonel could maneuver with effect. 
As to the artillery, he urged that the 
four-gun formation was more desirable 
than the six-gun, in giving to the enemy 
the first effective blows, which were the 
decisive ones. 

The hearing took quite a spirited 
turn when several of the Democratic 
members of the committee began cross- 
questioning General Miles. When Mr. 
Cox asked that the minority have an 
opportunity to ask some questions, 
Chairman Hull expressed the hope that 
the committee would not divide on po- 
litical lines, as it had never hefore 
separated into majority and minority. 


Quincy Mass, When asked how many troops were 


requirea in Cuba, Generali Miles said 
that as troops were moving there now 
he would not go into details on that point, 
as it might be erroneously construed 
as comment on his superiors in office. 
He expected that most of the troops 
would be off for Cuba within 20 days. 

“When will the Cuban government 
be organized?” asked Mr. Sulzer. 

“I do not know; that is a political 
question,” replied the general. He went 
on to say that probably 10,000 men would 
be sufficient for Cuba in the near future. 
The ofticers in the Philippines estimated 
they would require 25,000 men and pos- 
sibly more. Attogether about 40,000 
men were needed abroad and 35.000 at 
home. 

“When Cuba is independent the 10,- 
000 can be withdrawn and the army 
reduced?” suggested Mr. Sulzer. 

“I would wait until that time comes 
and then consider,” answered General 
Miles. “Whatever is the status of 
Cuba, it will be necessary to maintain 
a strong force there for a number of 
years.” 

The general, answering Mr. Hay of 
Virginia, said that there should be no 
delay because the peace treaty was not 
ratified. Porto Rico was adequately 
gsarrisoned for a double purpose, as a 
base for our ships and forces and also 
to prevent Spain or any foreign power 
from attempting to take it. While he 
dismissed the idea that Spain would 
make such an attempt yet it was well 
to be prepared for a move of that kind 
from any quarter. 


For Reorganization of Army. 

Washington, Dec. 13.—Representative 
McClellan of New York, a member of the 
military affairs committee of the house, 
introduced In the house a bill for the re- 
organization of thearmy. It was drawn 
after consultation with many army of- 
ficers and is supposed to represent the 
ideas of the younger element of the 
army. It makes some very radical 
changes in the staff and has some novel 
features. It consolidates the adjutant 
general's department and the inspector 
general's department in the general staff, 
absorbs the ordnance department into 
the artillery corps and abolishes the 
signal corps, transferring the duties of 
that corps to the engineer corps and the 
officers to the infantry. “It gives the 
quartermaster’s and subsistence depart- 
ments each a regiment of 1000 enlisted 
men. It adopts the cavalry strength of 
the Miles bill, the artillery strength of 
the Hull bill and the infantry strength 
of the Miles bill. One of the new fea- 
tures is a requirement that all! officers of 
the general staff shal] perform a tour of 
duty before each promotion, which would 
give them line duty at least every 10 
years. This is the German method. The 
bill also creates an equipment depart- 
ment to relieve the quartermaster’s de- 
partment and confines the duties of the 
latter solely to transportation. 


Bryan's Resignation Accepted, 

Washington, Dec. 13—Al! doubt re- 
specting the intentions of Colonel Bryan 
was removed by the receipt at the war 
department yesterday of a telegram 
from him stating that he had mailed 
his resignation of his commission as a 
colonel of volunteers, and that it was ap- 
proved hy the division and corps com- 
manders. The written resnation came 
to the war department in the afternoon 
by mail, and was immediately accepted, 
notice of that fact being telegraphed to 
Colonel Bryan. 


‘three Vrize Fights. 

Troy, N. Y., Dec. 13.—Four thousand 
sports saw the 20-round bout between 
Larry Burns of Cohoes and Martin 
Flaherty of Lowell, Mass., last night, 
and the spectators went away well sat- 
isfied. Both men were in the best of 
condition and their work was fast and 
clean from the beginning to the end. 
The contest went the full length, and 
the decision was given to Flaherty with 
the approval of those who had wit- 
nessed the affair. 

London, Dec. 13.—At the National 
Sporting club last evening there was a 


spirited bout between “Pedlar’ Palmer 
and Billy Piimmer for the bantam- 
weight championship, the National 


Sporting club purse and £500 a side. 
Palmer knocked Plimmer out in the li7th 
round. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne, Dec. 13.—Bobby 
Dobbs, the American, beat Dick Burge 
in a boxing contest last night for a 
purse of £250 a side. In » eighth 
round Burge claimed a foul, which the 
referee refused toallow. Burge’s back- 
er, thereupon, declined to permit him 
to continue the fight.

DEPUTIES USED FISTS, 


Dreyfus Affair Leads to a Vivlent ml 
roar In the French Chamber, 


“Whitewashed Panamaist” to 
Fight Two Duels. 


Anti-Dreyfusifes Create Riotous Scenes {n tha 
Streets of Paris. 


Paris, Dec. 13.—In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday M. Grousset, Radical- 
Socialist, interpellated the government 
on the indiscretions of the general staff 
in the Dreyfus affair. He read abstracts 
from newspaper articles, which are al- 
leged to have emanated from members 
of the general staff, which caused a vio- 
lent uproar. 

Deputies rose and rushed at one an- 
other and engaged in a series of fist 
fights. M. Grousset continued his re- 
marks in the midst of this tumult, and 
recalled an article in The Intransigeant 
referring to letters from Emperor Will- 
iam and an interview between Count 
Von Munster, the German ambassador 
at Paris, and M. Casimer Perier, the 
former president of the republic. 

Count de Mun, the Conservative leader, 
here interrupted the speaker and said 
he desired that the house be consulted as 
to whether the discussion should be al- 
lowed to continue. 

Premier Dupuy said that as the head 
of the government he protested with the 
utmost energy against the language of 
the speaker, who, he added, had not 
measured its possible effect. 

M. Dereulde, Revisionist, shouted: 
“Come off the tribune.” This caused a 
redoublement of the uproar. 

When semi-quiet had been restored 
M. Grousset said the center of the re- 
sistance to the revision of the Dreyfus 
case Was no longer the ministry of war. 
It was elsewhere. As to the secret docu- 
ments in the case, he pointed out that 
they had been ridiculed by Emperor 
William himself. 

M. Grousset spoke of articles in news- 
papers in which it was hinted that Rus- 
sia and the czar were mixed up in the 
Dreyfus affair. He also alluded to the 
recent semi-official note relative to the 
minister of foreign affairs, “M. Grous- 
set being obliged to explain certain state- 
ments to the German ambassador (vio- 
lent interruptions), relative to the lat- 
ter’s daughter.” (Uproar and hoots.) 

“Austria,” M. Grousset said, ‘was 
next mixed up in the affair.” He de- 
manded to know if the government was 
disposed to permit the centre of resist- 
ance to the law to pass from the miuz- 
istry of war to the general staff of the 

military government of Paris; if it 
would any longer tolerate this attitude 
of the ringleaders, and if it would gov- 
ern for the republic of for the Jesuits? 
(Applause from the extreme Leftists 
and violent protests elsewhere.) 

Minister of War De Freycinet re- 
pudiated M. Grousset’s allegations. He 
said that if there had been some indis- 
cretions it was unjust and imprudent to 
attack the whole army. “Unjust be- 
cause the army was excellent, devoted 
to its duty and incapable of the acts 
charged; imprudent because it was lia- 
ble to lead to a disorganization of the 
military institutions.” 

As one of the results of Insults ex- 
changed during the debatein thexham- 
ber, M. Antied Boyer, Radical-Socialist 
sent his seconds to M. Deroulde, Ree 
visionist, and to M. Gauthier, who char- 
acterized M. Boyer as a “whitewashed 
Panamaist.” 


Situation Is Precarious. 

Paris, Dec. 13.—Exchange of blows 
with walking sticks and of shots from 
revolvers mark the latest stages of the 
Dreyfus excitement. It is indisputable 
that France's situation is precarious, 
Sulking at Germany, hating England, 
and torn by internecine strife. 

Picquart was to have been tried by 
court-martial Monday on charges of 
forgery and revealing state secrets in his 
efforts to prove Dreyfus innocent. This 
move is belleved to have been made by 
the army chiefs to prevent his testifying 
before a civil court in the exile’s favor. 
The court of cassation, which is review- 
ing the Dreyfus case and wants Pic- 
quart’s evidence, directed that the mili- 
tary trial be postponed indefinitely. 

M. Millevoye and the Comte de Ramel, 
members of the chamber of deputies, 
headed an anti-Dreyfus demonstration 
yesterday afternoon. They marched to 
the Cherche Midi prison, where Colonel 
Picquart is confined, but they were 
stopped by a cordon of police and were 
begged to retire. Thereupon M, Mille- 
voye made a speech, during which he 
said they did not desire to conflict with 
“these brave fellows,” pointing to the po- 
licemen, adding that they have achieved 
their object, of being abletoshout: “Spit 
upon Picquart,”’ whe could hear them 
from the window of his prison. 

Similar scenes took place at the Hotel 
Invalides, the residence of Genera! Zur- 
linden. 

All of the railway stations, which were 
protected Monday evening against an 
outbreak growing out of the poular feel- 
ing in regard to Dreyfus and Picquart, 
tre still strongly guarded by the mili- 
tary, and several thousand Republican 
guards and police agents are doing 
special duty in various parts of the city.

He proceeded to argue that Russia, 


Germany and France had secured the 
reat bulk of the commercial benefits 
in China, to the exclusion of both the 
United States and England. He sug- 
gested that such a dreibund could have 
nothing to fear from any coalition of 
other nations, and that, therefore, it 
would tend to preserve peace. 

“There are still 500 years of vigorous 
fight in England,” said Mr. Davis,

promise and potency. I do not see 
why other nations should object to the 
alliance. If they do, let them. Ger- 
many already by special legislation has 
immensely injured America’s commer- 
cial inte German-Americans re- 
gret this attitude on the part of the 
mother country.

Soulda’t Fiud the Atlantic. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., Dec. 13.—The 
tugs Underwriter, Storm King and Mer- 
cury returned here last night after an 
unsuccessful search for the disabled 
steamer Atlantic, before reported an- 
chored 25 miles south of Sankaty Head, 
Nantucket. They cruised 30 or 40 miles 
off shore but saw nothing of the steamer. 


AGAINST EXPANSION. 


Senators Hoar and Hale Present Resolu- 
tiens—Mr, Vest’s Argument. 

Vashington, Dec. 13.—In the senate) 
yecteiilay Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts 
and Mr. Hale of Maine presented reso- 
lutions of citizens of their states re- 
monstrating against the extension of 
American sovereignty over the Philip- 
tine islands, and agairst the acquisi- 
tion of foreign territory without th> 
consent of the people of such territory. 
The resolutions were referred to the 
committee on foreign relations. 

Discussion of two questions, each of} 
interest and importance at this time, | 
was begun by the senate at its session 
yesterday. Territorial expansion and 
the construction of the Nicaraguan 
canal occupied the attention of the 
body during the greater part of the 
afternoon. 

As soon as the routine morning busi- 
ness had been disposed of Mr. Vest 
(Dem., Mo.) called up his resolution, of- 
fered last week, declaring it to be un- 
constitutional! for this government to ac- 
quire foreign territory except for coal- 
ing stations or some like purpose, unless 
its intention was to confer statehood 
upon the territory and citizenship upon 
its inhabitants. Mr. Vest declared that 
it was a basic principle of this govern- 
ment that the “powers of the govern- 
ment were derived from the consent of 
the governed,” and maintained that the 
federal government had no authority, 
either in morals or in the constitution, 
to go beyond that principle. He held 
that the principle, had been sustained 
by the supreme court in various deci- 
sions, and that no public man of prom- 
inence and no recognized tribunal had 
ever been reckless enough to controvert 
it. 

Mr. Platt (Rep., Conn.) took issue with 
Mr. Vest and announced that at some 
convenient time in the near future he 
would offer some remarks upon the reso- 
lution, in the course of which he would 
endeavor to show that the Missouri sen- 
ator was wrong in his interpretation and 
inaccurate in his deductions from the 
law. 

Mr. Morgan opened the debate on the 
canal bill with a three-hour appeal for 
action at this session. The whole coun- 
try, he said, would be disappointed if 
congress did not act. He was willing to 
take any measure which would result 
in the building of the canal. He agreed 
to accept an amendment specifically ex- 
eepting the canal from neutrality with 
regard to any country with which the 
United States might be at war. 

Mr. Pettigrew introduced a resolution 
directing the president of the senate and 


and carry out plans for the preparation 
of the celebration of the centennial of 
the city of Washington as the capital of 
the United States. 

Mr. Hoar also introduced the following 
resolution: 

That the committee on military af- 
fairs be instructed to inquire and report 
as soon as may be, whether some policy 
may not be established by laws by which 
soldiers in the regular army, who have 
families or parents depending on them 
for support, or whose education or op- 
portunities for business will be seriously 
interfered with by longer continuance 
in the military service and who enlisted 
for the war, or under assurances that 
they would be held only while the war 
lasted, may be promptly discharged and 
their places, so far as necessary, be filled 
by new recruits. 

The house spent the larger part of the 
day on District of Columbia affairs. The 
bill to relieve the condition of American 
seamen was taken up, but nothing was 
accomplished. 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa in- 
troduced a bil! authorizing the president 
to acquire by purchase from the states 
of Costa Rica and Nicaragua full owner- 
ship, jurisdiction and sovereignty of 
such land as may be desirable and neces- 
sary to construct and defend a ship 
canal. The president is also directed 
to construct such a canal and appro- 
priate $100,000,000 to complete it. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


D. W. Hughes filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy at Chattanooga, giving liabili- 
ties of $250,000 and assets of $1000. 

The Cunard steamer Cephalonia ar- 
rived at Boston with 89 passengers and 
Teports 
weather. 

Admiral Schley, who has been con- 
fined to his room at New York for the 
last two days, suffering from the grip, 
ts reported much better. 

The Venezuelan government has re- 
sumed payment of the debt, interior and 
exterior, which had been suspended on 
account of the revolution. 

Samuel Steward, who was horribly 
burned in the explosion at the Dupont 
powder mills, Wilmington, Del., is dead. 
His is the fifth death as the result of the 
explosion. 

Steamer John Howard, a large stern- 
wheel freight and passenger carrier, was 
burned at Columbia, La. No lives were 
lost. The boat had about 1000 bales of 
cotton aboard. 

Governor Black says: “I shall form 
a law partnership Jan. 1 with Hon. W. 
M. K. Olcott and Hon. Abraham Gruber 
of New York city, under the firm name of 
Black, Olcott & Gruber.” 

Charles A. Corliss, one of the most 
prominent collar manufacturers of Troy, 
N. Y., committed suicide, shooting him- 
self through the heart. He had been 
despondent, owing to ill-health. 

Mer. Antonio Conte Renier, former 
private secretary of Pope Pius IX, died 
in a New York hospital from a com- 
plication of heart and kidney troubles. 
He was born in Venice, Aug. 20, 1825. 

J. Pierpont Morgan's big yacht Corsair 
was launched at Newburgh, N. Y., in the 
presence of several thousand people.

TERMS AGREED UPON 


Main Points In the Recently Con- 
cluded Treaty With Spain. 


Must Be Ratified Within Six 
Months’ Time. 


Obligations to Spain Cease With Withdrawal of 
Our Troops From Cuba. 


Paris, Dec, 14.—Extraordinary pre- 
cautions are maintained by both the 
peace commissions to preserve secrecy 
as to the contents of the treaty. Each 
commission has two copies, but even the 
commission attaches are not allowed to 
peruse the documents. A newspa- 
‘per correspondent, however, has ob- 
tained from a source usually reliable 
the following outline of the treaty: 

Article 1 provides for the relinquish- 
ment of Cuba. 

Article 2 provides for the cession of 
Porto Rico. 

Article 3 provides 
Philippines 
sation. 

Article 4 embraces the plans for the 
cession of the Philippines, including the 
return of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Tagalos. 

Article 5 deals with 
barracks, war materials, arms, stores, 
buildings and all property appertaining 
to the Spanish administration in the 
Philippines. 

“Article 6 is a renunciation by both na- 
tions of their respective claims against 
each other and the citizens of each other. 

Article 7 grants to Spanish trade and 
shipping in the Philippines the same 
treatment as American trade and ship- 
ping for a period of 10 years. 

Article 8 provides for the release of 
all prisoners of war held by Spain and 
of all prisoners held by her for political 
offenses committed in the colonies ac- 
quired by the United States. 

Article 9 guarantees the legal rights 
of Spaniards remaining in Cuba. 

Article 10 establishes religious freedom 
in the Philippines, and guarantees to all 
churches equal rights. 

Article 11 provides for the composi- 
tion of courts and other tribunals in 
Porto Rico and Cuba. 

Article 12 provides for the administra- 
tion of justice in Porto Rico and Cuba, 

Article 13 provides for the continuance 
for five years of Spanish copyrights in 
the ceded territories, giving Spanish 
books admittance free of duty. 

Article 14 provides for the establish- 
ment of consulates by Spain in the ceded 
territories. 

Article 15 grants to Spanish commerce 
in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
the same treatment as to American for 
10 years, Spanish shipping to be treated 
as oasting vessels. 

Article 16 stipulates that the obliga- 
tions of the United States to Spanish 
citizens and property in Cuba shall ter- 
minate with the withdrawal of the 
United States authorities from the isl- 
and. 

Article 17 provides that the treaty 
must be ratified within six months from 
the date of signing by the respective 
governments in order to be binding.

Is an injunction necessary to stop 
further extension of the sewers this 
winter ? 


This is an old fashioned winter. Last 
night tbe thermometer registered 10 
below zero. Even the ‘‘oldest inhabi- 
tants’’ have to take a back seat on this 
winters’ record, which is still young. 


No-license gained one city in the 
selections of Tuesday, viz: Lowell. 
It increased the No majorities in 
Beverly, Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett, 
Medford, and Newton, suffering a re- 
duction only in Salem from 827 to 649. 
The Yes majorities in all the six 
License cities outside of Boston were 
also reduced, so that they were less 
than 100 in Woburn, Newburyport and 
Holyoke. The total net gain for No- 
License in all the Massachusetts cities 
except Boston and North Adams was 
5,927 this year. 


While it may be a good political 
move onthe part of the present city 
government to place the firemen of the 
city under the civil service, we cannot 
help believing that better service can 
be secured by the Chief Engineer if 
the members of the department are 
friendly and willing, rather than 
political enemies. We all know that 
a driver is often seriously handicapped 
by a balky horse, but a fire department 
cannot afford to have dissensions. If 
a Chief Engineer is to be held responsi- 
ble, he should be surrounded by his 
friends, and it should be easy for him 
to drop a man who is not loyal to the 
department and the city. Civil service, 
at best, is more or less of a farce, and 
the party which made a campaign issue 
on it, when their rivals were in power, 
would be sure to be snowed under. 


Some were surprised that there 
should be any contest for the presi- 
dency of the next City Council, but 
they are not exceptionable. However, 
the opposition to the president who 
seeks reelection is seldom successful. 
Doubtless this year there are many 
Republicans who would like to down 
any Wollaston man, but President Pink- 
ham was not an anti-Sears man. Some 
are inquiring if the defeat of Mr. Pink- 
ham would not be another victory for 
Mr. Bryant? Councilman Pinkham has 
very ably discharged the duties of the 
office and seems entitled to a re- 
election.

MAY TAX CO. K 


How Greenville, S. €., Will 
Raise Supplies for 1899. 


The tax levy order of the City of 
Greenville, South Carolina, where Co. 
K and the Fifth Massachusetts regi- 
ment are located, would be somewhat 
ofa curiosity to Quiney people... It 
wonld appear that the city “has, in 
addition to a general levy on real and 
personal estate which amounts to $14.- 
95 per $1,000, the privilege of assessing 
a poll tax and special taxes for all 
kind of business. 

A few of the section of the ordinance 
adopted Dec. 6, 1898, ‘‘to raise sup- 
plies for the year 1899’ are given in 
fall below: 

Section 1. There shall be paid on 
each one hundred dollars of the assessed 
value of all real estate and of all 
personal property the sum of 75 cents 
for general purposes; the sum of 15 
cents for retiring bonded railroad debt 
of the city, and the sum of 3 1-2 cents 


tor the payment of the interest there- 
on; the sum of 6 cents to pay interest 
on school house bonds; the sum of 25 
cents to pay interest on sewer bonds 
and reut of hydrants; the sum of 5 
cents to pay interest on paving bonds, 
and the sum of 20 cents for school 
purposes. 


> 


Section 3. Twenty-five dollars per 
day shall be paid by every itinerant 
trader or auctioneer offering for sale 
within the corporate limits of the city 
of Greenville, at auction or otherwise, 
any goods, wares or merchandise to 
others than the trade, to be paid each 
day in advance; and every itinerant 
trader or auctioneer liable to said tax 
who shall fail to pay the same shall be 
fined forty dollars for each day he shall 
so offend. Provided, that this section 
shall not be held to apply tv dealers 
in grain, fruits, potatoes, poultry, 
earthenware, or produce or manu- 
| factures of like character raised on the 
vender’s own farm. 

Section 6. The tax on real or 
personal property provided for in this 
ordinance shall be collected during the 
month of January, 1899, and any 
person or persons who shall fail to pay 
such tax on or by the first day of 
February, 1899 shall be liable to a 
penalty of 20 per cent. of such tax, and 
the tax, with the penalty and cost shall 
be collected by execution or otherwise. 

Any person, firm or corporation 
making any false or fraudulent return, 
where a return is by this ordinance re- 
quired, shall, upon conviction, be fined 
not less than twenty-five dollars, nor 
more than fifty dollars, or be im-

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A FUNERAL PROCESSION. 


Furnishes a Basis For a Serious Riot In 
Streets of Havana. 

Havana, Dec. 14.—When a funeral pro- 
cession, which was escorting the hearse 
containing the remains of Jesus Sotel- 
Onge, who was killed Sunday night, 
reached the corner of Infanta and San 
Jose streets yesterday, a violent affray 
took place between members of the 
funeral party and some employes of the 
military hospital. 

The following were wounded: Dr. 
Betancourt, Cuban deputy for Santiago 
de Cuba; Rafael Portuendo, Cuban dep- 
uty; Cuban General, Vidal; Cuban Gen- 
eral Armando Rives; Francisco Lucas 
Blanco, Spaniard; Ramon Garcia, Span- 
jard, and three women and two children. 
Garcia, who was stabbed, may die, and 
Portuendo was badly hurt. 

One version of the affray is that the 
military hospital employes and a num- 
ber of Spanish privates who were stand- 
ing on the hospital portico refused to 
remove their hats when requested to 
do so by persons in the precession. 
Thereupon the Cubans, it is alleged, 
tried to knock off the hats, and a fight 
ensued. 

The privates fired upon the procession, 
the windows of the hearse being broken 
and bullets striking the coffin. Knives 
and pistols were freely used. 

The procession, which consisted of 180 
carriages, continued to the Cuban camp 
near Marianao, where military honors 
were rendered. There were more than 
50 wreathes of flowers from the friends 
of Captain Sotelango, and the proces- 
sion and cermonial were virtually a 
demonstration against the Hotel In- 
glaterra outrage. 


In Favor of Corporation. 

Boston, Dec. 14.—In the supreme court 
yesterday Judge Knowlton dismissed a 
bill brought by J. H. Foren and others 
against the Lowell, Lawrence and Hav- 
erhill Street Railway company for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the re- 
spondent to reir “te certain men who 
had been discharged because they had 
refused to sign a specified bond. It 
appeared from the statements of counsel 
that some 75 or 80 men who were in the 
employ of the company as motormen 
and conductors were asked to sign a 
bond of the Fidelity and Deposit com- 
pany of Maryland, and that their re- 
fusal to do so led to their discharge. 

The deposit company proposed to the 
managers of the road that it wou!d in- 
sure the road against accidents to prop- 
erty, and that it would take in payment 
an individual bond from each man in 
the employ of the company. Each man 
Was then told to sign the application and 
bond or be discharged. 'The men re- 
fused to sign, and were discharged. A 
petition for a writ of mandamus was 
then brought. The court said that 
while a public wrong may have been 
committed, no legal right had been in- 
fringed for which an action could be 
maintained. 


Harcourt to Step Out, 

London, Dec. 14.—The suddenness of 
the crisis brought on by Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt’s announcement yes- 
terday to retire from the Liberal leader- 
ship has nonplussed the party. The 
Liberal organs this morning have noth- 
ing to say except to advise the party 
carefully to weigh all the circumstances 
before comii.g toa decision. A letter to 
Mr. Morley, which was evidently in- 
tended to forestall the intention of a 
section of the Liberal party to force a 
discussion of the leadership question at 
next Friday's conference, has produced 
a great sensation. The discussion con- 
cerning it turns upon the exact purpose 
of Harcourt—as to whether the letter 
means an absolute resignation or Is an 
ultimatum to the Liberal party to de- 
cide finally upon the rival claims. The 
letter is very carefully worded and con- 
tains nothing that would prevent Har- 
court's acceptance of the leadership if it 
were proffered with the united and 
unanimous support of the party. 


Gas Tank Collapses. 

New York, Dec. 14.—By the collapse of 
a huge gas tank at Twenty-first street 
and Avenue A at 5 o'clock last evening 
seven people were killed and at least 
20 injured. Under the tangled mass of 
‘twisted iron lying across the street 
there are supposed to be several more 
bodies. It went down with a crash 
and a roar like a great explosion. 
Masonry of granite blocks and bricks 
to the height of 50 feet fell like a child's 
toy house of blocks, and 8,000,000 gal- 
lons of water were let loose, which del- 
uged the streets, and a 10-foot tidal wave 
carried death and destruction through 
the neighborhood. Many people wer 
caught in the streets by the rushing 
water, and were hurled hither and 
thither, receiving injuries of various 
kinds. 


33 Nine Men Killed, 

Buffalo, Dec. 14.—Nine men were killed 
and three injured at Winspeare bridge, 
near Corfu, on the New York Central 
railroad yesterday. They were all 
Poles with the exeption of John Warner, 
their foreman, who is among the killed. 
The men, while engaged in shoveling 
snow, stepped from one track to an- 
other to avoid an approaching train. 
They were struck by a fast express 
train and were literally ground to pieces. 


Cargo Recovered. 

St. John’s, Dec. 14.—Practically the 
entire cargo of the steamer Scottish 
King, recently wrecked near Renews 
harbor, has been recovered by the wreck- 
ing crews and brought to this port. 
Nothing now remains on board except 
1000 barrels of cement, which will be 
hoisted out if the investigation to be 
made by experts should determine that 
the ship can be floated. 


The Usual Result. 

Paris, Dec. 14.—M. Antide Boyer, the 
Radical Socialist deputy, and M. De 
Roulede, the Revisionist deputy, fought 
a harmless duel with pistols yesterday 
at Tour de Villebon, near Meudon, as an 
outcome of Monday's debate, during 
which M. De Roulede and M. Gauthier, 
another Revisionist deputy, challenged 
by M. Boyer, referred to M. Boyer asa 
“whitewashed Panamaist.” 


Fishing Schooner Lost. 

Halifax, Dec. 14.—The Gloucester fish- 
{ng schooner Oresa, running fron 
Beaver Harbor for the fishing grounds, 
ran on Goose island, 20 miles west of 
Halifax. The crew were landed safely, 
12 at Salmon river and four at Spry 
bay. The vessel is a total loss. A 
poat containing four of the crew went 
adrift in the storm, but the men got 
ashore at Spry bay.

SWITHIN BROS. 


Bryan Says He Can Serve Country 
Better Thus Than as a Soldier. 


Gives Views on Public Ques- 
tions of the Day. 


Intends to Actively Engage In a Fight Against 
Colonial Expansion. 


Savannah, Ga, Dec. 14.—Colonel 
Bryan, upon leaving his command, the 
Third Nebraska regiment, said: “My 
reason for leaving the army was set 
forth in my letter to the adjutant gen- 
eral tendering my resignation. Now 
that the treaty of peace has been 
concluded, I believe that I can be more 
useful té my country asa civilian than 
as a soldier.” 

Colonel Bryan then discussed public 
questions, saying: ‘The President of 
the United States, having rescued Cuba 
from foreign control, may now resume 
the discussion of the domestic problems 
which confront this nation, and to the 
consideration of new questions arising 
out of the war. 

“In my judgment our nation is in 
greater danger just now than Cuba. 
Our president defended Cuba against 
foreign arms; now they must defend 
themselves and their country against 
a foreign idea—the colonial idea of Eu- 
ropean nations. Heretofore greed has 
perverted the government and used its 
instrumental interferences for private 
gain, but now the very foundation prin- 
ciples of our government are assaulted. 

“The imperialistic idea is directly an- 
tagonistic to the idea and ideals which 
have been cherished by the American 
people since the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Our nation 
must give up any intention of entering 
upon a colonial policy (such as is now 
pursued by European countries), or it 
must abandon the doctrine that govern- 
ments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. " 

“A house divided against itself can- 
not stand. This nation cannot endure 
half republic and half colony—half free 
and half vassal. Our form of govern- 
ment, our traditions, our presert in- 
terests and our future welfare forbid 
our entering upon a career of conquest. 

“Jefferson has been quoted in sup- 
port of imperalism, but our opponents 
must distinguish between imperialism 
and expansion; they must also distin- 
guish between expansion in the western 
hemisphere and an expansion that in- 
volves us in the quarrels of Europe and 
the Orient. They must still further 
distinguish between expansion which 
secures contiguous territory for future 
settlement and expansion which secures 
us alien races for future subjection. 

“Jefferson favored the annexation of 
necessary contiguous territory on the 
South Amarican continent, but he was 
opposed to wars of conquest and ex- 
pressly condemned the acquiring of 
remote territory.” 

When asked how the colonial policy 
would be prevented, Colonel Bryan said: 
“Some think the fight should be made 
against the ratification of the treaty, 
but I would prefer another plan. If 
the treaty is rejected, negotia- 
tions must be renewed, and instead 
of settling the question according 
to ideas, we must settle it by 
diplomacy with the possibility of inter- 
national complications. It will ba 
easier, I think, to end the war at onc> 
by ratifying the treaty and then deal 
with the subject in our own way. The 
issue can be presented directly by a 
resolution to congress, declaring the 
policy of the nation upon this subject. 

“The predent says in his message 
that our only purpose in taking posses- 
sion of Cuha is to establish a stable 
government, and then turn that govern- 
ment overt the people of Cuba. Con- 
gress shoula reaffirm this purpose in re- 
gard to Cuba, and assert the same pur- 
pose in regard to the Philippine islands 
and Porto Rico. Such a_ resolution 
would make a clear-cut issue between 
ithe doctrine of self-government and 
the doctrine of imperalism. We should 
reserve a harbor and coaling station 
in Porto Rico and the Philippines for 
services rendered, and I think we would 
be justified in asking the same conces- 
sion from Cuba. 

“In the case of Porto Rico, where the 
people have as yet expressed no desire 


the Academic Year. 

New Haven, Dec. 14.—The members of 
the corporation of Yale university held 
a meeting yesterday to consider the 
resignation of President Dwight, which 
was presented at the last stated meeting 
of the corporation. President Dwight 
refused to accede to the request made by 
the corporation to defer his resignation 
until after the bi-centennial celebration 
in 1901, and announced his purpose of ad- 
hering to his previously announced de- 
termination to resign at the end of this 
present academic year. The corpora- 
tlon finally accepted the president's 
resignation and adopted eulogistic reso- 
lutions. 

At the meeting a gift of $10,000 to the 
Yale law school fund by John W. Hen- 
drie of Sound Beach, Conn., was an- 
nounced. This makes a total of $57,500 
which Mr. Hendrie, who graduated in 
1851, has given to this fund. 

It was also announced that Captain 
Wise, U. S. N., of the cruiser Yale, has 
presented to the university a Nordenfelt 
shell which was found on the Maria 
Teresa. This shell will be placed in the 
university library with the flags of the 
Yale. 

The resignation of Professor George 
J. Brush as director of the Sheffield 
scientific school was accepted. 


Congressional Proceedings, 

Washington, Dec. 14.—The house yes- 
terday passed the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill without a _ single 
amendment. The bill carries $3,659,950, 
which is $176,600 less than was carried by 
the last bill and $2,871,857 less than the 
estimates. The house also passed the 
senate bill, which was under considera- 
tion Monday, to amend the laws relating 
toseamen. All the amendments were re- 
jected. 

The session of the senate was largely 
consumed in the discussion of the Nicara- 
gua canal bill. Mr. Turpie made the 
principal speech in opposition to the bill, 
attacking it on the ground that it wasin 
the interest of the Maritime company, 
which he characterized as a fraud and 
bankrupt. He moved a postponement of 
the matter until after the holiday recess. 
Mr. Morgan defended the bill and the 
Maritime company and opposed the mo- 
tion to postpone. Messrs. Berry and 
Rawlins both offered amendments ma- 
terially affecting the bill. 

Previous to the proceedings upon the 
canal bill Mr. Morrill made an address 
{n support of the bill authorizing the 
purchase of a site for a supreme court 
building, and this and several other bills 
were passed.

Boston, Dec. 14.—The annual conven- 
tion of the grand royal arch chapter of 
Massachusetts was held yesterday at 
the Masonic apartments, with an un- 
usually large attendance. Deputy 
Grand High Priest Way presided over 
the deliberations. The work and lecture 
on the capitular degrees were exempli- 
fied by a corps of officers, under the di- 
rection of Grand Lecturers Hunt and 
Sartelle. The business meeting was 
held in the evening, the officers elected 
being as follows: Grand high priest. 
Warren B. Ellis, Boston; deputy grand 
high priest, Charles A. Peabody, M. D., 
Worcester; grand king, Edward M. 
Meekins, North Adams; grand scribe, 
Walter M. Wright, M. D., Orange; grand 
treasurer, Engene A. Hilton, Boston; 
grand secretary, J. Gilman Waite, Med- 
ford; trustees of the permanent fund, 
for three years, Daniel W. Lawrence, 
Medford, and Henry Endicott, Cam- 
bridge. The officers were installed by 
Arthur G. Pollard of Lowell of the grand 
royal arch chapter of the United States.

Four Thousand Men Interested. 

Montpelier, Vt, Dec. 14.—Serious 
trouble is imminent in the granite indus- 
try in the central portion of this state as 
a result of the proposed action of the 
Barre and Montpelier Granite Cutters’ 
unions to modify the existing bill of 
prices, under agreement between the 
manufacturers and the cutters, which 
expires March 1, and which specifies that 
nine hours shall constitute a day's work, 
at the rate of 29% cents an hour. The 
revision calls for elght hours’ work each 
day and 32 cents an hour. While the 
manufacturers favor the eight-hour 
schedule, they are almost unanimous in 
opposing an increase in wages. The cut- 
ters threaten to strike if their proposais 
are not acknowledged, in which case 
about 4000 men will be without employ- 
ment. 


F.ood of Business. 

Kaneas City, Dec. 14.—The 18th annual 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor had hardly begun business 
when a recess was taken. A flood of 
resolutions, touching a wide range of 
subjects, were introduced. In each case 
the resolution was referred to commit- 
tees. One resolution of particular in- 
terest was that offered by Delegate 
Samuel Autlers of New York, calling 
upon the United States government to 
give its clothing to union shops for man- 
ufacture instead of tosweat shops. It 
is said that it will without doubt be 
adopted, and a telegram was sent at 
once to Washington making the de- 
mand set forth in the resolution. 

Plenty of Ice. 

Gardiner, Me., Dec. 14.—The icemen 
along the Kennebec river are all pre- 
pared for the winter harvest, having an 
unusually good freeze, and with no 
drawbacks the crop for the season will 
amount to 1,072,000 tons. Should the 


Hudson river fail. or only secure a par- 
tial crop, these figures would be in- 
creased by the amount of graded loca- 
tions which aveeverything in readiness 
for immed ce building. About 440: 
men and 2..0 horses will be employed 


in gathering the harvest.

Washington, Dec, 15.—The recommen- 
dation of the Cuban commission, Gen- 
erals Wade and Butler and Admiral 
Sampson, as to the number of troops re- 
quired for Cuba and the places of station, 
became public yesterday, When Adjutant 
General Corbin submitted a copy of it 
to the house military committee, which 
made it public with the assent of General 
Corbin. It is dated Oct. 19, and is chiefly 
interesting in connection with General 
Corbin’s statement that it is the basis 
on which the war department has pro- 
ceeded and is now proceeding. It is as 
follows: 

“As directed by your cable of the 14th 
inst. I have the honor to furnish here- 
with a table showing my recommenda- 
tions as to the stations for United States 
troops, with number and kinds of troops 
at each on the evacuation of Spain. 
The Spanish troops now occupy 52 gar- 
risons, counting Havana and other cities 
as one station each. It will be neither 
practicable or advisable to replace all 
of these garrisons. My recommenda- 
tion is based on holding the more im- 
portant cities, seaports and railroad 
centres, with sufficient force to operate 
in the vicinity and furnish small gar- 
risons at such other points as may be- 
come necessary. This, I believe, wil 
be the best disposition to make of our 
troops when they arrive. 

“Should this be approved, the troops 
at each station should be promptly fur- 
nished when asked for by the evacuation 
commission, so as to be at their stations 
in time to relieve Spanish garrisons and 
prevent occupation by insurgent troops 
concentrated near most of the desig- 
nated places. I consider the number 
of troops named in the accompanying 
table as the smallest that should be 
in the island, not including those now in 
the department of Santiago. In fixing 
this number I have been governed by 
the following considerations: 


“Cuba is, and for a long time has been, 
really a military camp, and governed 
by the most arbitrary military rule. 
Practically there is no civil government 
or authority. The Spanish forces con- 
sist of about 118,000 regulars, 21,000 vol- 
unteers on duty, and 52,000 volunteers 
armed, but not on duty. The insur- 
gents claim to have about 40,000 armed 
men, making 2 total of 231,000. Prob- 
ably the military evacuation by Spain 
will remove about 100,000 men, leaving 
considerably more than that number 
who will be, or recently have been, under 
arms, to a great extent living off the 
country. Many of these men will from 
necessity, if not from choice, be without 
employment. Among these men, as 
well as those who have not taken part 
in the late Spanish-Cuban war, exist 
race feuds and political frictions. Many 
of these people are very ignorant, few 
understand what independence and lib- 
erty mean, or have fixed ideas as to 
what the future of their country will 
or should be. It will require tact and 
force to harmonize the conflicting in- 
terests and insure order. If a large 
force occupies the island as soon as 
Spain evacuates, it can, under favorable 
conditions, be much reduced in a few 
months. But it will be very unfor- 
tunate to begin with so small a force 
and be obliged to increase it.” 

The table of proposed stations of the 
TInited States troops submitted by Gen- 
eral Wade shows a total of 50,000 troops, 
distributed as follows: Province of 
Pinar del Rio, 3000; province of Havana, 
24,000; province of Matanzas, 10,000; 
province of Santa Clara, 10,000; province 
of Puerto Principe, 2000; province of 
Santiago, 1000. 

The towns at which the troops are to be 
stationed with the numbers are as fol- 
lows: Guanajay, 1000 infantry; Mariel, 
1000 infantry; Pinar del Rio, 1000 in- 
fantry; Havana, 2200 infantry and 2000 
cavalry; Matanzas, 7000 infantry and 
1000 cavalry; Cardenas, 2000 infantry; 
Cienfuegos, 2000 infantry and 1000 cav- 
alry; Trinidad, 2000 infantry; Sagua la 
Grande, 1000 infantry; Santa Clara, 1000 
infantry; Placetas, 1000 infantry; Cai- 
barien and Remedios, 1000 infantry; 
Sancti Spiritus, 1000 infantry; Nuevitas 
and Puerto Principe, 1000 infantry and 
1000 cavalry; Manzanillo, 1000 infantry. 

The total shows 45 regiments of in- 
fantry and five of cavalry. There is 
also light artillery as follows: Matan- 
zas, two batteries; Havana, four batter- 
ies: total, six batteries of 1200 men. 


Up to this time the officials here have 
not been able to ascertain the number 
of the Spanish prisoners held by the 
Filipino insurgents, but they arecertain 
that the estimate from Madrid of 10,000 
is very much too high. 

Admirai Dewey looked into the condi- 
tion of some of these prisoners held at 
Cavite early in the war, and in response 
to complaints that the insurgents were 
treating the prisoners inhumanely. He 
reported as to this last charge that the 
prisoners were as well treated as the 
circumstances of the insurgents ad- 
mitted, but gave no number. It is be- 
lieved that the lot of Spanish soldier 
prisoners, who in July numbered 4000, is 
much better than that of the clerical 
prisoners, meaning generally the friars. 


and as the latter were numerous tn the 
ERbilippines it may be that the total num- 
ber of prisoners in the hands of the in- 
surgents will run well up towards £000, 

The American peace commissioners 
did not bind the United States gevern- 
ment to *ccomplish the impossible in the 
matter of releasing those prisoners, 
They did undertake to release and re- 
patriate those prisoners taken by Gen- 
eral Otis at the fall of Manila, but so far 
as the others were concerned—those held 
by the insurgents—our government can 
act effectively only as our lines of occu- 
pation of the islands are extended. 

Efforts have been made on at least two 
secasions by General Otis to induce the 
insurgents to release their prisoners, but 
he could not go beyond the exercise of 
good offices and could not exercise com- 
pulsion. He will renew his efforts In this 
direction, however, and in the changed 
conditions following the cession of the 
islands to the United States and the 
probability held out to the insurgents 
that they may obtair the control of their 
home affairs, which they struggled for, 
it is hoped that success may attend this 
effort. If mot, then, as the United States 
lines are extended, the prisoners must be 
released by other means. 3 

Considering the magnitude of the task 
the officials here feel that there is little 
ground for eomplaint on the part of the 
Spanish people because the prisoners 
are not instantly released. 


Congressional Proceedings, 

Washington, Dec. 15.—The Nicaragua 
canal bill held its place as the principal 
subject before the senate again yester- 
day. Speeches were made by Messrs. 
Harris, Money, Stewart and Morgan. 

Mr. Money urged the postponement of 
the question in order to permit an op- 
portunity for negotiations with Great 
Britain for a modification of the Clay- 
ton-Buiwer treaty, and Mr. Morgan an- 
tagonized the proposition. An agree- 
ment was reached to take a vote on the 
Turpie postponement motion today. 
Other questions before the senate were: 
The government's pension polic>, and 
the bill regarding the registry of for- 
eign-built vessels wrecked on the Amer- 
iean coast. The pension discussicn was 
precipitated by Mr. Vest. The registry 
bill went over. 

The house yesterday, for the cecond 
time during this congress, refused to con- 
sider the Lodge immigration bill. Atthe 
last session an attempt was made to 
take it from the speaker’s table, but it 
was defeated by a large majority. 

Mr. Danforth of Ohio, chairmar of the 
immigration committee, thought the 
bill would be stronger after the elections 
were over, but yesterday, when he tried 
again to secure consideration, the house 
declined, 100 to 103, to take it up. 

An interesting, but brief, debate upon 
the rules was precipitated during the 
session by Mr. Grow of Pennsylvania, 
during which Mr. De Arinond made a 
speech on the decadence of the privi- 
lege of debate in the house, and held 
Speaker Reed responsible for the fact 
that the house had no opportunity to 
adopt a new system of rules at this ses- 
sion. The speaker replied wit!» sar- 
castic speech, in which he referred to 
the complaints of John Randolph, in the 
early days of the century, to show that 
the same remonstrances were made then 
that were being heard today. 


Exceeds Original Estimates. 
Washington, Dec. 15.—The total amoun 
carried by the Indian appropriation bill 
reported yesterday, is $7,347,264. This is 
about $278,000 more than the original es- 
timates submitted by the treasury de 
partment. Under the head of miscel- 
laneous $251,540 is appropriated, which 
includes the amount required for ex- 
penditure in the Indian Territory in con- 
nection with the administration of af- 
fairs under the provisions of the Curtis 
law. The appropriation for schools shows 
a considerable increase, and provision is 
made for new buildings at four places. 
The total school appropriations aggre- 
gate $2,881,880, those for gratuities $664,- 
625, and those for fulfilling treaty stipu- 
lations $2,657,979. 
Capitol Gleanings 

The pension appropriation bill report- 
ed to the house yesterday carries $145,- 
233,830, being the exact amount of the 
estimates and $4,000,000 more than car- 
ried by the current law. Pension dis- 
bursements increased from $139,949,717 in 
1897 to $144,651,879 in 1898. The total num- 
ber of pensioners on the rolls !s 993,714. 

It is stated that ex-Governor Mer- 
riam of Minnesata, who has been in 
Washington for some days, is under 
serious consideration for the post of sec- 
retary of the interior, when Secretary 
Bliss retires from that office. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Merriam has called at the White 
House and had conferences with the 
president.

TOLD BY EYE-WITNESS 


Scores of Soldiers In Manila Suffer. 
ing Most Intense Agony. 


Willing to Do Anything That 
Will End Despair. 


Too Many Clogs to Those Who Would Gladly 
Give Relief If Possible. 


Honolulu, Dee. 7, via San Francisco, 
Dec. 15.—The United States transport 
Scandia has arrived here from Manila, 
which place she left Nov. 15. She 
brings a number of officers, 91 dis- 
charged and furloughed men and two 
Red Cross nurses. 

Miss Schaeffer, a Red Cross nurse, 
who went from Honolulu to Manila, ar- 
riving there Sept. 26, returned here. 
She makes startling charges as to the 
way United States soldiers ure taken 
care of in Manila. 

“Scores of the soldier boys,” she says, 
“are dying in the hospitals at Manila 
just for want of proper nourishment. 
They say the government allows 60 
cents a day for each patient. Youcan 
Save dozens of lives on 5 cents a day. 

“Oh, the utter woe of hospitals, the 
helplessness of them. Men as bright, 
as noble as Cod ever made, given up to 
death, hoping for it, seeking it, taking 
poison, doing anything that will end the 
despair that comes upon them. 

“Seeing nothing before them but days 
of pain and nights of wretchedness, 
without proper food, alone, with no one 
to give them sympathy or cheer, to write 
to friends, to soothe the aching brows or 
moisten parched lips, and, if by sheer 
endurance of nature or obstinacy of 
vitality, they do get better there is be- 
fore them nothing but the still more 
cheerless period of convalescence with 
the probability of a relapse and the old 
weariness and despair to be suffered 
again. 

“No wonder there are six or seven 
funerals a day. No wonder the dead- 
house is never empty. 

“And outside the hospital, and even 
in it, suchindifference. Petty consider- 
ations of rank and position, squabbles 
about precedence, lack of consideration 
in prescribing and preparing food, while 
men are dying, not merely of heart 
hunger, but for want of nourishment. 

“I have gone through the wards day 

after day, and I spoke to this one and 
that one, and they poured out their 
woes. Men who did not wear their 
hearts on their sleeves cried for the 
pure agony of their loneliness and de- 
spair, made vivid by their own telling of 
it. 
’“T do not mean that attendants of the 
hospitals are careless or indifferent. 
Many are trying to dotheir best. But 
there is so much inexperience; so many 
clogs to those who would do much. 
To think of an attendant going through 
a ward with a pail of beef broth, !a- 
dling it out to the patients indiscrimi- 
nately by the cupful. In the whole 
pail there was not enough nourishment 
for one, even if it were made of the 
best material. 

“But what it really was made of, I 
shut my eyes and refuse to imagine. 
In a whole ward there is not more than 
one nurse with experience, and for help- 
ers only one or two awkward boys, who, 
perhaps, never saw a sick rom before.”

SAXONY SANTA CLAUS 


HANS RUPPERT WALKS ALL THE WAY 
FROM RUSSIA. 


A Great, Gallant Figure, With Top 
Boots and Mighty Pack—Christmas 
Customs of the Fatherland — Pro- 
cession on Christmas Eve. 


Hans Ruppert is the name of the 
Santa Claus of Saxony given by the 
simple, pious peasantry. ‘‘Hane Rup- 
pert will arrive tonight!’’ the children 
of Saxony cry all along the dear, dark- 
ening twilight of Christmas eve, as they 
flatten their little Saxon noses against 
the cottage window panes, peering out 
ulong the winter roads for ‘‘our Hans 
Ruppert.’’ ‘‘Hans Ruppert is coming 
tonight!’’ say the simple hearted grown 
up folk to one another, a people who 
have one evening in the winter twilight 
of their hard, stern lives when it will 
be all glow and glamour and froth of 
fun. 

Hans Ruppert comes from Russia, 
from its silent mysteries of steppe 
and of snows. 
Slav. Hans Ruppert is not the tra- 
ditional Santa Claus of the Teuton 
land—a jolly old man with curly beard 
and winking smile. ‘‘Hans Ruppert is 
a tall, brawny, peasant looking fel- 
low,*’ say the good Saxony folk with a 
sublime earnestness as if they had seen 
him. Hans Ruppert has muscles minted 
from their own brave life of gray toil. 
Hans Ruppert walks all the way from 
afar, from the Asiatic Russland and, at 
every step he takes toward the Caucasus 
chain, at every stride up and up, still 
up the ledges of its rock and bluff and 
brae, across its brawling streams, now 
down on the other side of its stern 
shoulder shadowed in the star calm, at 
every pace past the Russian villages 
twinkling through the night mists like 
sparklets struck off from the czar crown 
way off there above the Neva, as he 
foots it grandly—this great, grand, gal- 
lant Hans Ruppert—his top boots that 
at the beginning of the long Christmas 
march reached only below the knee, 
grow taller and taller, still higher—un- 
til when he hears the Rhein-strom mur- 
mur and the golden voice above the 
Lorelei rock, and at last at the gates of 
Berlin sees the mighty gleam of the 
army of the vaterland, the Hans Rup- 
pertish boots are up to the loins, cuiras- 
sier fashion, accordion wrinkled and 
mirror in their mighty polish the very 
“Sword of My Illustrious Grandfa- 
ther!’? And Hans Ruppert stands a 
grenadier, one of the sacred bodyguard 
around an emperor, stands with star on 
breast and double headed eagle on hel- 
met, stands a mighty ghost to deal 
death to the foes of vaterland—until 
next Christmas. 

On his back, through all his long 
trudge tonight, Hans Ruppert carries 
his pack. It isa pack of good things. 
Thou hast no Christmas tree within 
that mighty bundlJe, Hans! The peasant 
children have made the tree all ready 
for Hans in the diligent purchase from 
their little Saxon pfennige on the mar- 
ket day. Hans Ruppert brings the gar- 
ments for the Christmas tree. Here in 
his pack is the Christ child’s hair, the 
gold and silver filigree which Hans 
will twist across the branches with his 
own brawny hands. Here are the can- 
dles, the Christ child’s eyes, and the 
toys and the gifts, ‘‘the blessings that 
drop from the hands of Baby Jesus,’’ 

And now the procession forms at 8 
o’clock on Christmas eve to goto see 
what Hans Ruppert has brought to the 
little family. The procession begins 
with grandfather and grandmother, on 
whose seamed ard yellowed cheeks 
glistens the gentle tear of age. Then 
follow the father and the mother and 
the unwedded uncles and aunts, and 
now the children, according to age and 
size, who are awed in anticipation of 
‘four Hans Ruppert’’ on the other side 
of that door toward which the proces- 
sion is now moving. They stand up on 
tiptoe and peer behind father’s stalwart 
frame, rebuked by das mutterchen, with 
a solid Saxon cuff on the unwilling ear. 
‘* Ach, mutterchen, it’s beilige Nacht!’’ 
pleads the father, and mother moder- 
ates. Hereare the servants of the house- 
hold, wearing their good Christmas 
starch of check apron stiffness. How it 
stands out in its buckram beauty! If it 
were possible—which the dear Herr 
Gardener of usall forfend—the apple 
cheeks of the good house girl glow with 
a more fruity glisten as she gazes down 
upon the spheric circumference of 
starch. The housemaid’s smile is Jann- 
dered, too, and it never leaves her lips 
until that mysterious door off there is 
opened by grandfather’s trembling old 
hand, and now some one in the Christ- 
mas procession has struck the sweet, 
resonant, prolonging chords of the zith- 
er, and the hymn rises as one ‘‘pure 
concert’’ along the whole of the house- 
hold’s heart: 

O heilige Nacht! 
Stille Nacht! 

The door is thrown open, and only 
the stalwart spirits—the Erdgeiste who 
guard the scallops and volutes of the 
Teutonic verb—can comprehend the 
peander and the meaning of the fam- 
jly’s exclamations now. Hans Ruppert 
has done it all! Hane Ruppert has done 
it all! The tree glistens into gracious 
charm. It isthe aurora of the Divine 
Child. 

And then the good Saxon muscles fall 
to, and fall, too, on supper. Now, the 
supper is a sweet feature of this great 
evening 1897. For only once a year 
does the marzipan come round—marzi- 
pan, that dear cake, crusted with pow- 
dered almonds. Only once a year does 
‘“‘stoken’’ come round, that dearest cake 
with raisins—raisins plucked by Hans 
Ruppert in that faroff mystery—raisins 
that grew and hadn’t anything to do 
with sour grapes. 

But the supper passes, and the night 
is deepening. The eyes of childhood are 
drooping. The family rises and again 
circles the Christmas tree, hand in hand 
now, perhaps for the last time on earth. 
Who can foresee the years? May the 
dear Christ child guard us alll—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

CONFEDERATE DEAD. 


President McKinley’s Tribute Deeply 
Moves Hearts of Southerners. 


Georgia Warmly Welcomes 
the Chief Executive. 


General Wheeler Also the Recipient of a Most 
Hearty Greeting. 


Atlanta, Dec. 15.—It was exactly 8 
o’clock when the train bearing President 
McKinley amd party, who are to attend 
the peace jubilee, entered the depot in 
Atlanta. A large crowd was present, in 
spite of the cold weather, and a rousing 
cheer went up as the train came to a 
standstill. 

The president made memorable the 
first day of the jubilee by a notable ut- 
terance in his speech before the joint: 
session of the legislature yesterday 
afternoon. His reception by the gen- 
eral assembly was warm and hearty in 
the extreme, and his speech was inter- 
rupted with frequent outbursts of cheer- 
ing. It is admitted on all sides that the 
event marked an epoch in history, and 
it is on every lip. 

Upon the president’s arrival at the 
capitol he was greeted with a field ar- 
tillery salute and was at once escorted 
to Governor Candler’s office. There a 
short informal reception took place. 
Upon its conclusion the president was 
conducted to the assembly chamber, 
where he occupied the speaker's chair 
with Governor Candler on his right. 
When President Dobson of the senate 
called the legislature to order the gal- 
leries were thronged with men and 
women. The body of the chamber was 
well filled with state senators and as- 
semblymen, while the uniforms of vari- 
ous officers «nd the governor's staff gave 
a touch of brilliant color to the gather- 
ing. 

The speaker rapped for silence and in- 
troduced the president to the audience, 
after congratulating the state of Georgia 
upon the presence of their distinguished 
guests. As the president rose, the audi- 
ence applauded. During the course f 
his short speech Mr. McKinley constant- 
ly paused for the cheers to stop. 

A scene of intense enthusiasm followed 
when, amid impressive silence, these 
words fell upon the lips of the president: 

“Every soldier's grave made during 
the Civil war is a tribute to American 
valor. And while, when these graves 
were made we differed widely about the 
future of the government, those differ- 
ences were long ago settled by the arbi- 
trament of arms—and the time has now 
come in the evolution of sentiment and 
feeling, under the providence of God, 
when in the spirit of fraternity we should 
share with you in the care of the graves 
of the Confederate soldiers.” 

A wild cheer went up from every throat 
in the typical southern audience, a cheer 
that echoed and reached through the 
chamber until it was taken up by the 
crowds outside. Old men who fought for 
the south rose from their seats and 
waved their hats. One Confederate 
veteran, now a venerable legislator, had 
passed forward until he was leaning 
against the speaker's desk, hanging on 
each word the president uttered. When 
the reference was made to the Confeder- 
ate dead, this old man buried his head in 
his arms and, while cheers rang out, 
cried like a child. Of all the many con- 
cillatory speeches which have been made 
since Grant said: “Let there be peace,” 
nothing has more deeply stirred a south- 
ern audience than the simple words of 
President McKinley yesterday afternoon. 

No sooner had President McKinley con- 
cluded than there were loud cries for 
Wheeler, and when that little man got 
up, his head scarcely higher than the 
speaker's desk, the audience once more 
gave vent to wild enthusiasm. General 
Wheeler referred eulogistically to the 
efforts of the president towards preserv- 
ing peace as long as the country’s honor 
would permit such efforts and of his 
masterful policy after it was inevitable. 
General Wheeler paid a tribute to Ad- 
miral Dewey, andadded: “Thearmy,in 
conjunction with the navy, was ordered 
to attack and destroy the Spanish forces 
in Santiago. In four weeks that order 
was obeyed and its purpose accom- 
plished. The proud Spanish nation stood 
suing for peace from the nation which 
a month before it had held up to ridicule 
and scorn.” 

Calls for Brigadier General Young 
brought that officer to his feet with a 
short speech regarding the condition of 
the army camps in the south. He said 
that no troops in the world were better, 
more regally fed and treated than were 
the troops in SoutfM Carolina and Georgia. 

General Lawton was loudly cheered, 
but refused to make a speech. He sim- 
ply thanked on behalf of his men at San- 
tiago the legislature and people of 
Georgia for their tribute to himself, 

Secretary Alger refused to speak and 
the legislature dissolved. 

The president held a private reception 
in the senate and afterward a public re- 
ception on the steps of the rotunda. 
There were hundreds of southerners 
crushed and jostied by zach other in their 
anxiety to shake a northern president's 
hand. Many had come from miles dis- 
tant, and at 2:15 p. m., when the presi- 
dent left the capitol, there were still hun- 
dreds bitterly disappointed because they 
had not been able to make their way 
through the surging throng to get a sec- 
ond hold on his hands. 

The day's festivities included a unique 
floral parade, which was reviewed by the 
president, and a festival last night to the 
distinguished guests at the Capitol City 
club.

“Resolved, That combinations of per- 
gons and capital tending to the increase 
or decrease of prices of articles required 
for general public use ané which shell 
stifle full and free competition are to be 
deprecated. 

“Resolved, That so far as it may be 
consistent with full liberty of trade, con- 
gress is hereby requested to use its power 
to prevent such combinations.” 

Mr. Halpin said that while personally 
he profited from trusts, yet he saw that 
they were a public menace and should be 
restrained. The resolution was lost, 19

DEADLY GAS FUMES 


Kill One Person and Canse Serious Sick 
ness of Four O.hers, 

Boston, Dec. 15.—A sad case of as- 
phyxiation by coal gas occurred in the 
Dorchester district yesterday afternoon, 
resulting in the death of James O'Neil, 
65, and the prostration of four other 
members of the family, who were only 
saved by hours of hard work by a phy- 
siclan. About 3:30 O'Neil came home 
and found his wife and three daughters 
suffering from the cold. Going into 
the basement, he started a fire in the 
furnace, partially filling it with rubbish, 
upon which he piled a quanitty of coal. 
He then went upstairs. After supper 
his daughter Katie, aged 15, complained 
of being ill, and about 7:30 she fainted. 
Being alarmed, O'Neil went fora doctor. 
The doctor, on his arrival, found Katie 
unconscious on the floor and all the 
others ill. He at once gave his attention 
to the girl, and, while working over her, 
O’Neil, who had been sitting in a chair 
near by, fell unconscious to the floor. 
The doctor went to his assistance, but 
in spite of all he could do the man died 
in a few minutes. Katie was partially 
revived, and she, together with her 
mother, and sisters Jennie, 13, and 
Sarah, 6, were taken to the city hospital. 
They are all reported to be doing well 
and will probably fully recover. 


Receiver Asked For,

THE SHARON DISASTER 


Jury Declares That Engineer Getchell 
Is Guilty of Manslaughter, 


Defendant Gives His Version 
of the Accident. 


Admits Seeing Danger Signals, but Claims 
That Brakes Failed to Work. 


Dedham, Mass., Dec. 16.—The jury in 
the case of Engineer Daniel W. Getch- 
ell, charged with manslaughter in con- 
nection with the Hyde Park disaster, 
after 50 minutes’ deliberation yesterday 
afternoon, brought in a verdict of guilty. 
The case will be taken to the full bench 
on exceptions. 

The jury retired at 3:50 o'clock and 
were back in the courtroom at 5:40. There 
were few there awaiting them, as it was 
thought that it would take all night to 
reach a verdict. 

As the foreman arose to give h® ver- 
cict, Getchell stood in his place out- 
Wardly, at least, as cool as the judge on 
the bench, and when the verdict was an- 
nounced he sat down, apparently un- 
moved. 

Judge Sherman, after the receipt of the 
verdict, said: ‘I am bound to say that 
you could not properly come to any other 
conclusion. The case is very clear. At- 
torney Grover made quite an ingenious 
defense. This case has been one of the 
fairest in my experience. I know, gen- 
tlemen, that you have feelings of re- 
luctance in rendering a verdict of this 
nature, but I feel that you have done 
your duty. However, I do not think that 
the defendant purposely did anything 
wrong.” 

Judge Sherman, in closing, cited a num- 
ber of cases of negligence which had 
come under his observation. 

One of the jurors said that the verdi¢t 
Was reached on the third ballot, the 
voting having stood each time as follows: 

First ballot—Guilty, 9; not guilty, 3. 

Second ballot—Guilty, 11; not guilty, 1. 

Third ballot—Guilty, 12; not gullty, 0. 

When Judge Grover called the de- 
fendant to the stand there was a gen- 
eral craning of necks, and the jury 
settled in its seats preparatory to giving 
him its most careful attention. 

Mr. Getchell was as calm asany mem- 
ber of the jury as he took the stand, 
and throughout his testimony, even un- 
der the cross examination of District 
Attorney Harris, he maintained the de- 
meanor that one would expect of an 
engineer who stood by the throttle in 
the face of death, as he did at Sharon 
after his fireman had jumped. 

He reviewed his railroad work and 
described the trip from Mansfield on the 
fatal night. When near Sharon Heights, 
he said, he applied the brakes lightly, 
then shut off steam. When within a 
short distance of the Sharon depot he 
saw a red light and put on therair, but 
the brakes failed to hold. He then ap- 
plied the emergency check, and when 
that failed him, he revenmsed. When he 
applied the brakes his train was making 
about 40 miles an hour. 

This concluded the evidence, and at the 
afternoon session Judge Grover made his 
closing argument. He held that Getchell 
was in charge of a strange engine, and 
that it was the first time he had ever 
hed occasion to apply the emergency 
brake; that Getchell was not to blame 
for the failure of the air brakes to hold; 
or for the failure of the emergency checks 
to do their work within the allotted time. 

For the government, Mr. Harris re- 
viewed the law governing criminal negli- 
gence, and argued that the negligence in 
Getchell’s case consisted of a palpable 
disregard for danger signals. He con- 
tended that the brakes of the train were 
in working order. 

The government claimed that Get- 
chell wilfully ignored the properly-set 
danger signals and ran into the train 
which he knew to be standing at Sharon 
or due to be there. 

The defense did not deny that the 
danger signals were set, but claimed 
that the air brakes refused to work, and 
that Getchell, who was not responsible 
for the faulty condition of the brakes, 
did everything in his power to stop his 
train when he saw the red light of the 
train ahead of him, 


A Brotherly Spirit. 

Havana, Dec. 16.—While a detachment 
of the Second Illinois regiment was at 
breakfast yesterday on the San Jose 
wharf, the men invited a detachment of 
the Spanish guard to join them. The 
invitation was accepted, mutual compli- 
ments passing in sign language. Two 
battalions of the regiment marched yes- 
terday to Quemados camp. From the 
houses along the route girls ran out to 
pin ribbons on the soldiers and to wreathe 
their hats with flowers. General Lee’s 
headquarters, an old mansion in the oem 
ter of beautiful grounds, the wome 
filled with roses. 


Criminal Suit Brought. 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 16.—William T. 
True, superintendent of public buildings, 
who was suspended from office by the 
mayor, and Edward D. Murphy are now 
defendants in a criminal suit brought 
by the commonwealth on charges of 
obtaining money from the city under 
false pretences. Murphy appeared in 
the police court yesterday and pleaded 
not guilty. He was held under bonds 
of $800 for trial, True was too ill to

GALVIN 8S, BRICE DEAD. 


Until Recently He Was One of the Lead. 
ers of the Democracy, 

New York, Dec. 16.—Hon. Calvin s. 
Brice died of pneumonia at 3:15 o’clock 
yesterday at his residence in this city, 
693 Fifth avenue. 

Mr. Brice contracted a severe cold one 
week ago. On Friday last he went 
down town to his office, returning home 
in a suffering condition. On Saturday 
last he took to his bed, and grew steadily 
worse until yesterday afternoon, when 
he died. 

At his bedside were his wife, two 
daughters and two sons, Captain Stew- 
art M. Brice and John F. Brice, the lat- 
ter a student at Harvard university. 
Another son, Kirkpatrick Brice, is now 
with Admiral Dewey at Manila. The 
family physician was also at the bed- 
side when death came. 


CALVIN 6. BRICE, 
Brice was a native of Ohko, 
and was born in 1845.He was the sonofa

Presbyterian minister. Three years be- 
fore the Civil war he entered Miami uni- 
versity, but in 1861 he enlisted in a uni- 
versity company forthe war. Heserved 
in West Virginia in the Eighty-sixth 
Ohioinfantry. In 1863 he graduated from 
the university and after teaching school 
a few months he became captain of a 
company in the One Hundred and Eighth 
Ohio and served till the end of the war. 
He then went to the Ann Arbor, Mich., 
law school, and was afterwards admitted 
to the bar in Cincinnati. He took anac- 
tive interest in politics, and in the cam- 
paign of 1876 he was electoral candidate 
on the Tilden ticket and again on the 
Cleveland ticket in 1884. In 1888 he was 
a delegate at large to the Democrat 
national convention at St. Louis, where 
the Ohio delegation chose him asa mem- 
ber of the national committee. He was 
chairman of the executive committes 
during the 1888 campaign, and on the 
death of William H. Barnum was elected 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee. 

In the winter of 1890 Mr. Brice was 
elected United States senator from Oltio 
to succeed Henry B. Payne. and took his 
seat March 4, 1891, In the senate, Mr. 
Brice became a prominent figure. He 
Was soon made a member of the Demo- 
cratic steering committee and became 
also a member of the committee on ap- 
propriations. 

Mr. Brice seldom spoke in the senate, 
but he was a close observer of every- 
thing thet was going on and was always 
deep in the councils of the party. Mr. 
Brice served six years in the senate, 
being succeeded by Mr. Foraker. In 
Washington he occupied the Corcoran 
House and gave lavish entertainments. 
Until the Democratic party adopted free 
silver as a cardinal principle, Mr. Brice 
was the leader in his party in Ohio, but 
after that he did not take an active part 
in politics. 


Glut of Grain at Buffalo. 

Buffalo, Dec. 16.—The grain blockade 
at this port continues, and is unprece- 
dented. At noon yesterday 80 large 
steamers were in the river, waiting to be 
unloaded or frozen in. They carry 
about 9,000,000 bushels of grain, while 
in the different elevators 7,009,000 bush- 
els are at present stored. This total of 
16,000,000 bushels of grain afloat and 
temporarily in store is a record breaker 
of the first dimension. Ice is forming 
too rapidly to permit any of the boats 
attempting another trip up the lakes. 


Killed Her Husband, 

Montreal, Dec. 16.—The jury in the 
case of Cordelia Poisier, accused of thr 
murder of her husband, Isidore Coirier, 
on Nov. 27, 1897, brought in a verdict of 
guilty last evening, and the prisoner 
was immediately sentenced to be hanged 
on March 10. The trial of the woman's 
accomplice, Samuel Parslow, who, it is 
alleged, killed Poirier, at his wife's in- 
stigation, will now be proceeded with. 
The defense will attempt to prove that 
Parslow was hypnotized by Mrs. Poirier. 


A New Railway. 

Millbury, Mass., Dec. 16.—The new 
electric road from Grafton to Worcester 
was formally opened yesterday, the first 
car over the line being filled with officials 
of Grafton, Miilbury and Worcester, who 
were the guests of the officials of the 
road. The cars began running on regu- 
lar time today, the route being through 
North Grafton, Millbury Junction to 
Grafton street, Worcester, where the 
line connects with the Consolidated street 
railway for all parts of the city. 


Assets Nil. 

Springfield, Mo., Dec. 16.—Whitten 
McDonald, manager of the old fruit farm 
in Howell county, and formerly a banker 
in Kansas City, and former owner of 
the Kansas City Times, has filed a pe- 
tition in bankruptcy. The petition, 
which alleges that most of his assets are 
worthless, places the liabilities at $168,- 
158. His creditors are scattered in all 
parts of the east.

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TOWED INTO HALIFAX, 


Atlantic’s Terrible Experience at Sea 
While Drifting About, 


Spent Four Dreary Days on 
Nantucket Shoals. 


Picked Up by the Eddystone and Losf, and 
Finally Saved by the Elton. 


Halifax, Dec. 16.—The British tramp 
steamer Atlantic, Captain Inwood, was 
towed into this port by the British steam- 
er Elton, Captain Ramsay, from Balti- 
more to Queenstown, yesterday, after a 
thrilling experlence seldom paralleled 
in the history of navigation on the At- 
lantic ocean. The Atlantic presented a 
sorry sight as she passed up the harbor. 
Her decks and houses had a battered ap- 
pearance and her steel sides bore evi- 
dences of the terrific onslaught of the 
wind and seas as she rolled helpless in 
the deep. 

Leaving Swansea Nov. 17, the Atlantic 
was caught in a gale Nov. 30 and Dec. 1, 
during which her tailshaft was carried 
away and her machinery damaged. She 
was finally taken in tow by the steamer 
Eddystone. The vessels continued in 
tow for 18 hours, when the hawsers broke 
near the bend and the Atlantic drifted 
away. Three hours later she was again 
taken in tow and the two steamers pro- 
ceeded through the storm until 5:30 p. m. 
Dee. 5, when the hawser snapped and the 
Atlantic was driven out of sight in the 
storm. She was then 50 miles west of 
Nantucket shoals, and, laboring very 
heavily, drifted on the sands, finally com- 
ing to anchor In 10 fathoms of water at 
6 p. m. 

’ Rockets were sent up to attract atten- 
tion, and at 8 o'clock the following morn- 
ing a United States revenue cutter was 
spoken. The Atlantic was preparing to 
weigh anchor to drift southward with the 
tide, but acting on the advice of the cap- 
tain of the cutter. Captain Inwood decid- 
ed to wait at anchor for assistance. He 
veered to 70 fathoms of water, and at 3 
p. m., Dec. 8, sighted a steamer, which 
owever did not respond to the Atlantic's 
signal of distress. The disabled vessel 
remained at anchor, continually showing 
distress signals until6a m., Dec. 9, when 
she started to welgh anchor, but was 
compelled to desist owing to the violence 
of the gale and the terrific seas, Atl0a. 
m., however, she hoisted anchor and 
stood away to the south, as she wasthen 
lying at a very dangerous anchorage and 
completely out of the track of passing 
steamers. Fresh gales with snow squalls 
followed, and the steamer drifted under 
a foretopsail and jib 120 miles to the 
southeast, encountering terrible weather, 
which tossed the ship severely and 
threatened her with disaster. At 2 p. 
m. on the 11th the captain tried to wear 
ship, but she would not answer the helm, 
and she was hove to under bare poles. 

A hard gale with seas which poured 

over the craft came, and an anxious 
night followed, during which it was 
feared that the steamer would go down 
in the awful storm. During the night 
the Atlantic bore down upon another 
steamer, which was showing signals of 
distress. Captain Inwood sent up rock- 
ets, but no answer was made by the other 
unfortunate craft. This strange craft 
showed two red lights and was last seen 
a few miles away from the position 
where the Atlantic was picked up by the 
Elton. The position given was latitude 
39.12 north, longitude 67.23, and it is be- 
lieved that the distressed ship may have 
been the overdue Star liner Matteawan. 
On Dec. 8 word came from Nantucket 
to the effect that the British steamship 
Atlantic was anchored on Nantucket 
shoals, with her shaft broken, and that 
she required immediate assistance. The 
captain of the Atlantic said he had 
drifted all over the ocean in the then 
recent gales, and the unmanageable con- 
dition of his ship made her safety a mat- 
ter of considerable doubt. The vessel 
sustained a terrible buffeting in the gale 
of Sunday, Dec. 4. The engineers at that 
time had been working night and day 
for 160 hours, trying to repair the frac- 
tured shaft. 
On Dec. 9 the ocean tug Storm King 
left Boston to assist the steamship, but 
did not succeed in finding her. Later the 
tugs Underwriter and Mercury joined in 
the search, but on Dec. 12 they all put 
into Vineyard Haven and reported that 
they were unable to locateher. She had 
mysteriously disappeared. 


Ghastly Relics of Disaster, 
Highland Light, Mass., Dec. 16.—Surf- 
man Holden of the High Head station 
found the lower part of a human leg with 
a stocking and shoe on the foot at ll 
o’clock last night. This was the second 
fragment of human flesh washed ashore 
yesterday, and indicate that the grue- 
some story of the ship Jason wreck may 
be repeated. At that time no bodies from 
the Jason came ashore, but a week later 
human fragments were repeatedly 
washed upon the beach near Peaked Hill 
bars. 


Saved Three Men. 

Glasgow, Dec. 16.—Steamer Sarmatian, 
from Portland, Me., rescued and brought 
to port three members of the crew of 
the Neva Scotla schooner Annie G, 
which sailed from Bridgetown, N. S., for 
New York, and was previously reported 
sighted abandoned on Dec. 4.

The Bureau of Statisics of Labor has 
just issued another part of Volume III 
of the census of Massachusetts which 
affords an interesting study. It shows 
the nativity of parents sub-divided as 
to native and foreign born males and 
females for each county, city and town, 
jand for the State at large. The native 

born are still further divided to show 
| the number of each sex born in the 
town named, in other Massachusetts 
towns in other New England States, 
and in other states of the Union. 

The population of Quincy in 1895 
was 20,712, of whom 13,582 were born 
in the United States and 7,180 in 
foreign countries. Of the native born 
7,238 were born in Quincy 4,174 in 
other towns of Massachusetts, 1,563 in 
other New England States and 607 in 
other States of the Union. 

Of the total population of 20,712 
there were 6,330 whose parents were 
both native born, 12,293 whose parents 
were both foreign born, 77 the nativity 
of whose parents were unknown, 788 
where the father was a native and the 
mother foreign born, 1,124 where the 
father was foreign and the mother 
native, 31 where the father was native 
and the nativity of the mother un- 
known, 16 where the father was foreign 
and the nativity of the mother was un- 
known, 43 where the mother was 
native and the nativity of the father 
unknown, 10 where the mother was 
foreign and the nativity of father un- 
known.

Strength of Our Nation Tempered 
With Justice and Mercy. 


Symbol of Liberty and Law In 
Two Hemispheres. 


President McKinley’s Patriotic Address to Our 
Brethren of the South. 


Atlanta, Dec. 16.—President McKinley 
yesterday addressed the public in the 
Auditorium in Piedmont park. Seven 
thousand people rose from.their seats as 
the chief executive entered the Audi- 
torlum. The band played the “Star 
Spangled Banner” amid considerable ap- 
plause, but when the strains of “Dixie” 
filled the building the crowd went wild. 
President McKinley stood up and waved 
his hat above his head. Mr. Hemphill, 
president of the jubilee committee, made 
a lengthy speech. He was followed by 
Governor Candler in an address of wel- 
come. 

As the president stepped forward the 
large audience applauded heartily. The 
speech was punctuated with constant 
cheers. The president said in part: 

“Other parts of the country have had 
their public thanksgiving and jubilees in 
honor of the historic events of the past 
year, but nowhere has there been greater 
rejoicing than among the people here, 
the gathered representatives of the south. 
I congratulate them upon their accurate 
observation of events which enabled 
them to fix a date which insured them 
the privilege of being the first to cele- 
brate the signing of the treaty of peace 
by the American and Spanish commis- 
sioners. 

“Under hostile fire on a foreign soil, 
fighting in a common cause, the memory 
of old disagreements has faded into his- 
tory. From camp and campaign there 
come the magic healing which has closed 
ancient wounds and effaced their scars. 
For this result every American patriot 
will forever rejoice. It is no small in- 
demnity for the cost of the war. 

“This gvoernment has proved itself in- 
vinelble in the recent war, and out of it 
has come a nation which will remain in- 
Alvisible forever more. No worthier 
contributions have been made in patriot- 
{sm and in men than by the people of 
these southern states. When at last the 


opportunity came they were eager to 
meet it, and with promptness re- 
sponded to thecallofcountry. Entrust- 


ed with the able leadership of men dear 
to them, who had marched with their 
fathers under another flag, now fighting 
under the old flag again, they have glori- 
ously helped to defend its spotless folds 
and added new lustre to its shining stars. 

“That flag has been planted in two 
hemispheres and there it remains, the 
symbol of liberty and law, of peace and 
progress. Who will withdraw it from the 
people over whom it floats in protecting 
folds? Who will haul it down? 

“We could have avoided all the diffi- 
culties that lie across the pathway of the 
nation if a few months ago we had coldly 
ignored the piteous appeals of the starv- 
ing and oppressed inhabitants of Cuba. 
If we had blinded ourselves to the condi- 
tions #0 near our shores and turned a 
deaf ear to our suffering neighbors, the 
issue of territorial expansion in the An- 
tilles and the East Indies would not have 
been raised. 

“But could we have justified such a 
course? Is there any one who would now 
declare another to have been the better 
course? With less humanity and less 
courage on our part, the Spanish flag, in- 
stead of the stars and stripes, would still 
be floating at Cavite, at Ponce and at 
Santiago, and a ‘chance in the race of 
life’ would be wanting to millions of 
human beings who today call this nation 
noble, and who, I trust, will live to call it 
blessed. 

“Thus far we have done our supreme 
duty. Shall we now, when the victory 
won in war is written in the treaty of 
peace, and the civilized world applauds 
and waits in expectation, turn timidly 
away from the duties imposed upon the 
country by its own great deeds? 

“And when the mists fade and we see 
with clearer vision, may we not go forth 
rejoicing in a strength which has been 
employed solely for humanity and al- 
Ways been tempered with justice and 
mercy, confident of our ability to meet 
the exigencies which await, because con- 
fident that our course is one of duty and 
our cause that of right?” 

After three cheers for McKinley had 
been given with a will at the conclusion 
of his speech, General Wheeler rose from 
his seat on the platform. Then came 


such enthusiasm as is seldomseen. For 
three minutes the audience cheered, 
yelled and waved their hats. Over and 


over again the general tried to begin his 
speech, and over and over again he was 
compelled to wait for the cheers to stop. 
Then the band played “Dixie,” and once 
more the crowd broke into frantic cheers. 

General Wheeler eulogized the presi- 
dent and expressed his great pleasure at 
the recption given to Mr. McKinley by 
Georgia. 

Lieutenant Hobson responded to loud 
calls with an impassioned speech, in 
which he drew the attention of his hear- 
ers, not only to the bravery of the Ameri- 
ean soldiers and sailors, but to the 
chivalry and bravery of the Spanish 
soldiers, especially of Ad:niral Cervera. 

Generals Shafter and Lawton scarcely 
more than bowed their acknowlefgments 
to the plaudits and the meeting closed 
with a short speech by Governor John- 
ston of Alabama, in which he referred 
to his state's honor in possessing two such 
distinguished sons as Wheeler and Hob- 
son. 

The presidential party then drove back 
to their hotel. On the way the carriage 
fn which were Generals Shafter and Law- 
ton was run into by a street car, and the 
two officers were thrown to the street. 
Neither was hurt and both were taken 
into another carriage. 

A public reception at the governor’s 
mansion had to be postponed on account 
of the lateness of the Auditorium affair.

House Disposes of the Pension Bill In 
Very Short Order, 

Washington, Dec. 16.—The house yes- 
terday surpassed all previous records 
in the expedition with which it passed 
the pension appropriation bill. This bil! 
In days gone by has been one of the most 
fruitful themes of acrimonious partisan 
debate, but yesterday, although carrying 
$4,000,000 more than the act for the cur- 
rent year, it was passed in 20 minutes 
without a word of criticism. 

The house then entered upon the con- 
sideration of the bill to incorporate the 
International American bank. This pro- 
ject was recommended by the Pan- 
American congress in 1889. An arrange- 
ment was effected for a vote upon the 


-passage of the bill at 3 o'clock today. 


It was supported in debate yesterday by 
Messrs. Brosius (Rep., Pa.), Adams 
(Rep., Pa.), Lacey (Rep., Ia.) and Walker 
(Rep., Mass.), and opposed by Messrs. 
Cox (Dem., Tenn.), Jenkins (Rep., Wis.), 
Driggs (Dem., N. Y.) and Bartlett (Dem., 
Ga.) 

The following were among the bills 
and resolutions introduced in the house: 
Mr. Parker of New Jersey, amending the 
admiralty laws in regard to arrests; 
Mr. Griffith of Indiana, to create a pen- 
sion court of appeals; Mr. Burleigh of 
Maine, to provide for raising, organ- 
izing and maintaining the volunteer 
army of the United States.

It provides 
for diplomatic negotiations to abrogate 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty; also for the 
eancellation of all existing concessions 
for which $5,000,000 is appropriated, and 
for the acquisition of the right of way for 
the canal at a maximum cost of $1,000,000. 
An appropriation of $140,000,000 is made 
to construct the caaal. 

Senator Hawley introduced a bill to 
amend the law relating tomilitary trials 
in accordance with the recommendations 
of the judge advocate general's depart- 
ment. 

Senator Hoar introduced a bill tender- 
ing the thanks of congress to Miss Clara 
Barton and the Red Cross society for 
services rendered United States soldiers 
during the late war. Senator Hoar also 
presented a large number of petitions 
against the expansion policy. 

The senate confirmed these nomina- 
tions: S. N. D. North of Massachusetts, 
member of industrial commission; F. W. 
Peck of Illinois, commissioner general 
international exposition at Paris; B. D. 
Woodward of New York, assistant com- 
missioner general, and F. Brackett of 
Maryland, secretary of the exposition. 


The Massachusetts’ Accident. 
Washington, Dec. 16.—Acting Secre- 
tary Allen yesterday received the re- 
port of Constructor Bowles upon the 
injuries sustained by the battleship 
Massachusetts in running upon Dia- 
mond reef, New York harbor. He says 
it is not possible to give an accurate es- 
timate now, but the time occupied in 
making the repairs will be 30days. The 
damage, he thinks, will not be very ex- 
tensive, judging from what appears on 
the surface. The acting secretary or- 
dered a court of inquiry to meet at the 
New York navy yard to fix the re- 
ibili for the accident. 


For Service Abroad. 

Washington, Dec. 16.—Orders were is- 
sued yesterday for the Twentieth regi- 
ment of regular infantry at Fort Leaven- 
worth to proceed to San Francisco and 
take passage on the transport Scandia 
for the Philippines, which is expected to 
arrive in San Francisco within a few 
days from Manila. The regiment is the 
only one so far actually ordered to the 
Philippines out of the six infantry regi- 
ments selected for service there. 


Labor’s Voice on Expansion. 
Kansas City, Dec. 16.—National ex- 
pansion, whether or no it shall be en- 
dorsed by the American Federation of 
Labor, was the subject of discussion at 
the convention yesterday. The ques- 
tion was debated with considerable show 
of heat, champions for and against that 
principle speaking with great ardor on 
the theme. The question came up on the 
introduction of a resolution denouncing 
expansion, introduced by the resolutions 
committee and following the suggestion 
for its expression in President Gompers’ 
annualaddress. When a vote was finally 
taken the resolution was adopted with 

but three or four dissenting votes. 


Italy’s Fore'gn Relations, 

Rome, Dec. i6.—During the debate on 
the budget in the Italian chamber of 
deputies yesterday, Admiral Canevaro. 
minister of foreign affairs, referring ti 
Italy's foreign relations, said there had 
been no change of policy with regard 
to alliances, and that the relations of 
Iialy with other nations had never been 
so friendly as at the presenttime. “The 
government is particularly gratified,” 
he declared, “‘at the conclusion of the 
Franco-Italian treaty, which makes us 
confident of the ability of Italy to dis- 
pel the last traces of misunderstandings 
with France.” 


Great Gale Responsible. 

Boston, Dec. 16.—A dearth of soft coal 
is threatened in this city, through the 
searcity of coal carrying vessels, and 
the difficulty of getting good rail ac- 
commodations. Coal brokers here es- 
timate that between 180 and 200 vessels, 
coal laden, were either lost or wrecked 
and their cargoes lost in part or wholly 
during the gale of Novy. 27, and what 
coal is now reaching here goes to supply 
contracts made months ago. There is 
pienty of anthracite coal on hand.

United Country Acknowledging Alle- 
giance to But One Authority, 


Will March Unitedly Forever 
Under Old Glory. 


Generous Reception Tendered the President 
and Friends in Alabama. 


Montgomery, Ala., Dec. 17.—The pres- 
{dent and his party were given a mag- 
nificent welcome in the Confederacy’s 
first capital yesterday. 

The president's train was escorted | 
from Atlanta to Tuskagee, and thence} 
here by the state assembly, Governor 
Johnson, Chief Justice McClennan and} 
@ party of ladies. 

At the union station the presidential 
party was met by the governor, commit- 
tees of the assembly, the mayor and city 
council and the commercial and indus- 
trial associations. Mayor Closby re- 
eeived the president with a well-worded 
speech at the station. The whole party 
Was then taken in carriages to the old 
Confederate capitol. 

The entire route was ablaze with na- 
tional colors, while crowds lined the 
streets as far as the eye could reach. 
Capital hill was a mass of humanity. 
When Governor Johnston escorted Presi- 
dent McKinley into the hall there was a 
tremendous demonstration. Governor 
Jo 1ston made a brief speech, in which | 
he said that Alabama had nothing to 
take back for what she did in 1861, but 
that she was back in the Union to stay, | 
and that she welcomed the president of 
the reunited country to this historic spot. 

In response to the governor's speech | 
President McKinley said: 

“The warm hearted welcome which 
has been given to me by the citizens of 
Alabama has deeply touched me, and in 
return for it I cannot find language to/| 
express my gratitude and appreciation. | 
To be welcomed here in the city of Mont- | 
gomery, the first capitol] of the Confed- 
erate states, warmly and enthusiastically 
welcomed as a president of a common 
country, has filled and thrilled me with 
emotion. Once the capital of the Con- 
federacy, now the capital of a great and 
glorious state, one of the indestructible 
states of an indestructible Union. | 

“The governor says he has nothing to | 
take back. We have nothing to take 
back for having kept you in the Union. 
We are glad you did not go out and you 
are glad you stayed in. Alabama, like | 
all the states of the Union, north and} 
gouth, has been loyal to the flag and 
steadfastly devoted to the American 
nation and to American honor. There 
never has been in the history of the 
United States such a demonstration of | 
Patriotism from one end of this country 
to the other as in the r just passing; 
and never has American or been more | 
brilliantly illustrated in the battle line 
on shore and on the battleship at sea 
than by the soldiers and sailors of the 
United States. Everybody is talking of 
Hobson, and justly so, but I want to} 
thank Mother Hobson in this presence.

The special train bringing the Ala- 
bama legislature reached Tuskegee at 
6:30 a.m. In the procession that moved 
to the normal school were President 
McKinley, Governor Johnson of Ala- 
bama, Colonel Foster of Tuskegee, 
Booker T. Washington, Mrs. McKinley, 
members of the cabinet and Generals 
Wheeler, Shafter and Lawton. 

At the entrance to the normal school 
grounds was a beautiful arch inscribed: 
“Welcome to the chief,” and decorations 
of bunting, holly, moss and products of 
the field were in profusion along the road 
through the grounds. The president and 
party first reviewed more than 600 boys 
and 300 girls of the normal! school, and 200 
children of the training school. 

Each of the boys carried a stalk of 
sugar cane with a palm in the top, each 
of the girls a stalk with cotton balls at 
the top, and the children carried stalks 
tipped with mistletoe. 

President McKinley showed much in- 
terest and pleasure as he viewed the 
procession. After the procession of stu- 
dents came some 50 floats representing 
all departments of the school work. 
Many of these were by way of contrast, 
one representing the old way of doing 
things, the other the new way. These 
floats drew forth tremendous applause. 

After this procession all present fol- 
lowed the president to the beautiful new 
chapel. Only about 3000 people gained 
admittance. Here singing by the stu- 
dents of plantation melodies, the most 
quaint and -beautiful of the black belt 
section, was a special feature and was 
greatly enjoyed by the president andthe 
entire audience. 

Booker Washington Introduced Gov- 
ernor Johnston, who, in turn, introduced 
President McKinley.

NOTABLE LEGAL FIGHT 


To Determine Innocence or Guilt of 
Senator Kenney of Delaware. 


Charged With Aiding and 
Abetting Conspiracy. 


Bank Teller Boggs Interested In the Outcome 
of the Trial. 


Wilmington, Del., Dec. 17.—The ques- 
tion of the innocence or guilt of United 
States Senator Richard R. Kenney of 
Delaware, charged with conspiracy and 
aiding and abbetting in the misapplica- 
tion of funds of the First National bank 
of Dover, was given to the jury to decide 
at 6:30 o'clock last night, after a trial last- 
inglldays. Judge Bradford charged the 
jury for over two hours, and the opinion 
Was generally expressed that it was 
against the defendant.

This is the second time Mr. Kenney 
has been on trial as a result of Bank 
Teller William N. Boggs’ defalcation of 
$107,000. On the former occasion, in July 

| last, the jury disagreed. Now, as then, 
the principal witnesses against him was 
| Boggs. Seldom, if ever, have the courts 
of Delaware, in a criminal case, witnessed 
such a legal battle as has been waged in 
the trial just ended. District Attorney 

Vandegrift, young, forceful and eloquent, 

on the one side, and on the other Levi 

C. Bird, the leading criminal lawyer of 
the state, and ex-Attorney General 
Biggs, a son of ex-Governor Biggs of 

Delaware, and a lawyer of large attain- 
ments. Interest in the proceedings has 

been intense from start to finish, and 
citizens from all parts of the state have 

been constantly in attendance. 

Senator Kenney has borne the ordeal 
with much fortitude, although during 
the district attorney’s scathing arraign- 
ment of him yesterday he seemed to 

'Wince and weaken. Throughout thé 
judge's charge he listened intently and 
appeared relieved when the jury left the 
room to deliberate. 

Judge Bradford’s Charge, 

Judge Bradford, in his charge, re- 
viewed the law and explained its mean- 
ing to the jury and especially as to in- 
tent. Referring to Boggs’ testimony and 
the bank’s books and declaring that 
Boggs’ credibility rested with the jury, 
he said: “It would be very far from 
your duty, if disregarding what may 
seem to you natural and inherently 
truthful testimony given by him, you 
should permit yourself to be carried 
away by fierce denunciation, by heated 
language and by excited and unwar- 
ranted epithets applied to him.” He 


should be carefully considered, scanned 
and weighed. Touching again on the 
testimony of Boggs, he said: 

“It is proper to call your attention to 
the fact that he has been supported in 
statements made by him on the witness 
stand, not only by documentary evi- 
dence, but by the testimony of witnesses 
on matters material to the case.” 

He reviewed the relations existing be- 
tween Boggs and Kenney as indicated 
by the testimony, and went over Ken- 
ney’s story denying the charges. As to 
the latter he said: “His testimony is 
before you and you must determine how 
far it is credible. The deep personal in- 
terest he has in the result of this case 
should be considered by you in weighing 
his evidence and in determining how far 
and to what extent, if at all, it is worthy 
to credit. Where a witness has a direct 
personal interest in the result of the 
case, the temptation fs strong to color, 
pervert or withhold the facts.” 

After further caution to give the pris- 
oner the benefit of any reasonable doubt, 
but first to be sure it was a doubt born 
of reason, the judge finished and the jury 
retired. 

A verdict is not expected before late 
today.

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SHAFTER AT SANTIAGO. 


The General’s Story of Invasion 
and Victory. 


NOT PREPARED FOR SUCH A WAR. 


Unhampered by Orders From Any- 
body, His Sole Aim Was a Quick 
Campaign—Says Sickness and Pri- 
Yation Were Unavoidable Under 
the His 
Foree, Than Which, He Says, None 
Better Ever Won a Battie. 


Circumstances — Praises 


The Sons of the Revolution celebrated 
Evacuation day with a banquet at Del- 
monico’s in New York recently. Gen- 
eral William R. Shafter was the guest 
of honor. He chose the time and place 
to make the first public defense of his 
campaign at Santiago. He thanked the 
society for making him their guest and 
remarked that he belonged to the rival 
society, the Sons of the American Reyo- 
lution. Then he told how the American 
and Spanish armies had fraternized 
without hate after the battle at Santi- 
ago, and how one of them, a man of 
cultivation, had written him a letter 
thanking him for his kindness to the 
defeated troops. 

**But I think yon want to hear some- 
thing about the campaign at Santiago,” 
said General Shafter, and the guests 
looked at each other. ‘‘ Well, I was told 
that I was to be the first to go to Cuba 
| and that I was to make a reconnoissance 

in force. I was told to take my troops, 

make a landing, get in communication 
with Gomez, give him 20.000 stands of 
arms and 4,000,000 cartridges. Before 
I was ready Cervera’s fleet appeared. 

**Now, the war was started at the be- 
ginning of the sickly season. I knew it 
Was the express intention of the presi- 
dent not to order troops to Cuba till 
winter—I had heard him say so myself 
| and I knew he meant it. It was simply 
| intended to make a lodgment at Nariel, 
25 miles from Havana, fortify it and 
|hold it, waiting for the winter season 
} and making a landing for troops to take 
|part in the great campaign against 
Havana. But then word came that Cer 
vera Was at Santiago. I was called up 
on tbe telephone—I was at Tampa— 
| from the White House, and the presi- 
| dent himself told me to go to Santiago 
{at once witb 10,000 men. 

‘‘Now, the campaign that followed 

has been criticised, in fact, bitterly. If 
I had it to do again, I would do just the 
same. I may say that it is easier to say 
what to dotban itis todo it and take 
the responsibility. I was told over the 
telephone that Sampson had telegraphed 
that with 10,000 men Santiago could 
be taken in 48 hours. I succeeded in get- 
ting 17,000 men on the transports in- 
stead of 10,000. I can almost repeat 
word for word my instructions that 
day. From that day tothis I have never 
had another word as to when or where 
I should conduct that campaign. 
were wholly unprepared for a foreign 
war. We did not possess suitable trans- 
ports. I took what was given me, in- 
tending todothe best Icould. There 
was no uses making any fuss. On June 
21 we were off Santiago after an un- 
eventful voyage.’’ 

General Shafter then recounted 
landing of his army, and recalled that 
he lost but two men out of 17,000 and 
20 horses out of 2,000, and all those by 
drowning. All his information as to the 
port he was investing he got from two 
officers with him, who were reared in 
Santiago. From them and General Gar- 
cia he made up bis mind where to land. 
He found out that there were thousands 
of troops in the various emal] towns 
neur Santiago—21,000 good soldiers. 
General Pando’s men, he said, got there 
on July 2, after a march throygh the 
tropical forest of 160 miles. 

‘*When we landed,”’ he continued, 
**we placed ourselves between the troops 
of theenemy. We had three regiments 


quickly. I knew within a month or six 
weeks half my men would be sick. On 
the morning of July 3 we had the city 


pretty well surrounded. That day Cer- 


vera sailed out—I think he had gota 


pretty good idea of what we could do in| 
tne two preceding days. Then came de-| 


lay. There was‘a great clamor for an 
Bssault from everybody. It was the 
bardest thing I ever had in my life to 


, Withstand the clamor. Had we attacked 


We | 


| 


it would have cost 1,000 lives—I believe 
bearer 2,500. Shelling was of no use. 
Not a single person was killed by the 
bombardment of the navy or by the 
shells I threw into the town.”’ 

Then General Shafter told of the sur- 
render and how General Toral made the 
first proposition. The Spanish, ke said, 
wanted to hear from Madrid first, fear- 
ing they would be torn to pieces if they 
returned beaten, On the third day they 
surrendered. ‘*General Toral,’’ General 
Shafter continued, ‘‘rode out and his 


escort presented arms. We presented” 


arms, and he said, ‘Sir, I surrender the 
Fourth Army corps to the army of the 
United States.’ It was simple and we 
raised the flag over Santiago. I hope it 
will never come down. 

**Men can’t go to war for a picnic. If 
you burt men badly, you give them a 
chance to hurt you. To less than 21,000 
men an army of 23,000 surrendered. 
We captured them al], and nota single 
man of ours was taken prisoner. That 
is all the explanation I have to make; 
let them talk as they choose. I say not 
a single man suffered unnecessarily. I 
lay ou the battlefield at Fair Oaks till 
worms got in my wounds in the civil 
war. It didn’t hurt me; it only hurt 
my feelings. Of 1,500 men in my army 
who were wounded there were but 13 
amputations necessary—there was never 
such a record in the civil war. The 
modern bullet is more humane. 

**Of course we were short of rations. 
We did lie out in the rain. So far as1 
know, nota complaint was made by a 
single man in the regular army. There 
never Was such an army. It was the 
pick of the land. It was practiced in 
gymnastics. It was an army of athletes 
—magnificent fellows. I'm a pretty 
strong man myself. I lost 60 pounds in 
four weeks. I knew the only thing to 
do was to march the men as fast as I 
could. It was the first time the army 
had ever invaded a foreign land in 
force. It was practically the whole 
army—20 ont of 25 regiments of infan- 
try, five out of eight regiments of caval- 
ry, all the light artillery. That is all 1 
have to say. If we had taken all our 
tentage along, we never could have got 
to Santiago in the time wedid. Gentle- 
men, you don’t know what a tropical 
forest is. You can’t go ten feet without 
the aig of a machete. 

“Gentlemen, I thank you for the 


bonor you bave done me here tonight, | 


and for the pleasure I have had in meet- 
ing sO many true Americans.’’ With 
that Genera] Slafter sat down. There 
was much applause, 
looked at each other—they hadn’t ex- 
pected anything like it.—New York 
World. 


MATHEMATICAL WONDER. 


New Calculating Machine Invented 
by a Chicago Astronomer. 

Professor S. W. Burnham of Cnicago, 

the astronomer, has invented a calcnu- 


, lating machine by the aid of which mul- 


tiplication and division, the extraction 
of square roots and roots up to the ninth 
power entail no more mental work than 
the mere moving of a screw and an in- 
dex hand. Professor Burnham applies 
the principle to two metal circles, one 
within the other. The scale is cut on 
the inner edge of the outer circle and on 
the outer edge of the inner circle. The 
scale is divided into 1,000 lines, with 
extended lines at the hundreds and tens. 
The inner circle is movable. This per- 
mits an indefinite prolongation of com- 
putation. 

The divisions are not regularason an 
ordinary measuring scale, but follow 


ithe geometrical progression of loga-

I 
fought two battles on one day—Santi- 
ago and El Caney. I had been told by 
two of my best general officers that El 
Caney could be taken before 9 a. m. I 
should have fought tbat battle one day

and bad all my troops ready next day | 


for Santiago. But I told the officers 
who went after El Caney that I should 
hold the main battle till 10 a. m. The 
cavalry had the right and the infantry 
the left. We simply walked over those 
Spanish fellows. Our losses were great- 
est in the brush. When we were 1p the 
opep, our men moved on as steadily as 
did any troops in all the civil war. We 
demonstrated the fallacy of the military 
axiom that men cannot successfully at- 
tack infantry under cover.

Another Element In Air. 

Professor Noevius in Wiedemaen’s 
Annallen claims to have discovered still 
another gas which is present in the at- 
mosphere. The evidence is not very 
strong and is entirely spectroscopic, but 
should stimulate further investigation 
in the same direction. After eliminat- 
ing all lines due to electrode matter a 
number of lines common to the blue 
argon spectrum and also to the nitrogen 
spectrum were discovered, and the sup- 
position is advanced that they are due 
to an unknown gas which remains as an 
impurity in the preparation of argon 
gnd also in the preparation of nitrogen. 
A coincidence with one of the lines of 
crypton was noticed, but in other re- 
spects the lines seemed to be unlike any 
previously noted. —- San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


White Uniforms In Manila. 

The fashion of white clothes goes 
with the American officers. General 
Merritt, General Greene, Admiraj 
Dewey and Captain Seabury of the 
China, just as that ship was about to 
start for Hongkong, formed a handsome 
group, all in snow white linen, coats, 
trousers, caps and shoes, a few gold 
buttons and cords, shoulder straps and 
cuffs the only relief on figures that 
seemed cut from marble without flaw 
or stain. When I called on General 
Aguinaldo and he came in, his name 
coftly announced, he was 12 white, his 
coat buttoned, his trousers newly iron- 
ed. So far as our officers are concerned 
in the Philippines, they are not boys in 
blue, but boys in white. —Independent.

Of’ 
all the Jewish religious observances, 
only one was a fast, and that was the | 
day of atonement. | 

Christianity is the flower of which 
Judaism was the bud, and it partakes 
of its joyful characteristic. Christianity | 
isa gospel, an announcement of glad 
tidings. It was heralded by angelic 
songs of gladness. It produces results ' 


in tbe hearts and lives of men that | 


awaken joy among the angels of God in 
heaven. Why should it not produce joy | 
in the believers upon earth? As in the 
case of the Israelites here we are com- | 
manded to rejoice. ‘‘Rejoice in the 
Lord alway,*’ says Paul, ‘‘and again I 
say rejoice.”’ | 
The benefits of Christian joy are in-' 
numerable. Joy strengthens, invigo- 
rates. ‘‘The joy of the Lord is your 
strength.’’ A joyful spirit is much bet- 
ter able to meet the trials and burdens 
of life.

CHARACTER AND HOME 


The Great Bulwarks of Success In 
the Battle of Life. 


Flag Protects Black Men, as 
Well as White. 


President McKinley's Address to Pupils of a 
Colored Institution. 


Savannah, Ga., Dec. 19.—The feature 
of the president's day in this city was 
his visit to the Georgia agricultural and 
mechanical college. This is an institu- 
tion for colored persons, supported by 
the state of Georgia. Its president is R. 
R. Wright, colored, who was recently ap- 
pointed by President McKinley a pay- 
master in the volunteer army with the 
rank of major, but who has resigned and 
returned to the school. 

There were no elaborate eercises con- 
nected with the visit. The pupils were 
gathered in the chapel. Mr. McKinley 
was introduced by the president of the 
college. He said: “I have been pro- 
foundly impressed with this scene, and I 
have been touched by the eloquent 
words and the exalted sentiments which 
have been uttered by the gentleman 
whom you delegated to speak in your 
behalf. It gives me peculiar pleasure 
to meet you and to meet you in this 
institution of learning, presided over by 
one whom I have known for more than 
20 years, and whom I have come to ad- 
mire and respect as one of the splendid 
leaders of your race. I congratulate 
him and all associated with him in the 
good work done here for the exaltation 
of your race. I congratulate all of 
you on the splendid advance made by 
you in the last third ofacentury. You 
are al! entitled to all praise, and to high 
commendation which Iam sure you re- 
ceive from your white fellow citizens in 
this and every part of the country. I 
congratulate you upon your acquirement 
of property. Many of your race have 
large properties on the tax lists in the 
several states, and in that way con- 
tribute to the support of the govern- 
ment. I congratulate you on what you 
have done in learning and the acquire- 
ment of useful knowledge, on the fact 
that there is not a foot of ground be- 
neath the flag of Stars and Stripes where 
every boy and girl, white or black, can- 
not have an education to fit them for 
the battle of life. 

“Keep on, is the word I wou!'d leave 
with you today. Keep on in the 
efforts upward, but rather remember 
that in acquiring knowdelge there is 
one thing as important as that and that 
ig character. Nothing in the whole 
wide world is worth so much, will last 
so long and serve its possessor so well 
es good character. It is something that 
no one can take from you, that no one 
can give you. You must acquire it for 
yourselves. 

Infia nee of the Home. 

“There is another thing. Do not for- 
get the home. The home is the foun- 
dation of individual life and of good 
government. Cultivate good homes, 
make them pure and sweet; elevate them 
and other good things will follow. I 
congratulate you that this institution 
{s not only looking after the head, but 
after the hand. I congratulate you 
that it is not only making good orators, 
but good mechanics. It is better to 
be a skilled mechanic than a poor orator 
or an indifferent preacher. In a word 
each of you must want to be the best 
in whatever you undertake. Nothing 
in the world commands more respect 
than skilland industry. Every avenue 
isopentoit. Icongratulate you on the 
splendid valor of your race.” 

“The president has made an allusion 
in his speech to what, many years ago, 
I said in a public address. I told ofa 
white colonel who had delivered the flag 
of sur country to his black color ser- 
geant, and said to him: ‘Sergeant, I 
place in your hands this sacred flag. 
Fight for it, yes, even die for it; but 
never surrender it to the hands of an 
enemy. That black soldier, with love 
of country and pride in his heart, an- 
swercd: ‘I will bring the flag back in 
honor, colonel, or report to God the 
reason why.’ 

“In one battle, in carrying the flag of 
freedom, he was stricken down. He 
fell with the folds of that flag wrapped 
about him, bathed in his blood. He did 
not bring it back, but God knew the rea- 
son why. He did all he could, all any 
man could. He gave his heart's blood 
for that flag. 

“At San Juan hill and at El Caney— 
but General Wheeler is here. iI know 
he can tell you better than I can of the 
splendid heroism of the black regiments 
which fought side by side with the white 
troops on that historic field. Mr. Lin- 
coln was not far from right, when, 
speaking of the black men he said: 
‘The time will come when they will help 
to keep the jewel of liberty in the hands 
of the human race,’ and in a third ofa 
century you have helped to give liberty 


in Cuba to an oppressed people. I leave 
with you these words: Keep on, you 
will solve your own problem. Le pa- 


tient, be progressive, be honest, be God- 
fearing, and you will win, for no effort 
fails that has a stout, honest, earnest 
heart behind it.” 

Returning from the college, the pres- 
idential party passed through the camp 
of the Indiana regiment which is to 
embark for Cuba on the transport Min- 
newaska today. The president gra- 
ciously wished the officers and men God- 
speed and a safe return. 

At the conclusion of the president's 
speech “America” was eung by all pres- 
ent, with possibly more vigor and spirit 
than harmony. General Joe Wheeler 
was introduced as “the hero of Santiago.’ 
He was given an ovation which lasted 
for several minutes. He spoke briefly of 
the hope and glory of the country and of 
the efforts which were being made by 
both white and colored people to secure 
educations. After General Wheeler's 
speech he was applauded for several 
minutes. 

Secretary Gage also spoke. He said 
that he had not fully realized until this 
trip south that there was any such thing 
a8 @ négro problem and that it was of 
such widespread proportions. What he 
had seen, however, had opened his eyes. 
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There was such a problem and it wasa 
very serious one. However, the infor- 
mation derived by him at Tuskegee and 
at the school which he was addressing 
had led him to believe that the true so- 
jution of the problem had been found, 
and that it lay in the industrial educa- 
tion of colored youth, on plans that were 
being worked out at the institutions 
named. 
Shafter's Blunt Opinion. 

At the collation of the officers of the 
Third Georgia regiment to Postmaster 
General Smith and the newspaper cor- 
respondents yesterday afternoon, Gen- 
eral Shafter had some interesting things 
to say about Cuba and the Cubans. He 
did not make a speech, but in a conver- 
sation expressed himself, his remarks 
being nominally addressed to Colonel 
Berner of the Georgians, though they 
were intended for the whole assemblages 

“It seems to me,” said General Shaf- 
ter, “that a great many persons have 
an erroneous’ idea respecting our re- 
lations with the Cubans. As I view it, 
we have taken Spain’s war upon our- 
selves. We shall in ali probability 
hear a good deal more of the ‘insur- 
gents.’ " 

“How about self-government for the 
Cubans?” General Shafter was asked. 

“Self-government,” the general re- 
peated. “Why those people are no 
more fit for self-government than gun- 
powder is for hell,” In the same line 
General Shafter went on to tell why the 
United States would, in his opinion, be 
obliged to remain in the island for some 
time, and govern ihe territory by mili- 
tary force. 

Shoe Workers’ Claims. 

Marlboro, Mass., Dec. 19.—The joint 
council of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union issued a statement yesterday, in 
which it is claimed that, in pursuance of 
the suggestion made at the recent clergy- 
men's meeting, a committee of employes 
of the shoe manufacturers waited upon 
the different firms with a view of adjust- 
ing the laber difficulties, but that the 
manufacturers declared that they stood 
by their original notice. The union states 
that, in spite of every effort, the manu- 
facturers have declined to talk with 
either the agents of the union or a com- 
mittee of their employes representing the 
union; have refused to submit a list of 
prices and finally have declined to dis- 
cuss the question. The union claims that 
it has done everything possible to adjust 
matters. 


Alleged Murder and Cremation. 

Chicago, Dec. 19.—Michael Emil Rol- 
linger, a native of Austria, is under ar- 
rest, charged with the murder of his wife, 
Theresa. The charred body of Mrs. Rol- 
linger was found Friday night in a 
clothes closet of her home and her death 
was at first supposed to be the result of 
an accident. The police now claim they 
have sufficient evidence to prove that 
Rollinger strangled his wife, poured 
kerosene over the body and set fire toit. 
Mrs. Rollinger owned some property in 
Austria and also carried $500 life insur- 
ance. Lately the couple had not been 
living happily, and Mrs. Rollinger had 
stated her intention to apply for a di- 
vorce. 


Carevr of Crime Begun Early. 

Boston, Dec. 19.—The Dorchester po- 
lice have succeeded in capturing two 
boys, Alphonsus McLaughlin and Her- 
man Frigeroth, who, they believe, have 
systematically robbed many houses in 
that suburb of the city of property 
valued at over $5000. The police also 


took into custody Samuel Bantick, a 
considerably o'der man, who, it is 
ciaimed, received the siolen property 


and pawned it in various shops in this 
city and New York. Both of the boys 
are scarcely over 15, and, according to 


their own admission, have been em- 
ployed in this unlawful work for six 
months. 


Has Keen Amply Punished. 
Savannah, Dec. 19.—Prominent citizens 
have interested themselves in behalf of 
Moore, the Maine artilleryman who was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $500 or serve 60 
days on the chain gang for attempting, 
on the street, to hug the wife of a prom- 
{nent citizen. A petition to the gov- 
ernor for pardon is being circulated, and 
is being signed by leading men and so- 
ciety women. Moore was hilariously in- 
toxicated at the time of his offense. 
Moore is now on the chain gang, where 
he has been for two weeks. The peti- 
tioners say they think his degradation 

and punishment have been ample. 


Boys Convicted of Murder. 

Chillicothe, O., Dec. 19.—Two boys, 
Elmer and Beorge Butler, aged, respec- 
tively, 20 and 13, were found guilty of 
manslaughter and will receive a term in 
the penitentiary for the murder of Daisy 
Browser, a young girl. In the trial it 
was proven the girl had been shot down 
from ambush for no cause whatever. 
The defense made an attempt to prove 
that insanity ran in the Butler family, 
but the jury could not be convinced. 
They rendered the verdict at 10:30 yes- 
terday, having been out since 7 o'clock 
Saturday night. Sentences have not yet 
been passed. ‘ 


Educator and Lawyer. 

Chicago, Dec. 19.—Edward G. Mason, 
one of Chicago’s most prominent and 
successful lawyers, died yesterday, aged 
59. The cause of death was Bright's 
disease, aggravated by an injury to the 
head which Mr. Mason received in a fall 
some days since. Mr. Mason was grad- 
uated from Yale in 1860, and has since 
been active in university affairs. Re- 
cently he had been frequently mentioned 
as the candidate of the western alumni 
to succeed Timothy Dwight as the presi- 
dent of Yale college. He is survived by 
a wife and 12 children. ; 


Long Deliberation, 

Wilmington, Del., Dec. 19.—The jury 
in the Kenney case spent another day in 
a fruitless discussion, and shortly after 
9 o'clock last night Judge Bradford went 
home for the night. Ifa verdict should 
be reached meantime it will not be an- 
nounced until today, Many rumors 
were abroad Sunday, but from well au- 
thenticated sources it is learned that the 
jury stands 10 to 2 for acquittal, No 
ballots were taken yesterday, the jurors 
spending the time in an informal d's- 
cussion of the case. 


Twios Burned to Death. 

Morgantown, W. Va., Dec. 19.—Thomas 
Jones, living near Greer, attempted to 
light a fire with crude oil. An explosion 
occurred, wrecking the room, and the 
dresses of his twin daughters, aged 6 
years, ignited. Jones was too badly 
burned to assist them, and they were so 
badly burned that both of them died 
shortly afterward. 


ITALIAN BANKER MISSING. 


So Are the Funds of Many of His Con- 
fiding Countrymen, 

New Haven, Dec. 19.—Gennarro Ag- 
none, an Italian banker and pawn broker 
doing business at 125 Hamilton street, is 
missing and, it is alleged, has fled with 
the deposits of hundreds of his fellow 
countrymen. The amount of his defal- 
cations is not known, as he remove 
his books from the safe before his de- 
parture, but it is believed to be over 
$10,000. Itissaid that he didavery brisk 
business of late, receiving deposits for 
drafts to be sent to the old country. He 
left his office over a week ago, saying he 
would be back last Monday. He failed 
to return and no knowledge has been re- 
ceived as to his whereabouts. An at- 
tachment was placed on his office Satur- 
day, and when it became noised about 
that he had disappeared there was an ex- 
cited crowd of men and women who had 
deposited money with him besieging the 
place. Agnone would promise 12 percent 
on money deposited, whereas other Ital- 
ian bankers would pay but 6 percent, 
and as he always paid the interest the 
deposits poured into his office at a lively 
rate. Many of his depositors had taken 
their money out of other banks to get the 
higher rate of interest. Last week 
Thursday an Italian who had accumu- 
lated $1500 handed over the entire amount 
for the purpose of having a money order 
awaiting him when he reached Italy. 
He sailed the next day and it is the be- 
lief that that amount is included in the 
embezzlement. 


Death In Slot Machine. 

Boston, Dec. 19.—Thomas L. Cleary, 
26 years of age, single, who lived with 
his brother-in-law, Thomas Connors, in 
South Boston, retired early Saturday 
night, and evidently left the gas burn- 
ing. The house was supplied with a 
slot-machine having connections with 
the gas meter. The supply furnished 
was for all the rooms, the machine be- 
ing attached to the principal conduit. 
It is supposed that Cleary, on entering 
his reom, lighted the gas and went to 
bed, leaving it burning. The supply 
furnished for the deposit finally became 
exhausted, and the light was extin- 
guished, leaving the gas cock turned on. 
Connors, who returned home about 11 
o'clock, found no gas in the pipes, and 
deposited the necessary coin in the 
slot machine. A fresh supply was 
thereby furnishei, and, as the gascock 
in Cleary’s room was still open, the gas 
flowed freely into the room, until long 
after Cleary, who was asleep, had in- 
haled a sufficient quantity to cause his 
death. 

Young Garcia Arrives. 

New York, Dec. 19.—Colonel Carlos 
Garcia, eldest son of the late General 
Garcia, arrived here yesterday on the 
steamer Santiago. He was greeted in 
true Cuban fashion by his friends, many 
of whom only a few weeks before had 
welcomed his father. “My father’s 
death,” he said, “has been a great blow. 
I do not know what my plans will be 
while in this country.”” When asked 
about the present conditions in Cuba he 
said: “You must pardon me, but I can 
say nothing on that subject now. Every- 
thing, however, is going nicely.” ‘ 


supplies For Cuba. 

Savannah, Ga., Dec. 19.—The hospital 
ship Missouri sailed yesterday for Ha- 
vana with 300 tons of medical supplies 
for the troops in the island, and carry- 
ing the hospital corps of the Seventh 
army corps—the division which has al- 
ready gone forward with General Lee. 
The Missouri, after distributing her 
supplies, will take sick soldiers from 
Havana and vicinity and bring them to 
this country, either to New York, Nor- 
folk or Savannah. 


Monarch Laid Up. 

London, Dec. 19.—The Copenhagen 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says 
that King Oscar II of Sweden and Nor- 
way has been suddenly taken ill, and is 
now confined to his bed. King Oscar, 
who is the great grandson of Napoleon’s 
famous General Bernadotte, was born 
Jan. 21, 1829, and succeeded to the throne 
on Aug. 18, 1872, on the death of Charles 
XV. 

Jewelry Store Robbed. 

Stamford, Conn., Dec. 19.—Burglars en- 
tered the jewelry store of Alexander 
Weed and Sigismund Kronholtz, both 
located on Main street, in the center of 
the city, and secured upwards of $1500 
worth of booty in each place. Entrance 
was made by the rear. The goods taken 
were of a miscellaneous nature.

Winnipeg, Dec. 19.—Rat Portage, Ont., 
is wild with excitement over a marvelous 
strike made in the Mikado gold mine. 
The rich ore in the Mikado fills aslope 40 
feet high and 2 1-3 feet wide, and the 
richest ore is worth on a conservative 
estimate from $25,000 to $35,000 to a ton 
in free milling gold.

May Throw Light on Location of the 
Portland Wreek. 


Break Probably Caused by Fall 
of Machinery. 


Result of Dredging by Steataer Minia Awaited 
With Much Interest. 


Boston, Dec. 20.—The breaking of the 
Anglo-American cable on Nov. 27, the 
day of the great storm, which break has 
since been located seven miles off Peaked 
Hill bar, Cape Cod, is regarded as an- 
other clue as to the location of the wreck 
of the steamer Portland. 

The cable steamer Minia picked up the 
off-shore end of the break yesterday af- 
ternoon, and after buoying it left the 
work of getting the in-shore end of the 
cable and splicing the two until today. 
| It will not, therefore, be surprising, if, 
when the steamer finishes her work, there 
may be some new developments as to 
the whereabouts off the cape of the re- 
mains of the much-sought-for steamer. 

The Anglo-American cable, which lands 
at Duxbury, comes from St. Pierre, 
Miquelon, running in by the north end 
of the cape between Race Point and the 
Stell Wagen bank, which is about six 
miles off the end of the cape. The cable 
is used as a loop between this country 
and St. Pierre, at which latter place 
messages are relayed over the long cable 
to Ireland. 

On the morning of the great storm the 
cable operators at Duxbury suddenly 
found their communication with St. 
Pierre cut off. The electricians, after 
careful testing, located the break be- 
tween 20 and 30 miles from the Duxbury 
end, but owing to the fact that the Minia 
Was at work on the cable near St. Pierre 
her services were not secured until last 
week. She left Halifax Saturday after- 
noon and arrived off Cape Cod early yes- 
terday morning. 
|} It was the work of only a few hours to 
pick up the off-shore end of the cable 
| and establish communication to St. 

Pierre, and from that point to this city, 
but before a message could be sent to the 
Minia regarding indications of any 
wreckage, or as to the nature of the 
break in the cable, the steamer had 
buoyed the end of the cable and left the 
work of splicing it until today. A dis- 
patch from Provincetown states that the 
steamer put into that port for a harbor 
late yesterday afternoon. 

The point where the off-shore end of 
the break in the cable Is buoyed is seven 
miles east northeast of Peaked Hill bar, 
a point at which the majority of the life 
savers and the old sea captains on the 
cape seem to agree that the Portland 
foundered. The water here is between 35 
and 40 fathoms in depth, and the ebb tide 
runs out about one knot faster than the 
| flood tide comes in. 
| 


If, as it Is now believed, the steamer 
Portland went down some time between 
9 and 10 o’clock on Sunday morning, the 
tide at that time was within an hour of 
high water, and all the afternoon ran 
out with increased velocity, owing to its 
great height, by the end of the cape, and 
probably swept out to sea a great ma- 
| jority of the bodies of those on board. 
| At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the tide 

again turn | and rushed into the bay, 
bringing wi.. it a few of the bodies, and 
perhaps sone of those which the last of 
the ebb tide had released from the hull 
ofthe steamer. The first of these bodies 
was picked up off High Head life saving 


station, between 10 o'clock and midniknt 
on Sunday night, but all subsequent 
| bodies were found to the south of this 
point, the greatest number being re- 
covered 25 miles down the beach, be- 
tween Nauset and Chatham, 

The fact -hat some milk cans came 
ashore at Peaked Hill bars between7 and 
8 o’clock Sunday night, and a greater 
portion of the wreckage from the upper 
works of the steamer before midnight 
at that end of the cape, is accounted for 
upon the supposition that the entire 
| upper works of the steamer were swept 

ff of her at a considerable distance to 
the north of where she went down and 

were driven toward the cape by the 
northerly gale. The hauling of the wind 
to the wesi vard Sunday afternoon pre- 
vented any of this wreckage going into 


the bay west of Race Point, while the! 


ebb tide of Sunday afternoon and the 
flood tide of early evening carried the 
heavier articles, such as kegs of ale and 
butter, with the bodies, further to the 
south, 

The break in the cable was undoubt- 
edly the work of some vessel, and not due 
to the inclemency of the weather or the 
boisterous sea. No fishing schooner or 
coaster would have anchored in sucha 
depth of water at such a time, or even 
if she had done so, could not have held 
on to her anchors for two minutes in such 
a gale, so that the theory that the cable 
was parted by the ordinary means can- 
not be entertained in this case. 

It must have been broken by the sharp 
blow of some heavy body, such as the 
ponderous machinery of the Portland, 
although it is hardly probable that the 
machinery at that time was in motion. 
The above theory of the wreck, there- 
fore, leads to the belief that the steamer’s 
upper works were swept clear of her 
when she was a considerable distance off 
the end of the cape, and the rest of the 
hull, after being battered by the ga.e, 
at length plunged beneath the waves, 
seven miles east northeast of Peahed 
Hill bars, between 9 and 10 o'clock Sun- 
day morning, and in striking the bottom 
happened to hit the cable and broke it.

| THREE SOLDIERS KILLED 


| And Others Seriously Hurt by Fire and 
Explosion at Fort Adams, 
Newport, R. I, Dec. 20.—A fire, which 
broke out last night at Fort Adams, in 
the stables of light battery, F, Fourth 
artillery, not only destroyed the stables, 
but communicated to a neighboring 
gun shed, containing some powder, and 
the explosion which followed killed Pri- 
| vate Sullivan and two other men, ge- 


riously injured Private Street, Corporal | 


Bryan and Private Kerwin, while Pri- 
vates Weil, Salter, Power, Flannagan 
and Clay received painful burns, 
fire was caused by the explosion of a 
lamp in a wing of the stable, about 5:30 
| o’clock, the flames igniting some straw. 
One of the sentries gave the alarm by 
firing his rifle, and in a few minutes the 
entire garrison was fighting the flames. 
There were 150 horses in the stables 
when the fire broke out, but all were 
taken out. While the soldiers were 
doing their utmost to get the horses out 


fire, a gun shed, some distance back of 
the stables, caught fire, and, almost 
without warning, blew up. The ex- 
plosion was entirely unlooked for, and 
the force of it hurled a number of the 
soldiers high in the air, besides throwing 
cthers to the ground, where they were 
almost immediately covered with burn- 
ing timbers. 

Their comrades rushed in and suc- 
ceeded in hauling the unfortunate men 
out of the burning pile, but Sullivan was 
found to be dead, his body being hor- 
ribly burned and mangled. A search 
of the ruins after the fire disclosed the 
bodies of two soldiers, neither of which 
could be identified. 

The explosion also hurled burning 
brands onto the roofs of other buildings 
in the fort, but these small fires were 
extinguished except in the case of a 
barn belonging to battery H, which was 
destroyed. A portion of the fire depart- 
ment from this city went over to the as- 
sistance of the soldiers, and a detail from 
the training station also responded toa 
call for help. 

The explosion in the gun shed was 
entirely unlooked for, as no powdernwas 
known to have been there.

No extract can do justice to the 
lecture which was a beautiful and 
finished picture of the man and the 
products of his genius. It would be 
like taking a chip from a diamond or 
the fragment of a painting for the 
complete gem or picture. It was a rare 
pleasure to listen to the well cultivated 
voice; the simple, clear but most ex- 
pressive language; and the vivid de- 
scription of the accomplished speaker, 

The personal characteristics of 
Angelo, his wonerful moral and _ intel- 
lectual powers, and his peculiar artistic 
temperament, which often made him 
self-contained, morose and irritable, 
were graphically portrayed, and the 
analysis of his character was masterly, 
showing a profound appreciation of 
his genius as well as much study on the 
part of the speaker. 

The vile insinuations on the part of 
some writers as to the morality of the 
man, were stamped as false, for no 
man not pure could live and do the 
work he did. The great characteristic 
of Angelo’s works is thought. He did 
not care like the Greeks for mere form 
and beauty. His master pieces show 
thought and are all symbolic. Some 
detail, usually some important detail 
in all his works, is left unfinished. He 
intended that to represent the fact that 
nothing in life is ever finished but 
always in the process of becoming. It 
will bea long while before a better

SOUTHERN TRIP ENDS. 


Blue and the fray United In Honor- 
ing the President. 


Medal of Confederates Pinned 
Upon His Coat. 


Reference to Southern Dead Brings Forth Ap- 
plause In All Sections. 


Augusta, Ga., Dec. 20.—The demon- 
stration in Augusta last evening in honor 
of President McKinley was a fitting 
climax to hissoutherntour. At Wheeler 
Station, four miles from Augusta, the 
party left the train and entered car- 
riages. On the other side of the road 
leading to Camp McKenzie were drawn 
up six troops of the Third cavalry that 
saw service with General Shafter in 
Cuba. The public road passes through 
the camp, and on either side the various 
regiments were drawn up. 

After passing through the camp, the 
route lay through the United States 
arsenal grounds and the village of Sum- 
merville, where corps headquarters are 
located. In the heart of the city a re- 
viewing stand had been erected, and 
from this the president and his party 
reviewed the cavalry. The crowd was 
very great, and so was their enthusiasm. 
General Wheeler was the hero, Augusta 
being his birthplace. 

A unique feature of the demonstration 
waga company of uniformed veterans of 
the Confederacy with their battle- 
scarred flags waving with the Stars 
and Stripes. They were under com- 
mand of Major Withers, aged and bent, 
arrayed in the historic gray of the lost 
cause. The veterans stood in front of 
the president during his address, and no 
cheers in the vast throng were more 
hearty than theirs. 

The president was formally welcomed 
by ex-Congressman Black. The pres- 
ident responded briefly, giving expres- 
sion to ideas previously stated. 

General Wheeler, General Shafter, Sec- 
retary Alger, Secretary Gage and Post- 
master General Smith also spoke briefly. 
The party was then driven to the Com- 
mercial club where a reception was 
tendered on behalf of the citizens, anda 
repast was served. At7:30 the journey 
to Washington was resumed. 

Exthuslasm at Macon, 

The president and his party were re- 
ceived at Macon by the largest crowd 
which has gathered there since the last 
visit of Jefferson Davis to that city. 
Drawn up in front of the station was the 
Bibb county camp of the Confederate 
Survivors’ association, 400 strong, headed 
by Commander Wiley. As the president 
reached the old Confederates, Colonel 
Wiley addressed him as follows: 

“Mr. President: Weextend to you and 
your party a most generous, hearty and 
sincere welcome to our beloved city. 
You, sir, have endeared yourself to the 
hearts of all Confederate soldiers on ac- 
count of noble sentiments expressed by 
you in regard to our Confederate dead. 
I assure you that these old, maimed and 
infirm veterans who hav- met here to do 
you honor today appreciate such words 
of love and kindness and uttered, too, by 
the president of this great country and 
by one who was a member of the Union 
army in the sixties. I hope and pray 
that God in His infinite mercy may so 
direct the future legislation of this coun- 
try that the living Confederates will be 
remembered. This country and the 
stars and stripes belong as much to the 
Confederate veterans as it does to the 
Grand Army ofthe Republic. Thesouth 
proved its loyalty to this grand old coun- 
try when war was declared with Spain, 
and now, henceforth and forever she will 
be found ready to take up arms to defend 
our country and our flag. 

“Mr. President, on behalf of these 
brave and maimed Confederate soldiers 
of Bibb county, Georgia, I present to you 
this parchment engrossed in letters of 
gold, the beautiful sentiment expressed 
by you in our capital city in regard to our 
honored dead.” 

Dr. Roland B. Hall, another veteran, 
addressed the president asfollows: “Mr. 
President, on behalf of our noble dead 
and as Confederate veterans, we are here 
to manifest our appreciation of the noble 
and generous sentiment you have re- 
cently uttered. Do us the honor, sir, to 
accept and wear this badge of a Confed- 
erate veterans’ assoclation, which bears 
your likeness and words which should 
endear you to the heart of every Con- 
federate.” 

“I do not know that it will be proper,” 
said the president. 

The Badge Remains. 

“But you must,” said Dr. Hall, and 
without further ceremony, the president 
marched ahead with Judge Speer. The 
sight of the Confederate badge on the 
president’s coat, as he passed through 
the lines of veterans, called forth vo- 
ciferous cheering. 

The president wore the badge during 
his stay in Macon. One of General 
Wheeler's old cavalrymen also pinned a 
badge to the lapei of his major general's 
coat. 

The presidential party was driven in 
carriages to the stand where the presi- 
dent was to review the troops of General 
Bates’ division of General Wilson's army 
corps. As his carriage passed the Con- 
federate monument, an old Confederate 
teteran frantically waived a Confederate 
flag, while by his side was the son of 
the colonel of one of Georgia’s hardest 
fighting Confederate regiments, who 
was as vigorously waving the Stars 
and Stripes. When the president was 
abreast of them, the two flags were 
brought to a salute side by side. The 
incident seemed to appeal to the presi- 
dent. Emblazoned on the base of the 
monument were the words of the presi- 
dent about the graves of the Confederate 
dead. 

The sidewalks were packed all along 
the line of march, and Mr. McKinley and 
the other celebrities were vigorously 
cheered. 

After the review a great crowd gath- 
ered about the stand, though a steady, 
soaking rain was falling. Judge Emory 
who 


Speer introduced the president. 
spoke as follows: 

“It gives me very great pleasure to 
meet and greet the citizens of the city of 
Macon with many of whom I have been 


“meanor at common law and indictable 


associated in public !ife. lt has given me 
pleasure to witn he review of the 
soldiers of the- United States. 
much, indeed, has this nation to be 
thankful for at this hour.’ With what 
reverent gratitude we should express 
our thankfulness to Divine Providence, 
who has so tenderly cared for the Ameri- 
can people. We have been at war witha 
foreign power. That war ended after 
113 days of conflict, a conflict on two 
Oceans, a conflict in the east and West 
Indies, 12,000 miles apart, with 50,000 of 
our soldiers on distant shores and 20,000 
sailors and marines afioat with a loss in 
army and navy of less than 2000, and 
without the loss of ship or sailor or sol- 
dier or flag by capture. Never was there 
a more magnificent army mustered and 
never was an army mustered fora holier 
cause or under a more glorious flag than 
the Stars and Stripes. 

“On the 24th of this month, the day be- 
fore Christmas, our peace commission- 
ers will deliver.to the President of the 
United States a treaty of peace, peace 
with honor, peace with the blessings of 
liberty to struggling peoples east and 
west. 


Triumph Over Everything. 

“T congratulate my country on another 
fact: we have not only triumphed over 
our enemy, but we have triumphed over 
our own prejudices and are now a united 
country. 
“It has done my heart good to witness 
the demonstrations of patriotism from 
one end of this country to the other. Six 
weeks ago I went to the extreme west. 
I met the wave of patriotism there. I 
come to the south and I witness the same 
spirit of loyalty and devotion to a com- 
mon country with a common faith, under 
a common flag. 
“I know this great audience wants to 
see the heroes of the war—they are here 
with you—Shafter and Wheeler and Law- 
ton and Bates and others who were con- 
spicuous in the recent conflict, and I give 
way that you may have the pleasure of 
meeting them and other distinguished 
gentlemen who are in my party as I 
journey through the south.” 
The president's remarks 
quently interrupted by cheers. 
there was a loud call for General Wheel- 
er, “Little Old Fighting Joe,” as he was 
affectionately called. He responded 
briefly. 
General Shafter was next called for, 
and made a short speech. 
General Lawton would not speak, but 
appeared on the stand and bowed. 
General Bates said a dozen or more 
words, and then General Wilson took the 
stand. He made the speech of the oc- 
casion. He said,inconclusion: “But 
splendid as the president's work has 
been, there still remains greater work 
for him to do. It is glorious work. It 
is work which justifies the president in 
saying we are at last one, and that the 
Gonfederate soldier should receive the 
same treatment as the federal soldier. 
I hope to see the day when our flaQ 
shall float everywhere from the frozen 
north to the sunny clime of Central 
America. We are too big and powerful 
and progressive to have neighbors on 
this continent, and I trust that, before 
the next administration of the president 
closegy, the flag will fly over every foot 
of the continent from the northern ex- 
tremity of the Dominion of Canada to 
the gulf of Mexico.” 
The presidential party was taken in 
charge by the committee and driven 
about the city until it was time to take 
its departure for Augusta.

Bentiments Expressed by Mr. Young, Who Was 
Forced to Leave Utah. 


New York, Dec. 21.—About 200 persons 
attended the meeting of the woman's 
board of home missions of the Presby- 
terian church in this city yesterday. 
The object of the meeting was to in- 
augurate an aggressive campaign to 
prevent the seating of Brigham H. 
Roberts, an avowed polygamist, as rep- 
resentative from Utah in the Fifty-sixth 
congress. 

Rev. D. Stuart Dodge, secretary of the 
woman's board, opened the meeting, and 
Rev. William R. Campbell of Salt Lake 
City, for several year$ a Presbyterian 
missionary in Utah, introduced Eugene 
Young, a grandson of Brigham Young, 
and Mrs. Fannie Stenhouse. 

Mr. Campbell explained that Mr. 
Young was born in Utah and had to leave 
that country because of his determina- 
tion to speak his mind freely on political 
|matters without the dictation of the 
Mormon church. Mr. Young was re- 
ceived with great applause. He said 
among other things: 

“There seems to be a disposition in the 
east, particularly among the politicians, 
but even among the churches, to treat 
the revival of the Mormon issue as a 
minor matter. There is an inclination 
to view the election to congress of B. H. 
Roberts—a three or four-ply polygamist, 
still living in polygamy—as an unavoid- 
able outcome of old conditions in Utah 
and a mere question of personal moral- 
ity. Some day they will see, as those 
who know Mormon ambitions see now, 
that Mr. Roberts is a mere instrument, 
the representative of mighty forces. 
They will learn that through his election 
a people 300.000 strong have turned from 
American liberty and American moral- 
ity, and have taken the initial step to-

Good Afternoon. 


j The City Council should emphasize 
the fact that it is first of all working 
for the advancement of Quincy. It is 
possible to get as fine a banquet at The 
Greenleaf as one is willing to pay for, 
with the best of service. 


The administration of city affairs 
which accomplishes the widening of 
Coddington street, especially between 
Washington and Spear street, will have 
something to its credit. Now the en- 
trance is narrow and blind, and was 
dangerous for school children and 
travel before a location was granted for 
street railway tracks. This important 
thoroughfare to the Coddington school, 
the beautiful Mount Wollaston 
cemetey, the Poor farm, and to Houghs 
Neck and Germantown should not 
longer be neglected. It will be one of 
the most important improvements for 
the new City Council. 


It is now evident that the Sewerage 
Commissioners have made a grave 
error in allowing the attempts at sewer 
excavations to be carried on after 
November 1. The Ledger and a large 
number of our citizens protested against 
it at the time, but to no purpose. It 
could be easily seen at the beginning 
of the winter that it would be folly to 
allow new trenches to be attempted to 
be opened. The Commissioners failed 
to see it. Ihe work was continued and 
not ordered discontinued until the 
heavy winter storms had set in and 
buried the streets under snow, and the 
frost had begun to work into the 
ground, thus not only effectually re- 
tarding work, but preventing the finish- 
ing of that which was already begun. 

It is generally understood that any 
kind of street work undertaken after 
the first week in November isa haz- 
ardous undertaking, and nine times out 
of ten likely to result disastrously, not 
ouly to those who are doing it, but also 
to the general public, who have rights 
over such thoroughfares. 

In the present instance every sewer 
trench in the city should have been 
filled and levelled by the first of 
November, and work suspended until 
spriug. The rigor of a New England 
winter is not to be trifled with, even 
by Sewerage Commissioners. 

A good example of this winter work 
policy can be seen at Brook street, 
Wollaston. From Farrington to 
Arlington streets all traffic is suspended, 
making a great inconvenience not 
only to the abutters, but to all people 
who have occasion to use the Wollas- 
ton loop of the Quincy & Boston street 
railway. As it now is, it is impossible 
for at least fifteen residences to be 
reached by wagons for the purpose of 
delivering coal or groceries. In case 
of fire the consequences are fearful to 
contemplate. Other streets in the city 
are similarly afflicted. 

Provided the Wollaston sewer con- 
tractor was not in financial straits, it is 
extremely doubtful if the street could 
have been clehred for traffic until 
spring. When this embago will be 
raised is problematical. 

The Sewerage Commissioners have a 
grave responsibility on their hands.

A WARNING TO OTHERS. 


Engineer Getchell Sentenced to Two 
Years Imprisonment. 


Conviction Important Because 
of Its Effect. 


Judge Sheriman Reviews the Case and Defines 
Criminal Negligence. 


Dedham, Mass., Dec. 21.—As primarily 
responsible for the death of Franklin W. 
Waters in the railroad accident at 
Sharon last August, where four persons 
“were killed and many injured, Daniel W. 
Getchell, convicted of manslaughter, was 
sentenced by Judge Sherman in the su- 
perior court yesterday to two years at 
hard labor in the Dedham house of cor- 
rection. 

Getchell was the engineer of a second 
section of a train on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, which at 
7:30 p. m. on Aug. 21 ran into the front 
section of the train which was makinga 
regular stop at the Sharon station. It 
was shown that Getchell disregarded 
and ran past a danger signal which was 
set behind the first section, and his re- 
sponsibility for the accident was clearly 
shown. 

Before the sentence, his counsel, 
Thomas E. Grover, made a short plea for 
mercy on the ground that there was noth- 
ing malicious in his conduct, Contrary 
to his usual custom, Judge Sherman 
made a few remarks before passing the 
sentence, saying: 

“The defendant is charged by indict- 
ment with manslaughter by criminal 
negligence in causing the death of a 
passenger, and he has been convicted of 
that offense, after a fair trial before a 
conscientious and intelligent jury. The 
law of criminal negligence, involuntary 
manslaughter, is not very well under- 
stood, especially by persons whose at- 
tention has not been called to this branch 
of the law. Indictments for this offense 
are not very common. The following 
are some of the cases where indictments 
have been found by grand juries: 

“Against a physician, not qualified to 
act as such, who with a foolhardy pre- 
sumption of gross recklessness causes 
the death of his patient; an apothecary 
who is reckless in filling a prescription 
which causes death; a hunter who reck- 
lessly discharges his gun across a high- 
way, killing a traveler; a builder who 
carelessly throws material upon a 
traveler in the street below; a teamster 
who recklessly drives over a child in ths 
street, causing death; a switch tender 
who fails to turn his switch, thereby 
causing the death of a passenger. 


“In this class of cases it is not claimed- 


that there was “malice” or intent to do 
wrong. Such negligence is of omis- 
sion as wellascommission. The persons 
who are indicted for this offense are 
generally of good.character. The object 
of the law is to protect the innocent from 
injury or death by the wrongful and 
negligent acts of others. 

“The defendant is 39 years of age and 
has been in the employ of railroads for 
many years as brakeman, fireman and 
engineer. He has run an engine on 
freight trains, a switch engine at Mans- 
field, and an engine on passenger trains 
more or less and over this same section 
of road. He admits that he understood 
the rules of the road. and his duty as such 
engineer. He knew that he aas torun 
the train of five cars from Mansfield to 
Boston, following the first section of the 
train with the same number of cars, and 
that it was his duty not to run into the 
train ahead; that he started from Mans- 
field four minutes behind, knowing that 
the first section might have to make two 
stops (neither of which he made) before 
reaching Sharon, an intermediate sta- 
tion; that when he reached the banjo 
signal, about one mile outside of Sharon, 
he saw the red signal indicating 
danger, and that, under the rules of the 
road, a copy of which he had in his 
pocket, it was his duty to bring the train 
toa full stop, and then proceed ata rate 
of speed not exceeding six miles an hour 
with his engine under control, so as not 
to come into collision with the train 
ahead. 

“Instead of obeying the rules, he passed 
the danger signalat the rate of 30 or more 
miles an hour, until he came around the 
curve near the Sharon station and in 
view of the signals of the train in front, 
at which time he did all he could tostop, 
applying the emergency brake, reversing 
his engine, and then jumping off the 
train; but it was too late and his engine 
crashed into the train, killing five per- 
sons and Injuring many others. He had 
a friend riding with him on the engine 
in violation of the rules of the road. 

“What is his excuse or defense? He 
says that his brake did not work very 
well, and that he could not stop at the 
banjo signal without, at that time, ap- 
plying his emergency brake or reversing 
his engine, neither of which he thought 
himself required to do. 

“Locomotive engineers generally are 
entitled to the respect and confidence of 
the public. They have the lives of a 
great number of passengers in their care. 
They are generally careful, faithful and 
brave, sometimes being compelled to act 
upon the instant, and acting coolly and 
with the best judgment. Their own 
lives are constantly in danger. A jury 
always hesitates to convict one of their 
number, except when compelled to do so 
where they have been guilty of gross 
carelessness. The jury were here in- 
structed not to find the defendant guilty 
if they believed his evidence, nor unless 
they found him gullty of gross negli- 
gence. I am informed by the district 
attorney that the railroad corporation 
took no part in the prosecution. 

“What sentence should be imposed 
upon the defendant? He is a man of 
good character and standing. Probably 
he has already suffered much from the 
fact that these lives have been lost on 
account of his negligence. 

“The importance of a conviction and 
sentence where the facts and law require 
it is more valuable for its effect and 
warning ‘to others in like cases not to 
offend’ than upon the defendant. The 
sentence may do him no good, nor make 
him a better citizen, but it will have a 
tendency to warn other engineers not to 
be guilty of criminal negligence.” 
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CONGRESSIONAL DOINGS, 


Acquisition of the Philippizes Discussed 
In Both Branches. 

Washington, Dec. 21.—The house yes- 
terday listened to the first speech cn 
the subject of the annexation of the 
Philippines. Mr, Williams of Missis- 
sipp!, a Democratic member of the for- 
eign affairs committee, in an hour’s 
speech, stated his opposition to a policy 
which would bring the islands under the 
sphere of United States influence. Heo 
contended that it would be hostile to the 
spirit of our institutions to assume con- 
trol over 9,000,009 unwilling subjects, 
that annexation would cost us $140,900, - 
000 a year, that the annevation of the 
islands met none of the tests which ap- 
plied to our past acquisitions of ter- 
ritory, and would be a mistake from a 
social, political and material standpoint. 
Mr. Williams’ remarks received careful 
attention, and several times drew ap- 
plause from his Democratic colleagues. 

The agricultural appropriation bill 
was passed without material amend- 
ment. It carries $3,696,322, or $187,120 
more than the current law. Several 
resolutions from the river and harbor 
committee, calling upon the secretary of 
war for estimates as to the cost of cer- 
tain proposed river and harbor work, 
were adopted. 

The commerce committee of the house 
decided to take up the Nicaragua canal 
question upon the second Tuesday in 
January. There will be no hearings, 
The committee fixed Jan. 6 for passing 
upon the pure food bill. 

Mr. Hawley of Texas introduced a bill 
to amend the act incorporating the 
Maritime Canal company. It has been 
approved by a majority of the sub-com- 
mittee of interstate and foreign com- 
merce. The bill follows other bills in 
many particulars. . 

The house committee on postoffices 
yesterday authorized a favorable re- 
port on the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Loud of California, providing 
for the amendment of the laws relating 
to second-class mail matter. No 
changes were made in the bill by the 
committee, 

Senator Teller occupied the first half 
of yesterday's session of the senate with 
a speech in advocacy of the theory that 
there are no restrictions upon the right 
of the United States to expand its 
borders so as to include far distant ter- 
ritory. He went quite thoroughly in the 
legal points bearing upon the question 
and also incidentally discussed at some 
length the form of government for the 
Filipinos, saying that he would en- 
courage self-government among the isl- 
anders, and would give them the most 
liberal government which they were able 
to conduct, but that he would not take 
down the American flag where once 
planted. 

The remainder of the session 
given up to the Nicaraguan cana! bill. 
Senator McCaffery was the only speaker 
en this subject, and he opposed the Mor- 
gan bill.

Von Der Ahe'’s Attitude, 

St. Louis, Dec. 21.—Talking about the 
move to bring the Cleveland Baseball 
club to this city, Chris Von Der Ahe says 
that he has not opposed it. “Iam will- 
ing to make any sacrifice,” he says, ‘‘to 
give St. Louis a first-class team, even to 
giving Mr. Robinson an interest in the 
club, but I am not willing to turn my 
whole business over to Robinson and let 
him come here and runit. Besides that, 
there is plenty of St. Louls capital lying 
around that can be invested to strength- 
en the club without calling on an out- 
sider.” 


Got Out In a Hurry. 
New York, Dec. 21.—The plant of the 


Chrome Patent Leather company in 
Newark was destroyed by fire last 
night. One hundred girls and 200 men 


were at work in the building when the 
flames broke out. They had not even 
time to secure their street clothing. 
The girls screamed and jostled each 
other while getting out, and the escape 
became a panic. No one seems to have 
been severely hurt, but several were 
knocked down and badly bruised. The 
loss is $100,000. 


Had Rough Experience. 

Boston, Dec. 21—Bark J. H. Bowers 
arrived yesterday from Kosario, after a 
long, trying voyage, during which time 
the provisions became almost exhausted, 
and the crew lived on one biscuit a day 
for three weeks, until the steamer Waes- 
land came along and supplied the de- 
ficiency. The long passage of the Bow- 
ers caused considerable anxiety concern- 
ing her, and many feared she had suf- 
fered disaster in the great blizzard of 
Nov. 27. Her cargo is valued at about 
$200,000. 


Superintendent True’s Case. 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 21.—The resigna- 
tion of Superintendant of Public Build- 
ings True, who is under suspension, was 
presented to the board of aldermen last 
night, and acceptance was refused. The 
Democrats voted against acceptance, 
thereby preventing the election of a suc- 
cessor.

Two sets of foot 
prints were found in the snow outside 
of the house which may be evidence 
that the dead man had a pal, although 
the foot prints might have been made 
by others this morning. 

Chief Litchfield and Inspector 
Ferguson went in town this noon to see 
what could be learned from the address 
found on the body.

IN COLLISION. 


Wife of Quincy Man Injured in 
Eleetrie Car Accident. 


The wife of Mr. Philip Pfaffmann, a 
former resident of Wollaston‘ was 
among those seriously injured in an 
electric car collision at Leicester on 
Wednesday. Mr. Pfaffmann is a son 
of Mr. Martin Pfaffmann of the Wollas- 
ton Park nursery, and now resides at 
Valley Falls. His wife’s left foot was 
crushed and she was taken to the 
Worcester City Hospital. It is feared 
that it will be necessary to amputate 
the member. Others did not escape 
so fortunately, as two have died. Five 
other passengers were injured, and also 
the two motormen and one conductor. 
A heavy fog prevailed at the time. 

The collision took place near St. 
Joseph’s Catholic church, only a few 
rods from the place where the line 
branches off from the main road to 
ran through the fields, making a 
circuit to get up the steep hill which is 
covered by the village of Leicester. 
To accommodate the Christmas week 
traffic, extra cars had been put on the 
Leicester branch of the Worcester & 
Suburban road, and one of these, an 
ordinary box car, running on 10-minute 
headway left the Leicester car barn at 
2.15. 

One of the regular cars of the line, a 
new heavy vestibule car, left Woicester 
at 1.40. It should have waited on the

In Congress. 

Washington, Dec. 22.—The absence of 
a@ quorum of the senate yesterday saved 
Senator Proctor’s resolution, provid- 
ing for the appointment of a committee 
of senators to investigate the conditions 
in Cuba and Porto Rico during the ap- 
proaching long recess of congress from 
decisive defeat. An effort was made 
by Mr. Daniel of Virginia to obtain con- 
sideration of the resolution, but his 
motion mustered only 8 of the 38 votes 


cast. No business of importance was 
disposed of at yesterday’s session. Only 
some routine business, including the 
passage of a few private pension bills, 
was transacted.

With the exception of 
the nomination of Major Philip Reade, 
to be lieutenant colonel and inspector 
general, all the nominations, covering 
about 200, are of officers of the following 
regiment The First, Second and Third 
volunteer cavalry and the First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth and Tenth volunteer in- 
fantry. The nominations range down- 
ward from lieutenant colonel. 

The last session of the house before 
the holiday recess lasted but an hour. 
fhe Bailey resolution, directing an in- 
restigation of the right of the members 
who volunteered in the Spanish-Amer- 
iean war to seats in the house was 
ndopted, and several bills of minor im- 
portance were passed.

HAWAIIAN “CROWN LANDS.” 
Queen Lil Protests to Senate That They 
Are Her Private Property, 


Washington, Dec. 21. — Ex-Queen 


Liliuokalani yesterday sent to the sen- 
ate the following protest against the ap- 
propriation of the crown lands of Hawaii 
by the United States: 


EX-QUEEN LILIUOKALANIL 
“To the Senate of the United States: 

“I, Liliuokalani of Hawaii, named heir 
apparent on the 10th day of April, 1877, 
and proclaimed queen of the Hawaiian 
Islands on the 20th day of January, 1891, 
do hereby earnestly and respectfully pro- 
test against the assertion of ownership 
by the United States of America of the 
so-called Hawaiian crown lands, 
amounting to about 1,000,000 acres, and 
which are my property, and I especially 
protest against such assertion of owner- 
ship as a taking of property without due 
process of law and without just or other 
comy sation. 

“Therefore, supplementing my protest 
of June 17, 1897, I call upon the president 
and the national legislature and the peo- 
ple of the United States to do justice in 
this matter and restore to me this prop- 
erty, the enjoyment of which is being 
withheld from me by your government 
under what must be a misapprehension 
of my right and title. 

“Liliuokalani.”

To Muster out 50,000. 


The Journal reports that the Cabinet 
at a meeting in Washington on 
Wednesday decided that existing condi- 
tions justified a further reduction of 
the miliary forces of the United States, 
and the Secretary of War was in- 
stracted to arrange for the immediate 
muster-out ef 50,000 volunteers. The 
details for the execution of this order 
have not yet been arranged and it is 
impossible as yet to ascertain what 
organizatinons will be first selected for 
discharge from the miliatry service. 
Several of the volunteer organizations 
in the Philippines undoubtedly will be 
included in the number. It is said 
that the volunteers to be mustered out 
will be distributed as equitably as 
possible among the several States and 
ina general way the first regiments 
mustered in will be the first to go out.

Washington, Dec. 22.—While the offi-

In the brief record of the proceedings 
of the naval war board, an unknown 
hero is brought to light in the person of 
Ensign H. H. Ward, who at the begin- 
ning of the war was on duty in the 
navigating bureau. He volunteered for 
secret service duty, and his exploits, 
about which nothing has been said in 
the past, may well be placed on record 
beside those of other heroes. Withina 
week after the declaration of war, En- 
sign Ward disguised himself and went 
straight into the heart of the enemy’s 
country, making his headquarters at 
Cadiz, the principal Spanish naval sta-

Following it is a 
report to hi overnment on the same 
engagement | Admiral Montijo, the 
commander-in-chief of the ill-fated 
Spanish fleet. The admiral depicts the 
bad condition of the Spanish fleet and 
defenses. He 
Castilla was incapable of maneuvering 
on account of her bad condition, while 
the defenses at the entrance of Subic bay 
were very backward. With much dis- 
gust he found that the guns which 
should have been mounted were delayed 
a month and a half, and he was no less 
disgusted to find that reliance was had 
for the defense of the port upon a few 
torpedoes, not properly placed. Find- 
ing Subic bay defenseless, the Spanish 
squadron repaired to the bay of Manila 
to meet battle under less unfavorable 
conditions. The admiral avoided the 
city, not wishing to draw fire upon it, 
and prepared his fleet for action, paint- 
his vessels a dark grey, and having the 
fires spread and springs on all the cables. 
He says that the forces of Dewey's ves- 
sels, leaving out transports, amounted 
to 21,410 tons, 49,290 horse-power, 163 
guns, many rapid-fire; 1750 men, and an 
average velocity of 17 miles. Against 
this power of his only five effective ships 
Was 10,111 tons, 11,200 horse-power, 76

Another shell ex- 
ploded on the poop and put out of ac- 
tion nine men. A fresh shell exploded 
in the officers’ cabin, covering the hos- 
pital with blood, destroying the wounded 
who were being treated there. Another 
exploded in the ammunition room. I 
had to flood the magazine when the car- | 
tridges began to explode. One large 
shell penetrated the fire room, putting | 
out of action one master gunner and 12 
men serving the guns; another rendered | 
useless, the starboard bow gun, and, while 
the fire increased astern, another fire 
started forward from another shell. 
The boardside guns continued firing un- 
til there were only one gun and one sea- 
man remaining unhurt for serving them. 
The ship being out of control, the hull, 
emoke pipe, and mast riddled with shot, 
or confused with the cries of the!

General Shafter’s Estimate of, the 
Santiago Expedition.

Washington, Dec. 21.—General Miles 
yesterday communicated to the war in- 
vestigating committee his unwilling- 
ness to volunteer testimony, and a mes- 
sage was sent to the adjutant general 
directing him to request the appearance 
of General Miles before the board. No 
reply had been received up to 2 o'clock, 
when General Shafter unexpectedly ap- 
peared. 

General Shafter gave a detailed ac- 
count of his preparations for the San- 
tlago expedition. His plans were 
changed three times by the department 
and once he started, but was called back 
by the report of Spanish warships off the 
coast. The transport fieet was not suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate 17,000 men 
for any length of time at sea, but all were 
£0 anxious to go that he risked consider- 
able crowding to take all the men pos- 
sible. He admitted that he took chances 
in doing this, but said the weather was 


Apparently the first suggestion of the 
organization of the flying squadron 
which was to divert Admiral Camara’s 
squadron from its voyage to Manila 
came from Dewey, for in a dispatch of 
June 27, he says: “In my judgment if 
the coast of Spain is threatened the 
squadron of the enemy will have to re- 
turn,”’ and that was exactly what hap- 
pened,

ELECTRIC CAKS COLLIDED, 


Two Persons Killed and a Dozen More 
or Less Injare«d. 

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 22.—3 a elec- 
tric car collision on the Worcester and 
Suburban road near Leicester yesterday 
afternoon, John Kerrigan, aged 45, and 
Walter H. Holbrook, aged 19, were killed, 
and a dozen other passengers were more 
or less seriously injured. The accident 
was due large!y to a thick mist. A larg> 
vestibuled car leaving this city for 
Leicester at 1:40 o'clock had reached the 
top of what is known as Leicester hill, 
where it is supposed to wait on a switch 
for the regular Worcéster-bound car 
So far as can be learned the men in 
c_arge of the car attempted to steal the 
switch and meet the usual! in-bound car 
on the next turnout. This car was in 
charge of Conductor Michael J. Galien 
and Motorman Thomas Hiney, and was 
fairly speeding over the icy tracks when 
the other car loomed up in the fog. 

The next instant thefe was a mighty 
crash and without a moment's warning 
or an opportunity for escape, 20 people 
were involved in the horrors of a wreck. 

Both of the persons killed and those 
most seriously injured were upon the 
city-bound car in charge of Motorman 
George Hutchins and Conductor George 
Matoon. Kerrigan was pinned between 
the seats and instantly killed. Hol- 
brook, who was riding upon the front 
platform, was thrown under the wreck- 
age and was suffering intense agony 
when extricated. He was removed toa 
hospital, where it was found that both 
legs and one arm were broken, and that 
he had sustained severe internal injur- 
fes. He died two hours later. 

Motorman Hutchins jumped just be- 
fore the collision and saved himself from 
almost certain death. His car was tele- 
scoped while the vestibule car was not 
badly damaged. 

No arrests have been made. This is 
the third serious accident that has hap- 
pened upon the line during the past year. 


From Capital’s Standpoint. 

Boston, Dec. 22.—The New England 
Shoe and Leather association, although 
40 years old, had its first banquet last 
night in this city. Governor Wolcott 
was there for a few minutes and spoke 
briefly, laying stress on the prospects of 
new markets in the territory over which 
our flag is now flying for the first time. 

The after dinner speeches touched upon 
trade prospects and also upon labor 
troubles. President Rice criticised labor 
unions and their action towards manu- 
facturers, and such workmen who re- 
fused to obey their dictation. He said: 
“Tt is our duty, individually and united- 
ly, to make a stand against this inter- 
ference between employer and employed 
until the evil is removed. 

“As conducted now, these organiza- 
tions, or the secret councils which claim 
to represent them, are daily violating 
the principles on which New England 
government was founded. If we do not 
eliminate this baneful influence that 
plants itself in the path of industry, the 
manufacturing establishments which 
have made New England what she is 
will, one by one, be transferred to more 
favorable localities.” 

Among the many other speakers were 
Ara Cushman of Antrim, Me., who de- 
clared that the tariff question, if left in 
politics, would never be settled. S. H. 
Howe of Marlboro and others also spoke. 


Mails Delayed. 

Santiago, Dec. 22.—Considerable an- 
noyance is felt here because the post- 
master did not forward the mails by the 
United States cruiser Cincinnati, which 
left here Tuesday night for Havana.

Poland's Salt Mines. 

The salt mines of Wieliezka, near 
Cracow, Poland, were mentioned in 
1044, and have been worked since 1240. 
The first map of the mines was made in 
1638 by Martin German, a Swedish 
mine surveyor. The eizht shafts now in 
existence are from 207 to 985 feet deep, 
and the length of the levels now open 
is 345,000 feet, with 115,500 feet of 
underground tram lines. Between 1772 
and 1892 about 3,000,000 cubic yards 
have been excavated of salt. Machine 
drills are now used, and compressed 
powder is employed in blasting. About 
1,187 pounds of powder are used per 
ton of salt produced. The present levels 
are 734 feet high by 64 feet wide.

Llorsepower. 

Watt, the great improver of the steam 
engine, introduced into the vocabulary 
of machinists the term horsepower. 
When be first began the manufacture of 
steam engines, he experienced much 
difficulty in ascertaining from his dis- 
tant customers what sized engine they 
required, and they were not !ess puzzled 
how to communicate to him the infor- 
mation. He was frequently guided, 
however, by their mentioning the pum- 
ber of horses which the engine ordered 
was designed to replace. Acting upon 
this hint, he ascertained by experiment 
that the very strongest of the London 
brewers’ horses (animals of wonderful 
size and strength) could exert a force 
equivalent to raising 33,000 pounds one 
foot ina minute. This force he called 
one horsepower, and adopted it as the 
standard in regulating the size of steam 
engines. Now, not one horse in 100 is 
able to exert that degree of strength. A 
steam engine of ten horsepower can, in 
reality, do the work of about 20 horses. 
—New York Ledger. 


Legend of the Tea Plant. 

Dharma, the ascetic priest, was the 
son ofa king of India. He went into 
China, and for the space of nine years 
he remained in contemplation ina tem- 
ple. Later he went to Japan, and he 
died on Mount Katavka. He imposed 
upon himself, as the first role of his 
life, privation from sleep.

FRIENDSHIP OF RUSSIA 


Must Be Retained If We Would Profit 
by Open Door Policy, 


—

Central Asia Will Be World's 
Greatest Market. 


A Glimpse at the Present and Future Con- 
ditions of the Slav. 


London, Dec. 23.—Unusual facilities for 
observing what is going on in Russia 
have been enjoyed by John W. Book- 
walter of Ohio, who has just returned 
from a three months’ journey through 
that country. 

Mr. Bookwalter was allowed to go 
everywhere, to see everything and to 
take hundreds of photographs, thanks 
to special permits issued to him by the 
minister of the interior on the applica- 
tion of the United States ambassador 
at St. Petersburg. During his journey 
he conversed with the governors of 
provinces and with military and civil 
officials of ali kinds. 

“Everywhere I found,” said Mr. Book- 
walter, “the kindest and most friendly 
feeling towards America and Americans, 
end heard many expressions of satis- 
faction over America’s success in our 
war with Spain. To this there was not 
a@ single exception. Wherever I went 
everything was thrown open to me 
simply because I was an American. 

“America’s best open door to Central 
Asia and China is through Russia. Al- 
ready all the locomotives and rolling 
etock on the railways are of American 
manufacture. Central Asia will in the 
near future be the greatest market in 
the world for markets of all kinds, and 
our obtaining the virtual monopoly of 
this market depends on our retaining 
the friendship Russia now has for us. 
A great surprise to the world is in prep- 
aration in that part of the earth, and it 
will come, I very Not 
many years will elapse before the world 
will see Russia, England and China com- 
bining for the partition of Asia. The 
very force of circumstances will bring 
this about. England and Russia will 
never be able to agree on a partition of 
China between themselves. Still less 
will they allow the other powers to share 
with them in the spoils of that empire. 
They will be forced to defend China, 
which alone is helpless, against the rest 
of the world and to share with her the 
domination of Asia. 

“The alliance of England, Russia and 
China, or two-thirds of the human race, 
will be such an alliance as history has 
never yet seen, and it will be one which 
will give peace to the world for cen- 
turies. All its interests will make for 
peace and it will be able to dictate terms 
to the rest of the world. 

“America has very little to gain by an 
open door to China. That country isan 
industrial one; and whatever we may 
now be able to sell to them the Chinese 
will soon be able to make for them- 
selves. One day, and that day is nearat 
band, whatever China buys from the 
rest of the world will reach her through 
Russia and Central Asia. 

Kussian Energy. 

“Russia in last three years has 
done more to open the doors to China 
than England and all the rest of the 
world has done in 50 years. Noone who 
has not seen it with his own eyes can 
have the faintest conception of what 
Russia has done and is still doing in 
Central Asia. 

“I have traveled over 1200 miles of 
railway which she has built from the 
Caspian sea to Tashkend, in Turkestan, 
over a branch of this line which runs to 
the northern frontier of India, over an- 
other branch which goes from Mery to 
the border Afghanistan. This last 
branch was not completed when I was 
there, but it will be open to traffic next 
week. There are also Russian lines all 
along the Persian frontier and pene- 
trating into that country, either com- 
pleted or rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. All the work on these lines has 
been done by soldiers who, in their way, 
are not in Russia as elsewhere, non- 
producers. 

“All this tremendous Asiatic railway 
system is owned and operated by the 
government. All the lines are admir- 
ably built and splendidly equipped. 
Why, I saw a bridge across the Amu- 
daria, in Central Asia, at a point where 
the river is three miles wide, that cost 
£0,000,000 and is the greatest 
piece of engineering work ever accom- 
plished. There is nothing like it any- 
where else in the world, the celebrated 
Forth bridge, near Edinburgh, not ex- 
cepted 

‘Wherever I went I cities and 
tow ging up, such as Askobad., in 
Turkomania, for example, which already 
has 25,000 inrabitants. Near Merv the 
ezar is building a magnificent palace. 
New Bokhara, 12 miles from Old Bok- 
hara, has 12,000 inhabitants. The Rus- 
sian policy in Central] Asia is not to bring 
the new and old into too close contrasts, 
and she builds her railway stations a 
few miles away from the old centers of 
population, thus forming new and en- 
tirely modern centers 

‘Where do the 
inhabit these towns? 
pean Russia. The government is turn- 
ing her surplus European population 
into Central Asia, just as the United 
States turned the surplus population of 
her Atlantic states into her great west- 
ern territories. What I have just seen 
in Central Asia is almost an exact repro- 
duction of what I witnessed years ago in 
Illinois, Indiana and Missouri, when the’ 
emigrants from the east were pouring 
into the west. No human power can 
stay the onward march of the Slav 
through Russia which will be the fea- 
ture of the 20th century, just as the 
march of the Anglo-Saxon through 
America has been the feature of the 19th. 

“Already, thanks to the railways, Rus- 
sia cam at any time pour her armies 
across the frontiers of India by the same 
routes that Alexander, Tamerlane and 
Kubla Khan marched to the conquest of 
eastern Asia. Russia today has 25,000,000 
teserves, all of whom have served in the 
army from three to five years. 

“The United States will be committing 
& woeful mistake if she fails to retain 


the friendship of this great world power 
ef the future.” é

The boys are dressed in fantastic 
style, with tall paper caps on and pa- 
per fringe a.ound their jackets, wear- 
ing masks to conceal their identity. 
They are called the ‘‘mummers,’’ and 
go from house to house of their friends, 
invariably receiving a kind welcome 
and a little treat at the end of the per- 
formance. They also take upa penny 
collection, and everybody hasa penny 
for the mummers who afford so much 
amusement. 

In our early history there is abun- 
dant scope for the youthful playwrights, 
and the object of their performances in 
holiday week might be some charity in 
which boys are the beneficiaries, such 
as a treat of ‘‘goodies’’ to a dozen news- 
boys or bootblacks, to get supplies for 
a sick boy or the like. 

The Indian in our early history is as 
good as the knight element for a stir- 
ring play for mummers—Massasoit 
and his tribe, in war paint, feathers and 
blankets, on the one side, and on the 
other the prim Puritans, in broud 
brimmed hats and short breeches. 

Or the Pocahontas and Powhatan 
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drama, with John Smitb, the hero, and | 


a band of cavaliers to make it lively. 
The boys of Boston Common and the 
red coated Britishers was an eyisode to 
inspire their fraternity of today, and it 
would be great fun for our laddies in 
Christmas week to dress up and illus- 
trate the valor of their ancestors, as 
their English cousins annually com- 
memorate some otherwise forgotten 
achievement of feudal days.—Phila- 
delpbia Record. 


The Kissing Ball, 

A green ball to suspend over the 
Christmas dinner table is made by fas- 
tening two keg hoops together, one with- 
in the other,*turning each way like an 
open globe. Twine princess pine around 
each hoop and put in sprigs of holly 
here and there. This indeed is similar 
to the old ‘‘kissing bunch,’ which is 
seen in many old fashioned homes in 
England.

of outside protection around Mr. 
| Shaw’s house that night, and that the 
inmates were helplessly locked in the

|which Shakespeare tell us is “ tired 
| nature’s sweet restore?.’’ . 
| The burglar had it all his own way. 
Everything seemed favorable to his 
complete success. He had roamed the 
house at will, collected his booty such 
as it was, the window of retreat stood 
open, and he was just on the eve of de- 
parture. No alarm had been given, no 
interference was offered, and one step 
more and he would be as free as the 
air. But he never took that step. In 
the act of doing so, there was a flash, 
a sharp report, and he rolled dead upon 
| the floor. 
| The dispoiling of the house was 
prevented. How? Not by the police, 
ithey were not within sight or sound. 
Not by the inmates, they were sleeping 
the sleep of the just. By the hand of 
| Providence then? Yes, but Provi- 
| dence chooses human agencies to carry 
out its plans, and in this case the agent 
which served Providence as the instru- 
jment of retribution and protection, 
was a pervous or blundering accom- 
plice, who managed to let off the gun 
in the right direction at the right time. 

But for him the robber would have 
escaped, without the least intending 
it, the thief’s own ‘‘ pal’? armed with 
his own revolver, shielded Mr. Shaw 
and his property. He stood there the 
unconscious guard between the sleep- 
ing home and the robber guest. 
Might it not be wellto enlarge upon 
this idea and turn it to a practical 
}account? Would it not be feasible to 
establish a department in all our towns 
and cities whose duty it should be to 
| furnish such valuable assistants to 
| principals i in such enterprises ? 

If each burglar could be attended to 
ie that eflicient manner, what an en- 
couragement it would be to law and 
order. Think how effective it would 
be as a safe-guard to society. It would 
almost do away with the necessity of 
outside protection, and the police need 
only be retained for public parades or to 
give sympathetic shelter to the accom- 
plice should he happen to lose his way 
on the road after the performance of 
his good deed. We merely throw, out 
the suggestion for what it is worth.

Dr. Lyman Abbott, pastor of Plym- 
outh church, Brooklyn, Henry Ward 
Beecher’s Successor and one of the lead- 
ing preachers of the century, resigned 
his charge the other Sunday morning.

There are great 
advantages in preaching in a pulpit to 
which past history has given a national 
character, but he who occupies such a 
pulpit cannot escape the obligations in- 
volved in the fact that his utterances 
are always liable to be reported far and 
wide and taken as an expression not 
only of the church, but of that unor- 
ganized party of progress with which 
this cburch has always been associated. 
The obligations involved in the editorial 
office have increased even more. Toadd 
the further duty of supervising the 
spiritual industry of a church which, 
with its two branches, is scarcely less 
than three churches, and the preaching 
in this age of singularly commingled 
spiritual doubt and spiritual activity to 
such a congregation as gathers here ev- 
ery Sabbath day and to the wider con- 
gregation which listens to the echoes of 
this pulpit is—to this conclusion I have 
been very reluctantly forced—more 
than my strength is any longer equal to. 

“IT have endeavored to avoid the in 
evitable conclusion. Perhaps I should 
still have hesitated and delayed had not 
a warning been given me this fall which 
scarcely needed the doctor’s interpreta- 
tion. He tells me frankly that I am 
using up vital energies faster than na- 
ture suppliesthem. He imperatively de- 
clares that I must prepare to discon- 
tinue the attempt, and leaves me no 
option but to withdraw from the pas- 
toral work and devote myself to the 
equally responsible but quieter work of 
the pen. I have therefore no choice but 
to resign into your hands the office 
with which for these ten years you have 
honored me.”’ 

He said his work with the church 
would not cease immediately, but could 
not continue beyond the present season. 
He continued: ‘‘I can never resume the 
labors of a pastorate, but I hope in oc- 
casional ministries to carry the gospel 
of God’s Jove in Jesus Christ to other 
congregations who perhaps need it more 
than you, because it is less familiar to 
them. I love Plymouth church. Here 
40 years ago I first learned that God is 
love, not merely Jaw; here first received 
the illumination which comes from the 
recognition of the glory of God in the 
face of Jesus Christ; here received the 
inspiration which renewed my earlier 
desire to enter the Christian ministry. 
When 11 years ago I came back here, it 
was as a man comes back to the home 
of his boyhood. No other church ever 
was or ever can be to me what Plym- 
outh church is and has been.”’ 

Dr. Abbott, who has been more than 
ever in the public eye of late because 
some of his assertions about the Bible 
stirred up men of less liberal views, is 
now 68 years old. His view of Jonah’s 
adventures with the whale resulted in 
widespread criticism in January of 1897. 
He said at that time in a lecture: 

“It makes no difference whether a 
great fish swallowed Jonah or rot. No 
man is better for believing the story and 
no man is worse for not believing it. 
Obrist used fiction in parables in his 
discourses. Some people may be dis- 
turbed because they cannot bring them- 

selves to believe the whale story. They 
should not go on their knees and ask to 
be coerced into believing it. The fool- 
ishness is in believing unbelievable 
things.”’ ’

, LEGAL AID FOR POOR WOMEN 


Society Formed In New Jersey to 
Furnish It Practically Free. 

At the Woman’s club, 17 Center 
| street, Newark, N. J., there was formed 
the other morning an organization for 
the purpose of giving uid to poor women 
and children who are involved in law- 
suits and other legal complications and 
are unable to pay for legal advice. It 
| was decided to call it the New Jersey 
Legal Aid Society For Women and 
Children. The meeting was called to 
order by Mrs. Emily E. Williamson of 
Elizabeth, secretary of the State Chari- 
ties Aid association and president of 
the State Federation of Women’s Clubs.

workers of the state. Lawyer Mary 
Philbrook was one of the speakers. 

After a long discussion of the subject 
a committee Was appointed to prepare a 
plan.

| Taylor of the Women’s Union league, 
Newark; Miss Cecilia Gaines of the 
Jersey City Women’s club, Miss Mary

Bourne of the state W. ©. T. U., Mrs. 
James Benny of the Bayonne Charity 
Organization, Mrs. S. R. Krom of Plain- 
field, Mrs. Cornelia Bradford of the So- 
cial Settlement, Jersey City, and Mrs. 
B. F.-Carpenter of Roselle. 

One of the strongest motives of the 
society is the necessity for aiding poor 
women to obtain wages from employers 
who systematically rob their employees 
of sums too small to be worth suing for 
under ordinary conditions. The society 
proposes to charge a 10 cent retaining 
fee for collecting sums over $10 and 
nothing for jess amounts. —New York 
Sun. 


VERY RARE DISEASE. 


Kansas City Woman Unable to Open 
Her Mouth For Twelve Years. 

The rarest disease under treatment by 
Kansas City surgeons is perhaps a case 
of muscular anchylosis of the inferior 
maxillary. The patient isa young wom- 
an 18 years old, a domestic in the house- 
bold of D. J. McMillen, dean of the 
Western Dental college, who is now 
superintending her treatment under the 
college clinics. 

For 12 years the patient has not been 
able to open ber mouth. When 6 years 
old, she hada spell of sickness which 
s0 affected the muscles of the lower jaw 
as to destroy their usefulness. The teeth 
are pressed together so firmly that only 
by exerting the greatest force can they 
be separated sufficiently to admit the 
point of a toothpick. Two front teeth 
were removed, so that she is able to 
take soft food and drinks. 

The jaws are now being forced apart 
gradually by meansof thin stee! wedges. 
When the wedges are withdrawn, the 
patient is directed to work her lower 
jaw with her hands, so as to restore to 
the muscles their lost elasticity and 
strength. The dental surgeons expect 
to effect a perfect cure.—Kansas City 
Worid. 


Islands at a Nickel Aplece. 

An islard for 5 cents ssems an ab- 
surdity, but one situated in the strait 
of Mackinac was sold for that price re- 
cently by the register and receiver of 
the Marquette land office. The island 
in question is Rock island. It was put 
up ina bunch with Goose, Eagle and 
Haven islands and sold tothe highest 
bidder, who happened to be William 
St. James of St. Ignace. - None of the 
islands contuins an entire acre. Mr. St. 
James bid $1.25 an acre for the prop- 
erty. As Rock island contains just one- 
twenty-fifth of an acre its purchase price 
was 5 cents. Green island, another tiny 
bit of land which was put up at the 
same sale, was purcbused by Thomas 
Dwyer of this city. The same price 
was paid.

rabbits, and as many hares, 2,735 snipe, 
2,077 woodcock, 1,393 wild duck, 567 
deer, 12 buffalo, 11 tigers, a couple of 
rhinoceroses, and 9,000 assorted, making 
a total of 316,699 for the entire period, or 
about 11,000 annually. This is a record 
which the most industrious market 
shooter in this country would needs 
work hard to equal.

Turnstile in Wollaston Depot 
Fence to be Removed. 


Work was begun yesterday on a 
new exit for the Wollaston station, to 
take the place of the two turnstiles. 
The new exit will be simply a gate to 
be opened only for the outward bound 
trains. It will be operated from the 
ticket office by levers and rods similar 
to those used for the turnstiles. 

Although this is far from what the 
Wollaston people desire, it will un- 
doubtedly be an improvement over the 
dirty and dangerous turnstiles. 

The road should give to the city, or 
at least allow its use by the iohabi- 
tants, the conerete walks which abuts 
op the station grounds on Newport 
avenue and which is now enclosed by 
the fence.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL 


@ay Form a Basis For Modification 
of Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, 


Relinquishment of Rights by 
Great Britain 


Gay Be Followed by Asking For an Equivalent 
- in Matters Reciprocal. 


> - 


Washington, Dec. 24.—It is accepted 
as little short of certain in the best in- 
formed official and diplomatic circles 
that negotiations will be opened soon 
toward so modifying the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty as to meet the conditions of 
the present day concerning the Ameri- 
can construction and control of the Nic- 
@raguan canal, but the British ambas- 
sador, Mr. Pauncefote, has not thus far 
received any instructions to open ne- 
gotiations on this subject, nor is there 
any intimation that instructions are 
about to be received. 

The United States charge d’affairs at 
London, Henry White, is at present the 
guest of Lord Salisbury, and unofficial 
cable reports have indicated that the 
vigit might have some connection with 
the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. In diplomatic quarters here 
this construction is not placed upon the 
visit, which is said to be quite in line 
with the socia] features of the holidays. 
If, however, it had an official signifi- 
cance, there are phases likely to come up 
outside of the abrogation of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. 

The president's recent message, in 
referring to the American construction 
of the canal, was misinterpreted by the 
English press to mean that the United 
States intended to disregard the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty, and go ahead with 
the canal without reference to England. 
This view was promptly disavowed by 
Officials here. 

Since then there has been about time 
for the official mail to reach London, and 
this doubtless permits a fuller clearing 
up of the erroneous impression that the 
English p and public, and possibly 
the officials, took of the president’s ref- 
erences tothe canal. It is felt that this 
better understanding may naturally lead 
up to instructions from the foreign office 
to take up the whole subject. 

The state department originally did 
not contemplate a formal opening of 
negotiations to secure the desired 
amendment of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty until congress had made some 
progress, at least, toward the enactment 
of the Nicaraguan canal bill, the de- 
partment wishing not to be placed in 
the false position of negotiating for an 
object which congress might, before the 
conclusion, deem to be undesirable. It 
may be taken for granted that the in- 
itiation of negotiations will be an evi- 
dence of the president's conviction that 
congress will pass some acceptable canal 
bill before adjournment. 

Although the gain to English com- 
merce that may be fairly expected to 
result from the construction of the canal 
by the American government will make 
the waterway as important to Great 
Britain as to the United States, there 
is still evidence going to show that the 
British government may ask for a quid 
proquo. It is suggested with consider- 
able plausibility that in consideration of 
the relinquishment of her rights in the 
Nicaraguan canal, England may ask for 
Canada a much more liberal reciprocity 
treaty than could be arranged under ex- 
isting conditions.

A RECORD BREAKER. 


Btate of Trade For This Month Is With 
out a Paralle'. 


New York, Dec. 24.—Bradstreet’s to- 
gay says: Current business conditions 
furnish some sharp contrasts to those 
usually looked for or reported at this 
teason of the year. It is, of course, 
reasonable to look for exceptional ac- 
livity in hoHday and retail trade gen- 
trally at this season, and in this respect 
the most sanguine expectations appear 
Ww have been realized. Probably never 
before at this date, however, was the 
tourse of general business so animated 
as it is at present. 

Speculative activity is no longer con- 
fined to the stock market, but has wid- 
ened to include wheat and copn among 
the cereals and cbpper among the metals, 
while the rush of business in iron and 
sieél seems little, if any, abated, and 
tome lines, notably cotton goods and raw 
wool, are displaying an activity and 
Strength which would have been wel- 
comed at any time for a year past. 
Prices of securities and of staples alike 
furnish examples of aggressive strength. 

In the iron trade no signs of flagging 
Interest are to be discerned, but rather 
more pronounced activity in new direc- 
tions. All the old strength of prices is 
maintained, and in some lines, notably 
billets, wire rods and bars, further ad- 
vances are to be reported. In many 
lines the country’s production seems to 
be heavily sold ahead, and the utmost 
confidence is expressed as to present 
values being maintained or still further 
increased. In other metals, too, a sym- 
pathetic rise is to be discerned. 

The foreign demand for cereals con- 
tinues unabated, any slight price re- 
action being taken advantage of by 
foreign buyers. Wheat closes the week 
with quotations well up to the highest 
paid this autumn. The strength of 
wheat has been enhanced by sympathy 
with the growing speculative interest in 
corn, for which the highest prices paid 
for three years past have been recorded. 

Cotton displays notable strength, and 
the market for the manufactured prod- 
uct is very firm at the recent advances, 
print cloths, in fact, being higher than 
for a year past. The cheerful tone of 
this industry and the steady demand 
from abroad at the higher quotations 


conduces to a more cheerful tone of busi- 
ness at the south, and predictions of in- 
creased speculative activity in the raw 
product. 

Increased activity In speculative 
| buil y is re “ded as foreshadowing 


an active busi s in this industry with 
the turn of the year. 

In other lines of general trade and in- 
dustry reports are as a rule favorable. 
Business failures are of normal volume, 
and bank clearings make exceptionally 
good comparisons with preceding pe- 
riods. 

Business failures for the week number 
212, against 234 last week, 280 in this week 
& year ago, 327 in 1896 and 316 in 1895. 


Dun’s Review, 

New York, Dec. 24.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: It is a 
year beyond parallel, and goes to its 
close with the biggest volume of business 
ever seen. Enormous transactions at 
the Stock Exchange make some differ- 
ence, as do heavy railroad earnings, but 
when all the transporting and specula- 
tive interests are eliminated there is still 
@ much larger business than in any other 
month of any year. Last year the ex- 
ports were in volume greater thaninany 
previous month in the history of the 
country, but this year the three weeks’ 
report shows an increase of 25 percent 
against 9 percent in imports, which would 
indicate much more than $70,000,000 ex- 
cess of exports this month. Untilnowno 
greater volume of business has ever been 
done in the history of this country than 
in the closing month of this year. 

Little need be said of the stock market, 
which has been so strong this week and 
for weeks before that none could lose 
except the sellers. 

Shipments of wheat have been 4,285,- 
704 bushels, flour included, at Atlantic 
ports, against 3,698,321 last year, al- 
though western receipts for three weeks 
have been 25,088,581 bushels, against 10,- 
809,929 last year. Corn exports also have 
been 3,824,836 bushels, against 4,540,613 
last year, and for the month thus far 
11,012,138, against 10,867,407 last year. 
The price has advanced about 2% cents, 
but the continued foreign demand is as- 
tonishing. 

If the cotton manufacture takes a 
leading place this year it is not merely 
because raw cotton is an eighth lower 
than a year ago, nor because prospects 
for buyers are thought good. The manu- 
facture has been much expanded by in- 
| creased demands, so that prices of nearly 
jall the goods quoted in our report have 
advanced more or less, and there is a 
feeling that with unreasonable accumu- 
lation of print cloths out of the way, 
there is a brighter prospect for all goods. 

Sales of wool have been large, with 
emall as well as large manufacturers 
buying freely, which indicates a general 
|improvement in the demand for goods,

The 
range of prices is mearly 20 percent lower 
than in 1892.

SILVER AND EXPANSION 


Declared by Bryan to Be the Prob- 
lems That Face the Country, 


Former Cannot Be Relegated 
to the Background. 


Thinks the President Has Misinterpreted Pub- 
lic Sentiment on Imperialism.

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 24.—William J.j 
Bryan returned to Lincoin yesterday and 
was tendered a reception by the Woman's 
Bimetallic league. He was introduced 
by Governor Holcomb, who formally 
welcomed him home and complimented 
him on his patriotism in enlisting in the 
army. 

After thanking his neighbors for their 
cordial welcome and complimenting the 
members of his regiment, Colonel Bryan 
justified his resignation as follows: 

“I had five months of peace in the 
army and resigned in order to take part 
in a fight. I am as much interested in 
the people of the United States as I am 
in the people of Cuba, and unless I am 
mistaken in judging we are called upon 
to meet more important probiems in the 
United States just now than will con- 
front our army in Cuba. Some of these 
problems were under discussion before 
hostilities began, others have been thrust 
upon us as a result of the war. Let me 
improve this, my first opportunity, to 
assure you that my zeal for the reforms 
advocated a few months ago has notin 
the least abated. Vital questions can- 
not be killed or buried, and we were deal- 
ing with vital questions when the call to 
arms resounded through the land. 


“The American people have not ac- 
cepted the gold standard as final. It 
has wrought more injustice in our coun- | 
try during the last 25 years than Spain 
has wrought in all her colonies, and op- 
position to it will grow until the gold and 
silver coinage of the constitution is fully 
restored. The trusts which now flourish 
in defiance of laws are more merciless | 
than Weyler was, and the new trust— 
the paper money trust which is seeking 
to obtain control of all the paper money 
of the nation—is a greater menace to the | 
country’s welfare than any foreign foe. 

“There are, however, two new ques- 
tions which demand immediate atten- 
tion, because congress is asked to act 
upon them at once. The president rec- 
ommends that the regular army be per- 
manently increased to 100,000 men. This 
question must be met now or not atalk” 

Taking up the subject of imperialism, 
Mr. Bryan said that the president had 
misinterpreted the sentiment of the peo- 
ple. They were opposed to giving the 
Philippine islands back to Spain, but 
they had not as yet declared in favor of 
embarking upon a colonial policy. So 
great a change, he said, could not be 
undertaken without more investigation 
and deliberation than the people had yet | 


given to the subject. 

The principal part of Mr. Bryan's 
speech was devoted to the Philippine] 
question. He referred to President Mc- 
Kinley’s inquiry, ‘‘Who will haul down 
the flag?” and replied: 


“The flag is a national emblem and is 
obedient to the national will. It was} 
made for the people, not the people for | 
the flag. When the American people 
want the flag raised they raise it; when 
they want it hauled down, they haul it 
down. The flag was raised upon Cana- 
dian soil during the war of 1812, and it 
was hauled down when peace was re- 
stored. The flag was planted upon 
Chapultepec during the war with Mex- 
ico and it was hauled down when the war 
was over. 

“The morning papers announce that 
General Lee ordered the flag hauled down 
in Cuba yesterday, but it was raised too 
soon. The tlag will be raised in Cuba 
again on the first of January, but the 
president declares in his message that it 
will be hauled down as soon as a stable 
government is established. Who will 
deny to the people the right to haul the 
flag down in the Philippines, if they so 
desire, when a stable government is es- 
tablished? 

“Our tlag stands for an indissoluble 
union of indestructible states. Each 
state is represented by a star, and every 
territory sees in the constitution a star 
of hope that it will some day take its 
placein the constellation. What is there 
in the flag to awaken the zeal or reflect 
the aspirations of vassal colonies which 
are too good to be cast away, but not 
good enough to be admitted to the sister- 
hood of states? 

Shall we keep the Philippines and 
amend our flag? Shall we add a new 
star—the blood star, Mars—to indicate 
that we have entered upon a career of 
conquest? Or shall we borrow the yel- 
low, which in 1896 was the badge of gold 
and greed, and paint Saturn and his 
Tings to suggest a carpet-bag xovern- 
ment with its schemes of spoilation: or 
shall we adorn our flag witha milky way 
composed of a multitude of minor stars 
representing remote and insignificant 
dependencies? 

“No, a thousand times better to haul 
down the Stars and Stripes and substi- 
tute the flag of an independent republic 
than to surrender the doctrines that give 
glory to ‘old glory.’ It was the flag of 
our fathers in the years that are gone. it 
is the flag of a reunited country today: 
let it be the flag of our nation in the years 
that are to come. Its stripes of red tell 
of the blood that was shed to purchase 
liberty; its stripes of white ffroclaim the 
pure and heaven-born purpose of a 
government which derived its just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed 
The mission of that flag is to float, mae 
over a conglomeration cf common- 
wealths, but over ‘the land of the free 
and the home of the brave,’ and to that 
mission it must remain forever true.” ?

ON NEW YEAR’S DAY. 


Control of Cuba Will Pass to the United 
States at Noon, 

Havana, Dec. 24.—The United States 
&nd Spanish military commissioners yes- 
terday aereed upon the program for the 
change of flags on Jan. 1. Just before 
12 o'clock the American war vessels will 
fire a salute of 21 guns in honor of the 
Spanish flag. 

At noon Spanish flags on the various 
bublic buildings will be lowered; and 
immediately thereafter the Stars anc 
Stripes will be hoisted over El Morro and 
the public buildings of the city, while 
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| Spanish artillerists at Cabanas fortrese 
will salute the American flag with 21 
guns, Spanish Warships in the harbor 
participating in the salute. At the 
same hour the Spanish troops, if any 
remain in the city, will be paraded in 
barracks and will render proper salutes 
to the American forces passing. d 
Just before noon the United States 
and Spanish military commissioners, 
General Jiminesz Castollanos, the Span- 
ish captain general, and the ranking 
American officer in Cuba—Major Gen- 
eral John R. Brooke, if he arrives in 
time, and otherwise Major General Lee 
—will assemble at the palace. The 
Spanish commissioners will then for- 
| mally surrender the government to the 
United States commissioners, who will 
immediately transfer it to the American 
| feneral commanding. After this the 
various functionaries wil] remain a 
while to receive those who may wish to 
pay their respects, or incoming author- 


ities. 
It was agreed at the joint meeting that 


the Spanish troops remaining in*Cuba | 


after Jan. 1 should be considered in the 
light of foreign troops in a friendly 
country, and be accorded the privileges 

| usually granted under international law. 
The quarters, buildings and grounds oc- 
cnpied by them are to be covered by 
the immunities of extra territoriality; 
and further stipulations were entered 
into respecting the prevention of any 
disturbance of public order consequent 
upon their presence. 

Matanzas and Cienfuegos will doubt- 
less be the only places where Spanish 
troops will remain after Jan 1, and 
Cienfuegos will be evacuated last. The 
Spanish sick in the hospitals will re- 
main under the safeguard of the Amer- 
ican flag, the Spanish authorities pro- 
viding medicines and attendance, with 
food, and repatriating them on recovery.

Missing Schooner Turns Up at Philadel.

It is a terrible 
poison, but in a plaster it cures the 
| cramps of cholera; it reduces boils when

strengthens the heart when taken in-

commissioners on the part of Spain for 
the final ceremonies and regulations to 
be observed and carried out on the first 
Cay of January and thereafter until all 
Spanish troops shall have embarked for 
repatriation, and the same is published 
for the guidance of the inhabitants and 
others outside of the Santiago district. 

The undersigned desire in this public 
manner to impress and enjoin upon all 
the people of the island the necessity for 
strict compliance with the terms of this 
agreement to the end that public order 
and due respect for the gravity of the 
occasion may prevail, and especially to 
admonish all classes of people to exercise 
self restraint and moderation and refrain 
from giving cause of offense or irritation, 
and from the exhibition of excitement, 
undue manifestation of feeling or from 
doing any act calculated to produce irri- 
tation or bad feeling. 

For nearly four months this commis- 
sion and other officials of the United 
States have been under the protection 
of the Spanish authority. They have ex- 
tended to us the mostscrupulouscourtesy 
and consideration, and not one unpleas- 
ant incident has marred our sojourn here 
in their midst, and now that our posi- 
tions are soon to be reversed and they 
are to become our guests and entitled to 
our protection, we must see to it that they 
enjoy the same immunity and considera- 
tion. Apart from the eminent propriety 
of such a course, the best interests of all 
classes, Cubans, Spaniards and Ameri- 
cans, will be thereby subserved. Acting 
under a sense of duty to the people and 
our government we give notice that any 
violation of the terms and provisions of 
this agreement will be resented and of- 
fenders brought promptly to justice. 

Representing all classes and interests 
we shall be governed by the strictest im- 
partiality with the sole purpose of pro- 
moting the rehabilitation and pacifica- 
tionofCuba. The preservation of peace, 
the security to persons and property, and 
the establishment and maintenance of 
government with just laws impartially 
administered are indispensible to the 
welfare and happiness of the people. We 
therefore confidently Mvoke the aid and 
co-operation of the inhabitants in ac- 
complishing these ends.

The agreement is as follows: Whereas, 
the convention entered into on the 16th 
day of November, 1898, between the com- 
missioners of the United States and the 
commissioners of Spain, provides that 
the final evacuation of the territory of 
Cuba and adjacent Spanish islands by 
the forces of Spain shall be completed at 
12 o’clock meriden on the first day of 
January, 1899, and says that if for un- 
avoidable reasons the embarkation of 
Spanish forces shall not be completed on 
the date herein fixed, in such case suit- 
able and convenient places shall be 
designated for the residence of the re- 
maining Spanish troops until their em- 
barkation shall be accomplished, it being 
well understood, however, that these 
troops will not be ejected from their 
quarters during the time that they must 
necessarily remain there, leaving them in 
their quarters and the sick in hospitals 
under the safeguard of the armies of the 
United States until they can be sent 
home, and, 

Whereas, notwithstanding all the ef- 
forts made by the Spanish authorities 
faithfully and promptly to carry out the 
provisions of the aforesaid convention, 
there will still be a number of Spanish 
troops !n the province of Matanzas and 
Santa Clara whom it will have been im- 
possible to embark for their native coun- 
try before the first of January next.

The Spanish troops remaining unem- 
barked on the first of January shall re- 
main undisturbed until their embarka- 
tion to Spain in their respective quar- 
ters, buildings and grounds, actually 
then occupied by them, and during that 
period shall enjoy the privileges and 
immunities usually accorded by the rules 
of international law governing foreign 
troops ina friendly country. The quar- 
ters, buildings and grounds actually oc- 
cupied by said troops will be considered 
as being covered by the privileges of 
extra territoriality, the responsibility 
for keeping good order in places thus 
occupied being upon the authorities of 
the United States. The commanding of- 
ficer of the Spanish forces in the event 
of public disorder will place himself in 
communication with the commanding 
officer of the United States forces and, 
in concert with him, carry out such 
measures for the suppression of disorder 
as they may jointly agree upon, or which 
they may have formulated in advance 
for the prevention and suppression of 

disorders. 
= Spanish officers in command of 
troops will give due notice to the nearest 
commanding officer of the United States 
forces of intended departure from quar- 
ters for their respective points of em- 
jon.

Hospitals with their sick attendants 
and medical officers evacuated there will 
be under the protection of the army of 
the United States, the Spanish authori- 
ties providing everything necessary for 
the care, subsistence and transportation 
for the sick so detained, and for repatria- 
tion upon recovery. 

The general in chief of the Spanish 
army agrees that his officers and sol- 
diers will preserve the most exact dis- 
cipline, and in event that any should 
enter the houses and lands of private 
persons without consent of owners he 
shall severely punish the offenders.

Sunday the Quincy Police again 
visited Gloucester and made a further 
investigation and found another sailor, 
named Charles Matson, who said he 
had been fishing with Hanson, had 
boarded with him, eaten at the same 
table with him, and knew him well. 
He immediately recognized the photo- 
graph and to make the matter sure 
agreed to come to Quincy and look at 
the remains. This he did Monday, 
arriving here at 9.50, Halls under- 
taking rooms were visited and as soon 
as the face of the unknown was un- 
covered exclaimed ‘‘That is Hanson.’’ 
He also called attention to a peculiar 
cast in the right eye, which had es- 
caped notice until he called attention 
to it, when all present remarked it. 

This seems to leave ho doubt but 
what the unknown is Charles Hanson. 
Matson does not give Hanson a very 
good character. He says that he was 
born in Sweden and that he has fre- 
quently been in jail for thieving. 

This would seem to identify the un- 
known as Charles Hanson, and unless 
the original turns up when the sailing 
vesse] returns, which is expected in a 
few days, it will be generally accepted 
as his name.

Although many believe that the so 
called Clayton had nothing to do with 
the murder, the police have been very 
anxious to find him, and Monday after- 
noon Officer Larkin was sent to Boston 
to see if he could recognize the dead 
man as the fellow he held up. 

Officer Larkin was siruck by the re- 
semblance of the body at the morgue in 
Boston and the fellow whom he had in 
charge Thursday. Many of the points 
between the two men tallied, but there 
was enough uncertainty about it to 
cause Officer Larkin to hesitate before 
he would say positively whether it was 
the same one or not, but he returned to 
Quincy under the impression that it 
was. 

Today, Night Officer Hanson who 
was with the supposed pal for two or 
three hours visited the Boston morgue 
to see if he could connect the two. 

Acting upon the theory that the two 
are one and the same man, the police 
are inclined to think that the unknown 
found at Crescent Avenue took his 
own life out of remorse for having 
killed his pal.

all her passengers and crew were 
drowned, but that the place of founder- 
ing was unknown. The petitioners also 
state that the losg of life and property 
occurred without the knowledge of the 
petitioners and “occurred by the act of 
God and by perils of the sea,”’ and with- 
out fault on their part. 

The petition refers to the two suits al- 
ready brought against the company for 
loss of life, states that other suits are 
about to be brought and prays: “That 
the court appoint a trustee to whom the 
steamer Portland, her appurtenances an¢ 
freight there pending may be trans- 
ferred; that a commissioner be appoint- 
ed to receive proofs of claims; that a 
notification be issued to all persons 
claiming damages to appear before the 
commissioner and prove their claims; 
that those who have already brought 
suits be enjoined from proceeding fur- 
ther; that the court will adjudge the 
company not liable for any claim in con- 
sequence of the loss of the Portland, orif 
any liability gver existed that the com- 
pany be discharged therefrom by the 
surrender of the wreck of the steamer 
and the freight pending. 

The hearing on the petition will occur 
before Judge Webb in a few days. 


Atlanta’s Bad Record. 

Atlanta, Dec. 27.—Henry Perry, a well- 
known citizen of Atlanta, was shot and 
instantly killed yesterday in a house on 
Madison street by John A. Milam. The 
men had a desperate fight for a revolver, 
which Milam finally secured. Florence 
Livingston, who lived in the place, en- 
deavored to separate the men, but failed. 
She afterward told the authorities that 
she did the killing and presented a pistol 
as the weapon used, but all the chambers 
were filled. A passerby caught Perry as 
he fel] and heard him say he had been 
killed by Milam. 

Mike Day, 17 years old, a cripple, shot 
and instantly killed Frank Fluery at 
noon. Day says he discharged the 
weapon without looking. Harry Fluery, 
brother of the dead boy, says Day point- 
ed the pistol directly at the child. He 
declares that Day and his brother quar- 
reled several days ago, but Day says he 
was friendly with little Fleury. 

Levi Patterson shot and killed Tom 
Foster, who was intoxicated and trying 
to pick a quarrel. 

Special Officer A. J. Cavender of the 
Fulton bag and cotton mills was shot, 
perhaps fatally, by Jesse Owen, an em- 
ploye of the cotton mills. Cavender 
went to arrest Owen, who fired on him. 


Quiet at Washington. 

Washington, Dec. 27.—All the execu- 
tive departments were closed here yes- 
terday, and most of the private business 
houses, also. At the White House, the 
day was rather quiet, although during 
the morning the president was in his 
office and saw several prominent callers. 
Christmas presents have been received 
at the White House from many parts 
of the country. One of the last to ar- 
rive was a beautiful mocking bird from 
a gouthern admirer of the president. 
The bird was in a pretty cage, decorated 
with ribbons, and began to sing im- 
mediately upon being taken into the 
house.

FROM THE KLONDIKE, 


Population and Cost of Living on the 
Decrease at Dawson, 


Seattle, Wash., Dec. 27.—The steamer 
Farralon has arrived from Alaska with 
a number of passengers from Dawson 
direct, who came out over the ice. The 


trail is good and a large number of peo- 
ple are on the way out. 

Among the passengers is Jack Carr, 
Yukon mail carrier, who left Dawson 
Noy. 21. He says the © population of 
Dawson City has materially decreased, 
it now being estimated at 16,000. Cost 
of living has also decreased, good meals 
costing but $1. There will be no food 
shortage this winter. There is little hope 
of the mail service being kept up be- 
tween Dawson and the outside world 
this winter. 

Thistle creek, on the American side, is 
attracting considerable attention, pans 
averaging $25 being reported. 

The execution of the four Dawson 
murderers, Ed Henderson, Dawson Jim, 
Joe Nantuck and —— White, has been 
fostponed until March. Nov. 1 was set 
as the day of execution. It is said that 
Indians of Alaska have petitioned Gov- 
ernor Brady of Alaska to go to Wash- 
ington to represent them. 

The body of J. P. Candenhead, a Do- 
minion land surveyor, was found frozen 
in the ice on Klondike river near Daw- 
son on Oct. 7. He had left Sulphur 
Creek the day previous and in the night 
had broken through the ice. Unable to 
pull himseif out, he slowly froze to death 
with his hands spread on the ice. Be- 
fore losing consciousness he took his field 
notes and papers from his pockets and 
threw them from him so that they might 
be picked up and saved. 


oc Datel e e 
Drowning Accideuts, 

Boston, Dec. 27.—A skating accident, 
due to the breaking of thin ice on Lev- 
erett pond, in the park system, Sunday 
afternoon, brought sorrow on Christmas 
day to three homes. More than a score 
of other children were precipitated or 
fell into the water, and were rescued 
only by prompt action on the part of 
witnesses of the accident. The chil- 
dren drowned were: John Clatten- 
burg, 11; Arthur Collins, 12, and Emma 
Miller, 14. The bodies of all three were 
recovered, that of little John Clatten- 
burg at the time of the accident and be- 
fore death ensued, he expiring on the 
embankment. The two other bodies 
were not recovered until 10 p. m., after 
over five hours’ search. 

Woonsocket R. I., Dec. 27.—Herman 
Kiseo, 12 years old, and Arthur Leed- 
ham, 9 years old, were both drowned 
while skating on Harris’ pond yester- 
day afternoon. The boys skated over 
some thin ice and broke through. Kis- 
eo’s body was recovered, but that of 
weedham still remains in the pond. 

Ind ans Want Cash. 

Spokane, Wash. Dec. 27.—Indlan 
Agent Anderson and Allotting Agent 
Humphrey have been trying to allot 
lands in severalty on the Colvill Indian 
reservation, peopled by 900 Indians, but 
have met with resistance, the Indians 
being opposed to survevs and allot- 
ments unless the government pays for 
the land. There are 1,500,000 acres on 
the reservation, and the government 
contends that the Indians have no right 
to it. The government proposed to 
allot 80 acres to each Indian and give 
them nothing more. ‘The Indians de- 
mand that they be paid $1,500,000, claim- 
ing this under the report of a commis- 
sion made many years ago. A truce 
has been secured on the promise that the 
two chiefs will be taken to Washington 
to see the president. Under the truce, 
surveys are proceeding. The Coville 
reservation contains a number of thriv- 
ing mining towns. 


Pana’s “Merry Christmas,” 

Pana, Ills., Dec. 27.—The Christmas 
festivities here resulted in innumerable 
drunken brawls and encounters between 
union and negro non-union miners. 
Eleven of the latter are in jail and as 
many more are nursing serious wounds. 
Two negroes fought a duel with knives 
in West Pana, and both were badly cut 
up. James Meyers, a non-union miner, 
Was assaulted last night by unknown 
persons and his injuries are reported to 
be fatal. A negro miner named Snyder 
attempted to shoot his wife yesterday. 
A bystander turned the gun and the 
charge entered Snyder’s right lung, mak- 
ing a fatal wound. The provost guard 
arrested 20 persons, among them City 
Treasurer Corwin, Mine Operator Over- 
holt, ex-Deputy Sheriffs Buckley and

JUSTIN SMITH MORRILL. 


Long and Honorable Career of Ver- 
mont Statesman Ended, 


An Attack of Grip Developed 
Into Pneumonia. 


Represented His State at Washington For a 
Period of Forty-Four Years. 


Washington, Dec. 28.—Senator Jus- 
tin Smith Morrill of Vermont, the nestor 
of the senate, died at 1:25 this morning 
of pneumonia, the after effects of the 
srip. 

Last Wednesday, when congress ad- 
journed for the holiday recess, Senator 
Morrill was in his seat in the senate, ap- 
parently as well as ever. Despite his 
advanced age, being in his 89th year, the 
senator has always preserved his vi- 
tality and his full mental faculties. He 
has been regular in his attendance at 
the senate, and has followed its business 


with the greatest attention.

With him when the end came was his 
sister-in-law, Miss Louise Swan; his son, 
James; Mr. Benjamin Durfee, for a long 
time associated with the senator in the 
finance committee work at the capital, 
and Colonel S. E. Chamberlain, an inti- 
mate friend. Senator Proctor was inthe 
house at the time, as were also several 
other friends. ‘The senator never re- 
covered from the unconscious state into 
which he lapsed early Monday, and his 
death was calm and peaceful. 

No definite funeral arrangements have 
yet been made. It is altogether likely 
that public services will be held in the 
senate chamber, but just when cannot 
now be stated. The remains of Mrs. 
Morrill, who died during the present 
year, are now in a valut at Rock Creek 
cemetery, near this city, and it may be 
that the senator's body will be deposited 
there pending removal to Strafford, Vt., 
where a mausoleum is now in course of 
construction. 


In the death of Hon. Justin Smith 
Morrill the senate lost its senior mem- 
ber in point of service and its oldest in 
age. He had served continuously in the 
senate for more than 31 years, and he 
was 88 years of age on the 14th of April 
last. With the single exception of Hon. 
Galusha Grow of the house of represen- 
tatives he was the only man in congress 
whose congressional career began prior 
to the beginning of the Civil war, and 
he had the honor over Mr. Grow in that 
his congressional service had been con- 
tinuous, covering, in the senate and 
house combined, almost 44 years. 

Mr. Morrill was a native of Vermont. 
He was first elected to the house from 
that state as a member of the Thirty- 
fourth congress, taking his seat at the 
first assembling of that body after the 
4th of March, 1855. He was re-elected to 
the Thirty-fifth, Thirty-sixth, Thirty- 
seventh, Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth 
congresses, and was in 1867 elected to the 
senate to succeed Hon. Luke P. Poland. 
He had held his seat in the senate since 
that date without interruption, having 
been elected six times successfully. His 
present term, for w hich he was chosen 
in 1896, would not have expired until 
1903. 

Previous to entering congress Mr. 
Morrill had been engaged in mercantile 
and agricultural pursuits, and much of 
his public life was devoted to the up- 
lifting of interests dependent upon these 
lines of business. He had received in his 
youth an academic education, and from 
his early days he was a close reader and 
careful analysist of public affairs. 

It was the beginning of war that Mr. 
Morrill’s practical business training first 
brought him forward as a man of na- 
tional reputation. He was the author of 
the Morrill tariff act of 1861, which was 
the basis of all the tariff legislation of 
war times. In 1864 he became chairman 
of the committee on ways and means, 
the principal committee of the house and 
at that critical time of especial import- 


ance. 


After entering the senate, Mr. Morrti! 
continued to give his attention largely 
to financial and commercial questions, 
and during the greater part of his term 
of service he was a member of the com- 
mittee on finance, which committee deals 
especially with these subjects. He be- 
came chairman of this committee in 
1877, succeeding Senator Sherman when 
the latter entered the cabinet of Presi- 
dent Hayes, and he held this position 
continuously after that date, except 
during the Forty-sixth and Fifty-third 
congresses, when the Democratic party 
controlled the senate, and during the 
intervals he continued at the head of the 
Republican representation | on the com- 


Mittee. In recent years he delegatea tne 
greater share of the details of the com- 
mittee work to the younger members of 
the committee, but there had been but 
few times when he was not a regular at- 
tendant upon the committee meetings, 
and many instances are related of his 
surprising activity in directing the af- 
fairs of the committee up to the last. He 
had at his fingers end a wealth of in- 
formation concerning the tariff and 

nancial questions which was always 
useful in the elucidation of problems 
then under consideration. 

During his long career, Mr. Morrill 
gave his attention to many questions, 
and no manin public life was more given 
than he to taking up a subject and hold- 
Ing on to it through years and years 
until consummated.

To Senator Morrill,- prob- 
ably more than anyone else, was the 
present splendid endowment of most of 
the state agricultural colleges due. He 
was the author of the original bill giving 
aid to these colleges from the proceeds 
of the sales of the pub’i> lands, and he 
had never refused them the encourage- 
ment of his assistance. He opposed the 
annexation of the Hawuilan Islands to 
the and he was understood to be 
averse to the exercise of any American 
sovereignty over the Philippines.

Jeering Crowds Made It Unpleasant 
For Non-Union Operatives, 


Mrs. Avery Is Not Popular 
With the Strikers. 


Violent Hands Laid Upon Her at a Meeting of 
Union Labor Men. 


Marlboro, Mass., Dec. 28.—The labor 
difficulties in the shoe interests in this 
city yesterday absorbed all other mat- 
ters, beginning in the morning, whén a 
number of the factories were started as 


free shops, gathering excitement late in | 


the afternoon as the non-union opera- 
tives left the factories and were followed 
home by a jeering crowd, while one fac- 
tory was stoned, and culminating in the 
evening, after a tremendous union labor 
meeting, with an unprovoked personal 
éttack upon Mrs. Martha M. Avery, a 
socialistic-labor advocate of Lynn. Mrs. 
Avery was jeered from the labor meeting, 
and although escorted to the hotel by two 
policemen, was hustled by the crowd of 
over 500 men, called every kind of a dis- 
agreeable name, buffeted and bruised by 
rough hands, spit upon, and subjected to 
many unmanly indignities by striking 
shoe workmen. 

The meeting was held under the aus- 
pices of the local Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ union, and John F. Tobin, president 
of the National union; William Inskip, 
secretary of the Shoe Workers’ union of 
England, and Harry J. Skeflington of 

tevere were the principal figures. Their 
remarks were of the usual character, 
and each urged the men to stand fast. 

Mrs. Avery arrived just before the 
speaking began, but every seat in the 
hall was taken, and although the only 
woman in that part of the hall, she was 
obliged to stand in the aisle until the 
meeting was over. As this was not Mrs. 
Avery’s first appearance during the 
present strike, and as it was a general 
opinion that she had come to advocate 
the manufacturers’ side of the case, her 
presence at the meeting was not at all 
welcome. 

Just as Mr. Skeffington had finished 
his remarks, Mrs. Avery started toward 
the stage for the purpose, she afterwards 
said, of sptaking privately to Mr. Inskip. 
She said afterwards that she had no in- 
tention of aGdressing the meeting, being 
in the city on account of a lecture which 
she is to deliver tonight. 

She had no sooner started forward 
than there was a wild roar from the en- 


tire audience and a number of men 
rushed forward to prevent her reaching 
the stage. A policeman, however 


reached her first and escorted her from 
the hall. A crowd of 500 men and boys 
followed, and as she walked up the street 
with the policeman she was crowded, 
jostled, and as bruises on her arms after- 
wards showed, was roughly handled. All 
the way up the street she was called 
every kind of a name, and frequently 
spit upon. Her escort did not seem to b 

able to ward off any of the attacks, and 
the officer evidently felt relieved when 
she at length reached her hotel. 

In an interview last evening, Mrs. 
Avery said that she was in favor of th 
strike and should consider it a crime if 
she, In advocating the socialistic-labor 
principles, should favor a calling off of 
the strike, or oppose the side of the work- 
ingmen. 

Ata late hour last night the excitement 
of the day diminished.

The first news that Hanson was alive 
was received by the Ledger at 10.30. 
At that hour the police had received 
no word about the matter. Fifteen 
minutes later an official dispatch was 
received from the city marshal of 
Gloucester confirming the report of 
the Ledger. 

The identification of the unknown as 
Charles Hanson was made by Charles 
Matson of Gloucester, who said he was 
intimately acquainted with Hanson 
haying boarded with him, gone on the 
same vessel with him, and eaten at the 
same table with him for several years. 
He also identified him by a peculiar 
cast in the eye which had previously 
escaped the notice of the officers. 

Now that the Hanson theory has 
been exploded the police have the 
satisfaction, if such it can be called, of 
knowing that they are but little nearer 
the solution of the mystery than they 
were the day the body was found. 

The police, however, should be given 
the credit for doing all that was 
possible to establish the identity of the 
fellow, and clear up the mystery, and 
they have expended considerable 
money in fullowing clues that looked 
promising, but which in the end turned 
out for naught. The prospects are 
that the police will not do anything 
more but quietly await developments, 
and unless something does turn up 
the affair will pass into history as an 
unexplained mystery. 

Tuesday several inquiries were re- 
ceived from the Boston police as to 
certain marks upon the body of the un- 
known, as it was thought he might be 
a party wanted by them. 
were a sear on the left arm and an- 
other on the head. The scar on the 
left arm the unknown had, but that 
on the head could not be found, and he 
is not the party the Boston police are 
looking for.

Bicycles as Baggage. 


There has been a test case in the 
English courts on a question which is 


agitating cyclists all around the world, 


more or less. It was brought in the 
Queen’s Bench division against the 


Great Northern Railway Company ‘‘on 
behalf of one Britten,’’ seeking ‘*to 
recover sixpence paid for the convey- 


ance of a bicycle from King’s Cross to) 


East Finchley.’’ And after hearing 
and argument the court decided that 
the plaintiff could not recover for the 
reason that ‘‘a bicycle cannot be 
ordinary luggage within the  defini- 
tion.’* 

The special interest attaching to this 
case is found in the fact that the 
attorney for the plaintiff made his 
argument on the very line on which 
similar claims are based in this 
country. He claimed that a bicycle 
came clearly within the definition of 
‘*personal luggage’’ for the reason that 
it was carried by the traveller for his 
own personal convenience and used in 
connection with his journey, and was 
n article such as was ordinarily 
carried for that purpose. But 
Lordship, in rendering his decision, 
brushed away all such considerations 
by declaring that ‘‘the idea of 
luggage’’ must control ; and as luggage 
implies something that is ‘* packed, 
not taken loose, ‘‘like a bicycle,’’ the 
wheelman lost his case.—Boston Post.

President McKinley today directed 
Secretary Alger to arrange for the 
muster out of 50,000 volunteer troops. 
The determinaion was reached ap- 
parently while the President was away 
on his southern tour, and it was in ac- 
cordance with the intentions of the 
administration that Representative Hull 
of Iowa, chairman of the committee on 
military affairs introduced in the 
house yesterday a bill to provide for 
paying volunteers for two months’ 
additional service on being mustered 
out, instead of keeping them on fur- 
lough with pay for that length of time 
and then mustering them out. The 
President and Secretary Alger told the 
cabinet all about the matter at the 
cabinet meeting today. 

Some surprise is expected in military 
circles over the decision of the Presi- 
dent, as it was recently announced 
officially that no more volunteers would 
be mustered out until congress had pro- 
vided for an adequate standing army. 
There two principal reasons for 
the decision reduce the present 
military force. The desire to cut down 
the expenses of the government was the 
most important of these. By the mus- 
tering out of 50,000 men the govern- 
ment will save $780,000 a month in pay 
alone. This saving will not be realized 
however until after the two additional 
months fur which the volunteers will 
be paid have expired,but other expense 
connected with the caring for such a

be composed of about 100,000 men, the 
force of which, the President, Secre- 
tary Alger and Major General Miles are 
agreed is necessary to furnish garrison 
for Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines 
and at home.

Many Quincy people who desire to 


reach Franklin Park, Forest Hills, 


West Roxbury and Dedham will. be 


pleased to learn that the Boston Alder- 
men have finally granted a 
country location from Neponset. 

The order in part reads: 

Ordered, That the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen be hereby granted 
to the Directors of the Forest Hills 
and Quincy Street Railway Company, 
to establish and maintain the electric 
system of motive power in the opera- 
tion of its cars in the City of Boston, 
by the overhead system, so called, as 
follows :— 

Beginning at a point on Washington 
street, opposite the north bound 
station of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company at 
Forest Hills, thence through Washing- 
ton, Morton, Washington, Codman, 
Adams and Marsh streets, to a point on 
Neponset avenue, near the tracks of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company at Neponset, etc. 

The location must be accepted 
within 30 days or it will be void. 

In support of the order Alderman 
Charles said: 

Mr. Chairman, in answer the 
alderman’s arguments in regard to 
fares, I will state to him that an eight 
cent fare is just what will be avoided 
by granting the location to this road, 
for this reason: Itis the connecting 
road with other roads beyond, which 
are not the West End road, but which 
will work in unison with this road. 
Therefore there will be but one five- 
cent fare. Furthermore, it is known 
by all people conversant with the West 
End Railroad that that road 
tends to build beyond Forest Hills, for 
the simple reason that it cannot afford 
with the present five cent fares to carry 
people away from the centre of the city 
out beyond Forest Hills. For that 
reason that road will never do it, and 
another very singular thing in connec- 
tion with the matter is that they have 
not petitioned or asked for it. An- 
other reason why the people of West 
Roxbury want tbis road is this: It 
gives direct commuication with all the 
towns to the south of the city, includ- 
ing Quincy, Neponset and Braintree,

the summer. Now if the West End 
Road _ has this location the people will 
be obliged to pay two different fares, 
whereas in this case they will not be 
obliged to do so; and it iswell known 
that in all that section of the city 
out beyond Forest Hills, where this 
road is going to be, they have already 
been given other rights. The West 
End has never petitioned for rights out 
there, and never will. They will not go 
as far as Roslindale, they 
cannot afford to carry pasengers as far 
as that. We want to go to Nantasket 
and to these towns south of Boston. 
We can never go as far as New Bed- 
ford on electrics, and if this road is 
allowed to make the connections it 
desires here it can connect with other 
roads ad go Newton and other 
towns on the north.

, AN ORDINANCE 


REGULATING PLUMBING 


IN THE 


Be it ordained by the City Council as follows : 


Section 1. No person shall carry on the 
business of plumbing unless he is a plumber and 
shall have first registered his name and place of 
business in the office of the Board of Health; 
and notice of any change in the place of busi- 
ness of a registered plumber shall be immedi- 
ately given to said Board of Health. 

Sect. 2. Every plumber before doing any 
work in a building, shall, except in the case of 
the repair of leaks, file at the office of said Board 
of Health, a notice of the work to be performed, 
and no such work shall be done in any building 
without the approval of said Board of Health or 
its Inspector of Plumbing. 

Sect. 3. The plumbing of every buildin 
shall be separately and independently connect 
with the public sewer, when such sewer is pro- 
vided, or with a proper and sufficient drain con- 
nected thereto outside of the building, and if no 
sewer is provided, with a proper cesspool. 

Sect. 4. Pipesand other fixtures shall not be 
covered or concealed from view until approved 
by them, who shall examine the same within 
two working days after notice that they are 
ready for inspection. 

Sect. 5. The Board of Health must be noti- 
fied when the main drain, soil, waste, branch 
connections or ventilating pipes are in and read 
to be tested. The Board must again be notified 
immediately after the work is completed and be- 
fore it is covered from view. All work must be 
leit uncovered and convenient for examination 
until inspected and approved; and no drainage 
system shall be used until a certificate of ap- 
proval has been granted. 

li, on inspection, the work is not satisfactory, 
the plumber will be notified and a limit of five 
days (unless otherwise permitted) given in 
which to complete said work; at which time the 
Board of Health must be notified. 


Sect. 6. Drain and connecting ventilating 
pipes shall be of sufficient size, and made of cast- 
iron within the building, and for a distance of 
at least eight feet outside, except that lead pi 
may be used for short connections cpend 
view. Such pipes shall be of uniform thickness 
throughout, and shall have an average weight 
not less than below specified, viz.

Drain pipes shall be properly secured by irons 
to walls, laid in trenches to uniform grade, or 
suspended to floor timbers by strong iron hang- 
ers. ‘The space between these hangers sha)l not 
exceed ten feet. Every drain pipe shall be su 
plied with a running trap with an accessible 
screw clean out, at or near the point where it 
leaves the building, and shall have a fall of at 
least one quarter of an inch to the foot. Soil 
pipes shall be carried above the roof, open and 
undiminished in size, and to a distance of not 
less than two feet above the roof, or more if the 
said Board shall so direct, and as far from an 
window as possible. Changes in direction shall 
be made with curved pipes, and all connections 
with horizontal or vertical pipes shall be made 
with Y branches. No trap shall be placed at 
the foot of a vertical soil pipe. 

All branches of soil or waste pipe twelve feet 
or more in length must be carried up not less 
than two feet above the roof, undiminished in 
size, or more than two feet if said Board shall so 
direct, or they may be connected with the main 
soil pipe above the highest plumbing fixture. 
All drain pipes shall be exposed to sight where 
practicable within the building, and shall not be 
exposed to pressure where they pass through 
walls. Every part of every drain pipe below a 
celiar floor shall be accessible through suf- 
ficient unattached covers. 

In all cases of sewer connections there shall 
be an extra heavy iron pipe laid from eight feet 
outside and carried through the foundation wall 
and connected with the drain inside by a Y 
branch with a brass screw cleanout in a direct 
line with the sewer, and the drains under the 
cellar bottom shall be of extra heavy iron pipe 
also. 


Standard galvanized wrought iron may be 
used for ventilating pipes, when in the opinion 
of the inspector it is practical. 

Sect. 7. When the waste pipe does not exceed 
three feet in length from its connection with the 
fixture to its connection with the trap, one round 
trap may be used for a sink and waste trays or 
for bath tub and bowl, if over three feet in 
length, the wash pipe of each and every sink, 
basin, bath-tub, water-closet, slop hopper, and of 
each set of trays or other fixtures, shall be fur- 
nished with a separate trap, which shall be 
placed as near as practicable to the fixture that 
It serves. Traps shall be protected from 
siphonage or air pressure by special cast-iron 
air pipes of a size not less than the waste pipes 
they serve, run from the crown or outlet of the 
trap. Lead air pipes may be used only when 
they are exposed to view. Air pipes for water- 
closet traps shall be of two-inch bore if thirt 
feet or less in length, and of three-inc 
bore if more than irty feet in length; 
other air pipes shall be as large as the waste 
pipes from the traps. Air pipes shall be run as 
direct as practicable. Two or more air pipes 
may be connected together or with a in 
pipe; butin every case of connection with a 
drain pipe such connection shall be above the 
upper fixture of the building. 

No ventilation shall be required from a deep 
drum-trap in cases where there is no other 
plumbing than a sink waste or other single fix- 
ture connected with a cesspool and in which no 
soil matter is admitted. Air pipes shall be so 
constructed as not to allow the formation of a 
trap nor be used as waste pipes. 


Sect. 8. All waste or overflow pipes from 
safes under water-ciosts and other fixtures or 
from ranks shall be run separately to basement 
or cellar, and left open; in no case shall they be 
connected with a soil pipe or any other waste 
pipe. 

No waste pipe from a refrigerator or other 
receptacle in which food or provisions are stored 
shall be connected with ane soil or waste 
pipe, but shall be separated therefrom by an 
open air sink or tray furnished with a trap. 

No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall 
connect with a sewer, bouse drain, rain-water 
conductor, soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes 
shall discharge into a suitable tank or condenser 
from which a proper outlet to the home drain 
shall be provided. 


Sect. 9. pig? water-closet, or line of 
water-closets on the same floor, shall be sup- 
plied’ with water from a tank or cistern, and 
shall have a flushing pipe of not less than one 
inch in diameter; pao this requirement shall 
not apply to water-closets substituted for vaults, 
where the same are located outside of the build- 
ing proper; and such water-closets may be 
arranged so as to receive their supply directly 
from the main, with proper fixtures approved by 
the board of health. 


Sect. 10. No saddle hubs will be allowed on 
any plumbing. No return bends will be allowed 
except by special permission of the inspector. 

All connections of lead waste and ventilating 
pipes shall be made with plamber’s wipe solder 


| Joints and no cup Joints will be allowed. 


Every joint of an iron and a lead pipe shall be 
made by a brass furrule of the same size as | 
pipe, set in the hub of the branch of the iron 
pipe and caulked with lead; the Jead pipe to be 
attached to the furrule by a wiped solder joint. 
Every joint in a cast-iron bell and spigot pipe 
shall be made with packed oakum and molten 
lead well caulked, at least one and one-half 
inches deep, and made water and air tight, and 
no paint or putty shall be allowed until it has 
been tested. 

Sect. ll. A suitable grease trap shall be 
constructed under the sink of every hatel, pos & 
house, restaurant, or other public cooking 
lishment, so as to be easily accessible tor inspec- 
tion and cleaning.

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POLICY OF EXPANSION 


Discussed by Ex-Governor Boutwell 
and President Capen of Tufts. 


Former Thinks Administra- 
tion Is Making Mistake. 


The Latter Takes a Directly Opposite View 
of the Situation. 


Boston, Dec. 28.—‘What should the 
United States do with the Philippines?” 
Was the question discussed at the De- 
cember meeting of the Boston Congrega- 
tional club in Tremont Temple last even- 
ing. President Elmer H. Capen of 
Tufts college spoke in favor of expan- 
sion, and ex-Governor George S. Bout- 
well gave an arraignment of “imperal- 
ism” and his own party's policy. Said 
the ex-governor: 

“It is my purpose on this occasion to 
consider this question: Is the policy 
on which the country is entering a pol- 
icy of peaceor war? The seizure, pos- 
session and occupation of the Philip- 
pines, whether the occupation is treated 
as temporary or permanent, proceeds 
upon the theory that our present peace- 
ful relations with England, Russia and 
Japan are never to be broken or dis- 
turbed seriously. Three years have not 
yet gone since England and the United 
States were on the brink of war, and 
there can be no security for continued 
peace with Great Britain. The laxity 
of our policy during the insurrection in 
Cuba, if imitated by us in the event of 
revolutionary movements in Canada, 
would open a controversy with Great 
Britain that might end in war. War 
with England is not an impossibility. 

“I now lay before you,” continued the 
speaker, “two statements as my fixed 
opinions concerning the future of the 
country: 

“First—If, by the treaty with Spain, 
ratified by the American senate, we take 
jurisdiction of the Philippine islands 
for any purpose or for any period of 
time, that jurisdiction will never be sur- 
rendered voluntarily by the United 
States. 

“Second—That the sovereignty of the 
islands will be yielded to force finally, 
and that that force may be exerted by 
the inhabitants of the islands, or by 
England, or by Japan, or by Russia, and 
not unlikely by the combination or the 
co-operation of two or more of these 
powers. If we hold the Philippines, we 
shall hold them because Russia permits 
us to do so, and not otherwise. Thisin 
itself is a humiliation. The fortunes 
of Russia and China are now identical, 
and henceforth their immense resources 
are to be wielded as one power. 


“Americans may take note of four 
or more observations that are of su- 
preme importance: First, we are in- 
debted to the protecting naval strength 
of England for our successes in the war 
with Spain; second, we are to deal gen- 
erously with Canada; third, whatever 
trade benefits may arise from the con- 
quest of the Philippines, England is to 
enjoy with us; fourth, there must be 
mutual help in the coming contest with 
Russia. 

“The president proposes to take juris- 
diction of the Philippines, and then con- 
sider how they are to be governed. 
Thus he announces the essential doc- 
trine of an unlimited tyranny. Weare 
to pursue the policy which we con- 
demnei in Spain, and which has ended 
in unmitigated disaster. 

“The victory of 1896 had been a par- 
tisan victory, but it was full of the 
promise of benign results in 
which all could participate. We were 
at peace with the world, and there 
were no disturbing divisions among our 
people. Yet fourteen monthsonly from 
the day of the inauguration the country 
was involved in a war with Spain, and 
without the ability on our part to al- 
lege truthfully of any act of wrong- 
doing on the part of Spain that had been 
injurious to us. 

“We have loaded ourselves with pos- 
sessions which we do not need; we have 
assumed jurisdiction over millions of 
human beings who do not recognize the 
rightfulness of our authority. We 
have extended our system of taxation 
and have increased the public debt in 
a sum of hundreds of millions. Our 
pension rolls have been lengthened to 
the end of the first half of the next cen- 
tury, and we are threatened with a 
permanent increase of the army and 
navy, at a cost of $150,000,000 a year. 
It is a matter of minor importance that 
the supremacy of the Republican party 
has been put in peril, that some of us 
seem to think such an event is no slight 
catastrophe. 

“While we are not to under-value the 
achievements of the army and navy, 
they are but lsight compensation for the 
sacrifices and sufferings incident to the 
war. It is the boast that the war has 
cemented the Union, but the Union was 
compact and firm when the war opened. 
Finally, all events in the war culminated 
in this: The foundations have been 
laid on which may be set up, as Rufus 
Choate said, the ‘frowning arch of a 
ranged empire. " 


Mr. Capen began his remarks by say- 
ing that after a careful consideration 
he felt himself compelled to lift his 
voice in behalf of the policy of President 
McKinley. 

“My sense of nationality is too in- 
tense to permit me to do otherwise. I 
hate to be called a little American. 
Moreover, I feel that expansion has been 
the moving principle of the country from 
the time of the earliest settlement. I 
believe that the United States is per- 
fectly justified in wresting the Philip- 
pines from the grasp of Spain, and in 
holding them for the purposes of good 
government and progressive civilization. 

“The constitution of the United States 
stands face to face with a condition to 
which it must bend. 

“Again, it is said that the course pro- 
posed by the president, and involved in 
the treaty of peace, is unjust; that it fs 
contrary to the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, Which asserts that the just 
powers ¢@f the states are “derived from 
the consent of the governed.” 

“There has never been a time when the 
principles of the doctrine of independ- 


LS 
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ence has been in perfect operation. Yet 
now shail the operation of those prin- 
ciples be secured in the Philippines? 
By Isaving them to anarchy, or by tak- 
{ng control, preserving order, prescrib- 
ing just laws, setting up schools, teach- 
Ing letters, morals, and the free and | 
wholesome religion which the Prigrine) 
brouzht to our shores? 

“No doubt the fathers would have been 
stricken dumb at the thought of @ 
dominion in the far-off islands of the 
Pacific sea. Again, the policy of ex- 
pansion is found in the demands of 
commerce. Again, the policy of ex- 
pansion is demanded by the law of re- 
ciprocal obligation. 

“Finally, I may claim that expansion 
is justified on the grounds of humanity. 
For myself, I cannot take the most 
hopeful view of the entire situation. 
The coming of the Olympia on that May 
morning into the bay of Manila was the 
herald of the dawn of a new day in the 
Malayan archipelago.” 


A Soldier’s Suicide. 

Knoxville, Dec. 28.—Captain John M. 
Tobin, until recently quartermaster of 
the First brigade of the division at Camp 
Poland, committed suicide yesterday by 
firing a pistol ball into his mouth. The 
bullet passed through his spinal column, 
killing him instantly. The deed was 
committed in his room in the Palace 
hotel. Captain Tobin was formerly a 
Boston man. He had been morbid for 
some time, presumably on account of 
his discharge from the volunteer army 
when it was being reorganized. He was 
relieved from duty about a month ago. 


Had Small Audtence. 

Detroit, Dec. 28.—Rev. S. R. Fuller of 
Boston spoke against so-called imperial- | 
iam before a small audience at the Light 
Guard armory here last night. Governor 
Pingree, in introducing Mr. Fuller, ex- 
pressed his opposition to both the = 

| 


war and expansion. Mr. Fuller said that 
he could not see that the establishment 
of sovereignty over the Philippines 
would bring to this country any pros- 
perity. In attacking the imperialisti: 
policy from the standpoint of taxation, 
he averred that for every dollar taken 
out of the Philippines 20 would be taken 
from the people of this country. 


Judkins Convicted. 

Augugta, Me., Dec. 28.—The jury in the 
case of Loring Judkins of Waterville, 
after being out 30 minutes, returned a 
verdict last night of guilty of assauit’| 
with intent to kill. Judkins was charged 
with having on Novy. 4 assaulted Tador 
Tallouse of Waterville on a railroad 
bridge and pushed him into the river. 
Judkins is alleged to have wanted Tal- 
position as crossing tender at 
Winslow. It is also alleged that the de- 
fendant gave Tallouse some carbolic 
acid to drink. The case will be carried 
to the higher courts.

Sugasta Is Better. 

Madrid, Dec. 28.—The dangerous symp- 
toms of Senor Sagasta’s illness are pass- 
ing away. In the course of conversa 
tions with his intimates before the 
malady became serious, he spoke bitterly 
of the anxiety which the peace negotia- 
tions and the lack of generosity on the 
part of Americans had caused him. Re- 
garding the future, he said he thought 
that in five years he could effect radical 
reforms in all branches of the adminis- 
tration. 


Water Pipes For Austria. 

Chicago, Dec. 28.—One-half of the 
largest foreign order for finished steel 
ever sent to this country has been or- 
dered from the Illinois Steel company 
of this city. The order amounts to 
$2,000,000, and is for water pipes to be 
used by the Austrian government. The 
Carnegie company of Pittsburg will 
supply half the amount. The Chicago 
firm may contribute the balance. The 
pipes are to be used to supply water to 
the Coalgardie mining district. 


Masons Insta!! Officers, 

Boston, Dec. 28.—The stated com- 
munication of the most worshipful grand 
lodge of the Free and Accepted Masons 
of Massachusetts was held yesterday 
for the purpose of celebrating the feast 
of St. John the Evangelist and of instal- 
ling officers. Charles C. Hutchinson, the 
most worshipful grand master, who in- 
stalled by Junior Past Grand Master 
Holmes, and the other officers were in- 
stalled by the worshipful grand master. 


Creditor’s ‘Claim Frand, 
Cleveland, Dec. 28.—A petition in in- 
voluntary bankruptcy was filed here 
yesterday praying that Coe, Powers & 
Co., manufacturers of Findlay, be de- 
clared bankrupt. It is alleged that the 
firm owes $100,000, with assets of $15,000. 
It is further alleged that certain prop- 
erty was mortgaged with “the intent of 
hindering, delaying and defrauding 
creditors of Coe, Powers & Co.” 


Ofiicers Imprisoned, 

Paris, Dec. 28.—Thirty officers have 
been arrested and all sentenced to four 
days’ imprisonment for subscribing to 
the fund started by The Libre Parole to 
enable Mme. Henry to meet the expenses 
of her contemplated prosecution of Jo- 
seph Reinach, editor of The Republique 
Francaise and Conservative deputy, for 
declaring her late husband, Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry, a traitor. 


A Cool Operation. 

Delaware, O., Dec. 28.—Thieves looted 
every piece of baggage in the Hocking 
Valley depot yesterday morning. When 
Baggagemaster William Ulery appeared 
on the scene three men, who were doing 
the work, levelled guns at him and com- 
pelled him to retreat. The loss will 
reach $5000. 


Killed His Bookkeeper. 

Spartanburg, 8S. C., Dec. 28—J. K 
Stucky, one of the wealthiest merchants 
of this city, shot and killed his book- 
keeper, John Sevier. There was no eye 
witness to the tragedy, but it is reported 
the men disagreed about a settlement.

AMERICANS T00 LATE 


To Prevent the Capture of City of 
lloilo by Insurgent Forces, 


Bouthern Islands Evacuated 
by the Spaniards. 


Problem Already Before the State Department 
Is Greatly Complicated. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—A feeling of 
anxiety prevails here over the receipt 
of news from Manila that the insur- 
sents, under Lopez, practically com- 
pleted the conquest of the island of 
Panay on Monday. They occupied 
Iloilo on that day before the arrival of 
the American expedition, the Spaniards 
having evacuated the city and gone to 
Zamboanga. 

Just before noon yesterday, a dis- 
Patch came from General Otis that at 
once confirmed the fears of the officials 
of the war department as to what had 
taken place at Iloilo. It appears that 
the American forces arrived too late on 
the scene and that the insurgents had 
added to the difficulty of the problems 
already presented by hoisting their flag 
over the city, which they have been be- 
sieging for months. The news was con- 
tained in the following message from 
General! Otis: r 

Manila, Dec. 29.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: Sent Colonel Potter on 
fast vessel to Iloilo on Dec. 24 to com- 
municate with Spanish General Rios; 
latter evacuated evening of 24th, and 
Potter 39 hours late. Insurgents took 
possession of the city on 26th, and Pot- 
ter found Aguinaldo’s flag fiying. Can- 
not now report probable results. Will 
not hear from there for four days, as no 
cable communications. Spanish forces 
have evacuated all stations in southern 
islands except Zamboanga and Min- 
danao, by orders, they say, from Madrid. 

Otis. 

The evacuation by the Spaniards of 
all the Philippine ports, as reported by 
General Otis, although doubtless in- 
spired by a desire to secure their safety 
by concentration, undoubtedly has done 
much to complicate the problem already 
presented to the war department of 
extending the military jurisdiction of 
the United States over the islands. It 
will now be necessary to expedite the 
execution of the original plans, and it 
may be fully expected that within a 
week important events will have hap- 
pened inthe Philippines. Itis presumed 
that General Otis will demand the sur- 
render of Iloilo into his hands, and 
this demand may at once raise the issue 
between the insurgents and our own 
government of possession of the islands. 

Description of Lloilo. 

Iloilo is about 300 miles south of Manila. 
It is pronounced Eel-o-eelo, and some- 
times is spelled Yloilo. The trip between 
the two cities is one of the most charm- 
ing experiences that a traveler could 
ever hope for. During the 40 hours that 
it takes one of the small steamers of the 
Compania Maritima to make the run, the 
sight of land is never lost, and the scene 
is constantly shifting, and is always new 
and wonderful. There are several vol- 
canoes that are active, and may be 
marked by the hazy smoke that lifts 
lazily against the clouds. Just now there 
are very few vessels venturing on the 
run, for the Compania Maritima, a Span- 
ish concern, has only two of its vessels 
put under the American flag. Condi- 
tions are critical. The town is almost 
defenseless. An old fort, which was 
ancient 100 years ago, commands the 
harbor, but it spends all its time com- 
manding, for there are no guns mounted 
in it. The river a month or so ago was 
shoked with Spanish steamers that were 
afraid to venture out under the Spanish 
flag. There were three Spanish gun- 
boats in the river—the Samar, Mindoro 
and El Cano. The two first-named were 
small, but the last was much larger. Her 
engines were in bad order, and it was 
common gossip that if her heaviest guns 
were fired the shock would shake the 
ship to pieces. General Rios concen- 
trated all the Spanish forces of the other 
islands on Panay, in the hope of prevent- 
ing the fall of the city before the con- 
clusion of the Paris conference. 

The province of Iloilo is set down in the 
official directories as having a population 
of 472,000, and the city is the second sea- 
port of importance in. the Philippine 
group. It is locatedona river navigable 
for vessels of 15 feet draught, so that very 
few of our gunboats would be available 
to assist the troops In case it should be 
necessary to take forcible possession of 
the city. 

The Spaniards have chosen a strong 
place for the concentration of their troops 
In the town of Zamboanga, which, as the 
reports indicate, is strongly fortified and 
possessed of considerable natural 
strength from a defensive point of view. 
It is not doubted that they will be able 
to maintain themselves for an indefinite 
period of time against the insurgents, 
presuming that they are not cut off from 
obtaining supplies from the sea. The 
town itself has a population of 21,000 in- 
habitants. peat Se

IN WICKED, CHICAGO. 


Entire City Council Under Suspicion of 
Being Guilty of Bribery, 


Chicago, Dec. 29.—Allegations of brib- 
ery in city affairs are under investiga- 
tion by the grand jury, and the entire 
city council has been asked to appear 
before that body. The inquiry was be- 
gun yesterday. The investigation will 
not be oonfined especially to charges 
made in connection with the 50-year 
street car franchise ordinance. Alleged 
bribery in other matters of public im- 
portance will receive attention. 

Shortly before noon yesterday the clerk 
of the grand jury was instructed to send 
out subpoenas for nine aldermen and 
two ex-aldermen. All of these except 
Gone appeared during the afternoon. All 
Who appeared were heard. Enough evi- 
dence of interest was brought out to de- 
termine the grand jury to proceed along 
the line adopted, and the clerk was in- 
Structed to send out summons for every 
member of the Chicago city council to 
appear, 


Cooling Om, 

Marlboro, Mass., Dec. 29.—After many 
futile attempts to address the citizens of 
this city, Mrs. Martha Moore Avery suc- 
ceeded last night, and Liberty hall was 
crowded. “Three Stages of Wealth 
Production” was the subject of her ad- 
dress. There were no marked demon- 
Strations during the evening. Ata meet- 
ing of the board of aldermen last night 
a discussion took place over the question 
of preserving order around the factories 
and in the streets. City Marshal Curtis 
Was present. The result of the discus- 
sion was to the effect that the police de- 
partment must doits duty. There were 
no demonstrations about the factories 
last night. 


Enforcing the Law. 

Louisville, Dec. 29.—For the first time 
in the history of the city the pool rooms 
are permanently closed. For some time 
a bitter fight has been waged upon the 
pool room interests, which resulted in 
the three roams in this city being raided 
Saturday and over 125 men were ar- 
rested.

In view of this fact 
all indictments against them have been 
dismissed.

Buda Pest, Dec. 29.—Lieutenant Geza 
von Matassich-Keglevich has heen sen- 
tenced by court-martial to military im- 
prisonment for five years for forging on 
bills of exchange the name of Austrian 
Imperial Crown Princess Stephanie. He 
became notorious some time ago, owing 
to a fierce duel he fought with Prince 
Philip of Saxe-Coburg, and Gotha, hus- 
band of Princess Louise Marie of Bel- 
gium, whose love affairs with the lieu- 
tenant were at one time the talk of 
Vienna, and who is now confined in a 
private lunatic asplur,

CHINAMEN SHAKEN UP. 
Treasiry Official Visits Springfield and 
Guthers In Illegal Residents, 

Springfield, Mass., Dec. 29.—The Chi- 

nese population of this city was thrown 
into a big ferment of fear yesterday, 
through the coming of Dr. Jin Fuey 
Moy of New York, a United States treas- 
ury official and interpreter. Dr. Moy 
came here to round up the local China- 
men, intending to arrest all those who 
could not proguce certificates of regis- 
tration as required by the Chinese ex- 
clusion act of 1892. With a police in- 
spector he captured six of the celestials, 
one of whom was later released. The 
other five will be taken to Boston to be 
tried before a United States judge. In- 
spector Izart of New York will take the 
prisoxers out of thecity. They will be 
charged with illegally living in this 
country, the penalty being one year’s 
imprisonment at hard labor, followed by 
deportation to the old country. 

The coming of Dr. Moy terrorized the 
hundred or more local Chinamen, with 
the result that a number, getting a 
tip of what was going on, fled from the 
city. One laundry was found closed 
with shutters dgwn. One of the men 
arrested, Jue Fue, is a civilized China- 


man. He rides a bicycle, has cut off his 
queue, and has a white wife in Bos- 
ton. He has been here four years. 


Dr. Moy said that complaints had been 
sent:to Washington by local labor 
unions, and for that reason he was or- 
dered here to make a wholesale raid. 


Sam Small on Chaplains, 

Savannah, Ga., Dec. 29.—Rev. Sam 
Small, the evangelist, now chaplain of 
the Third engineers, U. S. A, arrived 
here yesterday. He says: “The chap- 
lains are a sort of sop to the church sen- 
timent without much substance to them. 
They just take a minister and put a uni- 
form on him with a silver cross on the 
shoulder, pay him $200 a month and turn 
him loose on 1200 men without any of the 
implements of the scriptural warfare to 
fight with. I've been disappointed. 
When I get out I am going to suggest 
that they do away with the chaplains. 
When we get down to Cuba I'll wager 
most of the men would rather go to a 
cock fight or a bull fight than attend 
services. To tell the truth, I am be- 
ginning to think there Is a heap of bal- 
derdash about what the chaplains do ac- 
complish outside of meeting the senti- 
ment that calls for their presence with 
every body of troops.” 


Unrest In Havana. 

Havana, Dec. 29.—A Spaniard named 
Fernandez, a member of the municipal 
police, Was surrounded by a crowd of 
Cubans in Bomba street yesterday. Cu- 
ban and American flags were waved in 
his face, his rifle was twisted out of 
his hands, and 50 men yelled to him 
“Shout viva Cuba libre or die.” Fer- 
nandez cried out “Viva Espana, Viva 
Espana.” Three knives were thrust in- 
to him, and he is dying. A fight was 
started yesterday by some Cubans car- 
rying American and Cuban flags, who 
declared they had been insulted by Span- 
ish marines. <A Cuban drew a pistol 
and, declaring that he would defend the 
American flag, fired. Other shots fol- 
lowed. According to unofficial reports 
a Spanish soldier was killed, a Span- 
ish marine fatally wounded, and at 
least one other, if not several, hurt. 


Too Early to Predict. 

Omaha, Dec. 29.—William J. Bryan ar- 
rived here yesterday from Chicago. 
When asked if he thought the question 
of imperialism would overshadow the 
money issue in the campaign of 1900, Mr. 
Bryan said it was difficult at this time to 
say what relations these subjects would 
bear to each other then. He thought if 
congress would adopt a _ resolution 
pledging this government to keep the 
Philippines only as a trust for their peo- 
ple, until a stable government is estab- 
lished, the expansion issue would be at 
an end. If, however, the question was 
not settled in some such way as this, he 
said, it would continue to be a matter of 
discussion until it was disposed of. 


Victim of Hydrophobia, 

Melrosé, Mass., Dec. 29.—Mrs, Lind- 
sey M. Emery, 32 years of age, died last 
evening of a pronounced case of hydro- 
phobia. On Sunday, Nov. 14, last, while 
in the Highland Baptist church, a dog 
ran in and bit Mrs, Emery, horribly 
lacerating her face, so that 12 stitches 
were required toclose the wounds. The 
dog regained liberty, and bit a boy be- 
fore he was killed. A few days ago the 
unfortunate woman was stricken with 
hydrophobla. Two more dogs have

Hose 4 which 
was at the Central station was the 
first to respond, but the other ap- 
paratus quickly followed. This proved 
to be a stubborn and disasterous fire in 
the Eagle Polishing Mills situated off 
Intervale street, South Quincy. 

The mill isa. large frame building 
and was full of polishing machinery, 
chilled iron tools and granite blocks in 
the process of polishing owned by a 
number of firms. 

The fire, which was evidently caused 
by an incendiary, had made rapid 
headway before the department arrived, 
and before the flames were ex- 
tinguished the plant was entirely 
gutted. The blocks of granite were 
ruined by the heat and water. The 
loss on building and contents is esti- 
mated to be from $6,000 to $7,000, 
upon which there insurance of 
£4,000.

The sparks from the burning mills 
were blown all over the granite section, 
and that several more fires were not 
started is to be wondered at. As it 
was the roof of McGilvary & Jones 
sheds half a mile away took fire, and 
was burning briskly when someone 
summoned the department by sounding 
a second alarm from Box 39.

No person shall carry on the 
business of plumbing unless he is s plumber and 
shall have first registered his name and place of 
business in the office of the Board of Health;

Sxct. 4. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be 
covered or concealed from view until approved 
by them, who shall examine the same within 
two working days after notice that they are 
ready for inspection. 

Sect. 5. The Board of Health must be noti- 
fied when the main drain, soil, waste, branch 
connections or ventilating pipes are in and ready 
to be tested. The Board must again be notified 
immediately after the work is completed and be- 
fore it is covered from view. All work must be 
left uncovered and convenient for examination 
until inspected and approved; and no drainage 
system shall be used until a certificate of ap- 
proval has been granted. 

If, on inspection, the work is not satisfactory, 
the plumber will be notified and a limit of five 
days (unless otherwise rmitted) given in 
which to complete said work; at which time the 
Board of Health must be notified. 


Sect. 6. Drain and connecting ventilating 
pipes shall be of sufficient size, and made of cast- 
iron within the building, and for a distance of 
at least eight feet outside, except that lead pipes 
may be used for short connections exposed to 
view. Such pipes shall be of uniform thickness 
throughout, and shall have an average weight 
not less than below specified, viz.

Sect. 7. When the waste pipe does not exceed 
three feet in length from its connection with the 
fixture to its connection with the trap, one round 
trap may be used for a sink and waste trays or 
for bath tub and bowl, if over three feet in 
length, the wash pipe of each and every sink, 
basin, bath-tub, water-closet, slop hopper, and of 
each set of trays or other fixtures, shall be fur- 
nished with a separate trap, which shall be 

laced as near as practicable to the fixture that 
it serves. Traps shall be protected from 
siphonage or air pressure by special cast-iron 
air pipes of a size not less than the waste a 
they serve, run from the crown or outlet of the 
trap.

No ventilation shall be required from a dvep 
drum-trap in cases where there is no other 
plumbing than a sink waste or other single fix- 
ture connected with a cesspool and in which no 
soil matter is admitted. Air pipes shall be so 
constructed as not to allow the formation of a 
trap nor be used as waste pipes.

A PRESENT OF POISON. 


Cyanide of Potassium Was Labelled 
“Bromo Seltzer.” 


Was Evidently Intended For 
Harry Cornish. 


Wealthy Woman Took a Dose of It and Death 
Soon Followed. 


New York, Dec. 29.—Through a re- 
markable chain of circumstances, which 
has a tinge of suspicion about it, Mrs. 
Kate J. Adams, a wealthy widow living 
in this city, was poisoned by what the 
authorities believe to have been a dose 
of cyanide of potassium. The theory 
that the police are working on is that 
murder was intended, but the intended 
victim was Harry Cornish, the physical 
culture director of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club of this city, and not Mrs. 
Adams, his cousin. The poison was 
taken from a vial sent to Mr. Cornish 
from some unknown source, and the 
police are attempting to discover where 
the vial came from. 

Mrs. Adams was 50 years of age. Her 
daughter, Florence, is the wife of Ed- 
ward Rogers, general agent for the 
Hartford Fire Insurance company. Mrs. 
Rogers and her husband occupy the third 
floor of the apartment house at the 
corner of Columbus avenue and Eighty- 
sixth street. The rooms are luxuriously 
furnished and show evidences of refine- 
ment and culture. With the Rogers 
family live Harry Cornish and the 
mother of Mrs. Rogers, Mrs. Kate J. 
Adams. 

On the morning of Dec. 24 there came to 
the desk of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club office by mail a package wrapped 
in manila paper and sealed with wax. 
On the flat surface was written Cornish’s 
name in a feminine hand, disguised to 
cause the impression that the writing 
was done by a man. 

The package had been mailed at the 
genera! delivery office down town. In 
the wrapper of manila paper was a 
pasteboard box marked “Tiffany;” in 
the box the usual cotton packing and in 
the center wrapper in white tissue paper 
a vial holder of polished silver. On the 
bottom of the holder is marked “sterling 
silver, No. 814." In the receiving cylin- 
der of the holder was a 10-cent vial of 
“bromo seltzer.”’ The bottle was wrapped 
in the usual label of the drug made in 
Baltimore. The vial with its deadly 
contents was placed in Cornish’s room. 
There is rested until yesterday morning. 

Tuesday evening Mrs. Adams, escorted 
by Cornish, attended a theater. They 
partook of a light supper before return- 
ing home. While breakfast was being 
prepared yesterday Mrs. Adams com- 
plained of a severe headache. Mrs. 
Rogers then mentioned the bottle of 
bromo seltzer that Cornish had in his 
room. Cornish went to his room and got 
the vial of supposed bromo seltzer. He 
poured out a small quantity in a spoon 
and mixed it with water. Mrs. Adams 
took fhe mixture. It gave off an odorof 
almonds, but this was not noticed, nor 
did the absence of the effervescence of 
the salt attract attention. Cornish also 
took some of the mixture. 

Suddenly all were attracted by the 
screams of Mrs. Adams calling for her 
daughter. Mrs. Rogers rushed into the 
bathroom and found her mother writh- 
ing in pain on the floor and gasping for 
breath. Cornish himself grew ill. He 
immediately sent for a doctor and Dr. 
E. F. Hitchcock was brought in. The 
doctor saw that the woman had taken 
some violent poison and gave her medi- 
cine to stimulate heart action. He ap- 
plied other remedies and gave a powerful 
antidote to Cornish. 

Dr. Hitchcock tasted the polson, which, 
he said, was evidently cyanide of potas- 
sium. He began to feel the effects of the 
poison and Dr. Potter wassentfor. Be- 
fore he arrived Mrs. Adams was dead. 
Dr. Potter gave it as his opinion that 
the poison was cyanide of potassium. 

Mrs. Rogers was prostrated by the 
death of her mother and is confined to 
her bed. 

Dr. Hitchcock telephoned to the coron- 
er and informed the police of the West 
One Hundredth street station. Mr. 
Cornish went, on the advice of Dr. 
Hitchcock, to Assistant District At- 
torney McIntyre's office and told the in- 
cidents connected with the tragic death 
of Mrs. Adams. At the advice of the 
assistant district attorney, three detec- 
tives were placed in the hallway of the 
house. No one was allowed to go up to 
the apartments of the Rogers family 
without permission from the district at- 
torney’s office. 

Coroner's Physician Weston called at 
the house about 7:30 o'clock last night. 
He took the vial holder and the bottles 
of poison. He also took the wrapper 
containing the address. After careful 
examination of the contents of the bottle 
he said it was his opinion that the con- 
tents were cyanide of potassium. He 
was sure that this was what caused Mrs. 
Adams’ death, and that it was a murder, 
cold-blooded and premeditated. He said 
he would perform an autopsy on the body 
of Mrs. Adams. 

District Attorney Gardiner and As- 
sistant District Attorney McIntyre gave 
out a statement of the case substantially 
as related above. Late last night As- 
sistant District Attorney Bluementha! 
was placed on the case to act in con- 
junction with the police.

Cashier Bailey is 
charged with violation of the national 
banking laws. The shortage is al- 
leged to be $34,150. The warrant for the 
cashier's arrest was issued by United 
States Commissioner Shurtleff, at Con- 
cord, and the arrest was made yesterday 
afternoon. Bailey is said to have al- 
lowed over-drafts to 10 depositors.

NO SIGN OF ALARM, 


United States Forces Able to Cope 
With Those of Insurgents, 


Spaniards Were Glad to Get 
Rid of Philippines. 


Congress Will Fight Over Permanent Annex- 
ation vs. Temporary Stewardship. 


Washington, Dec. 30.-The war de- 
partment is expecting definite word from 
General Otis within the next 24 hours 
as to what has occurred at Iloilo, for by 
that time General Otis will have heard 
from General Miller, in command of the 
American force sent on this expedition. 
The officials about the war department 
do not appear to be apprehensive over 
the results, and there is no evidence of 
tension or alarm, although it is recog- 
nized that the situation at Iloilo is one 
which may bring about a sharp and 
possibly a decisive issue between the 
insurgents and the United States forces. 
Up to the close of office hours yesterday 
is was said at the war department that 
nothing had been reccived from General 
Otis bearing on the military situation. 
All that had come was a reply to an 
earlier dispatch conveying orders, the 
reply giving the assurance that definite 
news could be conveyed within the next 
24 hours. What General Miller will 
do as to taking possession of the city, 
either with force or without, is not offi- 
cially disclosed, and indeed it is likely 
that considerable discretion is lodged 
with the commanding officer as to what 
steps should be taken. But in event of 
a clash between the United States forces 
and the insurgents, war department offi- 
clals say there could be no doubt as 
to the outcome. 


Where everything else fails, consider- 
able weight seems to attach, with even 
the most pronounced and conservative 
Democrats, to the administration's plea 
that it has taken the Philippines from 
Spain “because it could not help it.”” The 
facts in support of this argument date 
as far back as last May. Nota fewcon- 
verts to the expansion idea frankly say 
that they do not know, or that they would 
prefer not to inquire at this late stage, 
whether Admiral Dewey did right in 
arming the insurgents at the gates of 
Manila, after he had destroyed the Span- 
ish fleet. The fact remains that he did 
so, and without consulting the authori- 
ties at home. He will doubtless assert— 
and no one will be able to refute his 
statements, because no one can put him- 
self exactly in the admiral’s position and 
thus acquire a point of view for complete 
judgment—that it was a military neces- 
sity that he should act as he did after the 
assistance which he had been compelled 
to ask of the insurgents in carrying out 

is naval program. 

Setting aside the question of necessity 
or even of expediency as one which can- 
not now be raised, a member of the ad- 
ministration is authority for the state- 
ment that the diplomatic correspon- 
dence, when published, will show that 
the Spaniards, under the conditions 
which existed after the early days in 
May, were not only willing but desirous 
that the Americans should complete 
their conquest of the island of Luzon. 
It was the only hope the beleaguered 
whites had of salvation from the blood- 
thirst and rapacity of Aguinaldo’s bar- 
barian hordes. The correspondence 
shows a mere feeble and formal protest, 
which reads between the lines almost 
like an appeal. 

Luzon having passed into our hands, 
the administration argues that, by the 
universal assumption of Americans and 
foreigners alike, we had constructively 
captured the Philippine group. On the 
principle that a bailee, no matter how 
reluctantly he may have accepted a re- 
sponsibility, cannot get rid of it by a 
simple act of will, the president's friends 
claim that he has no authority to give 
away, oreven to relinquish possession of, 
the Philippine archipelago. It is con- 
gress, they claim, which alone has juris- 
diction of such a matter. It was there- 
fore the plain duty of the president to 
conserve his trust till he could make it 
over to congress and wash his hands of 
the whole business. If he had done any- 
thing else, his apologists argue, congress 
would have felt that he had intruded 
upon its prerogative, and it is even a 
question whether he would not have been 
liable to severe criticism. Nobody seems 
willing to father a guess that extreme 
measures would have been taken, but it 
fs pointed out that the president could 
not afford to place himself ina position 
where trespass on the constitutional 
rights of the law-making body could 
have been charged upon him. 

It is plain that this line of argumentis 
making great headway among the Demo- 
cratic contingent. They are evidently 
getting ready in the senate to raise the 
ery again that congress should give an 
undivided support for the president un- 
til the last remnants of the war are out 
of the way; and then, when it comes to 
deciding what to do with the Philip- 
pines, to have its fight over the issues 
of permanent annexation versus tem- 
porary stewardship.

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SENSATIONAL SUICIDE, 


Many People Saw Young Greenfield Man 
Take His Own Life, 

Boston, Dec. 30.—Over 200 persons saw 
Herbert E. Dickinson of Greenfield 
commit suicide by shooting in the Union 
Station yesterday afternoon, and it was 
miraculous that no one was hit by two 
of the bullets, which went wide of the 
mark. The third bullet, however, lodged 
in the unfortunate man’s brain, and he 
died three hours later. Dickinson was 
seen about the station for some time 
before he committed this act, and he 
gave every appearance of being under 
a tremendous nervous strain. The first 
shot was fired upward, the bullet going 
through the skylight. The second 
crashed through a glass window at the 
top of the inquiry booth, but the third 
went straight for its intended place— 
Dickinson's brain. 


Greenfield, Mass., Dec. 30.—The young 
man who killed himself in the Union 
Station at Boston was Herbert S. Dick- 
inson of this town. He was 23 years old, 
and had been employed at a shoe shop 
until recently, when, getting out of work, 
he went to Boston to find a position. It 
is thought he became despondent over 
his failure to find employment and de- 
cided to end his life. His uncle went to 
Boston this morning and will bring the 
body here. 


For Morrill’s Seat. 

Montpelier, Vt., Dec. 30.—The succes- 
sor of the late Senator Morril! will un- 
doubtedly be appointed by Governor 
Smith. If the vacancy had occurred 
during the recent session of the legis- 
lature, that body would proceed in joint 
assembly to elect a senator. The va- 
cancy occurring during’a recess of the 
legislature, the power of appointment 
rests with the governor. Vermont has 
many candidates for the senatorship. 
Among the names most frequent!y men- 
tioned are ex-Governor Dillingham, ex- 
Governor Page, Hon. C. S. Prouty, 
Judge Henry C. Ide and Congressman 
Grout. The senator, by an unwritten 
Jaw, will come from the east side, it 
being the unbroken custom to have a 
senator from each side of the mountain 
chain that divides the state.

NEAR ABSORPTION. 


A Toronto Newspaper Sees Unc'e Sam 
Reaching Out For Canada. 

Toronto, Dec, 30.—The Toronto World, 
which opposes the present Liberal gov- 
ernment at Ottawa, has a startling edi- 
torial under the heading, “Canada on 
the Brink,” in which it warns the people 
of this country that times are critical so 
far as the maintenance of Canada asa 
free, independent and integral portion of 
North America is concerned. 

Unless Canadians, declares The World, 
are fully alive to the situation and speak 
out in no uncertain way, they will find 
themselves between a grasping annexa- 
tion movement in the United States, hav- 
ing for its end the domination of the 
whole continent and a great party in 
England, prepared to make almost any 
sacrifices to the United States in con- 
sideration of some kindof support of 
England in her race with Russia, France 
and other European powers. 

The World then refers to James H 
Wilson's recent speech at Macon, Ga., i. 
which that gentleman expressed the hope 
thag he would see the day when our 
Starry flag shall float everywhere from 
the frozen north to the sunny clime of 
Central America, 

We believe, The World proceeds, that 
these words of Mr. Wilson only show 
too well the opinion of a great number 
of Americans when once their appetite 
for expansion is aroused in the direction 
of the north, and if once they get it into 
their heads that they only have to gofar 
enough in their game of bluff, which 
seems to be their best and their strongest 
card of diplomacy, will force Canada, 
willy-nilly, into annexation. 

In conclusion the paper says: We are 
nearer to absorption than ever we were. 
Do Canadians realize it? 


Late Election Figures, 

Albany, Dec. 30.—The state board of 
canvassers yesterday canvassed the vote 
of the state and declared these state of- 
ficers elected: Governor Roosevelt, 
plurality 17,786; Lieutenant Governor 
Woodruff, plurality 9661; Secretary of 
State McDonough, plurality 15,839;

Situation at Marlboro.

As though to accommodate those 
who do not rise early on Sundays for 
their brown bread and beans, the first 
train to Boston on Sundays and the 
first train into the new Southern 
Terminal will run half an hour later 
than anticipated, as will be seen by the 
new timetable of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, which 
goes into effect on Sunday, Jan 1.

formal Opening of New South- 
ern Terminal. 


The attendance at the dedication of 
the new Southern Terminal in Boston 
this afternoon will embrace the largest 
number of prominent railroad officials 
that ever before visited the city on a 
single occasion. From New Haven 
will come all the chief officers of the 
Consolidated system, while the twenty 
odd division superintendents will also 
be present. The high officials of all 
the lines operating in New England 
and their connections have been in- 
vited, and it is expected that many of 
them will reply in person. 

Mayor Sears and the editors of the 
Quincy newspapers are included among 
the guests. 

A large platform has been set up in 
the main waiting room,from which the 
mayor and others taking part in the 
dedicatory exercises will make their 
addresses. Music will be a featare. 

The station was orginally estimated 
to cost $12,000,000, a large part of 
which has been paid in, and probably 
as much as $2,000,000 more will be re- 
quired before it is completed. These 
are large sums, bet as construction 
has been under the keen observance of 
the companies, it is not likely that 
much of the money spent has been 
wasted, and the speed which has been 
made in bringing such a gigantic work 
so near to completion at this time is 
highly commendable. 

It will doubtless afford the average 
Bostonian some satisfaction to be able 
to say to those whom he may meet on 
his travels, or to the stranger within 
his gates, that his city has the largest 
railroad station in the world, equipped 
with the latest application of steam 
and electricity to the conveniences of 
the public. Previous to the construc- 
tion of this station the area of whose 
roof is about twelve acres, or a quarter 


that of Boston Common, the Union 
Station in St. Louis was the largest 
railroad passenger station in this 


country, being 630 feet long and 600 
feet wide, with tracks for thirty trains. 
This now takes second place before the 
new wonder, which is 710 feet in 
length, and 650 wide, with a trackage 
for thirty trains. 

Tomorrow all may avail 
themselves of a similar privilege, for 
it has been arranged to have the station 
open all day Saturday for an inspection 
by the public.

. |GRISP LOCAL NOTES.'GOLD STANDARD MEN 


Will Have Majority In Senate Finance 
Committee After March 4. 


Allison Likely to Succeed Mor- 
rill as Chairman. 


Something About Senators Who Have Been 
Long In Continuous Service. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—Senator Mor- 
rili’s death makes vacant the chairman- 
ship of the senate committee on finance. 
This is the most important committee 
of that body, and corresponds to both 
the ways and means and the coinage, 
weights and measures of the honse. 
The ranking member of that committee 
is now Mr. Allison of Iowa, with Mr. 
Aldrich of Rhode Island next. Mr. 
Allison is chairman of the committee on 
appropriations, and should he retire 
from that to become head of the finance 
committee, Mr. Hale of Maine would be 
left at the head of the appropriations. 

The finance committee will undergo 
considerable change after the 4th of 
March. Two of its members, White and 
Turpie, will be succeeded in the senate 
by Republicans. Since the committee 
was last organized, Mr. Walthall of Mis- 
sissippi has died. This makes three va- 
cancies to be filled, besides that caused 
by the death of Mr. Morrill. All four will 
probably go to Republicans, as the pres- 
ent committee stands nine to five in favor 
of free silver. That is an extraordinary 
arrangement for even the present sen- 
ate, and it would be much more so for 
the next one, where the gold forces will 
have a majority of 18. 

If these three places are taken away 
from the silver Democracy and given to 
gold Republicans, the committee would 
stand eight to six for the gold standard, 
and even that would be a smaller ratio 
than the proportions of the chamber 
justify. The composition of this com- 
mittee in the past has been responsible 
for much of the legislation of the senate 
during its period of free silver control. 
Before the campaign of 1896 resulted in 
the division of the two parties wholly on 
the financial issue, this committee was 
made up of seven Republicans and seven 
Democrats. These seven Democrats, in 
the present congress, have aH been free 
silver men, while two of those classed as 
Republicans, Jones of Nevada and Wol- 
cott of Colorado, have been on the same 
side. This has left only Morrill, Allison, 
Aldrich, Platt and Burrows to represent 
the gold standard. 


There will be considerable interest 
taken in the selection of a successor to 
Senator Morrill. The governor of Ver- 
mont, upon whom the duty will doubt- 
less fall, has it in his power to make a 
vote either for or against the peace 
treaty. It might happen that this one 
vote would turn the scale for this ses- 
sion, although the administration pro- 
fesses comp!ete confidence in its ability 
to secure two-thirds vote at short order. 
Without doubt, Mr. Morrill would have 
voted against the treaty. He held out 
against Hawaiian annexation, and his 
record had been consistent throughout 
on this question. 

Senator Chandler will succeed to Sen- 
ator Morrill's desk in the senate. It 
is in the front row, and the position is 
quite advantageous, 


The death of Senator Morrill leaves 
Allison of Iowa and Jones of Nevada 
the oldest members of the senate in point 
of continuous service. They became 
members of that body in 1873, and took 
their oath of office at the special session 
called to confirm the nominations made 
by President Grant at the opening of his 
second term. Mr. Cockrell of Missouri 
is the only man left of those who came 
in in 1875. George F. Hoar of Massachu- 
setts and John T. Morgan of Alabama 
became senators in 1877, with the begin- 
ning of the Hayes administration. Platt 
of Connecticut and Vest of Missouri en- 
tered the senate in 1879. These seven 
men are the only ones of the 90 who have 
continuously served in the senate since 
a date prior to 1880. Stewart of Nevada, 
Turpie of Indidna and Teller of Colorado 
go back to years before the eighties, but 
their service has been interrupted. Mr 
Stewart became a member of the sen- 
ate in 1864, when Nevada was admitted 
to statehood, but has served continuous- 
ly only since 1887. Mr. Turpie was elect- 
ed to the senate to fill the unexpired 
term of Jesse D, Bright, in 1863, but his 
continuous service dates, like that of 
Mr. Stewart, from 1887. Mr. Teller came 
to the senate when his state was ad- 
mitted to the Union In 1876. He left that 
body, however, to become secretary of 
the interior under President Arthur. 
Considering the reputation which the 
senate has as a land of steady habits, it 
is rather remarkable that so few men 
have a history in that body extending 
over 20 years.

False Religions, 


L. A. Phippeny in reviewing the 
development of false religions and isms 
in The Signs of the Times, the great 
religious journal of the West, criticises 
“modern christianity’? quite as 
severely as ‘‘Christian Science.”’ 

Of the former he says: -‘But it is 
well recognized that the popular 
Christianity of the closing years of this 
nineteeth century is far removed from 
the faith of its Author. It lacks the 
life. This condition is deplored by 
those who would be its friends, and 
exulted over by its enemies. There 
are many reasons for the deterioration, 
chief of which is the waning of faith 
in the Bible as the only inspired 
revelation of God to man. The 
weightiest factor in producing this 
condition is the attitude of a large 
majority of the professed ministers of 
Christ. In place of the Word, the 
teachings of a changeable science are 
publicly advocated, with the result, 
inculcation of doubt in the minds of 
millions prone to gauge their faith by 
that of their pastors. This is in 
harmony with the constant purpose of 
Satan ever since the fallof man. As 
the centuries have rolled by, and the 
race has departed more and more from 
God, its knowledge of Him and of His 
love has been lost in the mazes of 
fables. Andso it is that against the 
Scriptures of truth are brought to bear, 
in these latter days, the most delusive 
sophistries with disastrous effect. 

After considering Evolution, Higher 
Criticism, Buddhism and Theosophy, 
he says of Christian Science: 

‘*Involved in the same thought of 
self-salvation, which is becoming so 
prevalent nowadays is the principal at 
the foundation of Christian Science. 
The world is full of misery and sorrow 
because of sin and bodily sickness, 
and whatever promises relief is eagerly 


sought after. Christian Science 
presents an attractive name, and its 
promises draw large numbers who are 


afilicted with disease. The system is 
based on peculiar interpretations which 
give to the teachings of Scripture a 
spiritualized meaning. It holds that 
all sin and sickness are mental only, 
and that by following certain rules 
which it lays down, these ailments will 
be mentally banished. Beyond 
question, marvelous cures are effected 
through this medium, but as we com- 
pare its teachings with the great 
Standard, we must unhesitatingly place 
it among systems of error. The Word 
reveals the existence of a power other 
than God, capable of healing disease, 
and which will in these last days point 
to the signs attending its disciples as 
evidence that they are the true 
ministers of Christ. This plain testi- 
mony concerning another power, 
Christian Science and like systems 
deny by giving to -it a spiritualized 
interpretation. But in the Word itself 
is divine healing, full and complete, 
for soul and body, without interpreta- 
tion or spiritalization of simple a plain 
language. Follow its direction. There 
is power in the Lord.’’ 

Other isms touched upon are Hypno- 
tism, Spiritism, Psychical Research, 
and The True Light.

Government for 


THAT EMBALMED BEEF, 


Board of Inquiry Will Probably In- 
vestigate the Matter, 


Further Revelations Are Com- 
ing to Light. 


Miles’ Vigorous Denunciations Substantiated 
by Reports of Officers. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—General Miles 
has played a higher card than Commis- 
sary General Egan by quietly referring 
the whole “embalmed beef” scandal to 


the inspector general, He took this 
legitimate and strictly military 
course after writing a reply to 


General Egan’s demand that the gen- 
eral commanding the army should avow 
or disavow certain statements made in 
his testimony before the investigating 
committee. 


General Eagan's plan was to get a 
hearing before the investigating com- 
mission, make reply to General Miles’ 


charges, and then put General Miles in 
the attitude of responding to a charge 
made by a subaltern. 

General Miles saw through the trick. 
The general said: “I do not propose to 
enter into any discussion of the matter 
except to say that when I found the 
troops were being supplied with food not 
fit to eat, it was my duty to find out 
who was responsible for it.” 7 

This controversy between General 
Eagan and Major General Miles has led 
to a singular revelation. This 
was first sent to Porto Rico on the Man- 
itoba. The story is that the commis- 
rary general’s officer in charge tried to 
land it. General Miles ordered this 
agent back on board, and told him not 
to unload the beef. Some of the beef 
had got ashore, but the large quantity 
of 290,000 pounds came back to New 
York, and was either fed to the fishes 
or supplied to the soap factories. 

The company which sent it says it 
must be paid for the meat. The claim 
involves almost $27,000 worth of re- 
sponsibility. The question before the 
department is: Is General Miles re- 
sponsible, or is the commissary general 
to be held? 

There is a well-founded report in the 
office of the secretary of war that Alger 
will appoint a board of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the matter, not so much be- 
cause of the amount, but because of the 
high officials involved. 


The war investigating commission held 
only a short session yesterday, devoted 
to executive business. There were no 
witnesses ready for examination. 

The commission yesterday made pub- 
lic a synopsis of the reports of officers 
to General Miles on results obtained 
from the use of canned, fresh roast 
beef in campaigns in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. These reports were submitted 
by General Miles when he gave his tes+ 
timony last week, and were presented 
in substantiation of his vigorous de- 
nunclation of the canned beef. Asynop- 
sis of the reports as furnished follows: 

Commanding officer, Fourth infantry, 
Major Baker—The beef seemed to be of 
inferior quality, and was anything but 
palatable. Quite a number of men 
could not and did not eat it. 

Commanding officer, Sixth infantry, 
Lieutenant Colonel Miner—The meat 
was utterly unfit as an article of diet 
for either sick or well. It hadnonutri- 
ment in it, and turned the stomachs of 
the men who tried to eat it. 

Commanding officer, Ninth infantry, 
Colonel Powell—The meat produced dis- 
ordered stomachs, was not nutritious, 
soon became putrid, and in many of the 
cans was found in course of putrifica- 
tion when opened. 

Commanding officer, Twelfth infantry, 
Major Humphreys—The meat presented 
such a repulsive appearance that men 
turned from it in disgust. ‘‘Nasty” is 
the only term that will fitly describe its 
appearance. Its use produced diarrhoea 
and dysentery. 

Commanding officer, Thirteenth infan- 
try, Colonel Smith—Many complaints 
were made concerning the meat. It 
was found very unpalatable and was un- 
tfi for issue to troops. 

Commanding officer, Seventeenth in- 
fantry, Major O’Brien—The nutritious 
juices having been cooked out of the 
meat, it was neither nourishing nor pal- 
atable.

Commanding officer, Twenty-second 
infantry, Major Van Horne—The meat 
issued was nothing more than refuse, 
after various kinds of soup had been ex- 
tracted from it. Further issues of it 
should not be made. 

Commanding officer, Thirty-third cav- 
alry, Major Jackson—The meat for can- 
ning was too fat, and as an article of 
diet soon became nauseating to a large 
majority of the men. If made of good 
beef and properly seasoned it might be 
satisfactory. 

Commanding officer, Second artillery, 
Colonel Haskin—The meat was general- 
ly disliked, was soft, watery and in- 
sipid, agreeable to neither eye or taste. 
The men could only be induced to eat 
it when prepared as a stew. 

Commanding officer, Fifth artillery, 
Lieutenant Colonel McCrea—The meat 
was unpalatable, because of excess of 
fat init. Its appearance was black and 
stringy, and none of the men liked it. 
When prepared as a stew it was more 
palatable. If less fat, and mixed with 
vegetables, it would deserve further 
wena CE officer, light battery, 
First artiliery, Captain Best—The ap- 
i} pearance of the meat was not inviting.

Au Important Discovery, 

Provincetown, Mass., Dec. 30.—While 
fishing three miles northeast of Race 
Point life saving station yesterday after- 
noon, two fishermen had their lines 
caught and parted by some wreckage on 
or near the bottom, and it is believed 
here that the hull or some heavy portion 
of a vessel is sunk at that point. The 
water where the men were fishing is 
about 25 fathoms deep, and as they were 
not fishing on the bottom it seems likely 
that the wreck is of some size. The 
fishermen buoyed the spot, and a party 
will go out from here to make further 
investigation. As one or two vessels 
other than the Portland are known to 
have gone down in this vicinity in the 
storm of Nov. 27, it is just as likely that 
the wreckage may be from those vessels 
as from the long-sought-for Portland. 


Warning to Cubans, 

Havana, Dec. 30.—No procession or 
open air assemblages of bands of Cuban 
soldiers will be allowed in Havana dur- 
ing the first week of January. The plans 
of the patriotic committees for a dinner 
to the soldiers in the Prado, a civic pa- 
rade and five days of public demonstra- 
tion will not be permitted. No Cuban 
soldiers, except as individuals, can enter 
Havana. Should General Gomez and an 
armed following, large orsma!!, attempt 
to reach this city they will be turned 
back. The American military adminis- 
tration is determined not to allow cun- 
ditions favorable to an ebullition of vio- 
lence. General Brooke is determined 
that no outrages upon the retiring or re- 
maining Spaniards will be allowed to 
occur and no Spanish stores will be 
sacked if the Americans can prevent it.

New York, Dec. 30.—The Adams-Cor- 
nish poisoning case remains as greata 
mystery as ever. When the detective 
bureau, the district attorney’s office, the 
coroner's office and others seeking to 
find a solution of the strange case ended 
their labors for the day, all said nothing 
had been learned that might assist in 
bringing the guilty persons to justice. 

The police are inclined to believe that 
the person who sent the poison to Cor- 
nish is a Woman, although the evidenc2 
is of the must flimsy character, and is 
largely based upon opinions of more or 
less responsible parties. 

Cornish, who was also poisoned at the 
time of Mrs. Adam's death, is now com- 
pletely out of danger, though confined to 
bed at the Knickerbocker Athletic club. 

Captain McClusky, Assistant District 
Attorney McIntyre, Chief Devery and 
Coroner's Physician Weston were at po- 
lice headquarters yesterday afternoon 
in consultation on the case. Acting 
under their instructions, detectives went 
to the Adam's flat at 61 West Eighty- 
sixth street, and requested Mrs. Flor- 
ence Rogers, Mrs. Adams’ daughter, and 
her friend, Mrs. Hovey, to accompany 
them to headquarters to give their ver- 
sion of the case. 

Arriving there, they remained in con- 
sultation with the authorities for about 
an hour. Captain McClusky said after 
the women were taken home that he 
learned nothing from them. He said 
it was deemed best to get the versions 
of the poisoning directly from Mrs. 
Rogers and Mrs. Hovey. 

“Put they told us nothing we did not 
know,” he said. ‘The case is as much 
a mystery as ever. Nothing has de- 
veloped. I havenotheory. Ihave no 
person under suspicion.” 

Captain McCiusky denied that he had 
placed or contemplated placing Cornish 
under surveillance. He sent word to 
the Knickerbocker Athletic club, how- 
ever, asking if Cornish was able to come 
to headquarters. Dr. Coftin, who is 
attending Cornish, replied that his pa- 
tient would not be able to leave his bed 
for two days. 

He said he was undoubtedly out of 
danger, but he did not want him to take 
any chances. Dr. Coffin gave an inter- 
esting statement of how Cornish es- 
eaped death, while Mrs, Adams, drink- 
ing from the same glass, was killed by 
the deadly poison. 

“Cornish mixed the poison,” said 
Dr. Coffin, “and gave it to Mrs. Adams. 
She drank but a little, complaining that 
it was bitter. Cornish then took the 
balance and drained the glass to the 
dregs. I think the reason that Cornish 
was not killed is that he drank the dregs, 
while Mrs. Adams took the poison in 
solution. The quantity of powdered 
matter acted as an emetic, and cleared 
his stomach.” 

When they found he was unable to 
come to them, Captain McClusky and 
Mr. McIntyre, accompanied by a sten- 
ographer, went to the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club, and were in conference 
with Cornish for more than an hour, 

Captain McClusky said little had been 
learned that had not already been pub- 
lished. He stated that Cornish told 
him that the silver holder had evidently 
been used, and while it was marked 
“sterling” it was plated. It was not 
a Tiffany article, but came in a Tiffany 
box, and had a Tiffany card in the pack- 
age. That the contents of the bottle 
were cyanide of potassium is generally 
believed by physicians and police alike, 
but only a chemical analysis will de- 
termine this to acertainty. 

Late yesterday afternoon an autopsy 
was held. When the anatonomical pro- 
cess Was completed, and the parts of the 
body desired for analysis were sealed 
in jars, Coroner's Physician Weston is- 
sued the following report: 

“I found the brain to be very soft, 
the lungs congested and the heart small, 
it having a calcerous depositin it. The 
walls of the stomach were also very soft. 
and the mucous membrane was congested 
and contained a dark fluid. The stom- 
ach was also found to be ligated. All 
of the internal organs were more or 
less congested, and the blood was found 
to contain a dark fluid. The stomach 
was intensely congested, and there was 
the charatceristic odor of cyanide of 
potassium, which was noticeable par- 
ticularly in the cavities. There was 
also disease of the valve heart. The 
eondition of the kidneys was normal, 
but they wer¢ darkincolor. The condi- 
tion of the stomach indicated an irritant 
poison, and does not affect my opinion 
expressed yesterday that death was due 
to the use of cyanide of potassium.” 

No date has yet been fixed for the 
holding of the inquest in the case by the 
coroner.

ALL READY T0 LE VE. 


This [s the Last Day of Spanish Con- 
trol Over Cuban Territory. 


A Feeling of Suppressed Ex- 
citement In Havana. 


Program For Hoisting Stars and Stripes at 
_Noon Tomorrow Is Completed. 


Havana, Dec. 31.—Everything is ready 
for the evacuation exercises tomorrow, 
and the great eventis awaited with 
mingled feelings of enthusiasm, exulta- 
tion and anxiety. Americans are fearful 
and anxious lest the exultation of the 
Cubans lead to any violence or disorder. 

The Americans are extremely anxious 
that peace and harmony mark the pro- 
ceedings. They wish to avoid any ap- 
pearance of rejoicing over the Spaniards, 
and with this object in view they have 
discouraged any attempt on the part of 
the Cubans to indulge in any kind of 
“celebration.” 

It was at first feared that the an- 
nounced intention of the Cubans to hold 
a “six-days’ celebration” would lead to 
serious results, and steps were at once 
taken to try to get them to abandon the 
plan. The efforts of the American offi- 
cers have been successful, and the Cu- 
bans have taken the sensible view of the 
situation. 

The Cuban patriotic committee, con- 
wisting of 159 leading Cubans, lawyers, 
doctors and business men, decided to 
yield without reservation to the wishes 
of General Brooke and General Ludlow in 
the matter of postponing the six days’ 
celebration, and has approved a mani- 
festo to the Cuban population of Ha- 
Vana, on the lines of General Ludlow’'s 
reply on the subject of the proposed cele- 
brations, quoting some portions of it and 
paraphrasing others. 

It is known that Gomez feels that he is 
not treated properly. A letter from him 
was received here yesterday. He was 
wise e..ough not to commit himself fur- 
ther than to say that he could not come 
to Havana unless he came as the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Cuban army of 
liberation, and if the men who had 
fought with him for three years were 
not good enough to come he preferred 
staying with them. 

He concluded the letter with the re- 
mark that he had full confidence in the 
good will and fairness of the Americans 
as a people, but believed the politicians 
were attempting to find an excuse to 


compel the nation to break its most 
sacred promises. 

Early in the morning details of United 
States troops will enter Morro castle and 
Cabanas fortress, the Spanish troops 
thereupon withdrawing to the trans- 
ports, with the exception of a detach- 


ment of artillerymen, who will remain 
behind to fire a salute to the American 
flag. 

At 11 a. m. the American commission- 
ers, Generals Wade, Clous and Butler, 
with their staffs, will leave the Trocha 
hotel at Vedado for the palace on horse- 
back and in full uniform, but without a 
cavalry escort. They will arrive at the 
reception rooms of the palace at 11:45, 
where they will meet Generals Brooke, 
Lee and Ludiow. 

Immediately following the boom of the 
American salute to the red and golden 
flag of Spain, the Spanish officer will 
lower the flag; and Major Butler will 
raise the Stars and Stripes, the Spanish 
guns saluting. The latter salute will 
carry its special significance to the bril- 
liant company inside the palace, and 
Captain Genera! Castellanos, in a few 
words, wili transfer the government to 
Major General Wade of the United 
States military commission, who, after 
replying to the captain general, will 
transfer it to Major General Brooke, 
military governor of Cuba. 

There will then be a short reception to 
the outgoing and incoming generals, and 
immediately afterward Castellanos will 
start for Cavalleria wharf, escorted by 
General Clous. One division of Lee’s 
Seventh corps will in the meantime be 
massed at the Lea end of the Prado, and 
these troops, 8000 strong, under General 
Keifer, will march on review. 

Three flags will be officially raised—at 
the palace, at Morro and at Cabanas— 
by Lieutenants Lee and Wade and Major 
Butler, all sons of generals. The salut- 
ing will be with the bronze guns of Ca- 
banas, made in 1740. 

American artillerymen will first salute 
the falling Spanish flag and then Span- 
ish artillerymen will use the same guns 
to salute the American flag. 

Promptly at noon United States regu- 
lars will patrol the entire city. 


Two Havana Departments. 


Washington, Dec. 31—The war de- | 


partment last night issued an order es- 
tablishing two departments in and about 
Havana, viz: The department of Ha- 
vana, comprising the city proper, sub- 
urbs and an area of about 10 square 
miles, and the department of the prov- 
ince of Havana, comprising the terri- 
tory outside of the city proper. Major 
General Ludlow is assigned to command 
the department comprising the city and 
suburbs, and Major General Lee is as- 
signed to the department outside of the 
city. 


OW For Cuba. 

Charleston, Dec. 31.—Three transports 
left thic city yesterday for Cuba. The 
Manitoba sailed for Matanzas, with 
General Sanger, brigade headquarters, 
hospital corps and the Twelfth New 
York regiment. The Minnewaska de- 
parted for Cienfuegos with General 
Bates and staff and the Sixth Ohio. The 
Saratoga got away for Havana with a 
battalion of the First regular infantry. 


No Trace ef Bodies. 

Boston, Dec. 31.—The board appointed 
to invesWgate the cause of the explosion 
of submarine mines at Castle island, in 
Boston harbor, Dec. 6, whereby four men 
were killed, completed its work and a re- 
port will be forwarded to Washington 
within a fewdays. The board has failed 
to find out the cause of the accident. 
Bince the explosion government em- 
Ployes and others have scoured every 
part of the place, but no trace of any of 
the bodies of the unlucky men were 
found.

Warrimoo arrived yesterday from Aus- 
tralia and Honolulu. According to 
news received by her, British warships 
continue to have exciting experiences 
in southern seas. The gunboat Gold- 
finch, which recently returned to Syd- 
ney, took part in annexing Duff islands, 
Cherry island and other places. At 
Cherry island some gigantic natives, 
wearing long beards, came on board 
and caused some surprise. “There were 
no women to be seen about,” said an 
| officer, “but the great stature of the men, 
| some seven feet in height, was remark- 
| able. 

“Rubiana natives were found to be 
head-hunting on an extensive scale, and 
the Goldfinch went on to look for an 
alleged island, charted as Butili island; 
but was not successful in finding it. 
While at Simbo, a chief, charged with 
killing seven or eight women, was ar- 
rested, and was finally landed in the 
jail of the resident commissioner. This 
old warrior jumped overboard from the 
Goldfinch, but was brought back to the 
ship. He brandished a crowbar about 
after returning to the gunboat, and fiew 
about the decks in an extraordinary 
way, but did not damage. 

“Mitre island, which was annexed in 
the cruise. was found to be uninhabited, 
but at Auki island, which lies off Guadal- 
canar, in the Solomons, the natives were 
numerous and very savage. Here the 
women, quite destitute of clothing, came 
down from the bush to do trading, es- 
corted by parties of men, carrying Sny- 
der rifles, but equally unclad.” 

News is brought from New Guinea that 
Commandant Captain Butterworth, with 
a strong force of armed constables, sur- 
rounded the bush village of Galilupu to 
arrest the murderer. of an ex-convict, a 
native of lapa. The natives rushed at 
the constables, throwing spears and 
stones at them, and the constables were 
forced to fire. Two of the murderers 
were arrested and sentenced to death. 


A Hopeful View, 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 31.—Mill agents of 
Lowell agree that the situation is much 
improved. Agent Thomas, represent- 
ing the Tremont and Suffolk, one of the 
largest mills in the state, says they are 
running full blast. Agent Southworth 
of the Massachusetts mills believes that 
the coming year will be the first satis- 
factory one since 1892. Acting Agent 
Savage of the Boot reports a regular 
boom in his mill, but adds that this is 
not usually regarded as a healthy im- 
provement. Agent Pead of the Merri- 
mack thinks that the optimism, as indi- 
cated in the newspapers, is premature, 
but he also believes the prospects have 
the right tendency. 
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No Sign of Settlement. 

Pana, Ills., Dec. 31—In aid of the 
strikers the Brotherhood of Mine Hoist- 
ing Engineers yesterday called out the 
day and night engineers at the Pana 
company’s mine. The association of 
mine managers has also called out John 
Duddy, for eight years mine manager of 
the Springside. Within the past few 
days the militia have made 50 arrests of 
union and negro miners and a number 
of citizens for carrying concealed weap- 
ons. All were heavily fined. The strik- 
ers yesterday received $1000 from the 
state organization to aid in the struggle. 


Agitation to Be Resumed. 

Fall River, Dec. 31.—The textile work- 
ers of this city are preparing to ask for 
a restoration of the 10 percent reduction 
in wages made in the early part of the 
year. The textile council has adopted 
resolutions that the time has come to 
begin an agitation for an increase in 
wages, as they think agitation must con- 
tinue some time before the desired re- 
sult is obtained. The spinners have 
withdrawn from this council. The gen- 
eral reduction of wages which was made 
over a year ago affected more than 25,000 
operatives in the Fall River cotton mills. 


Tale Preservers Are Safe. 

Boston, Dec. 31.—An official test of the 
tule life preservers used on the wrecked 
steamer Portland has recently been com- 
pleted by the local inspectors of the 
steam vessel inspection service of the 
United States, and the results are con- 
tained in a report forwarded to Wash- 
ington. This report upholds the use of 
tlis style of life preserver, basing ‘ts 
position on tests which were applied to 
one of the tule preservers certified to 
have been washed ashore from the Port- 
land. 


Guilty ef Murder. 

San Francisco, Dec. 31.—The jury in 
the Botkin case returned a verdict of 
murder in the first degree, fixing the 
penalty at life imprisonment. Mrs. 
Botkin, already in a fearful state from 
continued weeping, went to pieces when 
the verdict of the jury was made known. 
The motive for the murders, accom- 
plished by sending poisoned candy 
through the mail, was jealousy of Mrs. 
Dunning, with whose husband she was 
in love. 


We Get a Big Share. 

Shanghai, Dec. 31.—The terms of the 
final contract, respecting the concession 
to the Anglo-American syndicate of 
mining and railway privileges in the 
province of Sze-Chuen, have been agreed 
upon, and are now being signed. Sze- 
Chuen is undoubtedly the richest as 
well as the largest province in China. 
Great Britain and the United States get 
the greater portion, the Chinese and 
other nationalities getting the balance.

Latter Has Almost Doubled 
the Imports. 


Grain Sections Benefited, While Textiles Did 
fot Share In Activity. 


New York. Dec. 31.—Bradstreet’s says: 
Holiday quiet in general demand, sus- 
tained activity in industrial lines, par- 
ticularly fron and steel, exceptionally 
large shipments of goods on orders, 
liberal cereal exports and specially 
heavy dealings in speculative markets, 
are features calling for notable mention 
in the closing week of the year. Firm- 
ness in price is likewise an encouraging 
feature in most staples. Wheat, though 
showing a reaction, is higher on the week 
on large export clearances, and other 
cereals are in sympathy. Pig iron de- 
mand grows, and prices for this product 
and for steel rails, steel billets, plates 
and wire rods are all higher on the week, 
while the volume of foreign demand for 
our finished metal products apparently 
increases as the year draws to its con- 
clusion. : 

The reports received as to the year's 
business in all sections of the country 
point to an unprecedented volume of do- 
mestic and export trade, which is re- 


flected in bank clearings that break the! 


high record of 1892. The level of prices 


of staples and securities at the close of } 


the year is at the highest point reached 
for five years past. Railroad earnings 
exceed all previous years, and finally 
there was a smaller number of failures 
and lower liabilities than reported in 
any year for at least five years past. 

These general results in the country 
at large have been active, too, notwith- 
standing the outbreak and conclusion of 
a foreign war, and in spite also of un- 
favorable conditions in some industries, 
notably textile manufacturing, unfavor- 
able weather early in the year and the 
lowest price for cotton on record. But 
the close of the year finds an improve- 
ment even in those directions, and re- 
turns as to retail trade, and particularly 
holiday business, are strikingly good in 
all sections. 


Best reports as to distributive trade 
naturally come from the grain growing 
sections of the country, which were the 
first to feel an improvement resulting 
from free foreign demand for our cere- 
als, but indications are not wanting that 
this improvement is gradually perco- 
lating throughout the entire business 
community, and coupled with unpre- 
cedented export trade in manufactured 
goods, and the fact that we are selling 
$2 worth abroad for every dollar's worth 
we buy, renders possible the gains re- 
ported in distributive trade over 1897, 
ranging from 10 to 40 percent, with like- 
wise good reports from the manufactur- 
ing centers, excepting the textile in- 
dustries. There is general complaint, it 
is true, of profits net expanding in keep- 
ing with the larger volume of business 
done, and there is a tendency, perhaps 
to look for a more pronounced impreve- 
ment in this direction in 1899 than is 
likely to be attained in view of the mod- 
ern tendency of margins of profit to a 
minimum. 

The export trade of the country for 
the year is the heaviest ever known and 
will probably exceed $1,250,000,0004in 
value, thus being nearly double the im- 
ports. Our export trade in manufac- 
tured goods is the heaviest ever known, 
and for the first time in our country’s 
history exceeded the value of imports 
of similar goods. 

Estimates of bank clearings for 77 
cities pcint to a total in excess of $68,400,- 
000,000, 20 percent larger than last year, 
34 percent larger than in 1896, 51 percent 
heavier than in 1894 and nearly 10 per- 
cent larger even than the total for 1892, 
which has hitherto furnished the basis 
for maximum clearings comparisons. 
Only one large city shows a decrease in 
clearings from a year ago, and the in- 
dicated losses from 1892 totals are found 
either at large centers of textile trade 
activity at the south, where low cotton 
prices reduced the value of the city’s 
trade, or, in one or two instances, in 
other sections where special conditions 
in 1892 made for very heavy clearings 
totals not since equalled. 


There were 11,638 failures in the United 
States in 1898, involving liabilities of 
$141,137,117, a decrease from 1897 in num- 
ber of 11.2 percent and in liabilities of 
9.5 percent. Compared with 1896 and 
1895 the proportion of decrease shown 
is even larger, and compared with 1893 
failures were fewer by 25 percent and 
liabilities smaller by 64 percent. De- 
creases are also shown when compared 
with 1891, a year of large trade, but of 
numerous and costly failures, but com- 
pared with 1892 there is an increase shown 
of 13 percert in number and 30 percent in 
liabilities. The tendency of failures to- 
ward the normal is illustrated by the 
fact that the percentage of assets to 
liabilities is the smallest reported since 
1892, and the annual death rate—that is, 
the percentage of traders failing to those 
in business—is likewise the smallest re- 
ported since the latter year, being only 
1.06 percent, against 1.20 im 1897, 1.50 in 
1893 and 1 in 1892, 

Increased numbers of failures and lia- 
bilities are reported from New England 
and the middle states, while heavy de- 
creases in number and liabilities are-re- 
ported from the rest of the country, 
sufficiently great indeed to more than 
make up for the failures and liabilities 
in the east. Unsatisfactory conditions

POULTRY POINTERS. 

Millet seed is an excellent feed for little 
chickens. 

Do not get pullets too fat. 
growing, bony and muscular. 

In nearly all cases the more active the 
breed the less lability to fatten. 

Under ordinary conditions a pullet that 
matures so as to begin laying in Novem- 
ber can be depended upon for a good sit- 
ter in the spring. 

One decided advantage in buying and 
breeding stock in the fall is that there is 
a better chance of getting the best selec- 
tions at lower prices. 

So far as is possible, give a good variety 
of feed. Frequent change of diet is the 
best way of getting the chickens to grow 
rapidly and mature early. 

Peking ducks are preferable both as 
market fowls and egg producers. With 
good treatment they will lay 10 or 12 
flozen eggs yearly, and by good feeding 
ean be made to weigh five pounds when 
10 weeks old.—Exchange.

Quincy is now using water from the; 
Metropolitan system, which comes 
from Nashua river through the pump- 
ing station at Fisher bill. This morn- 
ing the pumps at the Quincy plant 
were stopped at 10 o’clock, and the 
gates near the Milton line were opened, 
allowing the new supply of water to 
flow into our pipes. 

At 11 o’clock after the supply had 
been flowing into Quincy’s pipe an 
hour, the pressure guage at the Water 
office in City Hall showed that the 
pressure was practically the same as 
under the Quincy system. The water 
in the stand pipe was gaining which 
showed that the supply was greater 
than the demand. The pressure gauge 
at Milton, indicated a little higher 
than at the Water office. This shows 


that there will not be any danger from 
bursting pipes in Quincy.

Great Changes. 

There is considerable activity on the 
Summer street extension to the east of 
the new Southern Terminal in Boston, 
and great changes will take place on 
the present site of the Old Colony 
depot. 

Not only will the present passenger 
terminals of the Boston and Albany | 
Railroad on Kneeland street, be con-| 
verted into freight houses and yards, 
but the site of the former passenger 
station of the Old Colony railroad on 
the same street will be put to the same 


use. The Boston and Albany has pur- 
chased what was left of the Old 


Colony terminals at that point after 
the takings of the Boston Terminal 
Company were made. 

The Albany has recejved permission 
from the city authorities to tear down 
the train house of the Old Colony sta- 
tion, and will do so in the near future. 
It has also made application for a per- 
mit to erect a freight honse on the site, 
the location being South street, near 
Kneeland.

Mayor Keith Will Then As- 
sume Reins of Government. 


The Programme for Inaugrration 
—A New City Council 


Quincy should not have allowed its 
tenth anniversary as a city to have 
passed without a little extra demon- 
stration or celebration. On Monday 
next the ‘‘City of Presidents’’ com- 
pletes ten years of city"government, al- 
though the legal date of incorporation 
was May 17,1888, when the city charter 
was adopted. During this decade the 
population and valuation has practi- 
cally doubled, and considerable pro- 
gress has been made, In 1885, Quincy’s 


population was but 12,145. Today it 
is upwards of 25,000. In 1888 the 
Assessors’ valuation was $9,757,960, 
and in May, 1898, it was $19,236,832. 
But the inauguration day ceremonies 


will be about as usual, and no banquet 
or observance of the anniversary has 
been planned. 

The ceremonies will be at 12 M., as 
required by the city charter. They will 
be opened by prayer, probably by Rev. 
Ellery Channing Butler of the First 
church. Last year, it was the privilege 
of City Clerk Keith to administer the 
oath of office to the new Mayor, and 
this year it will be Hon. Harrison A. 
Keith himself who will take the oath 
from City Clerk Cleaves, who will also 
obligate the members of the new City 
Council. 


Mayor Keith will then deliver his 
address to the City Council. It will 
be somewhat longer that usual, and 
should be heard by the citizens 
generally. Those unable to attend the 
ceremonies will find it in full in large

CITY CLERK CLEAVES, 


Who will administer oath to Mayor-elect, and 
to temporary chairman of City Council. 


The new Counci) will then proceed to 
organize and the vote of majority of 
the members of he Council will be nec- 
essary for the choice of a president. 
City Clerk Cleaves will preside.until a 
president is elected, and no other busi- 
ness will be in order until a choice is 
made. The roil call shall be repeated 
until some person receive the votes of 
a majority, or untilan adjournment is 
taken to the succeeding day. 

A close contest for the presidency is 
probable between Councilmen Pink- 
ham and Sidelinger, the former of 
Wollaston and the presiding officer the 
pastiyear, and the latter elected at 
large. Both are yonng men, and have 
given the same number of years to 
work of the council. 

A Clerk of Council will then be 
chosen, and the election of Clerk of 
Committees, City Auditor, City Mes- 
senger, two Trustees$of the City 
Hospital,one Manager of the Woodward 
Fund and other business will be :n 
erder. Seats will probably be drawn 
and a committee on rules appointed. 
The only appointments probable will 
bea list of constables. An order to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes 
is usually introduced at the first meet- 
ing and referred to a special com- 
mittee. 

All citizens of Quincy, ladies and 
gentlemen, are welcome to the in- 
auguration ceremonies, and to the 
organization of the City Council, and 
attendance promises to be very large. 

Hon. Harrison A. Keith will be the 
sixth gentleman to occupy ,the execu- 
tive chair of the city. The Mayors and 
years of service have been:

HOME SBT ON FIRE. 


Kerosene Oil Much in Evidence 
—An Early Discovery. 


| 
A dastardly attempt was made = 
last evening by an incendiary to burn 
the Patrick Garrity estate on Willard 
street. The house is occupied by 
Patrick Cavanagh, who sleeps there 
and looks out for the premises. 

The fire was discovered by neighbors 
who pulled in an alarm from Box 49 
at 7.20. Before the department arrived 
they had with the aid of snow about 
extinguished the blaze. 

An investigation showed that a pane 
of window glass had been removed by 
cutting away the sash, and that the 
glass had been carefully removed A 
placed against a pile of stone on the 
outside. Kerosene oil had then been 
used in considerable quantity and had 
then been fired. The ground outside 
of the window was covered with burnt 
matches, which showed that the party 
or parties had been at work there sume 
time. 


Was a Fire Trap. 
Editor of Daily Ledger: 

In your report of the fire at the 
Eagle Polishing Mills, you state that 
the fire was ‘“‘ evidently caused by an 
incendiary.”” Probably this is only 
asurmise. No one saw the fire until 
it was breaking through the roof from 
end to end of the building. The 
writer was well acouainted with the 
arrangement of the building and con- 
sidered it little better than a fire trap. 
The only wonder is that it did not 
burn down long ago. A wooden par- 
tition was built within three or four 
inches of the brickwork of the boiler, | 
and within thirty inches of the furnace }

door. 

There was so heavy a head of steam 
in the boiler that it blew out the safety | 
valve, at least so the owners state. 

The furnace doors are usually left | 
open at night, and, with so iarge a fire | 
under the boiler as there evidently} 


was, what is more likely than that | 


{some of the fire dropped out of the | 


furnace and set fire to the wooden par-| 
tition. 

This custom of claiming that every | 
fire connected with the granite busi-| 
ness is of incendiary origin is all 
wrong. What we want in Quincy is 
some kind of an inspection of build- 
ings. With such inspection, such a 
fire as this would be unknown, and in- 
surance rates would decrease to an or- 
dinary rate. 

The Boston dailies went you one 
better. They saw a manrunning away 
from the fire at McGillvray & Jones’ 
and of course claimed that as the work 
of an incendiary. 

In connection with these fires, I 
think it a pertinent question to ask, 
where was the officer of the beat that 
he did not discover the fire at the 
Eagle Polishing Mill ?

Beard of Survey Will Investigate, by Order of 
the War Department. 


Washington, Dec. 31.—General Eagan 
yesterday received from Lieutenant 
Calonel Smith, the commissary officer at 
Chicago, a report made by Armour & 
Co., who furnished the army with a 
large part of its tinned roast beef. The 
report was in responee to specific inter- 
rogatories from General Eagan. 

The report in part says: Our system 
of preparing and putting up our roast 
and corned beef is by the Appert process, 
invented in 1809. This process has been 
well known to scientific inquiry since the 
date of its invention, but its commercial 
use by manufacturers and dealers in 
canned meats may be said to be limited 
to the past 30 years. Nothing has been 
discovered that produces superior re- 
sults. There never has been any com- 
plaint of deterioration of the contents of 
cans put up by this process. We have 
been putting up and selling tinned roast 
and corned beef for the past 25 years and 
have been supplying consumers of food 
products for this entire period. All 
grocers and meat markets have these 
foods and have had them on sale during 
this length of time, and no objection has 
been raised to their use by consumers, 
nor has there been any detrimental re- 
sults following their consumption. The 
use of these descriptions of goods is an- 
nually increasing. We have put up dur- 
ing the past 20 or 30 years about 200,000,- 
000 pounds. =

to the British government for army and 
navy use, largely in India and Egypt, 
nearly 25,000,000 pounds, and to the 
French government within the past six 
or seven years about an equal quantity. 
To the republic of Brazil and to South 
Africa we are now annually shipping 
thousands of tons of these goods. No 
chemicals of any description are used by 
us in the manufacture of either tinned 
roast beef or corned beef. Noscraps are 
used by us in the manufacture of the 
goods mentioned. Our tinned roast and 
corned beef are manufactured from what 
are called “chucks” and “plates,” being 
portions of the animals that are re- 
garded is first-class in every particular, 
and no scraps of any description are pre- 


pared or used in the manufacture of these} 


foods. If any small pieces of meat are 
found in a can they are incident to the 
cuiting of the original pieces from which 
its contents are taken, and occasionally 
are necessarily used to give the proper 
weight. No tallow is poured into the 
cans by us in the preparation of our 


tinned roast beef: the only addition to} 


the natural condition of the beef is a 
gmall portion of beef jelly 
especially for this use, to bind together 
the contents of the can, 


In reply to your question as to “‘whether 
any packer who is furnishing refriger- 
ated beef to the subsistance department 
has ever or anywhere or to any extent 
used any chemicals of any kind whatso- 
ever in the treatment of the refriger- 
ated beef; whether any chemicals what- 
soever touched the meatitself,” we state 
that we are without sufficient definite 
information to answer your question 
respecting the mode adopted by other 
packers, but for ourselves we state that 
at no time during the past, nor at pres- 
ent, do we use chemicals of any kind 
whatsoever, and that therefore the re- 
frigerated meat furnished your depart- 
ment could not have been touched by any 
chemical of any description. 

Neither the meat furnished by us to 
your department nor that supplied by 
us for consumption in almost every state 
in the Union, has ever at any time been 
treated by us by any chemical process of 
any kind whatsoever. 


As a result of the issue between Gen- 
eral Miles and General Egan, concerning 
the quality of the beef supplied the 
army, and on the written request of 
General Egan, the war department last 
night issued a special order for the 
assembling of a board of officers in 
Washington on next Tuesday to inquire 
into the general subject of the qualily 
of the beef supplies, and particularly as 
to the responsibility for the loss of 30v,- 
000 pounds of refrigerator beef sent to 
Porto Rico, when the expedition under 
Genera! Miles was there. 

The special order is as follows: “By 
direction of the secretary of war, a board 
of survey is hereby ordered to convene 
at the war department, Washington, at 
10 a. m., Jan. 3, 1899, to examine into and 
report upon the responsibility for the 
loss of about 300,000 pounds of refriger- 
ated beef, the property of Swift & Co. of 
Chicago, to ascertain and report if due 
and proper effort was made to feed this 
beef to thé troops in Porto Rico and to 
fix the responsibility if due and proper 
effort was not made; to ascertain and re- 
port the character and quality of the re- 
frigerated beef herein referred to; to 
ascertain and report if it was good and 
fit meat for issue; if it had been sub- 
jected to any chemical processes what- 
ever, and to report whether or not the 
United States is responsible for the loss 
cf the beef, or who, if anyone, is re- 
eponsible for its loss and whether in its 
opinion Swift & Co. should or should not 
be reimbursed for the beef.” 


The 300,000 pounds of beef referred to 
was shipped from Newport News to 
Porto Rico about the time that word 
came from General Miles that he had 
supplied himself with fresh beef taken 
on the island. The, refrigerated beef 
made the trip to Porto Rico and back, 
but by the time it reached Montauk 
Point it is understood to have spoiled, 
owing to the delay and consequent lack 
of refrigerating material.

The cabinet meeting yesterday was 
not concluded until nearly 2 o'clock, 
nearly the entire session being consumed 
n discussing Matters in connection with 
the administration of the law in Cuba. 
It was pointed out that the collection 
of the taxes and the customs dues, the 
administration of the laws relating to 
postal matters, and the courts and many 
other important branches of the goy- 
ernment of the island, would be a bur- 
den too heavy to be borne by the mil- 
itary governor, assisted only by a small 
Staff, all more or less inexperienced in 
such matters, 

Practically a new government had to 
be established, and it was agreed that 
the multitudinous affairs incident to 
such an undertatting could be success- 
fully administered only by the creation 
of several bureaus, at the head of which 
Woww'd be placed men of wide experience 
in the particular work to which they 
Would be assigned, all to be under the 
general direasion of the military govern- 
or. These matters were gone over at 
Some length, and it is expected that the 
several cabinet members will take up 
the details of the proposed plan at once 
as far as their respective departments 
are concerned, and submit their con- 
clusions to the president at an early 
date. 

It is proposed to duplicate in a small 
Way, and as far as practicable, the sys- 
tems now in force in the United States; 
the collectors of customs and of taxes 
being directly responsible to the military 
governor, the same as our secretary of 
the treasury, who is charged with these 
functions, is to the president. It is 
proposed, too, to employ citizens of the 
island in every subordinate capacity, if 
this can be done without detriment to 
the service. 

This course, it is contended, would pro- 
mote a friendly feeling toward the 
United States, and avoid the friction 
that necessarily would result from send- 
ing among them men who are strangers 
to their customs and traditions. 


Funeral Services In Senate, 

Washington, Dec. 31.—The funeral ser- 
vices of the late Senator Morrill were 
held in the senate chamber today at 
noon, Rev. Mr. Leavitt, pastor of All 
Souls’ church, officiating, assisted by the 
chaplain of the senate.. The president, 
the cabinet and members of the diplo- 
matic corps attended. The public gal- 
leries were opened to the firiends and 
admirers of the deceased senator. Sen- 
ator Morrill’s remains will be taken to 
Vermont for interment, in charge of a 
joint committee of senators and repre- 
sentatives, conducted by Colonel Bright, 
the sergeant-at-arms of the senate. The 
party will leave tomorrow morning. 


Notice to Postmasters, 
Washington, Dec. 31.—The Canadian 
government aunounces that it has re- 
duced the domestic letter rate from 3 to 
2 cents an ounce, commencing Jan. 1. 


T'nder the convention between the United! 


States and Canada letters are sent from 
this country to Canada for 2 cents, the 
domestic rate of each country applying 
to each letter sent. The reduction made 
is reciprocal and for the first time per- 
mits letters to be sent from the other 
side at 2instead of 3cents. Postmaster 
General Smith calls the attention of all 
postmasters in the country through the 
press to the reduction and to its taking 
effect New Year's day with a view to 


up as “short paid.” 


Capitel Gleanings. 

The navy department is informed that 
the gunboat Wilmington arrived at 
San Juan yesterday on her way to Trin- 
idad and the Orinoco country. The 
collier Cassius has been placed out of 
commission. The auxiliary cruiser 
Mayfiower has sailed from Manzanillo 
for Cienfuegos. The collier Sterling left 
Montevideo yesterday for San Juan. 

Provision has been made by the navy 
department for the establishment of a 
mail service between Manila and Guam, 
our new naval station in the Pacific. 
Admiral Dewey has been instructed 
that, after the Yosemite arrives at Ma- 
nila, he must send a mail to the island 
of Guam at least once in every two 
months, using any vessel of the navy 
available for the service. 

Treasurer Roberts mailed checks to- 
day in payment of interest on the 4 per- 
cent funded loan of 1907, amounting to 
$5,559,000, due on Jan. 1. Jan. 3 he will 
mail checks in redemption of Central 
Pacific 6 percent bonds, due Jan. 1, 
amounting to $12,700,000. By this means 
the treasury will materially reduce its 
stock of free gold, which today amounted 
to nearly $246,000,000. 

Solicitor General Richards has ren- 
dered an opinion in which he holds that 
under section 29 of the tariff act of July 
24, 1897, if the refined metal set aside as 
the product of imported lead ore is not 
re-exported within six months from the 
date of the receipt of the ore, the regular 
duties must be paid on the imported ore 
and not upon the refined metal produced 
therefrom. 


More About Army Chaplains. 

Washington, Dec. 31.—Chaplain Sam 
Small of the Third volunteer engineers, 
referring to his recent remarks concern- 
ing army chaplains, says: ‘What I 
really said was sadly garbled in the boil- 
ing down process. I believe army chap- 
lains can do great good if provided with 
proper equipment in the way of tents, 
music, lights and lumber for seats, etc. 
J have no complaint myself, because the 
officers and men in our regiment have 
voluntarily helped provide these things. 
But chaplains generally are not so for- 
tunate, and it was for them I spoke 
when I said and repeat that unless they 
are better,outfitted for work they had 
better be omitted from the army scheme 
altogether.” 


Roosevelt at Albany, 

Albany, Dec. 31. — Governor-elect 
Roosevelt, accompanied by Mrs. Roose- 
velt, their six children and household 
eervants, arrived here yesterday after- 
noon. The governor-elect and his fam- 
fly were driven to the executive mansion, 
where they were received by Governor 
and Mrs. Black. Both families had 
dinner together at the executive man- 
sion.

THe BRITISH PRESS. 


hate War Furnishes a Fruitful Topic In 
Annual Review-. 

London, Dec. 31—The Times this 
morning, in its annual review of the 
events of the year, devotes considerable 
Space to the Hispano-Ameérican war, 
which it regards as even greater than 
the Nile campaign, ‘because it resulted 
&pparently in the definitive adoption of 
a new imperial and military policy by 
the United States.” The article ap- 
plauds the Washington government for 
declining to surrender the lives and 
property of Spaniards in Cuba to the 
tender mercies of the Cubans, but re- 
grets that no compensation is paid with 
respect to Cuba, although undoubtedly 
a large part of the Cuban debt was ex- 
pended on public works in the island. 
The Times pays a high tribute to the 
“tranquil and dignified manner in which 
Spain has accepted her reverses.” 

By common consent all the annual 
reviews in the morning papers regard 
the year 1898 as memorable for the His- 
pano-American war, and the “manifest 
destiny” consciousness of the English 
speaking peoples. 

The Daily News, referring to Pres- 
ident McKinley’s speech at Atlanta, 
says: “We may approve or disap- 
prove the president's sentiments, but 
in any case, they are one of the new and 
most memorable facts of 1898. It is 
devoutly to be hoped that the United 
States, as a world power, will be found 
working in harmony with Great Britain. 

The Standard refers in similar terms 
to the advent of a new world power, and 
to the “mighty change which the war 
has effected in the aims, policy and pub- 
lic sentiment of the United States.” 


Su<pension Prevents a Run. 

Colebrook, N. H., Dec. 31.—State Savy- 
ings Bank Commissioners Baker and 
Hatch have begun an investigation of 
the affairs of the Colebrook Savings 
bank. Cashier Bailey will be arraigned 
today on a charge of falsifying his ac- 
counts and his reports to the United 
States examiners and the comptroller 
of the currency. The Colebrook Sav- 
ings bank has suspended business, pend- 
ing the examination being made by the 
state commissioners. The trustees de- 
cided that a suspension was in the in- 
terest of the depositors, and would 
tend to avert any losses that might fol- 
low a run on the institution. 


State Police on Hand, 

Marlboro, Mass., Dec. 31.—In response 
to the request of the Marlboro city au- 
thorities a squad of six district police 
arrived here last evening to assist the 
local officers in maintaining order dur- 
igg the continuance of the strike. As 
yet there has been no need of their 
services. A large crowd gathered in front 
of J. A. Frye’s factory when the opera- 
tives quit work last night, but a squad 
of local police kept it moving and there 
was no serious disturbance. One of the 
workmen was followed a short distance 
on his way home by a small section of 
the crowd, but no violence was offered 
him. 


Still a Mystery. 

New York, Dec. 31.—The poisoning of 
Mrs. Adams still baffles the police, 
though they are actively engaged in fol- 
lowing out the first clues in the case. So 
far no startling evidence has been de- 
veloped, and Chief of Detectives Mc- 
Cluskey admitted that he was as far as 
ever from discovering the existence of 
any motive for the murder of Harry 
Cornish or Mrs. Adams. This lack of 
knowledge regarding motive is the chief 
handicap in the work of unraveling the 
crime. 


Prohibited by Kruger, 

Pretoria, Dec. 31.—Stroéng representa- 
tions have been made to President 
Kruger urging him to forbid the proposed 
celebration on Jan. 2 of the defeat of the 
Jameson raid, when, at the suggestion of 
the Pretoria Volkstein, the project was 
to burn Dr. Jameson in effigy. Owing 
to the president's action the celebration 
has been abandoned. There is no doubt 
that such an observance of Jameson day 
as had been planned would have led to 
serious riots. 


Will Be on Exhibition. 

Boston, Dec. 31.—Spanish gunboats 
Sandoval and Alvarado, pow at An- 
napolis, will be brought to the Boston 
navy yard, and also to the navy yards 
at League island and Brooklyn, before 
being taken to their station at the Ports- 
mouth navy yard. This is done in re- 
sponse to a generally expressed desire 
on the part of the public, and they will 
be open to visitors at all these ports. 


Not Careful Enough, 

Cedars, P, Q., Dec. 31.—Two men were 
killed and four others seriously injured 
yesterday by carelessness in blasting 
at the works of the New Soulanges 
canal. Two mines were set off simul- 
taneously, and it was thought from the 
report that both had gone off, but when 
the men went to make another blast the 
second mine suddenly exploded. 


Brothers Drowned. 

Middletown, Conn., Dec. 31.—Frank, 
aged 16, and Joseph, aged 12, sons of 
Frank Blessington of Rock ’Falls, were 
drowned in the pond back of the Rock 
Falls woolen mill last night. They went 
on the ice to skate and Joseph broke 
through. In trying to save him, Frank, 
who could swim, was carried under the 
ice. 


Krathofski Hanged. 
Springfield, Dec, 31—Murderer Dom- 
inique Krathofski yesterday paid the 
penalty for his crime on the gallows. 
His crime was the brutal murder of 
his step-daughter, Victoria Pinkos, a 
girl 16 years old. The murder was 
commtted on the morning of Jan. 17, 
1897. It was cold-blooded and cruel, the

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


An apple or cherry tree is much more 
valuable if it shoots out low. 

In setting out roots at any time, never 
allow the roots to become dry. 

Nectarines or apricots will thrive any- 
where that the peach or plum will. 

With plenty of wood ashes as a top 
dressing no manure is needed for young 
trees. 

One of the best remedies for the rose 
slug is a strong stream of water from a 
small hose. 

Always plant thrifty trees and always 
select young trees in preference to those 
that are overgrown. 

Blight in many cases attacks without 
warning. The only safe remedy is to cut 
off and burn every branch or limb affect- 
ed. The quicker this is done the better. 

While trees may be set out as long as 
the ground is not frozen, care must be 
taken that the soil is filled in closely 
around the roots, as they will be injured 
by freezing. 

It is a good plan before the ground 
freezes to see that good drainage is provid- 


stand around the roots is very injurious, 
especially to young trees.—Exchange.
